The information therefore which it contains 
will be in the possession of many Subscribers by the beginning of the 
year 1867. | 

There is much new and important matter in the present edition. 
In numerous instances, that portion of the work which relates to the 
Constitutional Government of the Colonies has been recast and 
enlarged. 

The Editors invite particular attention to the information respect- 
ing the changes which have been effected 1 in the constitutions of several 
of the West India Islands. 

The Gold Coast, Gambia, Lagos, and Sierra none will be found 
under the heading of West African Settlements: 

At page 49 an account of the disturbances which- occurred in 
Jamaica in October, 1865, will be found. This statement has been 
compiled from the Report of the Royal Commission, and from other 
official documents. 

The Naval Defence Act, an important piece of legislation, will be 
found at page 191. 

Several pages have been devoted to information ‘respecting the 
Straits Settlements, which on the Ist April will, probably, be trans- 
ferred from the control of the India Office to that of the Colonial 
Department, the proposed Pension Rules have been included, as well 
as the Scheme for Cadetships. 

The Colonial Rules and Regulations are being revised, but as there 
is some uncertainty as to the date at which the revisions will be 
completed, the Editors have not delayed their issue of the Colonial 
~ Office List with a view of including them. 

The object which the Editors have in view, is to make the Colonial 
Office List an accurate, useful, and comprehensive publication of 
matters relating to the Colonial Service, and although they have not 
been able to adopt all of the suggestions which they have received 
from time to time, they nevertheless trust that the advice and criticism 
of their Subscribers to the Work will not be withheld so long as 
anything is wanting to realize that object.

THE COLONIAL OFFICE LIST. 


THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE COLONIES. 
In the reign of George IIL, 1768, a Secretary of State for the 
American, or Colonial Department, was appointed, in addition to 


the two principal Secretaries of State then existing; but this new 
office was abolished in 1782. 


In 1782 the duties of the two principal Secretaries of State 
were divided into “Home” and “ Foreign ;” the affairs of Ireland 


and the Colonies devolving on the Home Department. 


In 1794 a principal Secretary for War was appointed, and the 
affairs of the Colonies were transferred from the Home to the 
War Department in 1801. 


In 1854 a fourth principal Secretary of State was added, the 
affairs of the Colonies alone being placed under one of the principal 
Secretaries of State. 


Since 1858 there have been five principal Secretaries of State,

EMIGRATION, 


The only colonies which at present promote im- 
migration from the United Kingdom by means of 
their public funds are Victoria, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australia, the Cape of Good 
Hope, Natal, New Zealand, and Tasmania. The 
system on which assistance is afforded varies in 
each colony. Immigration into the colony of 
Victoria at the expense of the colonial funds is 
governed by regulations issued by the local Govern- 
ment. Free passages are granted by the Emigra- 
tion Commissioners to female servants only. ‘he 
eligible candidates must have been accustomed to 
domestic service, and must produce satisfactory 
certificates of good character. ‘They must make 
their applications on certain printed forms, which 
can be obtained from the Commissioners or their 
agents. The entire cost of the passage in these 
cases is defrayed by the Commissioners out of 
colonial funds, and partial assistance to reach the 
port of embarkation is also afforded to the ac- 
cepted candidates; they, however, must provide 
their own outfit, and before their embarkation 
order is issued to pay to the Commissioners the 
sum of 10s. each towards the cost of bedding and 
mess _ utensils supped to them on board ship. 
Residents in the colony may obtain what are called 
‘“‘ passage warrants’’ tor the introduction of their 
relatives and friends, by paying to the colonial 
Government for each male under 15 years 31. ; 
between 15 and 40, 8/.; 40 years and upwards, 91.; 
and for each female between the same ages 21., 3/., 
and 5l. respectively. The passage warrants are 
valid for nine months only after their date of issue 
in the colony, and are transferable with the pre- 
vious sanction of the Emigration Commissioners. 
The Commissioners cannot extend the duration of 
the warrants, nor sanction the transfer to males of 
warrants issued for females. Subject to the con- 
ditions specified in the warrants, the persons named 
in them, or their transferees duly approved by the 
Emigration Commissioners, are entitled to passages 
to the colony in ships to be despatched from 
London or Liverpool, by the agents of the Colonial 
firm who have contracted with the Government of 
Victoria for the performance of this service. Emi- 
gration to New South Wales at the expense of the 
colony is carried on by means of “ passage certifi- 
cates,” which can be obtained only from the 
Colonial Government by residents in the colony; 
they are not transferable, and are available for 
12 months from their date, and for passages only 
in the ships of the Emigration Commissioners, to 
whom they should be forwarded by the nominees 
or holders as soon as they receive them. To the 
Cape of Good Hope the only persons who can be 
sent out are the nominees of settlers in the colony, 
who, after inquiry by the Commissioners, may be 
found elegible under the colonial regulations. ‘To 
Natal no free passages are now granted ; persons 
resident in this colony can, however, nominate their 
relatives or friends for passage in the Commis- 
sioners’ ships, on giving to the Colonial Govern- 
ment a guarantee for the repayment of the passages 
at the rate of 10/. per statute adult, within 12 
months after the landing of the emigrant. Married 
persons, with the members of their families under 
12 years of age, are required to pay the advance at 
the rate of 10/. per annum. Any excess of passage- 
pats beyond the 10/. is paid out of colonial 

unds. 
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EMIGRATION TO MAURITIUS AND THE 
WEST INDIES. 


In the course of 1864 an act was passed by the 
Legislature of India, ‘To consolidate and amend 
the Laws relating to the Emigration of Native 
Labourers.” ‘This act was in the main the re- 
enactment of one law of the enactments previously ° 
spread over seventeen laws, the earliest of which 
dated from 1839. It was therefore a measure of 
considerable importance and utility; but it also 
introduced some new provisions intended to pro- 
tect emigrants against frauds which experience 
had shown them to be exposed to. With this 
view it prohibits recruiting, except by recruiters 
licensed by the Protector of Emigrants. It re- 
quires that emigrants should be taken before a 
magistrate of the district where they are recruited 
before they are sent forward to the port of em- 
barkation, that it may be ascertained that no fraud 
has been practised on them (Section of the Act 
annexed); that they understand the nature of 
their engagement; and that they emigrate volun- 
tarily. It gives additional powers to the medical 
officer of the Indian government to ascertain the 
capacity of proposed emigrants; it regulates tha 
dietary on the voyage, the mode of berthing the 
people on board ship, and the despatch of the vessel 
to sea; and it provides an elaborate system of 
checks to prevent clandestine or unauthorized emi- 
gration, Contracts may be made with natives of 
India to emigrate to any of the British colonies of 
Mauritius, Jamaica, British Guiana, Trinidad, St. 
Lucia, Grenada, St. Vincent, Natal, St. Kitts, and 
Seychelles, and to the Danish colony of St. Croix ; 
and it is lawful to enable or assist any native of 
India to emigrate to any such colony. But this 
emigration will not be lawful except from the port 
of Calcutta, the port of Madras, or the port of 
Bombay. 


Section of the Act above referred to. 


““Every native of India who shall in any place 
other than the towns of Calcutta, Madras, or Bom- 
bay, enter into any engagement with a recruiter to 
emigrate, shall, prior to leaving the district within 
which the engagement was entered into, appear 
with the recruiter before the magistrate of such 
district ; and no recruiter shall remove such emi- 
grant from the said district until he shall have 
so appeared. Upon so appearing, the magistrate 
shall examine the intending emigrant with refer- 
ence to his engagement; and if it appears that he 
comprehends the nature of the engagement he has 
entered into, and that he is willing to fulfil the 
same, the magistrate shall register in a book to be 
kept for the purpose, in such form as the local 
government shall prescribe, the name, name of the 
father, and the age of such emigrant, and the name 
of the village or place of which such emigrant is a 
resident, the emigration depot to which it is in- 
tended he shall proceed, and the rate of wages and 
period of service, if any, agreed upon between the 
emigrant and the recruiter, If the magistrate. 
shall be of opinion that the intending emigrant 
does not comprehend the nature of the engagement,. 
or has been induced to enter into the engagement 
by fraud or misrepresentation, he shall refuse to 
register his name. A copy of every registration 
under this section, written on substantial paper, 
which shall not require a stamp, shall be furnished 
by the magistrate to the emigrant registered.”

ANTIGUA. 


An island situated in W. long. 61° 45’, and N. 
lat. 17° 6’. It is about 54 miles in circumference. 
Antigua was discovered by Columbus in 1493, 
who named it after a church in Seville, called 
Santa Maria La Antigua. It was first inhabited 
by a few English in 1632. In 1663, Charles II. 
made a formal grant of this island to Lord Wil- 
loughby, who sent out a lzrge number of colonists. 
After an interval of French occupation, it was 
declared a British possession by the Treaty of 
Breda, 1666. The Governor-in-Chief of the Lee- 
ward Islands resides at St. John’s, the chief town 
in Antigua. There are no rivers, and few springs 
in this island, and consequently it is exposed to 
frequent droughts. Area of the Island 108 square 
miles. £7456 is annually spent in the support of 
Poor Houses, Hospitals, Board of Health, and for 
Medical Relief, Vaccination, &c. There are 14 
laces of worship belonging to the Church of Eng- 
and, 13 Moravian, 10 Wesleyan. 

The Revenue of the Colony is derived from the 
following sources, viz., under an Act passed in 
1799, a tax of td. per acre of land, and a tax of 
14d. per 100 gallons of molasses—14d. per 100 
gallons on rum manufactured in the Island—a 
duty on imports—a duty on the tonnage of ves- 
sels entering into and clearing from the Island—a 
tax on carriages for hire—a duty on licenses to 
carry fire-arms—a duty on licences to sell liquors 
—fees of office—a duty on boat, porters, and job- 
bers’ licenses—market tolls—fines, penalties, and 
forfeitures. In addition to the above seurces of 
Revenue there are special funds raised for the 
support of the Established Church, for the intro- 
duction of Immigrants, and for the maintenance 
of the Militia Cavalry Corps. For the support of 
the Church the funds are raised principally from 
taxes on land in the several parishes, ranging in 
amount from 9d. to 6s. an acre. For the Militia, an 
export duty of 3s. 4d. on each hogshead of sugar. 
And as an Immigration tax, a duty of 4s. 6d. 
a gallon on all rum consumed in the Island, and a 
tax of 4s. 6d. on each hogshead of sugar exported. 

The Constitution consists of a Governor, aided 
by an Executive Council, the members of which 
are appointed by the Crown; a Legislative Council, 
also appointed by the Crown; and a House of 
Assembly, consisting of 27 members elected by the 
various parishes.* 

The Qualifications for Members and Voters are 
fixed by an Act of 1852, and are as follows :— 

For Members.—An annual income of 66/. de- 
rived from real property within the Island, or an 
annual income of 200/. derived from profession or 
trade, &c. Voters for the city and towns must 
possess land either in fee simple, or as a tenant for 
a period of not less than six months previous to 
election, and of the yearly value of 26/. Voters 
for the country divisions—possession of ten acres 
of land in fee simple, or of five acres with building 
thereon, or land of the value of 111/., or one acre 
of land and building value 222/., or tenant paying 
not less than 88/. per annum. 

The Island isdivided into fourteen electoral 
districts. Of the 522 voters registered for the 
whole Island, 319 are registered for the City of 
St. John. The towns of English Harbour, Fal- 
mouth, and Parham, return 2 members, and the 


remaining 203 voters are registered for eleven 
county districts, returning 21 members.

It will be observed from this table that with the 
exception of the City of St. John and Parham, 
there is no instance of the proportion of voters 
to members being more than 25 to 1. 

In addition to the Executive Council and the 
Legislative Council and Assembly, the Governor, 
by an Act of the Local Legislature passed in 1859, is 
assisted by an Administrative Committee selected 
by himself, one member from the Legislative 
Council and two from the Assembly; they hold 
office during pleasure. The duties of the Com- 
mittee are to assist the Governor in preparing the 
annual estimates, in collecting and disbursing 
public moneys, and in the general administration 
of the Finances of the Colony ; they form a Board 
of Audit of Public Accounts, and are the official 
organs of communication between the Governor 
and the Legislative Chambers. The powers of 
the Committee exist in and out of Session, and 
also during a dissolution of the House of Assembly.

BAHAMAS. 

A chain of islands lying between 21° and 27° 30 
N. lat., and 70° 30’ and 79° 5’ W. long. The 
group is composed of about 20 inhabited islands 
and an immense number of islets and rocks. ‘The 
principal islands are New Providence (containing 
the capital, Nassau), Harbour Island, Abaco, IIcu- 
thera, Ilenecagua or Inagua, Mayaguana, St. Sal- 
vador, Andros Island, Great Bahama, Ragged 
Island, Rum Cay, Exuma, Long Island, Crooked 
Island, Long Cay, Watling’s Island, the Caicos, 
and ‘Turks, and the Berry Islands. 

St. Salvador, one of the islands composing this 
chain, was the first land discovered by Columbus 
on his voyage in 1492. New Providence was set- 
tled by the English in 1629 and held till 1641, 
when the Spaniards expelled them, but made no 
attempts to settle there themselves. It was again 
colonized by England in 1666, but fell into the 
hands of the French and Spaniards in 1703, after

which it became a rendezvous for pirates, who were | 


nistration was established, and the seat of Govern- 
ment was fixed in this island. In 1781 the Bahamas 
were surrendered to the Spaniards, but at the con- 
clusion of the war they were once more annexed 
and finally confirmed to Great Britain by the 
Peace of Versailles, 1783. 

In 1848 the Turks and Caicos Islands were 
separated from the other Bahamas, and formed 
into a distinct Government, under the Govern- 
ment-in-Chief of the Governor of Jamaica. 

There are ten colonial custum-houses and ports 
of entry in the Government of the Bahamas, viz., 
Nassau, Abaco, Eleuthera, Harbour Island, Little 
Kxuma, Rum Cay, Long Island, Long Cay, Inagua, 
and Ravged Island, principally for the exportation 
of salt, one of the chief staples of these islands, 
A considerable quantity of pine-apples, oranges, 
and sponges are also exported to England and the 
United States. 

Bahamas is the only one of the W. I. Chartered 
Colonies, which grants (by a recent Act) Super- 
annuation allowances to public servants. 

Constitution. 


Consists of a Governor, aided by an Executive 
Council of 8 members, a Legislative Council of 
10 members, and a Representative Assembly of 
238 members. The qualification of Electors is pos- 
session of a freehold or other property of the value 
of 261. per annum. The qualification of Members 
is possession of an estate of real or personal pro- 
perty of the value of 500/., or 50 acres of land 
under cultivation. All the members of the Execu- 
tive Council have seats and votes in one or other 
of the branches of the Leyislature.

BARBADOS 


Ts situated in latitude 13° 4’ North and longitude 
59° 37' West, and is the most windward of the 
Caribbee Islands. It is nearly 21 English miles 
long by 14 in breadth, and is said to contain a 
superficial area of 106,470 acres, or about 166 
square miles. 

The exact date of the discovery of Barbados is 
not known, but the first indication of its existence 
in the charts was in 1600. It is said to have been 
first visited by the Portugucse, who finding it un- 
inhabited and rude in appearance, named the Isle 
Los Barbados, from the number of bearded fig-trees 
which they found, and then abandoned it. In 
1625 Sir William Courteen, a London merchant, 
under the protection of the Earl of Marlborongh, 
who held a grant of the island from James I, fitted 
out two large ships, one of which only arrived at 
Barbados, and the party, which consisted of some 
30 persons, landed on the leeward side of the island, 
formed a town called James’ (or Hole) Town, and 
appointed Captain William Deane their governor. 
In 1627 the Earl of Carlisle obtained a grant from 
Charles J. of all the Caribbee Islands, which was 
opposed by the former patentee, but the matter 
was compromised on the Ear! of Carlisle agreeing 
to settle on the Earl of Marlborough an annuity of 
300/. Soon after this the Earl of Carlisle being 
employed on a diplomatic mission, the Earl of 
Pembroke, then Lord Chamberlain, obtained a 
revocation of the former nobleman’s patent in his 
favour, and supported Sir W. Courteen; but on 
the Earl of Carlisle’s return from his embassy, he 
remonstrated with the king, who soon reinstated 
him in possession of the territory. Wolferstone, 
a native of Bermuda, was then commissioned by 
the Earl of Carlisle as governor, and in 1628 sixty- 
four settlers arrived in Carlisle Bay, commenced 
the erection of wooden houses, threw a bridge 
across the river which intersected the ground, and 
laid the foundation of Bridgetown, the present 
capital. The leeward and windward men opposed 
each other, but the latter ultimately triumphed. 
As in all new colonies, the inhabitants met with no 
inconsiderable difficulties. Local feuds were added 
to domestic privations, but the civil war which 
raged in England contributed to people and enrich 
the island; and on the downfall of Charles, many 
families attached to the Royal cause found shelter 
in Barbados, The island was afterward governed 
by Lord Willoughby, a Royalist, to whom it was 
conveyed by Lord Carlisle (son of the first pa- 
tentee); but when the island was subdued by the 
power of the Commonwealth, he was banished. In 
1662 after the restoration of Charles II., Lord 
Willoughby renewed his claim on Barbados, and 
the kinsmen and heirs of the two earls brought 
forward demands on the settlers. To satisfy these 
claims, a duty of 43 per cent. on all exports was 
imposed; and under certain conditions the pro- 
prietary government was dissolved and the sove- 
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-reignty of Barbados annexed to the British crown. 
The inhabitants long protested against the imposi- 
tion of the 43 per cent. duties, but without success ; 
and it was not till 1838, four years after the aboli- 
tion of slavery, that the tax was abolished. 

Barbados has not, like most of the neighbouring 
islands, changed owners: it has always remained 
in possession of Great Britain. 

ridgetown, the chief town and port, is situated 
in the parish of St. Michael, the principal of 11 
parishes into which the island was divided at a 
very early date. This town contains, according to 
the last census, 18,957 inhabitants. Recently a 
most important project for supplying the town 
with water was undertaken and completed by a 
joint-stock company incorporated by an act of the 
egislature. 

Carlisle Bay, the harbour of Barbados, is an 
open roadstead, which is much exposed to the 
wind from the south and south-west. There is an 
inner harbour or carenage, protected by a struc- 
ture called the Mole Head. The works in con- 
nection with this harbour were formerly under 
the supervision of a legislative committee; but, 
by an enactment in 1856, its duties were transfer- 
red to the governor in council. 

The island is almost encircled by coral reefs, 
which in some parts, as in the parish of St. Philip, 
extend nearly 3 miles to seaward, and prove very 
dangerous to navigation. A _ lighthouse was 
erected in 1852 on the south point of the island, 
partly at the expense of the British government. 
A harbour-light was also placed on Needham’s 
Point in 1855. 

The chief articles planted for exportation for 
some years after the settlement of the island were 
indigo, cotton-wool, ginger, and aloes, besides 
several kinds of woods; and the manufacture of 
sugar does not aves to have been practised with 
much success till about the middle of the 17th 
century, when the cultivation of the sugar-cane 
increased rapidly, and the plant became, in com- 
mercial importance, the island’s most valuable 
production. At that period, too, the introduction 
of African labour was commenced. It is stated 
that, in 1683, there were 358 sugar-works in opera- 
tion. At the present time they number over 500. 

The population of the island in 1851 amounted 
to 135,939 ; and although it is estimated that some 
20,000 were carried off by cholera in 1854, the 
census of 1861 shows a total of 152,727 inhabitants, 
16,594 of which are white, and the remainder 
coloured and black. Where so great a population 
exists, great industry is essential to enable the 
people to live. Thus, labour is cheap, and the 

roductive capacity of the soil has been greatly 

rought out. The island has the appearance of a 
well-kept garden, and the rvads throughout are 
excellent. 

From an early date, each of the 11 parishes of 
the island was presided over by a clergyman of the 
Church of England; but it was not till 1824 that 
the Bishopric of Barba‘los and the Leeward Islands, 
with British Guiana, was erected. In 1842, upon 
the resignation of Dr. Coleridge (the first bishop), 
British Guiana and the Leeward Islands were 
separated from the Windward, and constituted dis- 
tinct sees. There are at present in the island, 
besides the bishop and archdeacon, 43 clergymen 
of the Church of England. 

Barbados possesses a college founded by General 
Codrington, a native of the island, who died in 1710, 
and whose name it bears. ‘There are several theo- 
Jogical scholarships of the value of 30/. per annum 
from the College funds, and three of similar value 
paid from the Colonial Treasury. The latter are 
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confined to natives or residents. There is also 3 
school which stanus in close relation to the College, 
and is called the Codrington Collegiate Grammar 
School. 

A police force was established in Barbados in 
1835 by an Act of the Legislature, and is stated to 
have been the first attempt in the British West India 
Colonies to establish a force of that description 
upon a similar footing. It consists of an Inspector- 
general, | Superintending Sergeant, 10 Sergeants, 
20 Corporals and 188 Privates. 

Aninland Post Office was first set on foot in 1852 ; 
it has since been amalgamated with the General 
Post Office, from whence are delivered all letters, 
including those from beyond the seas. Through 
this office a letter may be sent to any part of the 
island, reaching its destination the same day, for 
ld. the hoz. 

A lunatic asylum and a lazaretto are also insti- 
tutions kept up at the public expense: and there 
is a general hospital in Bridgetown, to the support 
of which the Colony contributes 2,300/. per annum. 

The island forms the head-quarters of Her 
Majesty’s forces in the Windward and Leeward 
command, under a major-general who resides in 
Barbados. The troops stationed in the island are 
garrisoned at St. Ann’s, which is situated at the 
southern extremity of the city. 

Volunteer rifle, artillery, and yeomanry-cavalry 
corps have been recently organized. 

The Local Government of Barbados consists of a 
Governur (who is also Governor-in-Chief of St. 
Vincent, Grenada, ‘Tobago, and St. Lucia), a Legis- 
lative Council, anda House of Assembly. ‘There is 
also an Executive Council, composed of the same 
members as are of the Legislative. ‘The members 
are appointed by mandamus of the Sovereign, and 
hold their office during the Royal pleasure. The 
number is not limited, but there must never be 
less than seven resident in the island. The Lord 
Bishop is a member ex-officio. In their legislative 
capacity the Council make laws concurrently with 
the House of Assembly and the Governor. They 
sit with the Governor in Executive Council, where 
he passes all warrants for the payment of money, 
issues all writs for the elections of members of 
Assembly, and performs other duties imposed by 
specific Acts. In former years almost every judi- 
cial function in the island was executed either 
collectively or individually by the Members of 
Council, who composed the Court of Chancery, the 
Court of Error, and discharged in rotation the office 
of Judge of the Criminal Sessions, till the year 
1841, when a Chief Justice was appointed. The 
Judges of the Courts of Common Pleas for the five 
precincts into which the island used to be divided 
were selected from the Members of Council; but 
the improvements which have within these last few 
years been introduced into the administration of 
justice have relieved the Board of all their equity, 
and a great portion of their appellate jurisdiction. 
Exceptions to parish-rates are heard and deter- 
mined by the Governor in Council, by whom the 
assessments must be confirmed before they are 
levied. ‘The Assembly consists of two Members 
for Bridgetown and two for each of the 11 parishes, 
and its duration is limited to twelve months. The 
qualifications of Members and Electors are regu- 
lated by a Franchise Act, passed in 1842, and are 
as follows for Electors :— 

Possession of estate for life, or in right of mar- 
riage, of not less than the annual value of 20/., or 
less interest in rents and profits of land of a simi- 
lar amount. 

Lessee or assignee of lands or tenements when 
the rent shall not be less than /10U0/., and the term 
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of lease was in its original creation of not less 
than five years. 

Occupant in any town of any house or premises 

arochially rated at not less than 50/. per annum. 
Payaicnt of parochial taxes for two years to the 
amount of 5/. 

At the General Election, May, 1865, the num- 
ber of registered electors was 1334. A contested 
election only occurred in one division, that of St. 
Lucy, when 109 electors voted out of 127. 

In addition to their legislative functions, the 
Members of Assembly are called upon to discharge 
various executive duties, which devolve on Com- 
mittees, either named by the legislative bodies to 
which they belong, or selected by the Governor 
from the Council and Assembly.

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BERMUDAS, 


Or Somers’ Islands, a cluster of about 300 small 
islands, situated on the western side of the Atlantic 
Ocean, in lat. 32° 15'N. and long. 64° 51’ W., at 
a distance of about 580 miles from the nearest 
land, at Cape Hatteras in North Carolina. 

Fifteen or sixteen of these islands are inha- 
bited; the rest are of inconsiderable size, the 
largest, or Bermuda proper, containing less than 
20 square miles of land, and nowhere exceeding 3 
miles in breadth. 

They extend from N.E. to S.W., in a curved 
line for about 20 miles, bending inwards at both 
extremities, so as to enclose spacious and secure 
harbours. 

Besides the main island, on which the town of 
Hamilton, the present seat of Government, is 
situated, the principal islands are St. George’s, 
where the ancient town of St. George, the former 
capital, stands; Ireland Island, where the dock 
yard is established; Boaz, containing the convict 
prisons ; Somerset, connected with the main island 
by a bridge; St. David’s, Smith’s, Cooper’s, Non- 
such, Godet’s, Port’s, River’s, &c. 

The climate has been long celebrated for its 
mildness and salubrity. Besides potatoes and 
other esculent roots and vegetables, bananas, 
oranges, peaches, and other fruits, the land pro- 
duces arrowroot of a fine quality, and an indige- 
nous cedar of great durability, well adapted tor 
ship-building and house-timber. 

The sea abounds with fish. A few whales and 
turtle are occasionally taken. 

These islands derive their name from Bermudez, 
a Spaniard, who sighted them in 1527. The earliest 
account is given of them by Henry May, who was 
cast away upon them in 1593,in a French ship, 
commanded by Monsieur Barbotiere; but they 
were first colonized by Admiral Sir George Somers, 
who was shipwrecked here in 1609, on his way to 
Virginia. On his report, the Virginia Company 
claimed them, and obtained a charter for them 
from James J. in 1612. This company sold their 
right for 2,000/. to an association of 120 persons, 
who obtained a new charter in 1616, incorporating 
them as the Bermuda Company, and granting 
them very extensive powers and privileges. 

Representative government was introduced in 
1620. In 1621 the Bermuda Company in London, 
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made a Body of Ordinances for the Government of 
the Colony. During the civil war, great numbers of 
emigrants from England were attracted hither by 
the favourable reports of the climate and soil; but 
towards the end of the reign of Charles lI., grave 
complaints were made by the inhabitants, of the 
misgovernment of the A rag yaaa by the company ; 
and the Charter of the Bermuda Company was 
annulled by process of Quo Warranto, at West- 
minster, in 1684-85. Since then, the Governors 
have been appointed by the Crown, and laws for 
the Colony enacted by a local legislature, consist- 
ing of the Governor, Council, and Assembly. 

The lands belonging to the Company were for- 
feited to the Crown, on the dissolution of their 
Charter ; and, with the exception of some reserved 
for public uses, were granted in 1759 to purchasers 
on small quit-rents, extinguishable on the payment 
of a fixed sum of money. 

During the revolutionary war in North America, 
the inhabitants suffered great privations from the 
scarcity of food; but ever since the settlement of 
the islands by Sir George Somers, in 1609, this 
Colony has uninteruptedly continued to belong to 
the English Crown. 

In 1784 « printing-press was introduced. Early 
in the present century, the importance of the Ber- 
mudas as & naval station became manifest. treland 
Island was purchased exclusively by the Govern- 
ment, and a Dock Yard established there. By 
Order in Council, dated June 23, 1824, male con- 
victs were ordered to be kept at hard labour on 
the public works at the Bermudas; but these 
islands never were made a penal settlement, nor 
were the convicts allowed to be discharged there. 
The establishment was broken up in 1863. 

On the abolition of slavery in 1834, the system 
of temporary apprenticeship of the emancipated 
slaves, permitted by the Act of Parliament in the 
slave-holding colonies, was dispensed with by the 
local legislature of Bermuda, so as to entitle the 
slaves to their absolute freedom six years sooner 
than was required by the Act of Parliament. They 
and their descendants now form rather more than 
a numerical half of the entire population. 

In 1846, a lighthouse, visible at more than 30 
miles’ distance, was erected on the loftiest land in 
the Colony. A public libary was established in 
1839. 


Constitution. 


The Government is administered by a Governor, 
and a Privy Council, consisting at present of 9 
members, gt ayreg by the Crown on the recom- 
mendation of the Governor, who also act as a 
Legislative Council. There is a House of Assem- 
bly of 36 members, consisting of four representa- 
tives from each parish. There are 842 electors. 
The qualification is possession of a freehold of 
not less than 60/. value. The qualification for a 
member is possession of a freehold rated at 2407. 
The last general election was in 1864; and the 
average duration of the session is 135 days, al- 
though during that period they usually only sit 2 
or 3 days ina week. The Bermudas, since 1844, 
have been annexed to the episcopal diocese of 
Newfoundland. There is an Episeopal parish 
church in each of the nine parishes. They are 
divided into five livings, of which the parish of 
St. George constitutes one, and each of the other 
livings comprises two adjoining parishes, besides 
which, there are an Episcopal church in Hamil- 
ton, two Presbyterian Churches, two Wesleyan, 
and one Roman Catholic chapel, and a number of 
chapel schools of different denominations.

BRITISH COLUMBIA.* 

British Columbia is situated on the north-west 
coast of North America. It comprises the terri- 
tory lying between the Rocky Mountains and the 
Pacific Ocean, and extends from the frontier line 
of the United States on the south to the Simpson 
and Finlay rivers, which form its northern bound-

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ary. The average breadth of the territory is about 
250 miles, the length of its coast line about 450 miles, 
and its area (including Queen Charlotte Island) is 
roughly calculated at 200,000 square miles. 

Until the year 1858 British Columbia formed 
part of the territory over which the Hudson’s Bay 
Company possessed by licence from the Crown the 
exclusive right of trading. But in that year large 
discoveries of gold were made in the rivers of the 
country, which attracted a vast immigration of 
gold-diggers from California, and rendered it 
necessary for Her Majesty’s Government to take 
measures to maintain order, and protect life and 
property. The Hudson’s Bay Company’s trading 
licence was therefore revoked, and the country 
erected into a Colony by an Act of the Imperial 
Parliament (21 & 22 Vict. cap. 99). 

The Colony had, when first created, no form of 
Representative Government; but laws were made 
by the Governor in the shape of proclamations, 
which were submitted to the Queen, and laid before 
both Houses of Parliament: by a recent Order in 
Council, however, a Legislative Council has been 
established, to consist of the Colonial Secretary, 
the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, the Sur- 
veyor-General, and the Collector of Customs, of 
five Magistrates from different parts of the country, 
and of five unofficial members, who are selected 
by the votes of the inhabitants of the respective 
districts, all but Chinese and Indians being allowed 
to vote. 

The population of the country is chiefly migra- 
tory, consisting of mining adventurers from Cali- 
fornia, and other parts of the world, and including 
considerable numbers of Chinese. The settled 
white population may be stated at between 5,000 
and 10,000. 

The climate is temperate, and presents a remark- 
able contrast to that of the rest of the continent of 
North America, in the same latitude, on the other 
side of the Rocky Mountains. Besides gold, the 
paar produces magnificent timber and good 
coal. Promising indications of silver have been 
discovered in several localities. Some of the ore 
having been assayed has yielded at the rate of 2501. 
to the ton. These leads are now being thoroughly 
tested. Seams of excellent anthracite coal have 
lately been discovered in Queen Charlotte's Island, 
and works are now in progress there. 

The revenue is raised principally by means of 
customs duties: there is no direct taxation except 
upon traders and miners, a licence to enable the 
latter to mine and take out gold in any part of 
British Columbia, only costing one pound sterling 
annually. 

Agricultural operations have been greatly ex- 
tended during the last three years, and have 
proved the character of the land throughout the 
colony to be admirably adapted for the culture of 
cereals. Land once thought valueless is now 
under heavy crops. The wheat, barley, oats, and 
other farm produce of the Colony, may compare 
favourably with that raised even in California. 
Grist mills are gradually being erected. Tracts 
of good grazing land exist throughout the Colony, 
but the districts of Shemilkaineen, Okanagan, and 
Nicola Lake, offer excellent pasture land, The 
spars manufactured from the Doryar pine bear 
the highest commercial value, for size, strength, 
and durability. ‘The lumber trade is gradually on 
the increase. There is an unlimited supply of 
excellent material throughout the Colony. 

The fur trade of this part of the world is also a 
noticeable feature. The skins exported chicfly 
consist of mink, marten, |sable, silver fox, bear. 
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beaver, sea and land otter, fur seal, deer, elk. 
raccoon, siffleur, and others of minor importance. 
This trade was originally altogether in the hands 
of the Hudson Bay Company, but has now become 
general, and is considered remunerative. 

Large quantities of excellent cranberries yearly 
find a ready sale in California. 

The Fraser River abounds in salmon, sturgeon, 
and a small fish called the “oulakon,” but this 
branch of industry has not been extensively car- 
ried on hitherto. The sea fisheries consist of 
herring, cod, smelt, halibut, and dog fish, all in 
great abundance. 

There is a continuous line of telegraph from 
New Westminster to England, and Collins’ Rus- 
sian Line passes through the Colony, from south 
to north, thus placing the remote district of 
Cariboo in direct communication with America 
and Europe. 

The acquisition of land under pre-emptive right 
is simple and inexpensive: any British subject can 
take up a claim of 160 acres of land, and settle 
upon the same with the certainty of not being 
called upon to pay for the land until it is included 
in the survey of the Colony, and then at a rate not 
exceeding 48. 2d.an acre. Any quantity of land 
immediately adjacent to a pre-emptive claim can 
be purchased by the pre-emptor of such claim upon 
payment down of half the purchase-money ; the 
remainder when the land is surveyed—in no case 
exceeding 4s. 2d. per acre in the whole. ‘Town lots 
and suburban lands are put up for sale at public 
auction.

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This Colony is a portion of the South American 
continent, extending from east to west about 
200 miles. It includes the settlements of Deme- 
rara, Essequebo, and Berbice. It is bounded 
on the east by Dutch Guiana, from which it is 
divided by the River Corentyn, on the south by 
Brazil, on the west by Venezuela, and on the 

north and north-east by the Atlantic Ocean. 

' ‘This territory was first partially settled by the 
Dutch West India Company in 1580. It was from 
time to time held by Holland, France, and Eng- 
land. It was restored to the Dutch in 1802, bunt in 
the following year retaken by Great Britain, to 
whom it was finally ceded in 1814. 


It is impossible to determine the exact area of 
the Colony, as its precise boundaries are undeter- 
mined between Venezuela and Brazil respectively, 
a it has been computed to be 76,000 square 
miles. 

Under the Dutch Demerara and Essequebo had 
constituted one Government, and Berbice an- 
other, which arrangement indeed continued in 
force under the British Administration down to 
the year 1831. 

The constitution of the Colony of Berbice dates 
from the year 1732; under it the Governor was 
nominated by the Directors of the Mercantile 
Body called the Berbice Association, and he was 
assisted by a council of six; any vacancy occur- 
ring being filled by the Governor’s selection of one 
out of two nominations submitted by the remain- 
ing councillors, In the year 1817, however, an 
order was made by the Prince Regent in Council, 
requiring three nominations to be made in lieu of 
two for the Governor’s selection, and also declar- 
ing that if no such nomination were made in 
fourteen days, the Governor should be entitled 
to appoint absolutely to the vacancy. In 1826 an 
order of the King in Council was issued, dissolving 
the then Council of Government, appointing an- 
other, and thenceforward vesting the right of 
appointing to vacancies in the Governor as re- 
presenting the Crown. 

The Court of Policy for Demerara appears to 
have been established in 1773, and in 1789 that 
for Essequebo merged into it, and the seat of 
Government for the United provinces was estab- 
lished at Stabroek, the site of the present metro- 
polis, Georgetown ; under these circumstances, 
disputes having arisen between the Colonists and 
the local Government, and West India Company, 
as to the right of appointing the colonial mem- 
bers of the Court of Policy, in the year 1788, a 
provisional ‘Plan of Redress,” as it was termed, 
being in fact the draft of a new constitution, 
was framed by a Committee of the States-Gene- 
ral, to whom had been referred sundry petitions 
of the Colonists. This being approved of, a com- 
mission was despatched by the States-General 
to the Colony, and on their arrival in 1789 they 
dissolved the then existing Government, and 
established a new one for the conjoined Colonies 
upon the basis of the scheme in question, which 
coutinued in operation notwithstanding the cap- 
tures of the Colony by the British in 1796 and 
1802 and its cession in 1803, the Articles of 
Capitulation having stipulated that the laws, 
usages, and institutions of the Colony should be 
maintained as before. It is, therefore, advisable 
now to advert to the leading provisions of that 
document. 

The Council or Court of Policy was to consist 
of lst, The Director-General; 2, ‘fhe Commander 
of Essequebo; 3, The Fiscal of Essequebo; 4, 
The Fiscal of Demerara; 5 and 6, two Colonists 
from Essequebo; 7 and 8, two Colonists from 
Demerara. : 

The Members (unofficial) were to be chosen 
‘‘from among the principal, most capable, and 
most religious inhabitants, above twenty-five 
years of age, professing the Protestant religion, 
and perfectly acquainted with the Dutch lan- 
guage, and who had resided at least three years 
within the Colony.’ It will be essential to bear 
in mind, that no other definition of the qualifica- 
tion of a Member of the Court of Policy has 
existed to this moment inapplicable as the pre- 
ceding obviously is to the altered state of things 
There was in addition a provision against the 
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eligibility of parties within certain degrees of 
consanguinity, which, however, has been practi- 
cally disregarded. 

By a Proclamation of Governor Beaujon in 1796, 
it was enacted that any person duly elected and 
declining to serve, should be liable to a penalty 
of three thousand guilders, unless he had served 
within two years next preceding his election. 

In the first instance, the unofficial portion of 
the Council was to be chosen from a double 
nomination by the Colleges of Kiezers or Electors, 
of which there were two, one for each Colony, * 
each consisting of seven Members elected by a 
majority of the votes of the inhabitants possessing 
not fewer than twenty-five slaves, such votes to be 
in writing and signed by the voter. The tenure 
of the Office of Kiezer, as subsequently defined by 
Proclamation of Sir Benjamin D’Urban in 18:1, 
was to be for life, unless the party resigned or 
ceased to be an inhabitant. The Kiezers, before 
proceeding to 8 nomination, were to be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of their office before the 
Director-General a ceremony which continued to 
be observed before the Governor until the passing 
of Ordinance No. 16 of the present year. 

A periodical change in the constitution of the 
Council or Court of Policy was secured by pro- 
viding that the Senior Colonial Member should 
retire yearly. 

The Director-General was to be allowed a 
double vote, and the Secretary of Demerara was 
to be the “ Minister of the Court of Policy.” 

Such seems to have been the original Legislative 
Constitution of the Colony. We now come to the 
occasion on which what are termed “Financial 
Representatives ” were added. | 

1t appears that in 1795 it was deemed necessary 
during a period of some confusion, to introduce 
four members “commissioned” by the Colleges 
of Electors of both Colonies to have jointly with 
the Court of Policy the administration of the 
Public funds.t In the following year, however, 
Governor Beaujon thought fit to annul that 
arrangement, and to enact that to secure to the 
inhabitants a more ample representation at the 
raising of taxes, in lieu of the four above-men- 
tioned, there should be six inhabitants adjoined 
to the Governor and Court of Policy, three from 
each Colony, to be elected by the inhabitants 

ualified as in the case of Kiezers and to serve 
or two years, but whose powers should be strictly 
limited to the raising, with the Court of Policy, 
Colony taxes and examining also with that body 
the public accounts. 

Beaujon’s proclamation, however, was materially 
modified, though without affecting the definition of 
the duties of the Financial Representatives, by a 
proclamation of Acting Governor Carmichael in 
1812, consolidating the two Colleges of Kiezers 
and Financial Representatives. This proceeding 
remained operative though unconfirmed by the 
Crown until 1831, when Sir Benjamin D’Urban 
became Governor of the United Colony, and it 
was annulled by a Royal Instruction restoring the 
pre-existing arrangement, and extending the right 
of suffrage to the inhabitants of Berbice. 

Such is the state of things which has remained 
up to the present time with the exception, in 
regard to the franchise hereafter to be noticed 
and from which the inference seems to be clear, 
that the Financial Representatives had, and have, 
no authority whatever, except by express per-

mission from the Crown, to discuss any item upon 
the estimate so as to alter its amount, although 
they might refuse to include any sum to which 
they objected in their calculations of the funds 
necessary to be raised by taxation.* 

The inherent right of the Financial Representa- 
tives to exercise this power, has been however 
strongly maintained by the Colonial Members 
upon all occasions, and this has led to collisions 
between the Executive and the Elective section of 
the Court.f The position they assume is based 
upon the construction of certain passages in a 
decree of the States-General, dated 27th August 
1788, to the effect that ‘‘ the contributions for the 
Colonial Chest are to be regulated by the inhabit- 
ants themselves,” and in the instructions issued to 
Director-General Van Grovestein in 1793. ‘‘He 
will take care not to leave the administration of 
the Colony Chest wholly to the Colony Members 
of the Court of Policy, but will thereto admit a 
greater number of the Colonists, for example the 
Kiezers of both rivers,” and also upon the nature 
of certain entries in the Minutes from 1798 to 
1806. They do not appear to bear out the claim 
of right which has been founded upon them, since 
the evidence throughout seems to proceed upon 
the assumption that due provision has been pre- 
viously made for the Sovereign’s Chest, which is 
represented by the modern Civil List. 

The foregoing is a succinct but sufficiently accu- 
rate sketch of the Legislative Constitution, as it 
existed up to the year 1849, when the first step in 
the process of amelioration was affected by the 
passing of the Ordinance, No. 15, for regulating the 
elective franchise, and dividing the Colony into 
Electoral districts. 

The great principle of the whole system of 
Government is evidently centralization. Until 
the -year 1826, there existed not even local sub- 
divisions of the Colony. Demerara and Essequebo 
were then distributed into ten Parishes, and the 
same process was subsequently applied to Berbice. 
This arrangement, however, was simply ecclesias- 
tical, involving no civil authority or jurisdiction, 
for the Members of the Vestries, constituted to 
adminster them, were, and still are, nominated 
from time to time by the Court of Policy, while 
the combined Court grants the only funds at their 
disposal whether for maintenance of the fabric, or 
support of the poor, exclusive of what trifling 
income may be derived from the seat rents of the 
Churches. 

It was not until 1837 that the first municipal 
body was incorporated, nor has the principle sinte 
been materially extended in its application al- 
though some advance has undoubtedly been made. 

In the year 1855, under the administration of 
Governor Wodehouse, an Ordnance was passed, to 
alter and amend the Political Institutions of the 
Colony, but it was not approved by Her Majesty. 
Since that time no legislation has been attempted 
in the same direction until the passing of Ordi- 
nance not of the present year, which, however, is 
a mere declaratory act, defining the meaning of 
the term “Colonist,” as employed in the “Plan 
of Redress ” above noticed ; and Ordinance No. 16 
of the present year,to remove some difficulties in the 
exercise of the functions of the College of Electors. 


* During the discussions on the Civil List in 1848-9, it 
was suggested by some of the Elective Section to adopt this 
course, leaving upon the Governor the responsibility of 
paying the difference between the sums fixed and the 
amount provided. 

t Proceedings relative to the Functions of the Financial 
Representative, 1832, 
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The Constitution may be summed up very briefly. 
It consists of a Governor, Court of Policy, and 
a Combined Court. ‘The functions of the Execu- 
tive and Legislative Councils, and of the Assembly, 
are performed by the Governor and Court of 
Policy, assisted by the six Financial Representa- 
tives for certain purposes. 

The Court of Policy is composed of five official 
and five elective members. The official members 
are the Governor, the Chief Justice, the Attorney- 
General, the Administrator-General, and the Go- 
vernment Secretary, who is also Secretary to the 
Court. The elective members are chosen as fol- 
Jows:— When a vacancy occurs the seven Kiezers, 
who are chosen for life, meet and submit to the 
Court of Policy the names of two persons, from 
whom one is selected by the Court. All laws are 
enacted by this body, which also takes a prominent 
part in the general administration of the affairs of 
the Colony. 

The Constitution, however, requires that for the 
purpose of voting the annual expenditure and 
framing the taxes, they shall call to their assist- 
ance the six Financial Representatives, during 
whose attendance the Court is called the Combined 
Court. The Colony is divided into five Electoral 
Divisions, each of which has its Kiezer or Kiezers 
chosen for life, and one or more Financial Repre- 
sentatives, elected for two years, and eligible for 
re-election.

In the Colony of British Guiana the Roman 
Dutch law is in force in civil cases, modified by 
Orders in Council and local Ordinances; the Cri- 
minal Law is now the same as that of Great Britain, 
and is administered in the same manner, except 
that there is not the intervention of a Grand Jury. 

There is no House of Assembly or Executive 
Council.

The aboriginal Indians were estimated in 1851 
at about 7,000; but the best authority in the 
Colony, Mr. M‘Clintock, Superintendent of Rivers 
and Creeks, Pomeroon District, carries the number 
now as high as 20,000 or 21,000. He is of opinion, 
that the return in 1851 was greatly under-esti- 
mated, and that the disturbances in Venezuela 
have caused large accessions to the numbers of the 
tribes within the British territories.

The Island is a 
dependency of Sierra Leone, and was ceded to the 
British Government in 1792.

CANADA. 


Canada is said to have been discovered by 
Sebastian Cabot in 1497; but this is not certain. 
The French are also said to have turned their 
attention to this part of the world in 1508; at any 
rate, in 1525, they took possession of the country 
in the name of the King of France, and ten years 
later Cartier explored the St. Lawrence, so nam- 
ing that splendid river from having entered it on 
St. Lawrence’s day. 
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Tn 1608 Quebec, the first settlement, was founded. 
During their early days, and for a considerable 
time after, the French were much engaged in con- 
flicts with the Indian tribes, the aboriginal inha- 
bitants. 

In 1759 Quebec succumbed to the British forces 
under General Wolfe; and in 1763 the whole terri- 
tory of Canada was ceded to Great Britain by the 
Treaty of Paris of that year. 

This vast territory, situated in North America, 
lies principalfy in a N.E. and S.W. direction along 
the north side of the St. Lawrence and the north 
and east sides of lakes Ontario, Erie, Huron, and 
Superior, between 59° 50’ and 9° W. long., and 
42° and 52° N. lat.: the other portion lies on the 
south side of the river St. Lawrence, from which 
it stretches from near Mcntreal to Point Gaspé at 
its embouchure. Canada is here bounded on the 
south by the territories of the United States and 
New Brunswick. 

Total area in square miles is 331,280, being 
121,260 for Upper Canada, and 210,020 for Lower 
Canada. 

During the French ascendancy, Canada was 
governed by military authority; and on its cession 
to Great Britain in 1763 till 1791 it was governed 
by a Governor appointed by the Crown of England, 
aided by a Council also appointed by the same 
authority. 

In 1791 an Act of Parliament was passed (31 
Geo. IIf. cap. 31), establishing a constitution for the 
two Provinces into which Canada was by that Act 
divided. Asthe torm of government was similar 
in each Province, a description of that of the Lower 
Province will suffice. By the Act of Parliament 
alluded to, the Legislative authority was vested in 
a Legislative Council appointed by the Crown, and 
in a House of Assembly elected by the inhabit- 
ants; the Lower Province was under a Governor, 
whilst the U pper was under a Lieutenant-Governor, 
This constitution was suspended in consequence of 
the rebellion in Upper Canada in 18338, and a 
Special Council appointed. 

In 1840 the two Provinces were reunited (by 
an Act 3rd & 4th Vic. cap. 35), and the Legislative 
Councils of the united Provinces were consoli- 
dated: this new Legislative Council was to con- 
sist of not less than 20 members (it has in fact ex- 
ceeded double that number), the members were 
appointed for life. Whilst the House of Assembly 
consisted of 84 members, there being an equal pro- 
portion returned by either Province. In the same 
year (1840) also Municipal Institutions were esta- 
blished in Canada. 

The Provincial Legislature is empowered by 
Act 17 & 18 Vict. cap. 118 (1854), to constitute the 
Legislative Council an elective body. 

‘The constitution of Canada now in operation is 
defined in its main features under title I. of the 
Consol. Stat. 1859. Under these Acts Canada is 
divided into 125 electoral districts and boroughs, 
returning in all 130 members to the Heuse of 
Assembly, 65 for Upper Canada, and 65 for Lower 
Canada; whilst tie Legislative Council con- 
sists of 48 members, who are elected, and 22 mem- 
bers who were nominated under the old constitu- 
tion. The Council will ultimately consist of 48 
elective members. 

The qualifications required in Nominated Coun- 
cillors related only to age and nationality. ‘They 
hold their seats for life, subject to voluntary resig- 
nation, and in certain cases to forfeiture. 

Of the 48 elected members, 24 are for Upper 
Canada and 24 for Lower. They were arranged 
in four sets, and were chosen respectively in 
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18£6, 1858, 1860, and 1862. Representative Coun- 
cillors hold their seats eight years, subject to 
resignation or forfeiture. ‘There is thus a biennial 
election of 12 Councillors. The qualification for a 
Councillor is that he must be a British subject, 
thirty years of age, possess real property in the 
province, and unencumbered, of the value of 8,000 
dollars. The qualification of electors are the same 
as those of electors of the House of Assembly— 
viz. every male subject, being the owner or oc- 
cupier or tenant of real property’of the assessed 
value of 300 dollars, or of the yearly value of 30 
dollars if situated within the municipal limits of 
city or town: but of the assessed value of 200 
dollars, or yearly value of 20 dollars if not so 
situated. A considerable section of the civil 
service, together with election employés,is disabled 
trom voting. 

The elected must have (3 & 4 Vic. c. 45 sec. 28) 
real property situated in Canada, unencumbered, of 
the value of 500/. of stirling money of Great Britain. 

The duration of the Legislative Council is inde- 
pendent of that of the House of Assembly, which 
is for four years, unless the Assembly is sooner 
dissolved. 

The Governor is styled ‘* Governor-General of 
British North America.”

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 


The Cape of Good Hope, strictly speaking, is a 
small promontory near the south-west extremity of 
the continent of Africa. But the extensive Colony 
ofthat nameis washed by the Atlantic and the South- 
ern or Indian Oceans on the west and south; it is 
bounded on the north by the Gariep or OrangeRiver, 
on the north-east by the territory of the Basutos, 
on the east by Kaffirland, and including what was 
formerly the Colony of British Kaffraria. The 
Cape Colony contains an area of about 188,286 
square miles. 

In 1486, Bartholomew de Diaz, a Portuguese 
commander, discovered the Cape in the reign of 
John II. of Portugal. Vasco de Gama doubled it 
1] years later, from which time it appears to 
have been resorted to by European navigators of 
all nations, but chiefly by Portuguese, Dutch, and 
English. In 1620 two English East India Com- 
manders, by a proclamation dated from Saldanha 
Bay, took possession of the Cape in the name of 
Great Britain; but no settlement was formed. 
In 1652 the Colony was colonized by the Dutch 
East India Company, under Van Riebeek. The 
Cape remained in possession of the Dutch till 
the year 1795 when the British Government took 
possession, but ceded it at the Peace of Amiens, 
1802, to its former possessors, and in 1806, it was 
again taken by the English, to whom it was con- 
firmed at the General Peace 1815: it has since con- 
tinued a British Colony. 

The climate of the Cape is very favourable to 

eople of European birth: the temperature at Cape 
Town, by tables compiled from careful observations 
during twenty years made by Sir Thomas Maclear, 
the Astronomer-Royal at the Cape observatory, is 
shown to be less variable than in most countries: 
the average temperature in winter was but 14’ 86° 
below that of summer: the mean temperature was 
61’ 88°, the highest was 96’ 8°, the lowest 37’ 79, 
The summer may be said to begin in November 
and last till April, when winter commences. 

The Cape may be said to possess a healthy climate 
without violent changes from heat to cold; and 
experience has proved that the early symptoms of 
consumption have been entirely eradicated by resi- 
dence there. 

The settlers at the Cape are chiefly employed in 
the production of wool, wine, and in the breeding 
ot horses, cattle, and sheep, and in the growth of 
wheat, barley, oats, and maize. The wheat of this 
Colony is not surpassed in quality by any grown 
elsewhere. No doubt the fallzada now completed 
between Cape Town and Wellington will greatly 
stimulate all industrial pursuits by affording fa- 
cilities of transport. 

The Government of the Cape from 1806 to 1835 
was administered by a Governor, aided by a few 
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Executive Officers ; but in that year an Executive 
Council, and a Legislative Council, appointed by 
the Crown, comprising certain office-holders and 
some unofficial members, was created. 

‘By Letters Patent dated 23rd May, 1850, the 
Governor and Council were empowered to enact 
Ordinances for the establishment of a Representa- 
tive Government; three years later the present form 
of Government was broucht into force. ‘he Gover- 
nor is now assisted by an Executive Council, 
composed of certain office-holders appointed by 
the Crown. There is a Legislative Council of 21 
elected members, presided over, ez officio, by the 
Chief Justice, and a House of Assembly of 62 
elected members, increased in consequence of 
the incorporation of British Kaffraria, repre- 
senting the country districts and towns of the 
Colony. The Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, the Treasurer-General, and the Auditor- 
General, who are members of the Executive 
Council, can take part in the debates of the 
Legislative Council and House of Assembly: they 
cannot vote in either house; but in the House of 
Assembly they are allowed to introduce measures. 
There is an election at the end of every five 
years for the Council, when eight and seven 
members are elected alternately. The qualifica- 
tion for members is possession of immovable pro- 
perty of 2,000/., or movable property worth 4,000/. 

ith the exception of paid office-holders and 
others specified in the Order in Council, any per- 
son may be elected a member of assembly. Mem- 
bers of both houses are elected by the same voters, 
who are qualified by possession of property, or 
receipt of salary or wages, of not less than 50.

odging. The Judicial establishment comprises 
the Supreme Court of three Judges, who hold Ses- 
sions in Cape Town and Circuit Courts in the 
Western Districts. An Eastern Province High 
Court of Judicature has also been established, 
entitled “The Eastern Districts Court,” the two 
Judges of which hold Sessions in Grahamstown 
and Circuit Courts in the principal towns of the 
Eastern Districts. 

Cape Town is the capital of the Colony and the 
seat of Government: it is built between Table Bay 
and Table Mountain, at the foot of the latter: this 
mountain rises 3,582 feet above the sea. The town 
is well laid out, and contains numerous public 
buildings and several good squares.

BRITISH KAFFRARIA, included in Cape Colony. 


British Kaffraria was first occupied by Euro- 
peans in 1835 under Sir B. D’Urban, but was 
subsequently abandoned in 1837. 

In 1846 it was again occupied as a military sta- 
tion ; but in 1848 the necessity for recognizing it 
as a British Colony became apparent, and a staff 
of officials was organized to aid, under Martial 
Law, in the maintenance of peace and the control 
of its public affairs. It was considered a dependency 
of the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope, from the 
revenues of which its deficit was made good. 

In 1855 Sir George Grey appointed magistrates 
to the native tribes, subsidized the chiefs and 
principal counsellors, employed a number of their 
followers as rural police and village headmen, and 
established a Criminal Court for the trial of grave 
offences ; its finances were separated from those of 
the neighbouring Colony, and liberal grants made 
by the Imperial Government to promote the ci- 
vilization of its native inhabitants. 

In 1860 Letters Patent, constituting British 
Kaffraria a separate Colony, were promulgated ; 
its first Lieutenant-Governor was appointed, a 
Supreme Court created, and a Municipal Corpora- 
tion granted to King William’s Town. ‘The Con- 
stitution thus given has recently been altered. 

British Kaffraria, by Acts of the Colonial Legis- 
lature, passed at the end of 1865, has been incor- 
porated with the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope. 

By another Act,-passed at the same time, ad- 
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ditional members were added to the House of 
Assembly, four of them sitting for that portion 
of the Colony which was until then known as the 
Colony of British Kaffraria. Two Electoral Di- 
visions have been erected with a view of repre- 
senting this territory in the Cape Parliament. 
For elections to the Legislative Council, British 
Kaffraria forms part of the Eastern Districts. 

The principal seaport at the mouth of the Buffalo 
is called East London ; the anchorage is very good. 
Harbour works have been undertaken for its im- 
provement, but small craft, of shallow draught, 
are able to enter the river, and discharge or load 
at the wharf. A lighthouse has been erected at 
the entrance of the river. 

Crown lands are sold in freehold at 12. per acre. 

Its progress has been greatly promoted by the 
introduction of a number of English and Dutch 
farmers from the neighbouring colony, who hold 
their grants of land under military servitude, and 
the payment of an annual ground-rent, while a 
number of German immigrants, whose condition 
is prosperous, have become a useful and thrifty 


pears to have assigned to Ceylon an area of nearly 
twenty times its actual size.” It was visited by the 
Greeks, Romans, and Venetians; and in 1505, the 
Portuguese formed settlements on the west and 
south of the island: in the next century they were 
dispossessed by the Dutch. 

In 1795-6, the British took possession of the 
Dutch settlements in the island : they were annexed 
to the Presidency of Madras, but five years after, 
in 1801, Ceylon was erected into a separate Colony. 
In 1815 war was declared against the native Go- 
vernment of the interior ; the Kandyan King was 
taken prisoner, and the whole island fell under 
the rule of the British. 

By letters patent under the Great Seal, April, 
1831, a Council of Government was appointed, and 
by a supplementary commission to the then Gover- 
nor (March, 1833), the form of Government almost 
as now existing was established. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council of five Members, 
viz., the Officer Commanding the Troops, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Queen’s Advocate, the 
Treasurer, and the Auditor-General; and a Legis- 
lative Council of 15 members, including the mem- 
bers of the Executive Council, four other office- 
holders, and six unofficial Members.

CEYLON. 


An island situated in the Indian Ocean, off 
the southern extremity of Hindostan; it is be- 
tween 5° 55’ and 9° 51’ N. lat., and 79° 41' and 
81° 54’ E. long.: its extreme length from north to 
south, z. e. from Point Palmyra to Dondera Head, 
is 266 miles; its greatest width 140} miles from 
Colombo, on the west coast, to Sangemankande on 
the east; its area is about 24,700 miles, or about 
15,808,000 acres. 

For a Bd aa colony, Ceylon has a compara- 
tively healthy climate, but some of the less in- 
habited parts, and the low wooded country between 
the mountains and the sea are very unhealthy. The 

uantity of rain which falls during the year is about 
three times as great as in England. The seasons 
depend very much on the monsoons: the coolest 
season is during a period of the summer when the 
8. W. monsoon prevails. The heat is nearly the 
same throughout the year, but much less oppres- 
sive than in Hindostan. Along the coast the 
annual mean temperature is about 80° Fahr.; at 
Kandy, 1,465 feet above sea level, it is 76° (average 
of ten years) ; at Colombo the annual variation is 
from 76° to 86°; at Galle 70° to 90°; and at Trin- 
comalee 74° to 91°. Elevation of mountains from 
3,000 to 8,000 feet above the level of the sea. 

Many delusions as to the size of Ceylon appear 
to have existed in very early days, and the Greeks, 
who after the Indian conquests of Alexander 
brought back accounts of the East, greatly ex- 
aggerated its extent. ‘ Pliny was informed by the 
Singhalese ambassador, who visited Rome in the 
reign of Claudius, that the breadth of Ceylon was 
10,000 stadia from west to east; and Ptolemy ap-

DOMINICA. 

Dominica is an island, situate in the centre of 
the Carribean Sea, between 15° 20' and 15° 45’ N. 
lat., and 61° 13’ and 61° 30’ W. long.; 29 miles long 
and 16 broad ; very mountainous and picturesque ; 
was discovered by Christopher Columbus, on Sunday 
(hence its name) the 3rd November, 1493, on his 
second voyage. 

This island was included in the grant made of 
sundry islands in the Carribean Sea to the Earl of 
Carlisle, by a patent, dated 2nd June, 1627; but 
several attempts to bring the place under subjec- 
tion to the English proved abortive. By the 
treaty signed at Aix-la-Chapelle, in Prussia, in 
1748, it was stipulated between the English and 
French that Dominica and some other islands 
should remain neutral, and that the original pro- 
prietors, the Caribs, should be left in possession. 
During the time that Dominica was thus profess- 
edly regarded by the English and by the French 
as a “neutral” island (no notice being taken of 
the Caribs), many French planters settled on it 
and established plantations. In 1756, Dominica 
became by conquest the property of the English. 

In 1763 “a peace” was signed at Paris between 

‘England and France, in the ninth article of 
which Dominica was assigned to Great Britain. 
Commissioners were sent out for the purpose 
of surveying and selling the cultivatable lands, 
which yielded to the British Crown the sum of 
312,0J22. lls. ld. sterling. The French settlers 
were generously secured in their possessions, on 
condition of taking the oath of allegiance and 
paying a small quit rent. Dominica at this time 
formed one of a General Government, comprising, 
besides Grenada and the Grenadines, St. Vincent 
and Tobago. 

In 1771, the island was formed into a separate 
Government under the administration of Sir Wm. 
Young, Bart. 

On the 2\ist June, 1775, the Royal Proclamation 
was issued, fixing a new qualification for candidates 
and electors for the House of Assembly, and 
regulating the proceedings at elections, which is 
still in force. 

In 1778, the French, attracted by the fertility of 
the place, and invited over from Martinique by 
some of their countrymen, prepared a military 
and naval armament against the isJand, under the 
Marquis de Bouillé, Governor of Martinique, and 
became masters of the island on the 7th of Septem- 
ber, after an obstinate resistance. The cruel 
Marquis Duchilleau was left as Governor; trade 
failed and great distress followed. 

In 1783, the island was again restored to the 
English, and Sir John Ord, Bart., was appointed 
Governor. 

In 1795, another invasion of the island was 
attempted under the direction of Victor Hughes, 
the French Republican Chief, who had previously 
forced the British troops to evacuate Guadaloupe. 
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The brave and well-directed resistance of the 
inhabitants, under the command of Governor 
Hamilton, forced part of the enemy to fly and 
the rest to surrender. 

In 1805, now the most remarkable epoch used 
in the Island for marking the time of events, 
and which goes by the name of La Grange (the 
name of the invading General) the French again 
landed at each flank of Roseau. The regular 
troops and the militia gallantly distinguished 
themselves, but unfortunately Roseau, the capital, 
was set on fire accidentally, and therefore capitu- 
lated, paying the enemy to quit 12,0U00/.; whilst 
the governor, Sir George Prevost, and the troops 
(regular and militia) proceeded across the island 
to the superior garrison of Prince Ruperts, making 
ready for battle should they be attacked. Since 
this period the island has not known war! 

Its extent is estimated at 186,436 acres, but only 
a small portion is cultivated, and most of it is 
uncultivatable. It abounds in rivers and rivulets, 
and the facility of procuring the means of life; 
and abounding as it does in fishes of the sea and 
birds of the field, mountain crabs, crappauds and 
game, all nutritious, is unrivalled. 

The Government is administered by a Lieut.- 
Governor (subordinate to the Governor-General of 
the Leeward islands), aided by an Executive 
Council of seven members. In 1865, during the 
temporary administration of His Honour W. 
Robinson, President of Montserrat, the Legislative 
Assembly was reduced, by an Act of the Local 
Legislation, from 9 nominated and 19 elected 
members, to 7 nominated and 7 elected mem- 
bers. The Lieut.-Governor presides over the 
deliberations of this body and exercises a casting 
vote in the House, and 2 deliberative as well asa 
casting vote in Committee. 

The qualifications for representatives of a parish 
are, 50 acres of land, and for the town of Roseau 
or Portsmouth, 50 acres of land, or a messuage in 
the same town rented at 20/. per annum. 

Electors for a parish must possess 10 acres in 
the parish, or house or building to be rented at 
4l.c per annum. For the towns of Roseau and 
Portsmouth, a house or building in the town worth 
18 per annum, or 8/. per annum for life out of and 
charged on lands or tenements.

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FALKLAND ISLANDS. 


The Falkland Islands are situated jn the South 
Atlantic Ocean, between 51° and 530° §, lat., and 
between 57° and 62° W. long.; they consist of 
the East Falkland (area 3,000 square .miles), the 
West Falkland (2,300 squre miles), and about 100 
small islands with an area of nearly 1,200 square 
miles. Mount Adam, the highest ground in the 
colony, rises 2,315 feet above the level of the sea. 

The Falklands were discovered by Davis in 
1592, and visited by Hawkins in 1594. In the 
early part of the 18th century they were visited by 
many French vessels, and in 1763 they were taken 
possession of by France; they were subsequently 
held by the Spaniards till 1771, when they were 
for a time abandoned, and the sovereignty of them 
given up to Great Britain. 

In 1820 the Republic of Buenos Ayres esta- 
blished a settlement in these islands, which was 
destroyed by the Americans in 1831. 

In 1833 they were taken possession of by the 
British Government, for the protection of the 
Whale Fishery, and have from that time to the 
present so continued. 

The climate is exceedingly healthy, and the inha- 
bitants live to a great age. During the summer, 
a calm day is unusual. The winds rise at about 
10 a.m., and fall away again between 4 and 5 p.m. 
During the middle of the day, the wind often 
amounts to a gale. ‘The mornings and evenings 
are delightful. In winter, the weather is less 
boisterous than in summer, and the thermometer 
seldom falls below 30°. Ice has not been known to 
exceed two inches in thickness, and snow seldom 
lies on the low lands. The temperature, on the 
the whole, is equable. The thermometer ranges 
from 30° to 50° in winter, and from 40° to 65° in 
summer. The dryness of the atmosphere in sum- 
mer is remarkable, and evaporation is rapid. 

A peculiar feature in the geology of these islands 
is presented in streams of stones or fragments of 
quartz, which appear to flow down the sides of the 
hills, These streams are twenty to thirty feet 
wide, and the stones vary in size from one to four 
cubic feet, and are spread out in the valleys to 
great extent. Sandstone, in which are beautifully 
perfect impressions of shells, occurs in beds. The 
soil is chiefly peat, but near the surface, where the 
clay is of a lighter quality and mixed with vege- 
table remains, it is good soil fit for cultivation. 
Stone of two or three kinds suitable for building is 
found in different parts of the islands. 

Potatoes, turnips, cabbages, and many other 
vegetables thrive exceedingly well, and may be 
produced in unlimited quantities in all parts of the 
island. Strawberries, currants, and gooseberries, 
also do well. In Government House garden, which 
is well sheltered and kept in good order, the yield 
of the fruit trees is abundant. 

There is a great variety of sweet-scented flowers, 
which in November and December nearly cover the 
ground. The Tussac grows to the height of seven 
feet with a breadth of three-quarters of an inch, 
feeding on which, the cattle get very fat. Anti- 
scorbutics are very plentiful in a wild state, such 
as celery, scurvy grass, sorrel, &c., cranberries, 
and asmall red fruit, growing like the strawberry, 
but in appearance and taste more like a half-ri 
blackberry, besides a small plant called the tea- 
plant, known and much used by the sealers and 
Gauchos. 

Rabbits abound in various parts of the islands, 
and inland geese, swans (black and white), wild duck 
dotterel, and teal are plentiful—more especially 
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the former. The harbours swarm during the 
summer months with excellent fish, and trout, 
weighing from one to two pounds, are to be found 
in the rivers and lakes of the interior. 

Wild cattle, horses, and pigs are very numerous. 
Sheep have been introduced and found to do 
exceedingly well. The wool is of excellent quality 
and realizes a high price in the London markets. 
The exports consists of provisions, hides, horns, 
hoofs, bones, tallow, and wool, as aforesaid. 

The local revenue is between 1,000/. and 1,5002. 
a year, the expenditure between 6,000/. and 8,00U/.; 
the difference between revenue and expenditure 
being made up by Parliamentary vote. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive and Legislative Council. 
The members of both Councils are appointed by 
the Crown.

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GRENADA. 


Grenada is situated between the parallels of 
12° 30' and 11° 58’ N. Jat., and 61° 20’ and 61° 35’ 
W. long.; is about 21 miles in length, 12 miles in 
its greatest breadth, and contains about 76,538 
acres, With a population, by the Census of 1861, of 
31,900 souls. It lies 68 miles S.S.W. of St. Vincent, 
and between it and the latter island are certain 
small islands called the Grenadines, partly at- 
tached to the government of St. Vincent, and 
partly to that of Grenada; the largest of the lat- 
ter is Carriacon, which has an area of 6,913 acres, 
and a population of 3,071 souls. 

The country is mountainous and very pictu- 
resque, and abounds in streams and in mineral 
and other springs. The Grand Etang, a lake on 
the summit of a mountain ridge 1,740 feet above 
the level of the sea, 7 miles from St. George, and 
equidistant from Grenville and Lake Antoine, in 
the parish of St. Patrick, are among the most 
remarkable natural curiosities. The island is 
divided into six parishes—St. George, St. David, 
St. Andrew, St. Patrick, St. Mark, and St. John. 
The chief productions of Grenada are sugar and 
cocoa, and those of Carriacon are cotton, ground 
provisions, and live-stock. 

Grenada was discovered by Columbus in 1498, 
and was named Ascension. It was at that time 
inhabited by Caribs. In 1650 Du Parquet, Go- 
vernor of Martinique, purchased Grenada from 
a French company. Finding the expense of main- 
taining an armed force to support his authority 
not compensated by the expectation of future 
protits, Du Parquet sold the island in 1657 to 
the Comte de Cerrillac for 30,000 crowns. The 
Governor appointed by the new proprietor ruled 
with so much tyranny that the most respectable 
settlers left the island; he was at length seized, 
tried, and executed by the Colonists. 

In 1674 the island was annexed to the Crown of 
France, and the proprietors received compensation 
for their claims; but in 1762 it surrendered to 
the English Commodore Swanton, and was for- 
mally ceded to Great Britain by the Treaty of 
Peace signed at Paris on the; 10th of February, 
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1763. In 1779 Grenada was retaken by the 
French; and in 1783 Grenada was restored to 
Great Britain by the general Treaty of Peace of 
Versailles. Major-General Edward Mathew was 
appointed Captain-General and Governor-in-Chief 
of Grenada and such of the Grenadines as lie to 
the southward of Carriacon, including that island ; 
and from that date to this time the government of 
Grenada has been confined within these limits. 
In 1787 St. George’s was made a free port. 

In 1834 the apprenticeship system was esta- 
blished, and was followed in 1838 by unconditional 
emancipation. In 1854 an Act was passed regu- 
lating the election of members of Assembly. ‘This 
Act is now in force. ‘The House of Assembly 
consists of 26 members, of whom 4 are returned 
for the town of St. George, 7 by the united parishes 
of St. George and St. John, 6 by the united parishes 
of St. Patrick and St. Mark, 6 by the united 
anda of St. Andrew and St. David, and 3 by 

arriacon, 

The qualifications for Electors and Members 
are as follows :—

shall own any land with a dwelling-house of the 
annual value of 40/., or possession of an annual in- 
come of 2001. derivable from profession or trade, 
or being interest of money invested in the Colony. 

‘There are 652 registered electors, and 492 voted 
at the last general election in February, 1862, 

The Assembly is elected for seven years. 

Under an Act dated 14th October, 1856, and 
limited in its duration to aterm of three years, 
an Executive Council was formed, composed 
ot members selected by the Crown from the 
Legislative Council and House of Assembly. 
During the continuance of this Act the executive 
functions of the Legislative Council ceased, and 
were exercised by the new council. The Act has 
been allowed to expire, and the Legislative Coun- 
cil has resumed its executive functions; it is 
atyled Her Majesty’s Council.

HELIGOLAND. 


An island situated in the North Sea, in 7° 51’ 
E. long. and 54° 11’ N. lat., opposite, and about 
25 miles from, the mouth of the Elbe. Area, 
inclusive of the adjacent island termed “Sandy,” 
three-qnarters of a square mile; population in 
1866, 2,030. 

The island is governed by a Governor ap- 

ointed by the Crown, aided by an Executive and 
Legislative Council, and a popular Assembly 
termed Combined Court, a form of government 
inaugurated by an Order of Her Majesty in 
Council dated the 7th of January, 1864. 

The inhabitants formerly existed solely from 
fishing ; but since 1840 Heligoland has become a 
fashionable bathing-place, and the old seafaring 
population of the island are rapidly decreasing, 
as the Heligolanders now turn their attention to 
building and jletting lodging-houses, on the pro- 
ceeds of which they exist through the winter 
months. 

Within the last year, under the terms of a new 
Ordinance, the Oyster Bank, which has been un- 
finished for years, has been re-opened, and pro- 
‘mises to become a very considerable article of 
export; but beyond this there are no articles of 
export or import at Heligoland beyond what are 
required for the personal use of the inhabitants. 

The public debt is for this small colony very 
heavy; but a certain amount of taxation having 
been introduced, and other financial arrangements 
inaugurated, it is to be hoped that a constant 
improvement will be shown.

HONDURAS. 


British Honduras is a colony on the east ¢ 
of Central America, bounded an the north by the 
Mexican portion of Yucatan, on the west and south 
by the State of Guatemala, and on the east by the 
Bay of Honduras. The coast was discovered 
in 1502, by Columbus; and its early settlement is

In 1670, a Treaty was entered into with Spain, 
acknowledging in a measure the territorial rights 
of Great Britain in the settlement. Sheltered b 
the provisions of this Treaty, the settlers still 
further encroached on Spanish soil. 

The jealousy of the Spaniards was soon aroused 
by the increasing numbers and boldness of the 
adventurous woodcutters, and expeditions were 
fitted out for the purpose of expelling them from 
the territory. These expeditions were uniformly 
unsuccessful, and resulted in further territorial 
concessions to Great Britain. The attacks on the 
settlers were, however, renewed with rather better

Attacks were made on Belize in 1718, 1754, and 
1779, and on the latter occasion, the Spaniards suc- 
ceeded in capturing many of the settlers, who were 
shipped off as prisoners to Havannah. 

By the Treaties of 1783 and 1786, Great Britain 
obtained from Spain a specific grant of the settle- 
ment, under certain limitations as to exercise of 
the rights of sovereignty and cultivation of the 
soil; but the boundaries were very imperfectly 
defined. In consequence of the conclusion of 
these treaties, there was a great influx of British 
settlers into Belize, from the Mosquito shore. 

In 1798 the Spaniards again attacked the settlers 
but were repulsed. :

The Republic of Central America frequently 
claimed the power of restricting the limits of the 
Colony of Honduras; but this claim was resisted, 
on the ground that the rights of Sovereignty ac- 
cruing to Old Spain did not devolve upon any of 
the Republics ; and when the Republic of Central 
America was itself broken up into five separate 
republics, it became still more obvious that the 
mutual obligations contracted by England and 
Spain were thenceforth impossible to be fulfilled 
by the new States, even if they had not been there- 
tofore determined.

n recent years, and apart from questions of 
the nature to which we have referred, some appre- | 
hension has been caused from time to time by the | 
occasionally disturbed state of the northern fron- 
tier, owing to the extinction of Spanish-Mexican 
and other civilized authority in that portion of 
Yucatan. This was the result of a barbarous war- 
fare, which lasted some years; and ended in the 
capture of Bucalar by the Indian Chief Puc, and 
the massacre of many of the inhabitants under cir- 
cumstances of singular atrocity,—a catastrophe 
which led to the settlement on the British side of 
the Hondo, of some thousands of Spanish-Mexican 
refugees, who have placed themselves under the 
protection of British power. The mutual inroads 
and aggressions of these refugees, and the Santa 
Cruz and Chichanha Indians, have given a great 
deal of trouble, within the last two or three years, 
to the British authorities. The Spanish-Mexicans 
of Merida and Campechi, the principal towns of 
Yucatan, are said to recognize the authority of the 
New Central Government of the Emperor Maxi- 
milian, which is also ostensibly at least recognized 
by the Chichanha Indians, under Luciano Zuc. It 
is believed that the object of the Government of 
Yucatan is to subjugate, with the assistance of 
Zuc and his followers, the Santa Cruz Indians, who 
still maintain their independence in the centre 
and on the east coast of the Peninsula. 

The Government of Honduras is administered by 
a Lieut.-Governor (who is subordinate to the Go- 
vernor of Jamaica), assisted by an Executive Coun- 
cil appointed by the Crown. In 1853, an Act was 
passed, entitled “ An Act to amend the System of 
Government of British Honduras; by which it 
is provided that the Legislature shall consist of the 
Superintendent (now Lieutenant-Governor), and a 
Legislative Assembly of 18 elected and 3 nomi- 
nated members. 

The number of registered electors is 127; 96 
only voted at the last election. The qualification 
for voters is ownership of realty of annual value 
of 71. sterling or upwards; occupation, for 6 
months previously to registration, of land or house 
at a rent of 7/. sterling or upwards per annum; 
Peceipt at time of and for 6 months previous to 
‘2gistration of salary at the rate of 100/. a year or 
upwards. January is fixed for the regular meet- 
ing. The regular session generally lasts for 6 or 
8 weeks. The ordinary and maximum duration of 
an Assembly is 4 years. The franchise is regulated 
by Act 16 Vict., cap. 4. 

Tobacco has been grown with great success, and 
steps have been taken for the cultivation of Cotton. 
The accounts are kept in dollars and cents. A 
Volunteer Force has been lately formed.

HONG KONG. 


Hong Kong is one of a number of islands called 
by the Portuguese “Ladrones,” or Thieves, from 
the notorious habits of the old inhabitants: it is 
situated off the south-eastern coast of China, at the 
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mouth of the Canton River, about 40 miles east of 
Macao, between 22° 9’ and 22° I’ N. lat., and 114° 
5’ and 114° 18’ E.long. This island is an irregular 
and broken ridge, stretching nearly east and west ; 
its broken and abrupt peaks rising sometimes to 
a great heignt above sea level. Its length is 
about 11 miles, its breadth from 2to 5 miles, its area 
rather more than 29 square miles. It is separated 
from the mainland of China by a narrow strait, 
known as the Ly-ee-moon Pass, which does not ex- 
ceed half a mile in width. The opposite peninsula 
of Kow-loon has been ceded to Great Britain by a 
Treaty entered into by Lord Elgin in 1861 with the 
Government of China; it now forms part of Hong- 
Kong. The general aspect of the Colony has been 
described as extremely beautiful. One of the most 
magnificent harbours in the world, surrounded by 
picturesque hills rising between 3,000 and 4,000 
feet high, and offering a coup d’ail which unites 
the wild scenery of Scotland to the classic beauty 
of Italy, with a touch of the tropics to heighten 
the effect. The annual range of the thermometer 
is said to be from 47° to 93° Fahr., but it is pro- 
bably greater. 

The Colony was first ceded to Great Britain in 
January, 1841; the cession was confirmed by the 
Treaty of Nankin, in August, 1842; and the 
charter bears date 5th April, 1843. But Hong 
Kong perhaps comes more properly under the - 
designation of a trading station than that of a 
Colony ; it is valuable to Great Britain mainly as 
a factory for our commerce with China, and as a 
military and naval station for the protection of 
that commerce ; it possesses an excellent harbour, 
affording convenient, safe, and commodious anchor- 
age for shipping; its distance from Singapore is 
about 1,520 miles. 

The occupation of Hong Kong at its outset was 
effected at considerable cost to Imperial funds, the 
vote from Parliament in the year 1845 being 
nearly 50,000/. in addition to military expenditure. 

Hong Kong may be considered to have paid its 
local establishments since 1854. The Govern- 
ment is administered by a Governor, aided by 
an ‘Executive Council, composed of the Colonial 
Secretary, the Officer Commanding the Troops, 
and the Attorney-General. The Legislative Coun- 
cil is presided over by the Governor, and is 
composed of the Chief Justice, the Colonial 
Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, 
the Auditor-General, the Surveyor-General, and 
three unofficial members nominated by the Crown 
on the recommendation of the Governor. 

There is a large Police force in the Colony, num- 
bering 550 men, of whom 60 are Europeans, 382 
Indians, and 108 Chinese. 

Hong Kong is the centre of trade in many kinds 
of goods. Amongst the principal may be noticed 
opium, sugar, and flour produced in Tungkoon. 
Salt, earthenware, oil, amber, cotton and cotton 
goods, sandalwood, ivory, betel, vegetables, live 
stock, granite, &c., &c. 

As it is a free port, it is impossible to give a cor- 
rect return of imports and exports. 

The Stamp Tax has just been introduced by the 
Government (Dec., 1866).

JAMAICA. 


An Island situated in the Caribbean Sea, and to 
the southward of the eastern extremity of the 
Island of Cuba, within N. lat. 17° 40’ and 18° 30’, 
and W. long. 76° 10’ and 78° 30’. It is the largest, 
and was formerly the most valuable of the British 
West Indies; being 140 miles in length, and 50 in 
sa Se breadth, and containing about 6,400 square 
tniles. 

Jamaica was discovered by Columbus on the 
3rd May, 1494. He called it St. Jago. It re- 
mained in the possession of the Spaniards for 161 
years, when it was attacked by a force sent by 
Cromwell, under Admirals Penn and Venables, 
against Hispaniola. It capitulated, after a trifling 
resistance, on the 3rd May, 1655. After the cap- 
ture of the island, until the Restoration of Charles 
II., Jamaica remained under military jurisdiction. 
In 1660 the first establishment of a regular civil 
government was made by Charles II., who ap- 
pointed G. D’Oyley Governor-in-Chief, with an 
Elective Council. In 1670 peace was made with 
Spain, and the title of England to Jamaica was 
recognized by the ‘'reaty of Madrid. In 1807 the 
Slave ‘Trade was abolished, at which time there 


were 323,827 slaves in Jamaica. During the last | 
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eight years of the trade 86,821 slaves were im- 
ported. On the abolition of slavery, in 1833, 
Jamaica received 6,161,9272. of the 20,000,000/. 
granted by the Imperial Government as compen- 
sation to the slave-owners; being rather more 
than 19/. a head on a slave population of 309,338. 


Climate. 


There is great variety of climate; the medium 
heat at Kingston is about 80°, and the minimum 
70° Fahrenheit throughout the year: at an eleva- 
tion of from 4,000 to 5,000 feet, the average range is 
55° to 65°, the minimum in winter being 44°: on 
the Blue Mountain Peak, ice of some thickness 
has been found in March. ‘The hurricane season 
ranges from July to October: the periodical rains, 
which last about six weeks, are called the May 
and October seasons, but there is great irregularity 
in the time of their falling. 


Constitution. 


The Constitution, which existed for nearly 200 
years in Jamaica, but which was abrogated in 
1866, was a representative one, consisting of a Go- 
vernor, & Privy Council, a Legislative Council, 
and an Assembly of 47 elected members. ‘The 
abolition of this form of government, and the sub- 
stitution for it of a new torm in which practically 
the entire control and authority is vested in the 
Governor, was brought about by the serious dis- 
turbances amongst the black population which oc- 
curred in October, 1865, and of which we submit 
the following account :— 

On the 7th October, 1865, at the Petty Sessions 
at Morant Bay, a prisoner who had been convicted 
of an assault was rescued from the police. On 
the 9th October a warrant was issued for the ap- 
prehension of two persons named Bogle, and seve- 
ral others, who were stated to have taken an active 
part in the riot of the 7th. 

These warrants were placed in the hands of a 
policeman, who, with five other policemen and two 
rural constables, proceeded early on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing, the l0th of October, to Stony Gut, a Negro 
settlement about five miles trom Morant Bay, 
where Paul Bogle and some other of the alleged 
rioters Hived. 

They found Paul Bogle in his yard, and told 
him that they had a warrant for his apprehension. 

He desired to have the warrant read to him, 
which was done. He then said that he would not 
go, and upon one of the policemen proceeding to 
apprehend him he cried out, ‘‘ Help, here!’ At 
the same time, a man named Grant, who was with 
him, and was addressed as * Captain,” called out, 
“Turn out, men!” Almost immediately a body 
of men, variously estimated at from 300 to 500, 
armed with cutlasses, sticks, and spikes, rushed 
out from a chapel where Bogte was in the habit of 
preaching, and from an adjoining cane field, and 
attacked the policemen. 

The policemen were, of course, overpowered. 
Some of them were severely beaten. Three of 
the number were made prisoners, and detained for 
several hours, and were ultimately released only 
upon their taking an oath that henceforth they 
would “join their colour,” that they would “cleave 
to the black.” 

On Wednesday, the tlth of October, the Vestry, 
consisting of certain elected members, and of the 
Magistrates, who were members ex officio, assem- 
bled in the Court House at Morant Bay at about 
12 o’clock, and proceeded with their ordinary 
business till between three and ;four o’elock, when 
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notice was given that a crowd of people was ap- 
proaching. 

The volunteers were hastily called together, and 
almost immediately afterwards a body of men, 
armed with cutlasses, sticks, muskets, and bayonets, 
after having attacked the police station, and ob- 
tained possession of such arms as were there 
deposited, were seen entering a large open space 
facing the Court House, in front of which the 
volunteers had been drawn up. Baron Ketelhodt 
went out to the steps, and called to the people to 
know what they wanted. He received no answer, 
and his cries of “ Peace! peace!” were met by 
cries from the crowd of “ War :” 

As the advancing people drew near, the volun- 
_teers retired till they reached the steps of the Court 
House. The Custos then began to read the Riot 
Act. While he was in the act of reading it, stones 
were thrown at the volunteers, and Capt. Hitchins, 
who commanded them, was struck in the forehead. 
The captain, having received authority from the 
Custos, then gave the word tofire. The order was 
obeyed, and some of the people were seen to fall. 

The volunteers were soon overpowered, and the 
Court House, in which refuge was sought, was set 
on fire. Many persons were barbarously murdered 
whilst trying to escape. Eighteen persons, in- 
cluding the Custos, two sons of the Rector, the 
Island Curate of Bath, the Inspector of Police, 
the captain, two lieutenants, a sergeant, and three 
privates of volunteers were killed; 31 persons 
were wounded. 

After this the town remained in possession of 
the rioters. The gaolers were compelled to throw 
open the prison doors, and 5I prisoners who were 
there confined were released. 

Several stores were attacked, and from one of 
them a considerable quantity of gunpowder was 
taken. Previous to the attack upon the volunteers, 
an unsuccessful attempt had been made to obtain 
gunpowder from the same store. 

An attempt was made to force the door of the 
magazine, where about, 300 serviceable stands of 
arms were stored. Happily the endeavour was not 
successful. 

On the 12th October, large parties, armed with 
guns and cutlasses, marched in military order 
through Bath and other contiguous districts. Stores 
were pillaged, and property taken or destroyed. 
Blue Mountain Valley Estate, Amity Hall, Monk- 
lands, which is 16 miles from Morant Bay, and 
Hordley Estate, were all attacked by the insur- 

ents, the occupiers barely escaping with their 
ives. At Blue Mountain Valley and Amity Hall 
barbarous murders were perpetrated. 

It is very difficult to state the exact number of 
the insurgents, at one place it was put at 1,500, 
and at another at as many as 2,000, all or the great 
majority of whom were armed with various kinds 
of weapons. 

‘Colour for Colour” was the cry everywhere 
during the short time that the disturbances lasted. 

“ Blood, blood,’ ‘‘ We want blood,” was heard 
at one place. ‘ 

“We must humble the white man before us,” 
“We are going to take the lives of the white men, 
but not to hurt the ladies,” was heard at another 

lace. 
id During the next three days the insurgents can- 
tinued their course through Port Morant north- 
ward to Manchioneal, and on to Mulatto River 
and Elmwood, the last of which places is situated 
in the most northerly part of St. Thomas-in-the- 
East, where that parish abuts upon Portland. 

As they advanced with the cry of “Colour for 
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Colour” they were joined by a considerable 
number of the blacks, who readily assisted in the 
work of plundering. The houses and stores were 
sacked. ‘The intention also of taking the lives of 
the whites was openly avowed, and diligent search 
was made for particular individuals. But in each 
case the imperilled person had timely notice, and 
sought safety in flight. 

Elmwood was the point farthest from Morant 
Bay to which the disturbances extended, as on 
Sunday the 15th the troops arrived at Port 
Antonio, and put a stop to the further progress of 
the insurgents northwards. 


Thus it will be seen that in the course of these 
few days the insurgents had spread over a tract 
of country extending from White Horses, a few 
miles to the west of Morant Bay, to Elmwood, at 
a distance of upwards of thirty miles to the north- 
east of that place. 

They seem to have been under the impression 
that they would be enabled to remain in possession 
of the estates. 

Not only were the crops uninjured, and the 
buildings for the most part reserved, but the 
intention was openly avowed of proceeding to take 
up the crops. Such were the intentions of the 
insurgents. 

Before the commencement of the disturbances 
it is clear that meetings took place, where bodies 
of men were drilled, oaths administered, and the 
names of persons registered. 

The insurgents appear to have expected that the 
Maroons would join them, but that singular and 
isolated people remained faithful to their alle- 
giance, and assisted in the suppression of the 
disturbances. 

‘The number of troops in the island at the time 
was about 1,000, 500 of whom only were available, 
the remainder being required for garrison duties. 


When intelligence of the outbreak reached the 
Government, troops were immediately sent to the 
scene of action, the object being to limit the dis- 
turbances within certain bounds. 

With this view, detachments composed of the 
West India régiments serving in Jamaica were 
despatched to Morant Bay and to Port Antonio, 
at each of which places military posts were estab- 
lished. 

At the same time a party of the 2d Battalion 
6th Regime arched from Newcastle to proceed 
along the line of the Blue Mountain Valley, and 
endeavour to intercept the insurgents who were 
reported to be advanciug by that route. 


Seamen and marines were also landed at Morant 
Bay from Her Majesty’s ship ‘ Wolverine,’ who 
co-operated with the regular troops. 

- Bodies of Maroons protected Port Antonio and 
ath. 

Troops were also sent to Linstead in St. Thomas- 
in-the-Vale, about 14 miles to the north of Spanish 
Town; Volunteers, pensioners, and special con- 
stables were enrolled for the protection of King- 
ston, and for the general maintenance of order. 


These military arrangements were allowed to 
have been apparently prompt and judicious. 

By confining the insurgents to the parish of St. 
Thomas-in-the-East and its neighbourhood the 
disturbances were kept in check, and were pre- 
vented from spreading to other parts of the 
Island. 

On the 13th October Martial Law had been pro- 
claimed throughout the county of Surrey (except 
the county and city of Kingston), and Governor 
Eyre had proceeded in personcto the scene of the 
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disturbances, taking with him additional troops, 
and making arrangements for their disposition. 

In the district of the Blue Mountain Valley 120 
men of the 2d Battalion, 6th Regiment, under 
Colonel Hobbs, occupied Monklands as _head- 
quarters on Sunday, October 15th. 
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Under these and many other circumstances, 
which we have not space to relate, the Governor 
thought fit to cause Gordon to be arrested. He 
was captured on the 17th October, at Kingston, 
tried by court-martial on the 2lst, found guilty of 
complicity in the rebellion, and was hung at

the Blue Mountains Valley, and distant as already 
stated about 16 miles from Morant Bay. 

Operations for suppressing the outbreak were at 
the same time carried on through the country on 
the north side of the Island. 

At mid-day of October 15th Captain Hole 
marched from Port Antonio with 40 men of the 
6th Regiment, and 60 men of the Ist West India 
Regiment under Ensign Cullen. 

Captain Hole received orders from Brigadier- 
General Nelson to proceed to Manchioneal, about 
‘20 miles eastward from Port Antonio. 

On the 23rd of October Paul Bogle the ringleader 
was captured, he was tried and hung on the 24th. 

The total number of deaths caused by those 
engaged in the suppression amounted to 439, and 
the total number of dwellings burned to 1,000, the 
total number of persons flogged is supposed to 
have been not less than 600. 

The disturbances in St. Thomas-in-the-East had 
their immediate origin in a planned resistance to 
lawful authority. 

The causes leading to the determination to offer 
that resistance were manifold :— 

A principal object of the disturbers of order 
was the obtaining of land free from the 
payment of rent. 

An additional incentive to the violation of the 
law arose from the want of confidence gene- 
rally felt by the labouring class in the 
tribunals before which most of the disputes 
affecting their interests were carried for 
adjudication. 

Some, moreover, were animated by feelings of 
hostility towards political and personal 
opponents, while not a few contemplated the 
attainment of their ends by the death or 
expulsion of the white inhabitants of the 
Island. 

Much has been said of Mr. George William 
Gordon, a coloured member of the Assembly. He 
had attended and taken a leading part in certain 
meetings, in different parts of the Island, which 
had been held in the course of the summer of 1865, 
and which were thought to be connected with a 
more or less extensive, conspiracy. He formed, 
moreover, the only probable link hetween the plot- 
ters of Stony Gut and the supposed conspirators 
in other parts of the Island. 

Mr. G. W. Gordon attended, and spoke at a 
meeting held at the “ Alley,” in Vere, on the 4th 
of September. He is thus reported to have spoken, 
amougst other matters:—“ They report to the 
Queen that you are thieves..... The notice 
that is said to be the Queen’s advice is all trash ; 
it is no advice of the Queen at all. . I was 
told by some of you that your overseers said that 
if any of you attended this meeting, they would 
tear down your houses. Tell them that 1, George 
William Gordon, say they dare not do it. It is 
tyranny. You must do what Hayti does. You 
have a bad name now, but you will have a worse 
one then.” 

This is but one of the many instances in which 
intemperate and unwarranted language was attri- 
buted to him. Bogle, it is said, did not hesitate 
to speak of himself as acting in concert with 
Gordon. 
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After this event, and after the suppression of 
disaffection in St. Thomas’s-in-the-East, the Go- 
vernment constantly received reports of the 
existence in other parts of the Island of disloyalty 
and seditious intentions. 

Governor Fyre, therefore, at the meeting of the 
Legislature, pointed out the unsuitability of the 
then existing form of Government to meet the 
circumstances of the community, and as thenecessity 
of making some sweeping change, by which astrong 
Government might be created. 

The Legislature unanimously responded, abro- 
gated all the existing machinery ot Government 
legislation, and left it to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to substitute any other form of Government 
which might be better suited to the altered cir- 
cumstances of the Colony. 

In the meantime, whilst these changes were 
being effected in the’Colony, it was asserted in 
England that excessive and unlawful severity had 
been used in the suppression of the disturbances, 
and a Koyal Commission, consisting of Lieut.-Gen. 
the Right Hon. Sir Henry Storks, the Right Hon. 
Russell Gurney, Q.C., and J. B. Maule, Esq., Q.C., 
was appointed to inquire into and report fully 
upon the circumstances attending the outbreak and 
the suppression of these disturbances. 

The conclusions arrived at by the Commission 
were-— 

“That though the original design for the over- 
throw of constituted authority was confined to a 
small portion of the parish of St. Thomas-in-the- 
East, yet that the disorder, in fact, spread with 
singular rapidity, over an extensive tract of 
country, and that such was the state of excite- 
ment prevailing in other parts of the Island, that 
had more than a momentary success been obtained 
by the insurgents, their ultimate overthrow would 
have been attended with a still more fearful loss 
of life and property. 

‘Phat praise was due to Governor Eyre for the 
skill, promptitude, and vigour which he manifested 
during the early stages of the insurrection ; to the 
exercise of which qualities its speedy termination 
is in a great degree to be attributed. 

“That the military and naval operations ap- 
pear to have been prompt and judicious. 

“That by the continuance of martial law in its 
full force to the extreme limit of its statutory ope- 
ration, the people were deprived for a longer than 
the necessary period of the great constitutional 
privileges by which the security of life and pro- 
perty is provided for. 

“'rhat the punishments inflicted were exces- 
sive. 1. That the punishment of death was un- 
necessarily frequent. 2. That the floggings were 
reckless, and at Bath positively barbarous. 3. 
‘That the burning of 1,000 houses was wanton and 
cruel.” 

Her Majesty’s Government concurred in these 
conclusions, and whilst expressing also their sense 
of the promptitude and judgment with which Mr. 
Eyre submitted to the late Legislature hi: views 
respecting a change in the mode of the Govern- 
ment of the Colony; they were of opinion, on 
the whole, that they were taking the course best 
calculated to conciliate general confidence and to 
establish on, firm, and (solid grounds the future 
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welfare of the Island 
ment in other hands. 
removed. 

An Act of the Imperial Parliament and an Order 
in Council of the 9th April, 1866, were passed 
ratifying the acts of the Jamaica Legislature 
respecting the abrogation of the Constitution. 

The present Constitution is as foilows :— 

A Legislative Council was, by Order in Council of 
the 11th June, 1866, established, consisting of official 
and unofficial members. The official members to be 
the senior military officer, the Colonial Secretary, 
the Attorney-General, Financial Secretary, Direc- 
tor of Roads, and Collector of Customs, together 
_ with certain unofficial, not exceeding six in 
number. 

There is also established a Privy Council. 

The members of the Privy Council are, the 
Lieutenant-Gorernor, or senior Military Officer in 
command, the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, the Financial Secretary, the Director of 
Roads, the Collector of Customs, and such other 
persons, not to exceed eight in number, who may be 
named by the Queen, or provisionally appointed by 
the Governor, subject to the approval of her Majesty. 
The Governor, or in his absence, the senior Coun- 
cillor present is to preside at each meeting when 
duly summoned, and the Governor and two mem- 
bers are to form a quorum. The Governor is to 
consult in all cases with the Councillors, excepting 
only when the matter to be decided would in his 
judgment, sustain material prejudice by consulta- 
tion, or be too unimportant to require their advice: 
and he is to propose all questions on which they 
are to advise and decide; but any member may 
apply in writing for permission to propose a ques- 
tion, and a written answer, granting or refusing 
the request is to be returned. The Governor is 
authorized to act in opposition to the advice and 
decision of the Privy Council, “if in any case it 
shall appear right so to do,” and to report to the 
Secretary of State for the colonies, “the grounds 
and reasons” of his opposition, and any member 
may record on the Minutes the nature of the 
advice or opinion offered and rejected. 

The President of the Privy Council is to admi- 
nister the Government during the absence of the 
Governor, but he is not to pass any law that is not 
immediately necessary for the peace and welfare 
of the Island, without a Royal order for that pur- 
pose; neither is he to remove or suspend members 
of the Privy and Legislative Councils, Judges, 
Magistrates, or Civil or Military Officers, with- 
out concurrence of the majority of the Privy 
Council. 

With regard tothe Legislative Council, the 
following Rules and Regulations are to be observed, 
in the transaction of business and in the passing 
of laws, ‘The official members are to be the 
same as those mentioned for the Privy Council; 
the Governor is to appoint one or more persons to 
act provisionally, as unofficial Councillor or Coun- 
cillors, when the number appointed by her Majesty 
shall be less than six; and all the Councillors are 
to hold office during the Royal will and pleasure. 
Any member may propose questions for debate, 
excepting only that no law shall be enacted, nor 
any vote or resolution passed, nor any question 
admitted to debate, when the object is to dispose 
of or charge any part of the Revenne, unless the 
proposition be made by the Governor, or the pro- 
posal expressly allowed or directed by him, All 
laws passed are to be styled, ‘“‘ Laws enacted by 
the Governor of Jamaica, with the advice of the 
Legislative Council thereof.”

LABUAN. 


The island of Labuan is on the north-west coast 
of Borneo, from which it is about six miles dis- 
tant ; it is about 30 milestfrom Bruni, in 5° 14’ N. 
lat., and 115° 19’ E. long. ; and was ceded to Great 
Britain in 1846 by the Sultan of Bruni. The ex- 
pense of the establishments at Labuan has been for 
the most part defrayed from Imperial funds. Its 
products at present are small, but coal of good 
quality abounds; it is expected that its supply will 


be of great service to the ships trading between. 


Singapore and China. Labuan has a fine port; 
there are no duties on imports or exports. 

The coal mines in the colony are leased to the 
China Steam Ship and Labuan Coal Company, on 
the following terms, under a new lease granted to 
them in 1865. They are to pay a rental of 3001. a 
year, and a royalty of 6d. per ton on all coal 
beyond 12,000 tons sold or disposed of for value 
before 25th December, 1870, and of is. per ton for 
all beyond 6,000 tons after that date. They are 
also to be allowed to raise ironstone, fireclay, free- 
' stone, and petroleum on payment of certain royal- 
‘ties, and to cut timber for their own use or for any 
other purpose, on condition that that they keep 
the land from which such timber is cut free of 
underwood and jungle. And in consideration of 
their making a railway from their coal pits to the 
shipping place, and introducing settlers, they are 
to be allowed free grants of land along the course 
of their railway to the extent of five acres for 
every labourer introduced, not, however, to exceed 
640 acres for each mile of railway. 

The temperature varies little during the year, 
ordinarily the thermometer stands at 75° at day- 
break, and 86 during the heat of the day, the ex- 
treme ranges are from 71 to 90°. 


JAMAICA—LABUAN. 


The average fall of rain is 160 inches for the 
year, and it generally falls at night. 

The Government is administered by a Governor 
and a Leyislative Council, consisting of the 
Governor and two Justices of the Peace. 

Justice is administered by the General Court, 
established by a Local Ordinance, which consists 
of a Governor as president, with two or any greater 
even number of Justices of the Peace. Cases of 
treason and murder are tried with a jury of seven 

ersons, and a verdict may be returned by a ma- 
jority of five.

MALTA. 


Malta is an island in the Mediterranean Sea, about 
58 miles from the nearest point of Sicily, and 
about 180 from the nearest point of the mainland 
of Africa. . Valetta, its port and capital, is in 
353° 54’ N. lat., and 14°31’ E. long. The length 
of Malta is about 17 miles, by 9 miles in breadth ; 
its area is about 95 square miles; that of Gozo 
20 square miles. 

Of the islands of Malta, Gozo, and Comino we 
find mention made at very early date. They were 
under the dominion of the Carthaginians, from 
whom they were taken in the first Punic War by 
the Romans. On the decline of the Roman Em- 
pire, Malta fell to the Goths, and then to the Sara- 
cens. It was under the dominion of the Sicilians 
from 1190, and was granted early in the sixteenth 
century by the Emperor Charles V. to the Order 
of the Knights of St John, by whom it was held 
during a period of more than two centuries. 

On the 12th July, 1798, Malta capitulated to Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. The Maltese rose, however, to 
expel their conquerors, the French, and drove them 
to take refuge in the towns, where they closely 
blockaded them for two years. The French, 
reduced to extremities, surrendered, and Malta 
was taken possession of by Great Britain 1800, 
and finally annexed to the British Crown by the 
Treaty of Paris, 1814. 

The climate of Malta is somewhat peculiar. 
The heat there almost equals that experienced in 
he tropics, and lasts not only during the day, but 
continues almost without abatement through the 
night. ‘This continuous heat for some months of 
the year produces a feeling amongst the resi- 
dents of lassitude and oppression. The maximum 
temperature during ‘the three coldest months 
(December, January, February) is 613° Fahr., 
and the minimum 53{°; but during the four 
hottest months (June, July, August, and Septem- 
ber) the maximum is 825° Fahr., and the minimum 
7340, The well-known “scirocco” is a very dis- 
agreeable wind, blowing from the south-east ; it is 

articularly prevalent in the autumn of the year. 
Malta is, however, considered by some as & very 
healthy place of residence. 

The island is highly cultivated; its principal 
products are cotton and corn; the vine has been 
grown, and oranges and figs are abundant. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
who is assisted by a Council of Government, con- 
stituted by Letters Patent of llth May, 1849, con- 
sisting of 18 members—10 official, and 8 elected, 
who are returned by about 2,700 electors. The 
Governor is President. An income of 8/. from im- 
movable property, or payment of a rent of 4i. 
per annum qualifies a person to vote.

MAURITIUS. 

An island lying in the Indian Ocean, between 
579 17’ and 57° 46’ E. long., and 19° 58’ and 
90° 32'S. lat. It is 400 miles east of Madagascar, 
It comprises an area of 676 square miles. ; 

The Mauritius was discovered by the Portugese in 
1507. They claimed possession of it during nearly 
the whole of the 16th century. The first who 
made any settlement in it were the Dutch in 1598, 
who named it Mauritius, in honour of their Prince 
Maurice. It was abandoned by them in 1710, and 
afterwards taken possession of by the French. 
Mauritius was for a long time during the war a 
source of great mischief to our merchant vessels 
and Indiamen, from the facility with which sorties 
might be made from it upon our traders by French 
men-of-war and privateers. The British Govern- 
ment determined on an expedition for its capture, 
which was effected in 1810. ‘The possession of the 
island was ratified by the Treaty of Paris, 1914. 
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Constitution. 


The Government of the island is vested in & 
Governor, aided by an Executive Council, of which 
the Colonial Secretary, Procureur and Advocate- 
General, and the Officer in Command of Her 
Majesty’s Troops are ex-officio members. There is 
also a Legislative Council, consisting of seven 
official and ten non-official members; the former 
comprising the three Executive members above 
spoken of, and the Collector of Customs, Auditor- 
General, Treasurer, and Collector of Internal 
Revenues; the latter ten non-official members 
are chosen from the landed proprietors of the 
island, and submitted to Her Majesty in Council 
for approval and confirmation. The Code Civil, 
and the Code de Procédure Civile, which were in 
force at the time of the Capitulation, have so con- 
tinued since, except in su far as modified by rules 
subsequently promulgated by the Supreme Court 
and Code du Cominicece. The organization of the 
Courts of Justice was modified by Royal Order, in 
Council of 23rd October, 1851, under which, a 
Supreme Court was established, invested with the 
saine powers as the Court of Queen’s Bench. Dis- 
trict Courts were also authorized in each of the 
Districts of the Island, from which appeal lies, 
under certain restrictions, to the Supreme Court. 

The Island of Rodrigues, the Seychelles Islands, 
Diego Garcia, and others, are dependencies of the 
Mauritius. Rodrigues is situated about 300 miles 
east of Mauritius. It is 26 miles in length by 12 in 
breadth. It is cultivated by colonists from 
Mauritius. 

‘rhe Seychelles, or Mahé Islands, are situated 
between the parallels of S. lat. 4° and 5°; the total 
number of acres comprised in this group is 50,120; 
the distance from Mauritius 940 miles. These 
islands are under the superintendence of a Civil 
Commissioner at Mahé, who is appointed by the 
Secretary of State, but is subordinate to the Go- 
vernor of Mauritius, from whom he takes instruc- 
tions.

MONTSERRAT. 


This island, discovered by the celebrated Spanish 
navigator in 1493, was named by him after a moun- 
tain in Catalonia, to which it is said to bear a very 
striking resemblance. : 

It is situated in 16° 45’ N, lat., and 61° W. long. ; 
it is about 12 miles in length, and 8 in the broadest 
part; its roads however are zigzag, uphill, and down 
ravine, so that a journey from the town of Ply- 
mouth (lying in the centre of the south-west coast), 
to northor south, exceeds the extreme length of 
the island. 

Montserrat was colonized by the English in 
1632; the French took it in 1664, and levied heavy 
imposts on the inhabitants: it was restored to 
England in 1668. It capitulated to the French in 
1782. The articles of capitulation were signed hy 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the island, and by M. 
le Comte Flechin and M. le Comte de Barras. M. 
Louis Joseph de Goullon was appointed Com- 
mandant, who levied an impost of 1300 Johannés, 
demanded a furnished residence for himself, one 
for the Major, and others for the ‘Treasurer, the 
Commissary of Marine, for the Surgeon-Major, for 
warehouses of every kind, for a hospital, for a 
chapel for Divine service for the troops, and a 
residence near it for the chaplain, a residence for 
the keeper of the warehouses, and a chamber for 
his clerk. The House ot Assembly provided the 
Governor with a furnished house, with horses, &c., 
&c., but refused the other demands, “as being in- 
consistent with the laws,” as being not bound 
“with the terms of-capitulation, and as having 
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no power to dispossess the inhabitants of their 
houses.” 

The island was restored to the English in )784. 

Montserrat possessed a Legislative Council and 
Assembly as early as 1668. 

In 1861 the Constitution was abolished, by the 
local legislature. 

Montserrat is justly considered the most healthy 
of the Antilles. 

The staple commodity is sugar, which until 
lately was brought to the town in bags on the 
backs of mules, or oxen. Carts are now pretty 
generally used, but the mule and the ox with the 
bag of sugar on its back is still occasionally seen. 
There is no harbour, but a very good roadstead. 

The scenery of the island is exceedingly beauti- 
ful. 

The Government is administered by a President 
(subordinate to the Governor-General of the Lee- 
ward Islands), aided by an Executive Council ap- 
pointed by the Crown. The Legislative Assembly 
consists of 12 members, of which two-thirds are 
elected by the people, and one-third nominated by 
the Crown. ‘The qualification for elective mem- 
bers of the Assembly is—The possession in fee 
simple or fee entail of an estate in the island, of 
the annual value of 25/. per annum, or possessed of 
an income of the yearly value of 1002. 

The qualification for voters is the possession in 
fee simple of one acre of land, with a cottage at- 
tached, and being resident thereon, or of twenty 
acres of land with or without a dwelling-house, or 
having a freehold property of the annual value of 
10/. per annum, or tenant paying not less than 201. 
A registry of electors is not completed. The 
Constitution Act of 1862 gives the Officer adminis- 
_ tering the Government the power of presiding over 
the deliberations of this body, whenever ,he may 
consider it necessary to du so.

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The Colony of Natal derives its name from the 
fact of its discovery by Vasco de Gama, the cele- 
brated Portuguese navigator, on Christmas-day, 
1497. It lies on the south-east coast of Africa, 
about eight hundred miles from the Cape of Good 
Hope, and between 29th and 31st parallels of 
S.lat.: it is bounded by the Tugela and Umtafune 
Rivers, and by the Drakensberg Mountains. It 
comprises. an area of about thirteen millions and 
a half of acres, and has a seaboard of one hundred 
and seventy miles. The scenery in Natal in parts ig 
picturesque in the extreme; waterfalls abound. 
Natal is a well-watered country, no less than 
twenty-three distinct rivers running into the 
Indian Ocean in the one hundred and fifty miles 
of coast, but unfortunately none of them are 
navigable. 

From the discovery of Natal by Vasco de Gama, 
in 1497, but little is to be found respecting it till 
1686, when a Dutch vessel was wrecked in the 
Bay of Natal. The unfortunate crew spent some 
twelve months there engaged in building a small 
vessel from the fragments of the wreck. Having 
accomplished their task, they sailed for the Cape, 
leaving behind them four Englishmen, three of 
whom were subsequently taken off by a Dutch 
ship which visited the coast. The Dutch formed 
a settlement in 1721, but soon abandoned it. 

In 1824 Lt. Farewell, an officer of the Royal 
Marines, having the previous year visited Natal on 
an exploring voyage, endeavoured to colonize it. 
Though the British Government declined to recog- 
nise or aid him in his plans, he induced some: 
twenty enterprising individuals to join him in 
this undertaking. On their arrival they found 
Chaka, a powerful chief, of, great talent, who had 
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absorbed into a nation under his own despotic 
sway the various tribes inhabiting a vast tract of 
country, at the summit of his power ; he sanctioned 
the formation of a settlement by this small band 
of white men, which was broken up at his death, 
about four years later. ‘The tribes thus amalza- 
mated by Chaka have been known since under the 
general title of Zulus. 

Towards the close of the year 1837 a large body

British Government in regard to their relations 
with their coloured servants, migrated to Natal. 
Many of them were treacherously murdered by 
Dirgaan, the Zulu chief, the murderer of, and 
successor to his brother Chaka. During the next 
two years the Zulus and the Boers waged war 
with various success; but in 1839 the Dutch ob- 
tained a decisive victory over the natives. 

In consequence of these disturbances, the Gover- 
nor of the Cape determined to take military posses- 
sion of the district, and sent there a detachment of 
troops for the purpose. ‘This detachment was 
shortly withdrawn, and after the lapse of a brief 
interval a second torce, under Captain Smith, was 
sent (1810). ‘These troops came into collision with 
the Dutch Boers, were defeated by them, and forced 
to entrench themselves, and were completely 
blockaded till the arrival of a considerable turce 
under Colonel Cloete, when a junction was effected 
with the garrison under Captain Smith. The 
Boers shortly submitted, and on the 5th July, 1840, 
their signed act of submission was received by 
Colonel Cloete at Pietermaritzburg. 

In 1843 the district of Natal, with the sanction 
of Her Majesty's Government, was pruclaimed by 
the Governor of the Cape to be a British Colony. 
In August, 1845, Letters Patent were promulgated, 
constituting the district a part of the Cape Colony. 
Ordinances were passed by the Cape Legislature 
establishing Roman Dutch law, and providing for 
the administration of justice. And in November 
of the same year other Letters Patent were passed 
making Natal a separate Government. A Lieu- 
tenant-Governor was appvuinted, as well as an Exe- 
cutive Council created. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor 
was subordinate to the Governor of the Cape, and 
the Legislative Council of the latter continued to 
frame laws for Natal till 1848, when a separate 
Legislative Council was established. 

‘rhe climate of Natal, notwithstanding its almost 
tropical position, is well suited to Europeans. The 
Colony atfords a good field to the enterprising emi- 
grant from this country. 

‘There are various missiorary establishments in 
Natal, supported by voluntary aid, for the ad- 
vancement of the 150,000 Zulu-Nafir subjects of 
the Queen. ‘The Church of England, the Wes- 
leyans, the Americans, the Prussians, the I! ano- 
verians, the Norwegians, and the Church ot Rome, 
all have their various stations. 

Natal perhaps is a solitary instance of a Colony 
having been established by Great Britain without 
cost to Imperial funds. In its early days it had a 
loan of ten thousand pounds, which has long since 
been repaid. Its military expenditure is, however, 
still paid by Great Britain, with the exception of 
asum of 4,0U00/, annually paid by the Colony as a 
Colonial allowance to the officers and men of the 
forces serving in the Colony. 

In 1856 Natal was erected into a distinct and 
separate Colony, and from that time has not been 
under the control of the Governor of the Cape: 
Its affairs are administered by a Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, assisted by an Executive Council, composed 


electoral districts, and possession of property to the 
value of 50/., or rents trom property of an annual 
value of 10/., entitles a man to a vote; the usual 
provisions respecting the disqualification of aliens, 
and others, hold good. No person can be elected 
a member of Council, unless he is a duly qualified 
and reyistered elector, nor unless heshall have been 
invited to become a candidate for election by at 
least 10 electors of the county or borough which it 
is proposed he shall represent; nor unless such 
requisition shall have been transmitted to the Re- 
sident Magistrate, at least fourteen days before 
the election. ‘lhe Constitution of Natal is regu- 
lated by the Charter of 1856.

2 NEVIS. 
(To be included in the Lieut.-Government of St. Kitts.) 


This island, which is a single mountain, is situ- 
ate in 17° 10'N. lat., and 62° 33' W. long. It was 
discovered in 1498 by Columbus, and was colonized 
by the English in 1628. Its area is about 20 
Square miles. Charlestown, the principal town, 
lies along the shore of a wide bay, and the moun- 
tain begins to rise immediately behind it. 

Lhe island, which is divided into five parishes, 
is nearly of a circular form; its area about 2,464 
acres, of which about 8,000 acres are fit for culti- 
vation; its greatest elevation 3,200 feet above the 
sea. The average height of the thermometer, 82°. 

The climate is very similar to that of St. Kitt’s, 
from which place it is separated by a narrow strait 
of about two miles in breadth. 

Sugar is the chief product. 

Until the commencement of 1866 the Govern- 
ment of Nevis was administered by a President, 


assisted by an Executive Council and a Legislative 


Council, appointed by the Crown, and a Representa- 
tive Assembly. In that year, however, by Act 32)., 
Fr 
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the Constitution was abolished, and in place 
of the Council and Assembly, a single Chamber, 
called the Legislative Assembly, was established, 
in which the Representative element was preserved, 
the majority of votes resting with the official mem- 
bers and nominees of the Crown. An Executive 
Council was also established for the purposes of 
Executive Government. ‘These changes and the 
proximity of the island to that of St. Kitts led to 
the union, for purposes of government of that 
Island; and Nevis (in the instructions about to be 
issued to Captain Mackenzie, as Lieutenant- 
Governor of St. Kitts) will be included in that 
Lieutenant-Government. As the process of amal- 
gamation is not yet completed, it is impossible to 
vouch for the accuracy of the returns of officers, 
&c., given under the head of Nevis.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 


This province is the eastern division of the con- 
tinent of North America; it is situated between 
45° 5’ and 48° 5’ N, lat., and 63° 47’ and 67° 53’ 
W. long.: its area is about 26,000 square miles, or 
17,000,000 acres. This Colony is connected with 
Nova Scotia by a low isthmus. 

New Brunswick in the early part of the last 
century belonged to the French, and was called by 
them New France; it was first colonized by 
British subjects in 1761, and in 1783 by disbanded 
troops from New England. At the peace of 1763, 
New Brunswick, with the rest of Canada, was 
ceded by France to Great Britain, from which 
period to 1785 it was annexed to Nova Scotia, when 
it was erected into.a separate Colony. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, 


The surface of this province is broken and 
undulating, but not mountainous; it is traversed 
by many fine rivers, the principal of which is the 
St. John’s, The river St. Croix divides this province 
from Maine in the United States. 

Coal is abundant and is worked by a joint-stock 
company; iron and gypsum are to be found also 
in considerable quantities. A great portion of the 
country is covered by dense forests, and the 
cutting and exporting the timber, which is very 
fine, furnishes remunerative employment to many. 
Wheat, Indian corn, barley, and oats, are the prin- 
cipal cereals raised. 

‘The climate is very similar to that of Canada. 
Winter lasts from November to April. 

The Government is administered by a Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, aided bya responsible Executive 
Council of nine members, a Legislative Council of 
22 members, and a House of Assembly of 40 
members.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

This island is situated hetween 46° 30’ and 
51° 39’ N. lat., and 52° 15! and 55° 60’ W. long., 
on the north-east side of the Gulf of St. Lawrence ; 
the greatest length from north to south is 350 
miles, and average breadth about 130; its esti- 
mated area is 40,200 square miles. It was dis- 
covered by John Cabot in 1457; it was as early as 
1500 frequented by the Portuguese, Spanish, and 
French, for its fisheries. 

Sir Walter Raleigh and others, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, attempted to colonize this island, 
but were not successful. In 1623, Sir G. Calvert, 
afterwards Lord Baltimore, established himself in 
the south-east part of the island, and appointed his 
son Governor. In 1634, a party of colonists were seut 
over from Jreland, and 20 years after, some English 
colonists arrived, having emigrated by means of a 
Parliamentary Grant. 

The French, about 1620, established a station at 
Placentia; and for many years the French and 
English settlers were constantly annoying each 
other. At the Peace of Utrecht in 1713, sub-e- 
quently ratified by the ‘Treaty of Paris, the excli- 
Sive sovereiznty of Newfoundland was ceded to 
Great Britain, subject to certain rights reserved 
to France, which are still in question between the 
two nations. 

Newfoundland was the last of the North Ame- 
rican Colonies to which responsible Government 
was conceded ; it was fully established, however, in 
1855. The Government is at present administered 
by a Governor, aided by a responsible F.xecutive 
Council of 7 members, a Legislative Council, and 
a House of Assembly of 30 members, elected by 
householders, who have occupied a dwelling-house 
as owner or tenant for 2 years immediateiy pre- 
ceding the day of election. There are 17,451 
electors registered on the electoral roll, and 15 
districts, or subdivisions of districts, of which 5 
return three members; 5 return two members, and

NEW SOUTH WALES. 


This Colony is situated on the eastern coast 
of the Australian continent. It is said to have 
been discovered by the Spaniards in 1609. It 
was visited by several of the early navigators, 
and Captain Cook explored its eastern coast in 
1770. ‘The first settlement at New South Wales 
was formed in 1787. 

Sydney, the seat of Government, is in 35° 25’ 
S. lat., and 151° 17’ E, long. 

The climate of New South Wales has been thua 
described: “It is warmer than that of England. 
the mean temperature at Port Jackson being 60° 0’" 
and at Port Macquarrie, 68° Fahr.” In the winter, 
June, July, and August, snow has been known to 
lie on the mountains, and occasionally in the up- 
land valleys for some days together, but it is never 
seen in the vicinity of Sydney or along the coast ; 
there the winter is a season of rain and slight 
rosts. 

The great staple produce of New South Wales 
is wool, and during late years there has been an 
immense increase in its export. The progress of 
trade and the development of commercial rela- 
tions is sufficiently illustrated by the increase 
under the head of exports and imports. 

The Colony also produces coal, silver, iron, 
copper, gold, cotton, and tobacco. New South 
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Wales is supposed to contain an area of about 
325,000 square miles. 

In New South Wales, “ responsible Government ” 
was established by the Constitution Act, 18 and 
19 Vict., cap. 54. The Governor is appointed 
by the Crown; so also is the Legislative Council, 
which is to consist of not fewer than 21 persons, 
of whom not less than four-fifths shall consist of 
persons not holding office under the Crown, except 
officers in H.M.’s sea or land forces on full or half 
pay. ‘The members of the first Legislative Council 
of the Colony were appointed for 5 years, but all 
future members, after the expiration of that term, 
were appointed for life, subject to certain pro- 
visions contained in the Act. The Council now 
consists of 32 members. 

The Legislative Assembly, under the Electoral 
Law, No. 20, 22 Vict., “‘ consists of 80 members, or 
so soon as the University of Sydney shall be en- 
titled to return a member to the Assembly, of 81 
members.” ‘The Colony is divided into 67 elec- 
toral districts. 

Every male subject of the full age of 21, being 
natural born, or who, being a naturalized subject, 
shall have resided in the Colony for three years, 
shall be entitled to vote in respect of the follow- 
ing qualifications: 

Firstly, Resident Electors.— Every such subject 
who at the time of making out the electoral list in 
any such district shall reside, and during the 6 
months then next preceding shall have resided, in 
that district. 

Secondly, Non-resident Electors.—Every such 
subject who shall have had within the district 
for the 6 months then next preceding the time of 
making out the electoral list, a freehold or lease- 
hold estate, or have been in receipt of rents or 
profits thereof amounting to 100/., or to an annual 
sum of 10/.; or shall occupy a house, shop, or 
office, of the annual value of 102. 

Any person properly qualified and registered as 
a voter shall be qualified to be elected a member 
of Assembly. No member of Council can be a 
member of Assembly. 

As to vote by ballot, see the 41st Sect. of Act 
20—22 Vict., making due provision for that mode 
of voting. 

The number of registered electors on the elec- 
toral roll is 107,081. 52 per cent. of the total 
male population have the privilege of voting for 
members to serve in the Legislative Assembly.

NEW ZEALAND. 


The Colony of New Zealand consists of three 
islands, called New Ulster, New Munster, and 
New Leinster. ‘These islands lie between 34° and 
48° S. lat., and 166° and 179° E. long.: portions of 
them were explored by Tasman, under the direction 
of the Dutch East India Company, in 1642; they 
were afterwards visited at various times in the 18th 
century, and in 1777 by Captain Cook, The first 
settlement of Europeans was in 1814, but no colo- 
nization took place till 1839. 

By Letters Patent, in 1840, New Zealand was 
rected into a separate Colony, distinct from New 
South Wales. 

The white population of New Zealand was in 
1862, 125,812, scattered in small communities over 
the islands, composed chiefly of emigrants from 
Great Britain. The wide intervals between these 
settlements are occupied by natives (Maories), 
who are estimated at 56,000. The bulk of the 
natives, z.e. about 50,000, inhabit the Northern 
island, which contains 31,000.000 acres. ‘The 
Southern island contains 46,000,000 acres. 

The present form of Government for New Zea- 
land was established by Statute 15 and 16 Vict., 
cap. 72. By that Act the Colony was divided 
into six provinces, since increased to nine—viz., 
Auckland, Taranaki, Wellington, Otago, Hawkes 
Bay, Marlborough, N elson, Canterbury, and South- 
land—each governed by a Superintendent and a 
Provincial Council, consisting of not less than 
9 members. These Members of Council are chosen 
by the votes of the inhabitants of the different 
provinces, and the qualification for Members and 
Electors is possession in the district for which the 
vote is given of a freehold estate of the value of 
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50/.; or a leasehold estate of the annual value of 
10/., held upon a lease which at the time of regis- 
tration has not less than 3 years to run; or being 
a householder within the district of the clear 
annual value of 10/., or within the limits of a town 
of the clear annual value of 5/. Aliens are dis- 
qualified. Every Council continues for 4 years 
from the day of the return of the writs, unless dis- 
solved by the Governor. 

he Superintendent and Council of each pro- 
vince, with certain restrictions specified in the 
Act, have the power of making such Laws as may 
be required for peace and order. Such Laws are, 
however, to be sent to the Governor for his assent, 
and may be disallowed within three months after 
their receipt. No Laws have any force until 
assented to by the Governor. 

A General Assembly, consisting of the Governor, 
a Legislative Council, and a House of Repre- 
sentatives, is also established by Act 15 and 16 
Vict., cap. 72. Legislative Councillors may hold 
their seats for life. Members for the House of 
Representatives are elected by Electors possessing 
the same qualifications as those who can vote for 
Provincial Councillors. An Elector is also qua- 
lified to be a Member. The House of Repre- 
sentatives is to consist of 53 members—see 24 
Vict., cap. 12—elected by 43 electoral districts. In 
1864, the number of Electors was 19,522, out of 
an adult population of 62,197. 

Thecontrol of Native affairs, and the entire re- 
sponsibility of dealing with questions of Native 
Government, were in 1&63-4 transferred from the 
Imperial to the Colonial Government.

Otege has 149,699 acres ferrced, 5,734 in wheat, 
20,821 in oats, 834 in barley, 7 in maize, 3.059 in 
potatoes, 1,296 in garden or orchard, 15,627 in sown 
grasses, 995 in other crops—total nnder crop, 
48,373. Of live stock Otago has 11,267 horses, 
56,945 cattle, and 1,311,345 sheep. 

Canterbury has 342,417 acres fenced, 13.328 in 
wheat, 14,672 in oats, 2,432 in barley, and the total 
number under crop is 68,727 acres. Of live stock 
it has 10,868 horses, 45,263 cattle, and 1,567,320 
sheep. 

Wellington has 127,350 acres fenced, 95,416 
under crop, 7,356 horses, 49,200 cattle, and 411,502 
sheep. 
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Nelson has 91,411 acres fenced, 32,068 in crop, 
3,597 horses, 15,825 cattle, and 341,281 sheep. 

Hawke's Bay has 65,671 acres fenced, 21,880 
under crop, 2,780 horses, 14,552 cattle, and 537,094 
sheep. 

Southland has 70,341 acres fenced, 9,459 in crop, 
2,579 horses, 13.230 cattle, and 235,056 sheep. 

Marlborough has 86,033 acres fenced, 8,189 in 
crop, 2,735 horses, 7,483 cattle, and 456.374 sheep. 

Taranaki has 8,134 acres fenced, 9,769 in crop, 
737 horses, 4,229 cattle, and 12,350 sheep. 


Military Settlers in the Province, 

In Auckland there are 5,124, 4,037 of whom are 
males and 1,089 females. The total number of 
acres they have under crop is 409, and they have 
249 horses, 174 cattle, and 6 sheep. In Taranaki 
there are 1,087 military settlers, 969 males and 
118 females, and the total number of acres under 
crop is 51, with 33 horses, 37 cattle, and 6 sheep. 
In Wellington there are 49 military settlers, 35 
males and 14 females; they have no land under 
crop. Hawke's Bay has 122 military settlers, 100 
males and 22 females; they have no Jand under 
crop. The total number of military settlers is 
6,382, and the total number of acres under crop 
460. 

The numbers of the military and their families 
in New Zealand at the date of the census have 
been supplied by the military authorities. They 
amounted tu—officers and men, 9,136; male child- 
ren, 933; women, 1.024; female children, &80; 
total, 11,973. These numbers, added to the num- 
bers ascertained by the census, make a general 
total of population amounting to 184,131 persons,

NOVA SCOTIA.* 


Nova Scotia is a peninsula between 43° and 46' 
N. lat., and 61° and 67° W. loiig.; it is connected 
with New Brunswick by a low sandy isthmus; its 
length is about 300 miles, and its breadth about 160 
at its widest, with much variation however, con- 
taining an area of 15,600 square miles, or 9,984,000 
acres, about one-fifth part of which consists of 
lakes, rivers, and inlets of the sea; deducting this 
one-fifth part and the land unsuited for agricultural 
purposes, there is left rather more than 5,000,000 
acres of land fit for tillage. The forest of Nova 
Scotia abounds in good timber—the ash, the beech, 
the birch, the maple, the oak, the pine, and the 
spruce, are the most common trees. 

Nova Scotia was discovered by John Cahot in 
1497; it was colonized by the French in 1598; was 
taken by the English, and a grant of it made to Sir 
W. Alexander, by James I., in 1627. In 1632 it

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was again restored to France, but again ceded to 
England at the Peace of Utrecht in 1714. After 
the Peace of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1748, a settlement 
of disbanded troops was formed there by Lord 
Halifax, and the city which now bears that name 
is the capital of the colony. 

The harbour of Halifax has an area of about 10 
square miles, is open at all seasons, and its naviga- 
tion is scarcely ever interrupted by ice. ‘his 
harbour is not surpassed by any in the world, 
affording safe anchorage for, it is said, 1,000 ships. 
The British Government have at Halifax an 
extensive dockyard, and its principal naval station 
in North America. ‘ 

The climate is healthy; ‘but the Atlantic coast 
of Nova Scotia is frequently visited by dense fogs, 
and the variations of temperature within 24 hours 
are remarkably great, sometimes exceeding 60°. 
The greatest heat observed at Halifax by Captain 
Moorsom was 95° Fahr., and the extreme cold 10°. 

Coal and Iron Ore are plentiful in Nova Scotia. 
Gold also has recently been discovered, and is 

ielding fair returns; but the greater portion of the 
inhabitants are employed in agriculture and the 
growth of fruit, though the superior fisheries, to- 
gether with the ship-building and timber trade, 
give occupation to many. 

The Government of Nova Scotia is administered 
by a Lieutenant-Governor, aided by a responsible 
Executive Council of nine members. The Legisla- 
ture is composed of a Legislative Council and 
a Legislative Assembly. The members of the 
Legislative Council are appointed by the Crown. 
The Legislative Assembly consists of fifty-three 
representatives chosen by the people.

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 


This island is situate between 46° and 47° N. lat., 
and between 62° and 64° W. long.; its area is 
about 1,330,000 acres; it is about 140 miles long, 
and 34 its greatest breadth. It was discovered by 
Sebastian Cabot, 1497; it was first settled by the 
French, but was taken from them in 1758. It was 
annexed to the Government of Nova Scotia in 
1763. Prince Edward Island, on the petition of 
its inhabitants, was constituted a separate Colony, 
and its first Governor, Walter Patterson, was 
appointed in 1771. 

The climate is milder than in the surrounding 
British Colonies, and it is considered very healthy. 
The island is generally well wooded. It is 130 
miles in length. Its greatest breadth is 34 miles, 
and its area 2,130 square miles. 

The inhabitants are engaged almost exclusively 
in agriculture. 

Responsible Government has been established 
at Prince Edward Island. ‘here is a Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, appointed by the Crown, an Exe- 
cutive Council (the Cabinet) composed of 9 
members, a Legislative Council of 13 members, 
and a House of Assembly of 30 members. Both 
these bodies are elected by the people. 

The qualifications for electors of the Legislative 
Council is as follows :—-Every male person of the 
age of 21 years, who is owner of property of value 
of 66/. 138. 4d. 

There is no property qualification for Members 
of the Council. - 

The qualification for electors of the House of 
Assembly is as follows—Every male person aged 
twenty-one and upwards, being a British subject 
and in possession of fee simple, leasehold or 
occupation of land of the yearly value of 11. 6s. 8d. 
sterling, or who by law is liable to perform statute 
labour or pay a sum of money in lieu thereof, 
or whose calling relieves him from statute labour, 
jis an elector for the town and royalty or the 
district in which he resides, provided he shalk 
have owned or possessed, or have been in 
the occupation of, said premises for twelve 
months, or who have resided in the town, royalty, 
and district twelve months previous to tle 
issue of the writ of election. Joint occupants, 
tenants, or copartners in trade have but one vote, 
except the yearly individual interest or joint 
occupancy amount to 1/. 6s. 8d. sterling. At the 
last election there were 14,148 voters. 

The qualification for the elected is possession of 
freehold or leasehold estate situate in the Island 
of the value of 33i. 6s, 8d. over and above all 
incumbrancies. 

The island is divided into three counties, King’s, 
Queen’s, and Prince’s, each of these elects ten re- 
presentatives and four councillors.

QUEENSLAND. 


This Colony comprises the whole north-eastern 
portion of the Australian continent. Its southern 
boundary commences at Point Danger, on the sea- 
board of the Pacific, in about 28° 8’ S. lat.; it 
thence follows the range dividing the waters of 
the Tweed, Richmond, and Clarence Rivers from 
those of the Logan and Brisbane Rivers; thence 
it proceeds in a westerly direction until the line 
meets the great dividing range between the waters 
falling to the east coast and those of the river 
Murray; thence it follows a devious line of water- 
sheds and rivers to the point where the river 
M‘Intyre cuts the 29° of S. lat.; whence it followa 
that parallel westerly to the 141st meridian of east 
longitude, which forms the eastern boundary of 
the Colony of South Australia; thence it follows 
the l4lst meridian of longitude till it is inter-

sected by the 26th parallel of S. lat. (which forms 
the northern boundary of the last-mentioned 
Colony), along which it proceeds so far as to the 
138th meridian of longitude, which it follows north 
wards to the Gulf ef Carpentaria. Queensland 
also comprises, in the terms of Her Majesty's 
Letters Patent, “all and every the adjacent 
islands, their members and appurtenances, in the 
Pacific Ocean and in the Gulf of Carpentaria.” 
_ It appears from the Statistical Register of 
Queensland for 1861 (page 2) that ‘‘the Surveyor- 
General has made a careful calculation of the 
present area of the Colony; and the result is, in 
round numbers, as follows :—

“1¢ will be seen from the above figures that 
Queensland is the most extensive of the British 
Colonies; it possesses an area nearly double 
the area of Canada; and if compared with Eu- 
ropean States, is one-half larger than England, 
Ireland, Scotland, Wales, France, and Spain, all 
added together; it is in fact nearly equal in area 
to one-fifth of the area of the whole of Europe and 
its dependencies. Pastoral occupation has already 
spread over a surface twice as large as that of the 
British Isles; and it is annually advancing on- 
ward at a rate which will soon place our stock- 
holders on the shores of the Gulf of Carpentaria.” 

It may here be added that, at the end of 1865, the 
approximate area of country occupied by pastoral 
stations had increased to above 500,000 square 
miles (?.e. to more than four times the area of the 
United Kingdom); and that the stockholders had 
reached the head of the Gulf of Carpentaria and 
York Peninsula. 

The vast territory thus defined formed a part of 
New South Wales until it was erected into a sepa- 
rate Colony, under the name of Queensland, by an 
order of Her Majesty in Council, which took 
effect on December 10, 1859, upon the arrival of 
the first Governor, SirG. F. Bowen. Its eastern 
sea-bourd was discovered by Captain Cook, who 
anchored in Moreton Bay in May, 1770. Thirty 
years afterwards many points of the coast were 
visited by Captain Flinders; but the first attempt 
to explore and settle any portion of the interior 
was made in 1824 by Mr. Oxley, the Surveyor- 
General of New South Wales, who in that year 
entered the river Brisb: ne, and selected the site of 
the future city of that name (now the capital of 
the new Colony) on a spot about 20 miles from its 
mouth in Moreton Bay. ‘The subsequent settle- 
ment of the country has followed the discoveries 
of a series of explorers, chief among whom have 
been Cunningham, Mitchell, Kennedy, Leichhardt, 
Burnett, Gregory, Dalrymple, Burke, Mchinlay, 
Walker, Landsborough, and Jardine. 
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Ina territory extending over above seventeen de- 
grees of latitude there are necessarily great varia- 
tions of temperature. The heat is, of course, 
greater on the sea-board than on the elevated 
table-land of the interior. But the climate is de- 
scribed as everywhere favourable to the -uropean 
constitution; and it is stated that persons who 
have passed the greater part of their lives in the 
more inhospitable atmosphere of Great Britain, 
often find their health and vigour surprisingly 
renewed in this genial country. ‘(he mean annual 
temperature at Brisbane (the seat of Government) 
is 68° 7’, almost exactly the same as at Funchal, in 
Madeira. ; 

Most of the productions of both temperate and 
tropical countries can be cultivated with success 
in Queensland. The climate is peculiarly favour- 
able to pastoral occupations, and to the growth of 
wool. Experience has shown that extensive dis- 
tricts are also admirably adapted for the produc- 
tion of cotton, sugar, and tobacco. Many writers 
regard this Colony as destined to become the 
future cotton-field of Great Britain. Gold, cop- 
per, coal, &c., have been already discovered in 
several districts. 

The form of Government established in Queens- 
land resembles that of the other principal Aus- 
tralian Colonies—that is, it is composed of a 
Governor and two Houses of Parliament. 

The Legislative Council is nominated by the 
Governor. It consists at present of 20 members, 
nominated for life. The House of Assembly is 
elective. There are 22 electorates, and 32 mem- 
bers, elected for five years. Vote by ballot is 
regulated by the Electoral Act, 22 Vict. No. 20. 
The qualifications for electors were provided for 
in the N.S. W. Constitution Act, No. 41, 17 Vict., 
but they have since been specified in the Loal 
Act, 29 Vict., No. 12, “To amend and consolidcte 
the laws relating to the registration of persons 
qualified to vote in the election of members to 
serve in the Legislative Assembly.” The qualifi- 
cations are as follow :—Every man of the age of 
21, being a natural born or naturalized subject of 
Her Majesty, and having a freehold estate in pos- 
session, situate in the district for which his vote 
is to be given, of the clear value of 100/., or being 
a householder, occupying house, warehouse, or 
shop, of the clear annual value of 10/., or having 
a leasehold estate of the value of 10/., which, at 
the time of registration, has not less than three 
years to run, or having a salary of 100/. a year, or 
being the occupant of a lodging, paying for board 
and lodging 40/. a year, or for lodging only at the 
rate of 10/. a year.

ST. CHRISTOPHER’S AND 
ANGUILLA (anp Nzvis). 


The following general description of St. Kitt’s is 
extracted from a Report on that Island, written 
by Lieutenant-Governor Sir Benjamin Pine, which 
was printed and laid before Parliament, March, 
1862. 

** The island lies in latitude 17° 18’ N., and longi- 
tude 62° 48’ W. ‘The area of the main body of it 
presents a long oval, from the south-eastern end of 
which runs a narrow neck, gradually expanding 
into a small knob of land. 

“ The total length of the island is about 23 miles. 
The breadth of its main body is about five miles: 
that of the knob or peninsula is about two miles. 
The breadth of the neck varies from half a mile to 
amile. The total area is 68 square miles. 

“ The central part of the main body consists of 
a range of lofty rugged mountains, which traverses 
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it from south-east to north-west, attaining its 
greatest height at Mount Misery, which is about 
4,100 feet above the sea. On the south-west side 
of the island, between the mountains and the sea, 
but nearer the latter, is Brimstone Hill, formerly 
the seat of the garrison. It is quite isolated, 
nearly conical, and about 750 fect inheight. ‘This 
range of hills describes nearly a semicircle forming 
the spacious and fertile valley or plain, on the 
seaboard of which lies Basseterre, the capital. 

‘¢ Immediately beyond these hills on the south- 
east is the narrowest part of the neck, which at 
this point is perfectly flat. But as it expands it 
rises into conical hills, which, covered with grass, 
prickly mimosas or aloes, traverse the knob or 

eninsula in almost every direction. In one spot, 

owever, the hills recede from the sea, forming a 
basin, within which is a salt-pond about two miles 
in circumference. 

“ The circle of land formed by the skirts and 
lower slopes of the mountain-range of the main 
body of the island, and the Valley of Basseterre, 
constitute nearly the whole of the arable and cul- 
tivated portion of the island. 

*“ These tracts of land are covered with sugar 
plantations, and dotted over in every direction 
with homesteads, mills, and labourers’ villages. 

‘¢ The higher slopes of the mountains are clothed 
with short grass, affording excellent pasturage, 
while their summits are crowned with dense 
wood.” 

The climate in St. Kitt’s, for a tropical one, is 
decidedly healthy. From observations made by 
Mr. Evelyn, the Controller of Revenue of the 
colony, it appears that the average range of the 
thermometer was, in August, in 1866, 8 a.m., 
83.53,, and in February of the same year, 77,1,, 
87 at noon, 86 at 4 p.m. 

Until 1866 the Government was administered by 
a Lieutenant-Governor (subordinate to the Gover- 
nor-in-Chief at Antigua), aided by an Executive 
Council composed of ten members appointed by the 
Crown; a Legislative Council of not less than eight 
members, likewise appointed by the Crown; and a 
House of Assembly of twenty-five members, elected 


by the various parishes. 


But in April of that year Governor Sir Benja- 
min Pine introduced measures which he had long 
advocated, and which had for their effect the 
amendment and simplification of the Constitution 
of the Island. 

Three Acts, Nos. 551, 552, 553, of 1866, were ac- 
cordingly proposed and passed. The first abolished 
the two existing Houses of Legislature, and substi- 
tuted for them a single Chamber, composed of three 
Officers of the Crown, who sit ex-officio; of seven 
Nominees of the Crown; and of ten Members, to 
be elected by the nine existing electoral Divisions. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, under this ordinance, 
is vested with the appointment of a paid President, 
who exercises two votes. 

This Assembly is to last for five years, at the 
end of which time all the members, except the ex- 
officio ones, vacate their seats, but are eligible to 
be re-nominated and re-elected. . 

The elected members hold no office of emolu- 
ment under the Crown. There is no restriction of 
the kind as to nominee members. 

The second Act abolishes the Administrative 
Committee, and substitutes for it three paid Officers 
as Chief Advisers of the Government, viz. :—The 
Attorney-General, the Secretary to Government, 
and the Auditor; for this purpose it creates the 
two last-named Ofiicers. 

The third Act abolished the) office of Coroner, 
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and made other provisions for tha dischargeof the 
duties thereof. . 

Nevis is to be included within the Lieutenant- 
Government of St. Kitts.

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ANGUILLA. 


The island of Anguilla is a part of the Lieut.- 
Government of St. Kitt’s, and sends one member 
to the Assembly. For local purposes it is governed 
by astipendiary magistrate, paid from the Impe- 
rial Treasury. This officer is assisted by a Vesrry, 
of which he is chairman. ‘The Vestry, which is 
constituted by an Act, is composed of the stipen- 
diary magistrates, the rector, and eleven elected 
members. 


The revenue of Anguilla in 186] was 4]4/., and 
the expenditure 2403. The local courts for the ad- 
ministration of justice are the Magistrate’s Court, 
the Small Debt Court. There are also supposed 
to be Courts of Queen’s Bench and Common Pleas 
and Chancery in the island, and the Chief-Justice 
of St. Kitt’s visits it once a year to hear civil and 
criminal cases. 


Anguilla is about sixty miles N.E. of St. Kitt’s, 
and is sixteen miles in length, and varies in 
breadth from three to one and a-half miles, con- 
taining an area of thirty-five square miles. 


The island is extremely healthy, and the popula- 
tion is about 2,500, of whom 100 are white, and the 
rest coloured and black. Cotton is exciting atten- 
tion, and about sixty acres of it are under cultiva- 
tion. ‘The other productions are sugar, phosphate 
of lime, and salt. The revenue is chiefly derived 
from a duty of five cents per barrel on salt.

ST. HELENA. 


St. Helena, an island in the South Atlantic 
Ocean, 800 miles S.E. of Ascension, and 1,200 
miles from the coast of South Africa, 15° 15’ S. 
lat., and 5° 46’ W. long. St. Helena is 10} miles 
long and 64 broad; its area 47 square miles. 


The capital is James Town, which is on the 
N.W. of the island. The climate is mild, and 
little variable ; thermometer ranging in summer 
between 68° and 72°, and in winter between 57° 
and 70°. Estimated acreage, 30,300. 


St. Helena was discovered by the Portuguese 
commander Juan de Nova Castella, on St. Helena’s 
day, May 2lst, 1501. The Portuguese managed 
to keep secret the situation of this island from 
other European nations till 1588, when it was 
sighted by Captain Cavendish, on his return from 
a voyage round the world. St. Helena was unin- 
habited till the Dutch became possessors of it. 
Captain Munden of the English Navy, in 1673 
took it from the Dutch, and soon afterwards the 
East India Company obtained a charter for its 
possession from Charles II., and it remained under 
that Company, with the exception of the period of 
Napoleon’s imprisonment there, till 1833, when it 
was handed over to the British Government. St. 
Helena is well watered by clear springs, which are 
abundant: it is frequented by ships on their home- 
ward voyage from the East Indies for fresh pro- 
visions and water, which constitutes the trade of 
the island.

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ST. LUCIA. 


The Island of St. Lucia was discovered by 
Columbus, during his fourth voyage, on the 15th 
June, 1502. It is situated in 13° 50’ N. lat., and 
60° 58’ W. long.; at a distance of 24 miles to 
the south-east of Martinique and 21 to the north- 
east of St. Vincent. It is 42 miles in length and 
21 at its greatest breadth: its circumference is one 
hundred and fifty miles, and its area 158,620 acres. 
Near its northern extremity lies Pigeon Island, 
formerly a military post of some importance. 

Castries, the capital of the island, is situated at 
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the bottom of a deep bay of the same name, and 
contains about 900 houses and a population of about 
3,500 souls. Next in importance is the town of 
Soufriere, containing a population of 1,800 souls. 

At the period of its discovery St. Lucia was 
inhabited by the Caribs, and continued in their 

ssession till 1635, when it was granted by the 

ing of France to Messrs. de L’Olive and Duplessis. 
In 1639 the English formed their first settlement, 
but in the following year the colonists were all 
murdered by the Caribs. 

In 1642, the King of France, still claiming a right 
of ey over the island, ceded it to the 
French West India Company, who in 1650 sold it 
for 1,600/. to Messrs. Honeland Duparquet. After 
repeated attempts by the Caribs to expel the 
French, the latter concluded a ‘Treaty of Peace 
with them in 1660, 

In 1663, Thomas Warner, the natural son of the 
Governor of St. Christopher, made a descent on 
St. Lucia. The English continued in possession 
till the Peace of Breda in 1667, when the island 
was restored to the French. In 1674 it was re- 
annexed to the Crown of France, and made a depen- 
dency of Martinique. 

After the Peace of Utrecht in 1713 the rival 
pretensions of England and France to the posses- 
sion of St. Lucia, assumed an attitude of open 
hostility. In 1718 the Regent d’Orléans made a 
grant of the island to Marshal d’Estrées, and in 
1722, the King of England made a grant of it to 
the Duke of ontague. In the following year, 
however, a body of troops, despatched to St. Lucia 
ak the Governor of Martinique, compelled the 

nglish settlers to evacuate the island, and it was 
declared neutral. 

In 1744, the French took advantage of the de- 
claration of war to resume possession of St. Lucia, 
which they retained till the Treaty of Aix-la- 
Chapelle in 1748, when it was again declared 
neutral, 1756, on the renewal of hostilities the 
French put the island in a state of defence; but in 
1762 it surrendered to the joint operations of 
Admiral Rodney and General Monckton. In the 
following year by the Treaty of Paris it was 
assigned to France. 

St. Lucia continued in the peaceable possession of 
the French till 1778, when etiective measures were 
taken by the British for its conquest. In the early 
part of 1782, Rodney took up his station in Gros-ilet 
Bay in St. Lucia, with a fleet of 36 sail of the line, 
and it was from thence that he pursued Count de 
Grasse, when he gained the memorable battle of 
the 12th Aprilin that year. This event was fol- 
lowed by the Peace of Versailles, and St. Lucia 
was once more restored to France. 

In 1793, on the declaration of war against revo- 
lutionary France, the West Indies became the scene 
of a series of naval and military operations which 
resulted in the surrender of St. Lucia tothe British 
arms, on the 4th April, 1794. 

In 1796, the British Government, seeing the 
necessity of adopting measures for the protection 
of their West Indian possessions, despatched to 
their relief a body of troops, 12,000 strong, under 
the command of Sir Ralph Abercrombie, supported 
by a squadron under Admiral Sir Hugh Christian. 
On the 26th April these forces appeared off St. 
Lucia, and after an obstinate and sanguinary con- 
flict, which lasted till the 26th May, the Re- 
publican party, which had been aided by insur- 
gent slaves under Victor Hugues, laid down their 
arms, and surrendered as prisoners of war. 

Sir John Moore, the future hero of Corunna, 
who greatly distinguished himself in this campaign, 
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was appointed Governor of the island, which post 
he held till the beginning of 1797. 

The British retained possession of St. Lucia till 
1802, when it was restored to France by the Treaty 
of Amiens; but on the renewal of hostilities, it 
surrendered on capitulation to General Grinfield 
on the 22nd June, 1803, since which period it has 
continued without interruption under British rule. 

The introduction of Coolie labourers commenced 
in 1859, and in that and the following year four 
ships with immigrants landed their cargoes at Port 
Castries. 

St. Lucia has undergone many changes in a legal 
and constitutional point of view. Under the Frerch, 
whether as the property of the Crown or of the 
West India Company, whether as a dependency of 
Martinique or a separate government, its affairs 
were administered according to the laws and ordi- 
nances of the French Monarchy. On the restora- 
tion of order in 1800, the Courts of Law were re- 
organized on the system which prevailed before 
the Revolution, namely, an inferior Court called the 
“ Sénéechaussée,” and a higher Court called the 
* Conseil Supérieur’? or Court of Appeal. The 
latter Court was composed of a President and 
twelve Councillors; the Governor often presided 
therein, and it was invested with certain Executive 
and Administrative functions. 

The English elements engrafted on this system 
were—list the establishment in 1816 of a Privy 
Council, on whose members the title of ‘* Honour- 
able”’ was conferred in 1818; 2. the introduction 
in 1827 of English Commercial Law; 3. the pro- 
mulgation in 1331 of a new Charter of Justice, 
abolishing the old Judicial system, and establish- 
ing a Supreme Court composed of a Chief Justice 
and two Puisne Judges; 4. the institution in 1832 
of Executive and Legislative Councils; 5. the 
adoption in 1833 of English Procedure and Rules 
of Evidence in Criminal cases ; 6. the substitution 
in 1834 of the office of Lieutenant-Governor for 
that of Governor, and the creation of the office of 
Justice of the Peace as in England; 7. the incor- 
poration of the island in 1838 with the General 
Government of the Windward Islands; 8. the insti- 
tution in 1840 of the office of Coroner; 9. the 
abolition in 1841 of the Colonial Currency ; 10. 
the establishment in 1842 of the English language 
in all law proceedings; 11. the introduction in 
1848 of Trial by Jury in Criminal cases; 12. the 
establishment in 1851 of Municipal Institutions ; 
13. the abolition in 1856 of the ottice of Lieutenant 
Governor, and the assignment to the Colonial 
Secretary of the duties of Administrator; 14, the 
re-organization in 1857 of the Executive Council 
with the addition of three unofficial members; and 
lastly the inauguration in 1859 of the Court of 
Appeal for the Windward Islunds. At present the 
Executive Council is composed of the Attorney- 
General, Treasurer, and Auditor-General for the 
time being, the Administrator, and two unoflicial 
members; and the Legislative Council of five 
official and seven unofficial members, with the 
Administrator as president. 

The Municipal Council in the town of Castries 
is regulated by the following Ordinances :—2nd 
May 1850, 23rd December 1850, August 1851, and 
No. 5 of the 15th July 1856. It consists of 9 Coun- 
cillors, including the Mayor. The number of 
Registered Electors is 165, of whom 39 voted at 
the last annual election of Councillors to replace 
those who go out in rotation. ‘The qualification of 
Burgess is 102. rental, or chattel property of the 
clear annual value of 10/. sterling. ‘Ihe qualifi- 
cation of Town Councillor is to be enrolled as a 
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Burgess, and to be possessed of real or personal 
property, or both, to the clear value of 300I. 
sterling. 

Perhaps the most important change effected in 
the Laws and Institutions of the Colony, was the 
enactinent, in 1833, of the “Saisie Réelle’”? Ordi- 
nance, authorizing the levy and sale of immovable 


property. ‘This law has served all the purposes of 
an * Encumbered Estates Act.”

SAINT VINCENT. 


The Island of Saint Vincent was discovered by 
Columbus on the 22nd of January, 1498. It is 
situated in 13° 10’ N. latitude, and 60° 57’W. lon- 
gitude, at a distance of 21 miles to the south-west 
of St. Lucia. It is 18 miles in length, and 11 in 
breadth, and contains about 85,000 acres of land. 
Some of the Grenadines, a chain of small islands 
lying between Grenada and St. Vincent, are com- 
prised within the government of the latter island. 
The principal is Bequia, situated at a distance of 
9 miles from the mainland. 

Kingstown, the capital of St. Vincent, is situated 
at the bottom of an extensive bay, at the south- 
western extremity of the island. It consists of 
three principal streets, each about a mile long, 
running parallel with the beach, and contains a 
population of 5,000 souls. 

Saint Vincent, though exhibiting some features 
in common with the other islands, is favourably 


| distinguished from many of them by an undulating 


surface, and a succession of gentle slopes, of which 
portions are cultivated for sugar-cane. Its must 
striking peculiarity is its “‘Souffriere,” or volcanic 
mountain, celebrated for the violence of its erup- 
tion in 1812. This mountain is situated at the 
northern extremity of the island, and is about 
3,000 feet above the level of the sea. 

At the time of its discovery, Saint Vincent, like 
some of the other small islands, was inhabited by 
the Caribs, who continued in the undisputed pos- 
session of the island till 1627, when the King of 
England made a grant of it to the Earl of Carlisle. — 
In 1660 it was declared neutral, and in 1672 it was 
granted to Lord Willoughby. 

In spite of these grants no steps appear to 
have been taken to form a settlement on the 
island. In the meantime the English and French 
came to an agreement to abandon the Islands of 
Dominica and St. Vincent to the Caribs, on condi- 
tion of their renouncing all claim to the other 
islands. After that, the Caribs continued sole 
masters of St. Vincent till the year 1675, when a 
number of savages of a different race were dis - 
covered on the island. These received the ap- 
pellation of “ Black Caribs,” to distinguish t hem 
from the aborigines, to whom the name of “ Yel- 
low Caribs” was given. 

In 1722 George [. made a grant to the Duke of 
Montague of scme of the West India Islands, in- 
cluding St. Vincent. 

The French endeavoured to extend their influ- 
ence. They obtained reinforcements from France, 
and settlers thence and from the French colonies 
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resorted to the island in great numbers. In 1740 
the white inhabitants amounted to about 800, and 
the slaves to 3,000, producing commodities for ex- 
portation to the value of 63,6251. 

In 1748 St. Vincent was declared neutral by the 
Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. In 1756, however, 
hostilities were renewed, and the Island was 
taken in 1762 by General Monckton; and by the 
Treaty of Paris in the following year it was ceded 
to Great Britain, when General Melville was ap- 
pointed Governor. 

By a treaty. which was concluded in February, 
1773, an extensive district of St. Vincent was al- 
lotted to the Caribs (who for some time had been 
in a state of open rebellion) on condition of their 
laying down their arms and acknowledging the 
King of Great Britain as the rightful sovereign of 
the island. 

In 1779 the island authorities surrendered to the 
French. The following year has been rendered 
memorable by the occurrence of the greatest hur- 
ricane of which there is any record in West Indian 
annals. It took place on the 10th of October of 
that year, and extended its ravages chiefly to St. 
Vincent, Grenada, St. Lucia, and Martinique. 
The plantations were destroyed, the houses thrown 
down, and the loss of human life in the four islands 
has been computed at upwards of 20,000 souls. By 
the Treaty of Versailles in 1783 St. Vincent was 
restored to Great Britain. 

From this period to the breaking out of the 
French revolution the island appears to have en- 
joyed comparative prosperity and peace; but the 
Caribs and their allies oe French) again overran 
the country, burning the cane-fields, plundering 
the houses, 9-4 mercilessly murdering the English 
colonists. ‘s*1s state of things continued till the 
arrival of the “ Zebra” sloop of war, with succours 
from Martinique, then the British head-quarters. 

The contest was now carried on, with alterna- 
tions of good and ill fortune, till the arrival of 
Sir Ralph Abercrombie with reinforcements in 
June 1796. The success which had attended the 
British arms in the reduction of St. Lucia in- 
spired the inhabitants of St. Vincent with hopes 
of a speedy deliverance, and they were not dis- 
appointed. After a series of conflicts the in- 
surgents surrendered at discretion. ‘The Govern- 
ment, in anticipation of such an event, had re- 
solved that the Caribs should be transported to the 
island of Rattan, in the Bay of Honduras; and, 
accordingly, on the 11th March, 1797, the neces- 
sary transports having been provided, the Caribs, 
to the number of 5,080, were embarked at Bequia, 
and sailed for their appointed destination. 

The planters who survived this protracted and 
desolating war found the Colony at its close in a 
sad state of destitution; and an application for 
relief to the Imperial Parliament by means of a 
loan, was favourably entertained. About this 
time Mr. Seaton resigned his post of Governor, and 
was succeeded by Mr. William Bentinck, who ar- 
rived in June 1802. The new Governor was au- 
thorized to grant occupancies of the Carib lands, 
during the King’s pleasure, to all those who had 
been engaged in the late war; and this was fol- 
lowed in 1804 by an Act declaring that the Caribs 
had forfeited all claim to their lands under the 
treaty of 1773, and these were consequently re- 
vested in the Crown 

In 1809, Sir Charles Brisbane was appointed Go- 
vernor of St. Vincent, in which post he continucd 
till his death, in 1829. During his administration 
the Court-house and Protestant Church were 
erected, and an impetus given to agriculture and 


en 
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trade which soon raised the Colony to an unex- 
ampled degree of prosperity. 

In 1834 the apprenticeship system was estab- 
lished, and was followed in 1838 by uncondi- 
tional emancipation. The year 1846 witnessed 
the first introduction of Portuguese labourers, a 
class of immigrants who amounted in a few years 


‘to 2,400, and who have proved a valuable addition 


to the general population of the island, The ar- 
rival of a cargo of liberated Africans in 1849 was 
another accession. 

St. Vincent received its first cargo of Coolie 
labourers in 1861. 

The constitution of St. Vincent originally con- 
sisted of a Governor, Council, and Assembly, and 
was similar in all respects to that which was ac- 
corded to sume of the other chartered colonies 
after the Peace of 1763. The Governor was ap- 
pointed by His Majesty’s Letters Patent, con- 
stituting him at the same time Chancellor and 
Ordinary. He was also Vice-Admiral under au- 
thority of the Lords of the Admiralty. His duties 
were regulated by Royal Instructions, modelled on 
those originally issued in the case of Jamaica. 
The constitution of the House of Assembly was 
founded on His Majesty’s Proclamation of the 7th 
October, 1763, summoning the General Assemblies, 
and empowering them to enact laws similar, as 
far as practicable, to those of England. The same 
document authorized the erection of Courts of Ju- 
dicature, with a right of appeal. 

The Council consisted of twelve members, one 
half of whom were named in the Governor’s Com- 
mission, and the remainder appointed on his re- 
commendation. The Council acted in the double 
capacity of a Privy Council and a Legislative 
Council. The Governor presided in the former, 
and the senior member, with the title of President, 
in the latter, on whom also devolved the temporary 
administration of the Government, on the death or 
absence of the Governor. On the appointment of 
a Bishop in 1824, he was created a member of 
Council in all the islands within his diocese. 

The Assembly was composed of nineteen mem- 
bers, including two for the Grenadines; and the 
elections took place under the authority of a writ 
issued by the Governor to the Provost-Marshal, 
on an application from the Speaker. The whole 
was regulated by an Act of the Legislature passed 
in 1786. The three branches were required to 
assimilate their proceedings, as far as possible, 
to those of Great Britain; their meetings were 
quarterly, and the Acts passed by them, after 
being proclaimed by the Marshal, were enrolled in 
the Secretary’s Office. 

The supreme court for civil causes was called 
the Court of King’s Bench and Common Pleas, in 
which the Chief Justice presided. There were 
three Assistant Justices, who were not professional 
persons, and received no salary. The proceedings 
of this Court were regulated by a focal Act The 
Court of Sessions, for the trial of criminal offences, 
was held twice a year. The Chief Justice pre- 
sided, and the members of Council and Judges sat 
according to seniority. The Court of Error, for 
appeals from the Court of King’s Bench and Com- 
mon Pleas, was composed of the Governor and 
Council. The Governor was sole Chancellor, and 
from his Court, as well as from the Court of Error, 
an appeal lay to the King in Council. 

On the 30th November, 1843, an Act was passed 
raising the number of Representatives for the 
General Assembly to twenty-five, establishing an 
income qualification, and extending the franchise 
to incomes as well as»properties. But by an Act 
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dated the 12th March, 1850, the number of Repre- 
sentatives was reduced to nineteen, as it originally 
stood. 

The number of electors registering claims to 
vote at the general election in March, 1862, was 
1,045, out of a population of 31,755. The largest 
number of electors in any division is 331, return- 
ing four members to the Assembly; the smallest 
number 65, returning two members; the constitu- 
ences cannot therefore be taken to represent the 
mass of the population, of whom they do not con- 
stitute 4 per cent. The franchise is regulated by 
an Act of the 7th August, 1854. The qualification 
for electors is a freehold of 10/. per annum for 
parishes and the Grenadines; for towns 201. per 
annum; an income of 70/. per annum from busi- 
ness or profession ; and for the town of Kingston 
a freehold estate of the value of 5/. per annum, or 
tenant of a house at a rent of 40/. per annum. 

In 1854 the benefit of the Encumbered Estates 
Act was extended to St. Vincent, and in 1859 the 
Court of Appeal for the Windward Islands was 
duly inaugurated. The registration of all real 
pro is required to be made in the office of the 
registrar, who is also Secretary of the Courts, and 
of the Council, Registrar in Chancery and in Or- 
dinary, and Clerk of the Crown. The Provost- 
Marshal executes an office corresponding to that 
of Sheriff in England. 

In 1856 an Executive Council was created, con- 
sisting of ten members, five from the Legislative 
Council, and five from the Assembly. In 1859 this 
Council was re-modelled, with the addition of an 
Administrative Committee, selected by the Go- 
vernor, and composed of three members, one from 
the Legislative Council, and two from the As- 
sembly. This Committee held office during plea- 
sure. Their duties were to advise and assist the 
Governor in the administration of the finances, 
and of the general affairs of the colony ; to act as 
a Board of Audit, and to have the charge of all 
Public Buildings; also to be the official organs of 
communication between the Governor and the 
Legislative chambers. This Act of 1859 had, how- 
ever, a duration of only five years. On its expir- 
ing, in 1864, the Administrative Committee was 
not revived; but an Act was passed authorizing 
the continuance of the Executive Council as a 
Council of Advice to the Governor. This Council 
is composed of members from both branches of the 
Legislature, appointed by and removable at the 
pleasure of the Crown. From this Council the 
Governor may select, at pleasure, any two mem- 
bers, being members of the House of Assembly, to 
act as the official organs of communication between 
himself and the Assembly. The initiation of all 
money votes rests with these organs, under the 
direction of the Governor, without whose assent, 
signified through one of the organs, no money vote 
can be taken. A separate and distinct office of 
Auditor of Public Accounts was at the same time 
created.

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SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The boundaries of this Colony, according to the 
Statutes of 4 and 5 Wm. cap. 95, are fixed between 
132° and 141° E. long. for the eastern and western 
boundaries, the 26° of S. lat. for the northern 
limit. and it is bounded on the south by the South- 
ern Ocean. All the islands on the coast-line are 
included in the colonial territory. The coast- 
line of South Australia extends about 1,600 miles, 
making in all an area of some 300,000 square miles. 
Adelaide,* the capital of the Colony, is situated on 
the eastern shores of St. Vincent’s Gulf, in S. lat. 
34° 57’, E. long. 138° 38’, about five miles from 
the seashore. Port Adelaide is an inlet from 
St. Vincent’s Gulf, and is six miles north-west 
of Adelaide, South Australia was first colonized 
in 1836 by emigrants from Great Britain, sent out 
under the auspices of a Company called the South 
Australian Colonization Association, who in 1835 
obtained a grant from the Imperial Government of 
the lands of this Colony. ‘The conditions were 
that the land should not be sold at less than 12. 
per acre; that the revenue arising from the sale 


* The boundaries of the Colony have since been extended» 
under the authority of Royal Letters Patent, dated 6th day 
of July, 1863, so as to embrace all the territury lying north- 
ward of 26 deg. S. latitude and between the 129th and 138th 
degrees of East longitude. 
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of such lands shou.d be appropriated to the emi- 
gration of agricultural labourers ; that the control 
of the Company’s affairs should be vested in a 
body of Commissioners approved by the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, and that the Governor 
of the Colony should be nominated by the Crown. 
Captain Hindmarsh, R.N., was appointed first 
Governor, and arrived in the Colony on the 26th 
December, 1836. 

The constitution of this Colony was remodelled 
in 1856, and the Government is now administered 
by the Governor and an Executive Council of 
five members, who constitute the responsible 
Ministry, and are required to be Members of 
Parliament, viz., Chief Secretary, Attorney-Gene- 
ral, Treasurer, Commissioner of Crown Lands, 
and Commissioner of Public Works. The Parlia- 
ment consists of a Legislative Council and an 
Assembly. The Legislative Council consists of 
eighteen members, elected by the inhabitants of 
the Colony legally qualified to vote; one-third 
retiring by rotation every four years, and six 
new members being elected to the vacancies so 
created. The qualification consists in being thirty 
years of age, and a natural born or naturalized 
subject of her Majesty, and having resided in the 
Colony for upwards of three years. 

The qualification of electors is full age and a 
natural born or naturalized subject of her Majesty, 
possession of a freehold estate of 50/. annual value, 
or a leasehold estate of the clear annual value of 
201., or occupation of a dwelling-house of 25/. 
annual value. 

The House of Assembly consists of 36 members, 
elected by the inhabitants of the several districts 
of the Colony for three years. ( Vide Act No. 20 of 
1861.) Any person qualified to vote in or for any 
electoral district is qualified and entitled to be 
elected a Member of Assembly. Aliens are not 
eligible until after a residence of five years. 
Every natural born or naturalized subject of full 
age who has been registered upon the Electoral 
Roll of any district shall be qualified to vote in 
the election of Members of Assembly. ‘There are 
24,816 registered electors. One-third of the mem- 
bers is sufficient to constitute a meeting of the 
Assembly. 

In 1865 the total area of land under cultivation 
amounted to 660,000 acres; there were 3,780,000 
sheep and 158,000 horned cattle depastured. The 
year's export of wool reached 19,000,000 lbs. , valued 
at 975,000l. Fifty-four mines, chiefly copper, were 
being worked. There were 6,629 acres of vineyard 
under cultivation, and 1,000,000 gallons of wine 
were manufactured in the year. ‘The aboriginal 
population amounted to 4,397 persons.

ultan, and of 26,800 dollars to the Tumongong, 
together with a stipend for life to the former of 
1,300 dollars a month, and to the latter of 700 dollars 
a month. 

Singapore, which can scarcely be said to be within 
the Straits of Malacca, is situated at their southern 
extremity, and is separated by a very narrow, but 
navigable strait, from the most southernty part of the 
Malayan Peninsula. Exclusive of the smaller is- 
lands attached to it, it contains an area of about 
206 square miles, and the town lies in lat. 1° 17’ 
north, and long. 103° 50’ 47” east. It is distant 
about 360 miles from Penang. 

From the time of its cession until 1805, Penang 
was subordinate to Bengal, and the Government 
was administered first by a Superintendent, and 
afterwards by a Lieutenant-Governor. In that year 
it was raised to the rank of an Indian Presidency, 
under a Governor and Council, and its relations with 
the home authorities and the Supreme Governinent 
of India were the same as those of Bombay and 
Madras. 

Penang was ceded to the East India Company by 
the Rajah of Quedah, or Keddah, in 1786, when its 
only inhabitants were a few Malay fishermen; and 
in 1800, the slip of territory on the opposite coast, 
separated from the island of Penang by a strait a 
little more than two miles in breadth, was obtained 
from the same Malay ruler, and has since formed 
part of the settlement of Penang, under the name of 
Province Wellesley. These acquisitions of territory 
were made the subject of a formal treaty, one of the 

rincipal conditions of which was that the East 
ndia Company should pay annually to the Rajah of 
Quedah, the sum of 10,000 dollars as long as they 
remained in possession. 

The Island of Penang is situated at the northern 
entrance of the Straits of Malacca, the capital, 
George Town, being in lat, 5° 24’ 15” north, and in 


The aftairs of Singapore were administered by Sir 
Stamford Rafies, as Lieutenant-Governor of Fort 
Marlborough, or Bencoolen, with a Resident as chief 
local functionary, until 1823, when it was placed 
under Bengal. 

In 1-26, Malacca and Singapore were united to 
Penang, and the three stations were formed into 
one settlement, under one government, consisting 
of a Governor or President, with a resident coun- 
cillor at each station as the chief local authority, 
under the designation of “ The Settlement of Prince 
of Wales Island. Singapore, and Malacca,” still con- 
tinuing to constitute an Indian Presidency. 

In 1830, during the administration of Lord William 
Bentinck, as Governor-General of India, the Pre- 
sidency was abolished, and the three stations were 
placed under the Government of Bengal, with a 
change in the designation of the authoritics from 
Governor or President, and Resident Councillor, to 
that of commissioner and deputy residents. Owing, 
however, to the provisions of the letters patent, or 
charter, for the administration of justice in the 
Straits, it was found necessary, shortly afterwards, 
to restore the former designations of Governor and 
Resident Councillor, but the administration of the 
incorporated settlements was still continued under 
the control of the Government of Bengal until 1852, 
when it was placed in direct correspondence with 
the Supreme Government of India. 

The form of government which is about to be 
instituted may be said to assimilate closely to that 
in force in the prosperous Colony of Ceylon. 

It will consist of a Governor, aided by an Executive 
and Legislative Council: the latter body will com- 
prise 6 official members and 4 unofficial members, 
two of whom will represent Singapore, and the other 
two, Penang and Malacca respectively. 

The Governor is to visit Penang for three months, 
and Malacca for one month in every year. The 
troops stationed in the island will be a wing of an 
European Regiment, 6 companies of Ceylon Rifles, 
and 2 batteries of Artillery. Of these, 880 men are 
to be considered as stationed in the settlements ex- 
clusively for colonial purposes. The Colonial Mili- 
tary Contribution will be 59,300/. per annum. 
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The Straits Settlements were early made use of; The rate of taxation a head which these figures 


by the Government of India as penal stations for the 
reception of criminals transported from Continental 
Iadia, and a large body of convicts was distributed 
throughout the three stations, and continued to in- 
crease, until, consequent on the complaints of the 
inhabitants, an Act of the Legislative Council of 
India was passed in 1860, prohibiting the further 
transportation of convicted offenders from the Indian 
Presidencies to the Straits. 

In Penang and Province Wellesley, the Malay 
race predominates, the proportion being equal to 
nearly two Malays out of every three inhabitants. 
The Chinese rank next, and constitute about a fourth 
of the whole population; the remainder being made 
up of Europeans and their descendants, natives of 
the Madras and Coromandel coasts (called Chuliahs 
and Klings), Burmese, Siamese, Bengallees, &c. 


give is,—for Singapore, 21s. 1h for Penang, 
hs. 8hd.; and for Malacca, 4s. 94d. The average 
for the three Colonies gives nearly 10s., which is 
about double the rate in the Brilish continental 
possessions, even including the opium tax of 
9,000,000/., which is paid, not by our own subjects, 
but by strangers. In Singapore the rate of taxation 
is fourtold what it is in Continental India. 

‘The sources from which the revenue is raised are 
alike in all the three stations. They consist chiefly 
of the monopoly, or exclusive privilege, of preparing 
and retailing opium for smoking, the sale of spirits, 
and other exciseable commodities, which: is farmed 
out to private individuals, all Chinese, and disposed 
of annually at public auction. ‘rhe revenue de- 
rivable from the land is inconsiderable, and is 
composed of the proceeds of sales of public lands

the population, and in still greater proportion than 
in Penang and Province Wellesley, as their numbers 
amount to ahout three-fourths of the whole. Here 
‘also the Chinese are found in the next greatest num- 
ber, forming about a sixth of the inhabitants, whilst 
Europeans and their des“endants, native born Portu- 
guese, natives of India, Arabs, &c., make up the 
rest. There is this difference between the two 
other stations and Malacca, that in the latter, the 
inhabitants are mostly natives of the soil, the differ- 
ent classes adhering closely to the religion, man- 
ners, and customs of the countries to which their 
ancestors originally belonged, though the Malay 
languaze is common to all and universally used. 
The Chinese colonists of Malacca are distinguished 
in the Straits by the appellation of Baba, and in- 
clude some of the most wealthy and perhaps the 
most intelligent Chinese merchants in the Straits, 
many of whom reside and carry on their trade at 
Singapore. 

The population of Singapore is more varied in its 
composition, and the Chinese are by far the most 
numerous section of the inhabitants.

The Straits ports are wholly free from duties on 
imports or exports, nor are any tonnage dues what- 
ever levied, and the only tax or duty to which 
shipping entering the port is liable, consists of a 
very moderate one, of 3 cents or 14d. per register 
ton, in support of aids to navigation, by contri- 
buting to the maintenance of the Horsburgh and 
Raffles Light-houses* at the eastern and western 
entrances to the roads of Singapore, and a floating 
light about the middle of the Straits of Malacca.

TASMANTA. 


Tasmania, or Van Diemen’s Land, is an island 
in the South Pacific Ocean off the southern ex- 
tremity of Australia, from which it is separated 
by Bass’s Strait; it is situated between 41° 20’ 
and 43° 40'S. lat., and 144° 40° and 148° 20’ E. 
long. Tasmania is 170 miles from north to south, 
and 160 mijes from east to west; it contains 
15,232,000 acres of land. 

This island was originally discovered by Tasman 
in 1642; it was afterwards partially explored by 
Cook. The first penal settlement formed there 
was in 1803, and till 1813 it was merely a place for 
transportation from Great Britain and from New 
South Wales, of which Colony it was a dependency. 
Transportation to New South Wales having ceased 
in the year 1841, Tasmania, to which had been 
annexed Norfolk Island, became the only Colony 
to which criminals from Great Britain were sent; 
but this ceased in 1853, when transportation to 
Tasmania was abolished. ?

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The following brief outline will give an idea of 
the general character of the country :— 

About 40 miles from the west, and the same 
distance from the North Coast, a table land about 
14 million acres in extent rises about 3,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. On this elevated land 
are numerous lakes, which form the heads of the 
principal streams, flowing to the South, the West, 
and the North; and from it a spur or mountain 
range runs in a direction a little to the East of 
South, and, separating the valley of the Derwent 
from that of the Gordon and Huon Rivers, has 
hitherto proved an almost impassable barrier to 
ry progress of the population towards the West 

oast. 

A mountainous range of less decided character, 
and broken through at one point by the valley of 
the South Esk, separates the cential and more set- 
tled districts from those on the East Coast. 

The principal part of the population of the 
island is thus, at present, confined to a narrow 
strip of land between these two ranges of hills. 

Hobart Town is a city of considerable size, 
containing (in 1865) 24,773 inhabitants, and 27 
places of worship. The city has been much im- 
proved of late years by the addition of several 

andsome public buildings. Gas is laid on in all 
the streets, and a water-supply on the high pres- 
sure principle proves a source of the greatest con- 
venience and health to the inhabitants. ‘The town 
is beautifully situated on rising ground, com- 
manding a view of the harbour, which affords safe 
shelter at all times to vessels of the largest size. 
The new Government House, which is situated on 
the banks of the Derwent, in the Queen’s Park, is 
one of the finest buildings in Australia, and pre- 
sents a noble appearance from the bay. 

Launceston, the second town of the colony, con- 
tains a population of 10,359 persons. During the 
last few years many improvements have been 
effected by the erection of public buildings, 
churches, and a mechanics institute, and the es- 
tablishment of ornamental gardens snd squares. 
The water supply is abundant, and the streets are 
lighted with gas. There is a considerable trade 
in grain and other produce between this place, 
Melbourne, and New Zealand. 

The climate is considered healthy and well 
suited to European constitutions ; the winters are 
cold, but the country rarely suffers from the con- 
tinued droughts which prevail in the neighbouring 
continent. .

The Legislative Council consists of fifteen mem- 
bers, elected for twelve electoral districts. Eve 
member of the Legislative Council holds his seat 
for six years from the day of his election, at the 
expiration of which time his seat shall be vacant. 
The competency of the Council is not affected by 
vacancies, so long as seven members remain. No 
judge of the Supreme Court can be a member of 
the Legislative Council; 23 Vict. cap. 43, The 
qualification of members is thirty years of age, and 
a natural born or naturalized subject. The quali- 
fication for electors is the possession of a freehold 
estate of 50/. annual value, or being a barrister, 
graduate, or minister of religion, or an officer of 
the army or navy. 


The House of Assembly consists of thirty elected 
members, and there are twenty-four electoral dis- 
tricts. Any natural born or naturalized subject 
can be elected, provided that he is not a judge of 
the Supreme Court or minister of religion. The 
duration of the Assembly is five years. ‘The quali- 
fication of electors for the Assembly is property of 
the value of 100/. in the district for which he votes, 
or household property of the annual value of 10/7. ; 
or being a barrister or solicitor on the roll of the 
Supreme Court, or legally qualified medical prac- 
titioner, or minister of religion, &c., &c., resident 
for twelve months before election in the district. 
Voting by ballot is regulated by 21 Vict. cap. 32.

TOBAGO 


Was discovered in 1498 by Columbus, and was 
then occupied by Caribs. The British flag was first 
planted on the island in 1580, and the sovereignty 
regularly claimed by James I. in 1608. In 1625 
an attempt was made by some adventurers from 
Barbados to form a colony ; but many were killed 
by the Carib Indians, and the remaining few escaped 
and settled at Providence. In 1623 a grant of the 
island was made by Charles I. to the Earl of Pem- 
broke, ‘The island remained unoccupied until 
1632, when 300 Zealanders were sent out by a 
company of Dutch merchants, who styled it New 
Walcheren. After a residence of about two years 
these settlers were all destroyed or expelled by the 
Indians and Spaniards from Trinidad. In 1645 
James, Duke of Courland, obtained a grant of the 
island from Charles I., and in 1648 two vessels ar- 
rived with a number of Courlanders, and settled on 
the north side of the island. These were followed by 
asecond Dutch colony in 1654; who having effected 
a compromise with the Courlanders, established 
themselves on the southern coast ; but in 1659 the 
Courlanders were overpowered, and the Dutch 
remained in quiet possession of the whole island 
until 1662, when the Dutch Company resigned their 
right to it. In this year Cornelius Lampsis pro- 
cured letters patent from Louis the Fourteenth, 
creating him Baron of ‘Tobago, and thus became 
proprietor of the island under the Crown of 
France, 

In 1664 the grant of the island to the Duke of 
Courland was renewed by Charles II., but its 
recognition was refused by the Dutch, who were 
compelled to evacuate it in 1677, by the French 
Admiral Estras, who defeated the Dutch Admiral 
Binks in Scarborough Bay, when Louis the Four- 
teenth restored it to the Duke of Courland, who, 
in 1681, made over his title to a Company of Lon- 
don merchants; and in 1748, by the ‘Treaty of 
Aix-la-Chapelle, the island was declared neutral : 
the subjects of all European powers were at liberty 
to form settlements or carry on commerce, but not 
to place garrisons on it. At the peace in 1763, 
by the Treaty of Paris, Tobago was ceded by 
France to England in perpetuity. 

In 1781, Tobago was captured by the French 
under the Duke of Bouillie, after a most gallant 
defence by the colonists ; and in 1783 the island was 
surrendered by treaty to the French Crown; but in 
March, 1793, the island was captured by the British 
Force under Admiral Laforey and General Cuyler, 
and was once more restored to the French by the 
Treaty of Paris in 1802, and again reconquered in 
1803, by Commander Hood and General Greenfield ; 
and in 1814, the island was finally ceded ir per- 
petuity to the British Crown. 

It is the most southerly of the Windward group 
of the British West India Islands, in N. lat. 11° 9/, 
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Scarborough. The Constitution was remodelled in 
1855 by a local Act, Vic. 18, cap. 7, entitled “An 
Act for the better Government of this Island,” 
which, in addition to the Legislative Council and 
Elective Legislative Assembly, establishes a Privy 
Council and an Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee consists of one Mem- 
ber of the Legislative Council and two Members 
of the Elective Legislative Assembly, selected by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and holding office during 
pleasure. Their duties are to advise and assist 
the Governor in the general administration of the 
affairs of the island, and to prepare and perfect all 
estimates, ways, and means. They are the official 
organs of communication between the Governor 
and the respective Legislative Chambers. They 
form a Board of Audit of Public Accounts, and are 
also Commissioners under the Hurricane Loan 
Act. They receive a salary of 100/. per annum 
each, aud have a Secretary receiving also 100/. per 
annum, The Members of the Executive Committee 
sit as Privy Councillors in virtue of their office, 
but cease to be Members of the Privy Council on 
their retirement from the Executive Committee. 

The English Statute Law, in so far as it is adapted 
to the circumstances and population of the Colony 
is applicable in all cases not provided for by local 
enactments. 

The moneys in circulation are British coins, 
doubloons, dollars, American eagles and dollars, and 
their parts, with Colonial bank-notes. The weights 
and measures are the British imperial. 


W. long. 60° 12’; distant from Barbados about 
120 miles, from Grenada about 75 miles, and about 
20 N.E. of Trinidad, and expands N.E. and S.W. 
The distance between Tobago and ‘l'rinidad by 
actual survey made by Mr. Parsons, R.N. in 1855, 
is 182 miles in a south-westerly direction It is 
32 miles long and from 6 to 12 broad, and has an 
area of 97 square miles, or 62,080 acres. 

The formation of the island is evidently volcanic: 
its physical aspect is irregular and picturesque, 
with conical hills and ridges, which descend from 
@ common base or dorsal ridge 1,800 feet high and 
20 miles in length. 

Sugar, Rum, and Molasses form the principal 
articles of export. The first sugar exported was 
from an estate on the windward side of the island, 
in the year 1770. In 1780 there were only 3,000 
hogsheads shipped ; this was increased in 1805 to no 
less than 15,327 hogsheads. Cotton and indigo were 
also formerly exported ; and in 1780, 2.619,000 Ibs. 
of cotton and 27,000 lbs. of indigo are stated to 
have been shipped to England. 

The island is divided into seven parishes. Scar- 
borough, the principal town, is on the south side of 
_ the island, about 10 miles from the S.W. point, and 
is situated at the south-western base of a hill 425 
feet above the level of the sea, on which stands 
Fort King George, now without a garrison. The 
town has a population of about 1,200, The mails 
and passengers from the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Company’s vessels are landed there at a distance 
of five miles from Scarborough. Courland Bay, at 
Plymouth, has good anchorage, and the only danger

TRINIDAD 


Is an island lying to the eastward of the continent 
of Venezuela, between N. latitude 10° 3', and 10° 
50’, W. longitude 61° and 62° 4’ W. of Greenwich. 
Its length is about 60 miles, its breadth from 40 to 
44 miles. It is separated from the continent of 
Venezuela, by the Gulf of Paria, into which falls 
the northern mouths of the Orinoco. In figure it 
is oblong. It was first discovered by Christopher 
Columbus, on the 31st July, 1498; and first colo- 
nized in 1588, by the Spaniards. In 1676 the 
French possessed it, but it was soon restored to 
Spain. 

On the 12th February. 1797, an expedition for 
the reduction of Trinidad, sailed from Martinique, 
on the 14th it put into Carriacou, and sailed on the 
following morning with some additional transports, 
The naval command of this Expedition was en- 
trusted to Kear-Admiral Henry Harvey. The 
troops, numbering 6750 men, were, commanded by 
Sir Ralph Abercrombie. 

To this armament Don. J. M. Chacon had to 
oppose four fine line of battle ships, manned by 
1,600 seamen and marines. The land force was 
was less than 500 men. 

The expedition resulted in the surrender of the 
island to His Majesty’s-arms, and on the 18th Feb- 
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ruary, 1797, the articles of capitulation were signed 
by Abercrombie, Harvey, and Chacon. 

Don José Maria Chacon left the island a few 
days after the capitulation. He and Admiral 
Apodaca were, on their arrival in Spain, placed 
under close arrest, and on the 28th May, 1797, 
were tried by a Court Martial, called in Spain, a 
Council of War, and were honourably acquitted. 

Abercrombie, after making the best arrange- 
ments that the confused state of the Colony allowed, 
departed two months after, leaving his Aide-de- 
Camp, Lieutenant-Colonel ‘Thomas Picton, as 
Governor, whose first act was to institute a Council 
of Advice, consisting of five members. 

On the 29th March, 1802, the definitive treaty of 
peace between England and France, and her 
allies, viz.: Spain and the Batavian Republic, was 
signed at Amiens. By the third article, all places 
taken during the war by Great Britain, were to be 
restored, save ‘Trinidad and Ceylon; and in the 
fourth article, “ His Catholic Majesty cedes and 
guarantees, in full property and sovereignty, the 
Island of Trinidad to His Britannic Majesty.” 

The area of the island is 1,7544 square miles. 

Port of Spain is the chief town and port of entry. 


This town according to the Census of 1861, contains. 


18,980 inhabitants, of which 8,544 are males, and 
10,436 females. 

The second town and port of entry is San Fer- 
nando, 26 miles south from Port of Spain, with a 
population of 4,429 inhabitants. There are also 
the minor towns of St. John, St. Joseph, and 
Arima, all to the eastward of port of Spain. 

The harbour is considered the finest in the West 
Indies. . 

The principal articles of produce exported, are 
sugar, rum, molasses, cacao, coffee, and cotton. 
The number of sugar estates do not exceed 152, 
and those of cacao and coffee 700. ‘The total 
extent of land under cultivation is 68,592 acres, as 
follows: canes, 36,739 acres; cacao, coffee, and 
cotton, 14.238; provisions, 9,914 acres; pasture, 
6,356 acres. 

The population of the island, in 1861, amounted 
to 84,438: 46,074 males, and 38,364 females, of the 
following classification :— ‘Trinidad, 46,936 ; British 
Colonies, 11,716; United Kingdom, 1.040; Foreign 
4,301; China, 461; India, 13,488; Africa, 6,035 ; 
nondescribed, 461. 

By the Ordinance, No. 16 of 1844, the island 
was for ecclesiastical purposes in regard to the 
Church of England, divided into 16 parishes. 

In 1849, by the Ordinance No. 8, the island was 
divided into divisions, counties, districts, and 
wards. Subsequently the Ordinance No. 14, of 
1854, was passed for the purpose of regulating the 
appointment of wardens, the raising of local rates 
. for local purposes, and dividing the wards into 
ward unions. 

Under the same last-mentioned Ordinance, there 
is also established a Central Road Board for the 
the general management of all matters connected 
with the several wards, ward unions, and road 
unions, with a secretary who receives a salary of 
500/. per annum. 

The total annual revenue of the several ward 
unions, for roads, bridges, schools, police, hospitals, 
and other local purposes, amounts to 26,894, ster- 
ling. and the amount expended by the several wards 
during 1863, in respect to education, amounted to 
3,163/. 15s, 1d. sterling. 

The towns of Port of Spain, and San Fernando, 
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are under the jurisdiction of Borough Councils, 
the former consisting of fifteen elective members, 
the latter of seven. One of the members is 
annually chosen mayor. 

There is an Island Post Office, amalgamated 
with the General Post Office. There are nine 
established mail routes, besides four foot routes; 
the total transportation of mails on these routes 
being 65,058 miles, at a cost of 3,454/. sterling per 
annum, or ls. 03d. per mile. 

There are 21 Post Offices throughout the island, 
the total delivery of letters averaging annually 
111,682 packet letters, and 77,673 inland ones. 
There are two local steam-boats for the conveyance 
of mails, police, and prisoners, the contract cost of 
which is 4,500/. per annum. ‘The total cost of this 
department is 8.500/. 

Several Institutions are kept up at the public 
expense, viz. two general hospitals, a lunatic 
asylum, a leper asylum, a wash-house, and a public 
bath house. 

The soil of the island is rich, and produces, in 
addition to the cane, cacao, coffee, and cotton, 
numerous kinds of timber, and the choicest of 
West Indian fruits. 

A pitch lake, 99 acres in extent, is situated in 
the ward of La Brea, and is about 30 miles from 
port of Spain, it is of considerable value, and 
affords a slight revenue to the island. The largest 
portion of the lake belongs to the Earl of Dun- 
donald, by lease from the Government. 

Coal is also to be found in the ward of Manzanilla ; 
it was tried on board of H. M. steamer “ Buzzard,’ 
and was found to be of excellent quality. 

Immigration from India and China, is fully en- 
couraged by the Government. The amount voted 
in aid of that object in 1863, was 32,8901. By the 
census of 1861, there were 13,488 Coolies, and 461 
Chinese. Since then there have been imported, in 
1862, 1,967 Coolies, and 452 Chinese ; and in 1863, 
1,798 Coolies; in 1864 and 1865, 3,152 Coolies, and 
591 Chinese; giving a total of 20,405 Coolies and 
1,504 Chinese. 

These immigrants (Coolies and Chinese) are 
located on 154 different estates. The largest num- 
ber on any one estate is 206, the “Orange Grove 
Estate,” county of St. George. The revenue col- 
lected on account of the annual outlay was, in 
1863, 16,1372. sterling. 

The places of worship in Port of Spain, are 
Trinity Church, and All Saints’ Chapel, a Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, and three Roman Catholic 
Chapels, a Wesleyan Chapel, a Presbyterian, a 
Baptist, and a Portuguese Chapel. 

The military barracks, ‘‘ St. James’s,” are build- 
ings, which do credit to Trinidad, spacious, and 
with every requisite accommodation. ‘They were 
commenced on the 2ist January, 1824, and com- 
pleted on the 11th June, 1827, at the expense of 
80,0002. sterling. 

The Police Force of the island consists of an 
inspector, two sub-inspectors, one clerk, eight 
sergeants, sixteen corporals, and one hundred and 
thirty-four constables; the total annual cost of 
the establishment is 17,0457. The Prison Depart- 
ment consists of one inspector, one superintendent, 
one medical officer, a chaplain, a teacher, one over- 
seer, two clerks, twenty-four turnkeys, and two 
matrons; the total annual cost of the establish- 
ment, including maintenance and keep of prisoners, 
and all other expenses, is 6,800/.

These islands were formerly included among the 
Bahama group, from which they were separated 
in 1848 by Act of the Bahama Legislature. The 
following is an extract from that Act:—* The 
Islands of Grand and Salt Cay, together with the 
small islands and Cays immediately adjacent there- 
to, and which, together with the said Islands of 
Grand and Salt Cay, are commonly known and 
designated as ‘The Turks’ Islands,’ and the Islands 
and Cays, commonly known and designated as the 
‘Caicos Islands,’ together with all the banks and 
Cays, situate, lying, and being to the eastward of 
the said Turks’ Islands and Caicos Islands, and 
comprised within, or deemed part of, or apper- 
taining to, Your Majesty’s Bahama Islands, shall 
cease to be component parts of the Bahama Govern- 
ment,” &c. 

The Turks and Caicos Islands lie between 21° 
and 22° N. lat., and 71° and 72° 30’ W. long. 

The Government is administered by a President, 
who is subordinate to the Governor of Jamaica, 
and a Council composed of nominees and four 
elected members. All taxpayers who are able to 
read and write have the privilege of voting at 
elections. There are 250 registered electors, who 
return three members for the Turks Island and 
one for the Caicos Island. The election of mem- 
bers is regulated by Ordinances | and 3 of 1858.

VICTORIA. 


This territory was formerly a portion of New 
South Wales, from which it was severed and 
erected into a separate Colony by the Imperial Act 
ot Parliament 13 & 14 Vic. cap. 59. Victoria is 
bounded on the north and north east by a straight 
line drawn from Cape Howe to the nearest source 
of the river Murray, thence by the course of that 
river to the eastern boundary of South Australia, 
or 141° E. long., thence to the sea; on the south 
by the sea, a distance of about 700 miles, to Cape 
Howe, including the islands along the coast; area, 
86,831 square miles. he total extent of land 
occupied at the end of 1863 was 5,554,531 acres, of 
which 507,798 acres were under cultivation, pro- 
ducing wheat, oats, barley, tobacco, vines, &c.; 
120,834 gallons of wine were manufactured in 
1863. Total live stock in the Colony, 1864: 
Sheep, 8,406,234 ; Cattle, 640,625 ; Horses, 117,182; 
Pigs, 113,530. 30,000,000 lbs. of wool exported in 
1864, 

The climate is said to be of an intermediate 
character, somewhat between those of New South 
Wales and Tasmania; not so hot asthe former 
in summer, nor so cold as the latter in winter. 
There is a good deal of cold and wet weather 
during the three winter months; in summer 
the heat is tempered by cold breezes, the night 
always being cool, excepting during the prevalence 
of hot winds. The temperature at Melbourne may 
be said to average from 65° to 74° Fah. in the 
month of January, and in June 50° to 56° Fah.

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‘The Government of Victoria consists of a Go- 
vernor appointed by the Crown, who is aided in 
the conduct of public affairs by a responsible 
Cabinet. There is a Legislative Council of 30 
members elected for six Provinces, and an As- 
sembly of 78 members returned by the 49 Electoral 
Districts: this Constitution was established by an 
Act passed by the Legislature of Victoria, 1854, 
to which Her Majesty assented, in pursuance of 
the power granted by Act of Parliament 18 & 19 
Vict., cap. 55. One of the Members of Council 
returned for each of the Electoral Provinces retires 
in rotation at the expiration of every two years. 
The qualification of Members is possession of free- 
hold property worth 5,000/., or annual value of 5U0J. 
The qualification of Electors of Members of Coun- 
cil is possession of freehold worth 1,0U002. or annually 
1001. Graduates of Universities within the British 
dominions, barristers and solicitors, legally qualified 
medical practitioners, officiating ministers of reli- 
gion, certificated schoolmasters, and officers of the 
army and navy when not on active service, also 
have votes for the Legislative Council, as well as 
the occupiers of leasehold property of the clear 
value of 1,000/., or the annual value of 100/. ‘The 
functions of the Upper House ditfer very slightly 
from those of the House of Lords. Money Bills 
may be either accepted or rejected, but they may 
not be altered. 

An Act was passed in 1857, No. 12, to abolish 
the property qualification required of Members of 
the Legislative Assembly, and universal suffrage 
exists so far as the election of that body is con- 
cerned, Acts 1] and 12, 19 Vict., and the Act 
279, 29 Vict., (“The Electoral Act, 1865”), it is 
therein provided that freeholders of an estate of 
the value of 50/., or of the yearly value of 5J., are 
qualified to vote in the election of members of the 
Legislative Assembly for the eleetoral district in 
which such lands or tenements are situate. Jate- 
payers on the “ Rate-paying Roll” are also enti- 
titled to vote in the election of members for the 
district in which they are rated. ‘he duration of 
an Assembly is three years. Vote by ballot is 
regulated by the Act 27 Vict., No. 18].

VIRGIN ISLANDS. 


The Virgin Islands were discovered by Colum- 
bus in 1493 ; they consist of a cluster of rocks ; the 
largest island in the group belonging to Great 
Britain is ‘Tortola, which is situate in 18° 27’ N. 
lat., and 64° 39’ W. long. ‘These islands, so far as 
they are British, became so in 1666. 

The Danes also possess some of them; the more 
important of which are St. ‘Thomas, St. John, aid 
Santa Croix; whilst the Spaniards lay claim to 
those near Porto Rico. 

A civil government, and courts of justice, were 
established in the British Islands in 1773, 

Like most of the West India Colonies, the Vir- 
gin Islands had till lately its Legislative Council 
and House of Assembly; that is to say, its two 
Legislative Chambers; but in 1854 and 189, by 
Local Acts, considerable changes were effected by 
forming both Chambers into one Legislative Coun- 
cil, of which four members are elected and three 
nominated by the Crown. This Council is presided 
over by an officer appointed by the Crown, and 
styled, ‘The President Administering the Govern- 
ment of the Virgin Islands.” This officer, who is 
the head of the Executive on the spot, is subordi- 
nate to the Governor-in-Chief of the Leeward 
Islands, resident at Antigua. 

The qualification of Candidates for the Legis- 


tural born or naturalized British subject. For a 
Voter, possession of freehold estate of annual value 
of 52. at least, or leasehold of at least 10/. annual 
value, or occupation of a house or tenement of 5/. 
annual rental value. The qualification must have 
been in force for at least six months before the 
last registration. The registered voters in July, 
1866, numbered 6. The ordinary duration of the 
Legislative Ccuncil is three years, and the political 
franchise is regulated by the Constitution Act of

WEST AFRICAN SETTLEMENTS. 


SIERRA LEONE, GAMBIA, GOLD COAST, 
AND LAGOS. 


Sierra Leone, in respect of the number of its 
European residents, is the most considerable of the 
British Possessions on the West Coast of Africa. 
The Colony consists of a peninsula terminating in 
Cape Sierra Leone, which is bounded on the north 
by a river of the same name. ‘The Cape lies in 
8° 30' N. lat., 13° 18’ W. long.: this Colony is 18 
miles in length by 12 in breadth, with an area of 
300 square miles. Sierra Leone was ceded to 
Great Britain in 1787 by the native chiefs. Four 
years afterwards a charter was granted to a Com- 
pany under the name of “ The Sierra Leone Com- 
pany.” In 18008 grant was made to the Company 
by Letters Patent of the peninsula, and a Court of 
Directors of the Company was empowered to appoint 
s Governor and Council, the former having power 
to enact laws: this state of things lasted 7 years, 
when the Colony was transferred back to the 
Crown.* | 

In 1862 a large tract of country called Sherboro 
was handed over by treaty to the Colony. In this 
district British rule prevails, and Major Blackall 
reports that domestic slavery has been abolished,

dency of Sierra Leone, will be found under B. 
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and that the expenditure thrown on the colony by 
the transfer has been met by a great increase in 
customs dues levied on English goods, and repre- 
senting an increase of trade of not less than 75,000/. 

The Government of Sierra Leone consisted, until 
May, 1863, of a Governor and a Legislative Coun- 
cil, comprising the Bishop of Sierra Leone, the 
Chief Justice, the Colonial Secretary, the Collec- 
tor of Customs, and one or two others appointed 
by the Crown. 


By a new Charter issued at that date (May 27, 
1863), an Executive Council was created, composed 
of four members nominated by the Crown, and the 
Legisiative Council was made to consist of the 
members of the Executive Council, and “such 
other Person or Persons as We, by any Instruction 
or Warrant under Our Sign-Manual and Signet, 
may from time to time hereafter nominate and 
appoint to be members of the said Legislative 
Council.” 

But in 1865, it was decided that the Central 
Government of the settlements on the West Coast 
of Africa should be re-established in Sierra Leone. 
Gambia, the Gold Coast, and Lagos were accord- 
ingly placed under its jurisdiction 

The commission and instructions under which 
this change was effected were dated in February, 
1866. ‘They revoked and determined the former 
commission issued in respect of Sierra Leone, the 
Gambia, the Gold Coast, and Lagos, and consti- 
tuted on the West Coast of Africa one Govern- 
ment-in-Chief, to be called the Government of the 
West Africa Settlements, and to comprise the four 
colonies aforesaid. Within each of the four said 
settlements a Legislative Council was established, 
to consist of the Governor and of other persons, 
being not less than two in number, within each 
settlement as should be named by instruction or 
warrant under the sign mannal. Power was vested 
in these councils to establish, subject to the veto 
of the Governor-General, such ordinances as might 
be necessary for the good government of the settle- 
ments. 


Within the settlement of Sierra Leone, an Ex- 
ecutive Council was established for the purpose of 
advising and assisting the Governor-General. 

It was provided that the Governor should reside 
in Sierra Leone, except when the interest of the 
service might render his presence desirable in any 
other of the said settlements. 

Provision is also made in the commission, that 
in case of the death or absence of the Governor, 
the Government shall be administered by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, or if there should be no such 
person, by the Senior Military Officer in command 
of the troops. In Lagos, Gambia, and the Gold 
Coas:, similar powers are, in the absence of the 
Administrators, vested in the Collectors of Customs 
there. 

British coins are in circulation at their value in 
Sierra Leone; there are also in circulation the 
golden doubloon and its subdivisions, and the 
twenty-franc piece, the golden American eagle 
and its subdivisions, the Spanish and Mexican 
silver dollar, and the five-franc piece. The average

THE GAMBIA. 


The Gambia is a great river of Western Africa, 
it falls into the Atlantic Ocean by a large estuary 
measuring in some parts nearly 27 miles across, 
but contracts to 10 miles between Bird Island and 
Cape St. Mary, and to little more than two between 
Barra Point and the town of Bathurst on St. Mary’s 
Island. The advantages of this noble river for 
carrying on trade with the natives in the interior 
of Africa were well known to our merchants up- 
wards of 230 years ago. 

In 1588 a patent was granted by Queen Eliza- 
beth to some merchants of Exeter to trade in this 
river, and in 1618 a Company was formed in this 
country for the purpose of carrying on the trade ; 
the Company was not successful, and another 
established two years later experienced a like 
want of success. 

In 1724, and subsequently till its abolition, it 
appears that the trade in slaves formed the staple 
traffic of the Company; but the general commerce 
between Great Britain and the Gambia fell off after 
the abolition of the slave trade till 1816,in which 
year a new settlement was formed at the Island of 
St. Mary’s. ‘The distance of the principal districts 
and British settlements, according to a Report 
turnished to Government by Dr. Madden, who had 
been employed as a Commissioner to investigate 
the Western Coast of Africa in 1841, is as fol- 
lows :—

From a register of the thermometer kept at the 
Military Hospital at Bathurst in 1821, it appears 
that in January of that year the maximum was 
80° and the minimum of 75°, whilst in September 
it was 89° and 85°; at M‘Carthy’s Island the 
thermometer indicates a temperature never reached 
on the coast, the ordinary range from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. is from 95° to 106°. But Mr. M‘Donnell, 
(now Sir Richard Graves M‘Donnell), Governor 
of the Gambia, in 1850 reported that for several 
months in the year the thermometer in the morn- 
ing at Bathurst varies from 58° to 64°, and that 
for the greater portion of the year refreshing 
land and sea-breezes blow over the town; that 
while the number of Europeans and Americans 
visiting Bathurst every year is little short of 1,200, 
and there are often between 100 and 200 in port 
during the rainy season, the mortality among these 
casual residents was only 12 during five years. 
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The Governor of the Gambia exercises no autho- 
rity over the population (as is done in the case of 
the Gold Coast) surrounding the British settle- 
ments. Bathurst is, however, a trading port of a 
navigable river, affording a convenient means of 
intercourse with the interior of Africa to a distance 
of several hundred miles. ‘The trade in ground 
nuts is reported to have been in 1837 about 47 tons; 
in 1864, the value of the crop was only 738,000/. It 
is expected that this colony will export a consider- 
ablequantity of cotton, the attention of the natives 
having been drawn by the late Governor to its 
culture, and two tons of Egyptian cotton seed has 
been distributed amongst the Native Farmers 
along the banks of the river. 154 tons of cotton 
were exported in 1864. 

The settlement was at first subject to the 
Government of Sierra Leone, but in 1843 it was 
created an independent colony with a Governor 
and Executive and Legislative Councils for the 
administration of its attairs. In consequence of 
' the deliberations of a Committee appointed in the 
summer of 1865, to inquire into affairs on the 
Western Coast of Africa, the Gambia and the Gold 
Coast were again placed under the Government 
of Sierra Leone. By instructions of February, 
1866, addressed to the Governor-General, the 
goveriiment of the settlement was vested in an 
Administrator, assisted by a Legislative Council 
consisting of the Collector of Customs and the 
Magistrate, together with such other persons as 
may be from time to time named in virtue of 
instructions or by warrant under sign manual. 
All correspondence to be addressed by the Ad- 
ministrator to the Governor-in-Chief, who trans- 
mits it to the Secretary of State. In cases of 
urgency the Administrator may correspond direct 
with the Secretary of State. ‘The Governor- 
General is instructed to visit each settlement once 
@ year.

GOLD COAST. 


Gold Coast is the name generally given to a 
portion of Upper Guinea, between 5° and 4° 20’ 
KE. long., stretching along the Gulf of Guinea from 
the River Assini on the west to the River Volta on 
the east, between which points are the settlements 
of Apollonia, Axim, Dix Cove, Elmina, Cape Coast 
Castle, Anamaboe, Apam, Accra, Christiansborg, 
and Fredericksborg. In 1750 the African Com- 
pany was constituted by Act of Parliament, with 
liberty to trade and to form establishments on the 
west coast of Africa, between 20° N. and 20° S. 
lat.: from the year 1750 to 1807, the parliamentary 
grant for the forts and settlements on this coast 
averaged 13,500/. per annum, and was augmented 
in 1807 to 23,000/. per annum. In 1821 the forts 
and settlements, which had been previously vested 
in the African Company, were transferred to the 
Crown, and on the recommendation of Sir Charles 
M‘Carthy, at that time the Governor of Sierra 
Leone, four forts only were retained, viz., Cape 
Coast Castle, Ahamaboe, Dix Cove, and Accra. In 
1827, in consequence of the heavy expenses incurred 
by the Government on account of the Ashantee 
War which broke out in 1824, and the decline of 
commerce on the coast, the public establishments 
were withdrawn from the coast: this arrange- 
ment some years afterwards was abandoned, and 
the whole coast was again placed under the direct 
control of the Home Government. (See the Evi- 
dence before a Select Committee which sat in the 
beginning of the year 1842). In 1843 Captain 
Hill, R.N., was appointed Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Gold Coast, the forts still remaining depen- 
dencies of Sierra Leone. In 1847 Captain Winniett 
succeeded Captain Hill; he reported a great rene- 
ral improvement in the settlements acknowledging 
British jurisdiction during the last ten years, and 
he calculated the natives coming under that juris- 
diction at not less than 275,000, scattered over a 
territory of about 6,000 square miles. 

It is an interesting fact that these settlements, 
which were originally occupied-as slave-factories, 
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are now maintained as the most effectual check on 
the slave-trade, and as centres from which com- 
merce, carrying with it civilization and Chris- 
tianity, may extend to the interior of Africa. 

The British territory consists of a large number 
of forts and posts, many of them abandoned or in 
ruins, which have come into our possession either 
by settlement, capture, or purchase during the 
‘last 200 years, together with the line of the sea- 
Coast adjacent to them. Beyond this the British 
Government has no dominion; but British in- 
fluence extends over an area variously estimated at 
trom 6,000 to 8,000 square miles, inhabited by a 
population estimated at from 250,000 to 400,000 peo- 
ple. Justice is administered to this large popula- 
tion by their own consent, and under the sanction 
of an Act of Parliament, by British magistrates. 

The Government of the Gold Coast, in 1850, 
ceased to be under that of Sierra Leone, when Sir 
William Winniett was appointed Governor and 
Comm «nder-in-Chief; an kxecutive and Legisla- 
tive Council were established, the former consist- 
ing of the Judicial Assessor, the Collector of 
Customs, and the Colonial Secretary ; the latter of 
two Government officers and two gentlemen, nomi- 
nated by the Crown. 

In consequence, however, of the deliberations 
of a Committee appointed in 1865, to inquire into 
the affairs on the West Coast of Africa, the Gold 
Coast was again made subject to the Government 
of Sierra Leone. By instruction addressed to the 
Governor General, dated February, 1866,: the 
Government of the Gold Coast was vested in an 
Administrator, aided by a Legislative Council, 
consisting of the Collector of Customs, the Police 
Magistrate, and such other persons as might be 
named under instructions, or by wurrant under 
sign manual. All laws passed by the Council are 
subject to the concurrence of the Governor General, 
and all correspondence for transmission to the 
Secretary of State is addressed to that officer, 
unless of very great urgency.

LAGOS. 


A Commission, dated the 13th March, 1862, was 
passed under the Great Seal of the United King- 
dom declaring that the Port and Island of Lagos, 
together with all the territories which do now or 
may hereafter belong to the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain, on the coast of Africa, between the lst and 
10th parallels of east longitude, and the south of 
the 10th parallel of north latitude, shall constitute 
a separate government, under the title of the Set- 
tlements of Lagos. 

The permanent occupation of this territory was 
deemed necessary for the more complete suppres- 
sion of the slave-trade in the Bight of Benin, for 
the protection and development of the important 
trade of which the town of Lagos was the seat, and 
fur the benefit of the surrounding tribes of Africans. 

On the 6th of August, 1861, the treaty ceding 
the Island of Lagos to Her Majesty was signed by 
Docemo, and he was guaranteed a pension of 
1,000. a year. At the present time Lagos and the 
towns of Badagry, Palma, and Leckie, and the 
seaboard between them and the Lagoon are re- 
| cognized as British territory. 

‘lhe exports are palm oil, ivory, and cotton. 
| The Government was administered by a Gover- 
i'nor, assisted by an executive Council of three 
: Members, viz., the Chief Magistrate, the Colonial 
Secretary, and the Senior Military Officer. The 
Legislative Council consists of the Governor, the 
Chief Magistrate, the Colonial Secretary, the 
Senior Military Officer and two unofficial Members. 
In consequence Of the deliberations of a Com- 
mittee of t he House of Commons which sat on the 
affairs of the west coast of Africa, the Central 
Government of the settlements on that coast, in- 
cluding the colony of Lagos, was established at 
Sierra Leone. By instructions addressed to the 
Governor-General on 20th February, 1866, the 
Government of the settlement was vested in an 
Administrator, aided by a Legislative Council, 
consisting of the Collector uf Customs and the 
Police Magistrates, together with such other per- 
sons who, from time to time, may be named b 
instructions or by warrant under the sign manual. 
All laws are subject to the approval of the 
Governor-General who resides at Sierra Leone, 
' and visits each settlement once a year.

VANCOUVER’S ISLAND. 


The island is about to be included in the govern- 
ment of British Columbia. It lies off the N.W. 
coast of North America, between N. lat. 48° 20’ 
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and 50° 55’, and W. long. 123° 10’ and 128° 20, 
having an extreme length of 275 miles, and a 
breadth varying from 40 to50 miles. It is 
separated from the mainland by a channel, called 
in various parts by the names of Queen Charlotte’s 
Sound, Johnstone Strait, and Gulf of Georgia. 
On the south it is divided from the Washington 
territory by the Juan de Fuca Strait. Its area has 
been roughly estimated at 16,000 square miles. 

This island was originally supposed to form 
part of the Continent of North America, or New 
Albion, as it was then called. In April, 1792, 
Captain George Vancouver of the Royal Navy 
entered the straits of Fuca, and, surveying and 
exploring as he proceeded, passed into the ocean 
by a passage considerably to the northward, and 
arrived at Nootka Sound in August of the same 
year, having thus circumnavigated the land, and 
determined its separate existence as an island. 
He named it the island of Quadra and Vancouver 
out of compliment to Senor Quadra, the Spanish 
Commandant at Nootka. The former name has, 
however, fallen into desuetude, and the island is 
now generally known and recognized as Van- 
couver's Island. 

The capital of the island is Victoria, situated at 
its south-eastern extremity, a flourishing town of 
7,000 inhabitants. The number of the aborigines 
has been estimated at about 17,000. 

The first British Settlement in Vancouver's 
Island was made at Nootka Sound, on the N.W. 
coast, about the year 1778, by some London mer- 
chants, whose intention it was to dispose there of 
the produce raised in China. 

Till 1849, Vancouver’s Island was only occasion- 
ally resorted to by the servants of the Hudson’s 
Bay and Puget’s Sound Companies ; but in that 
year a lease of the island was granted to the 
former Company for 10 years. ‘The Imperial 
Government, however, reserved to itself the right 
of resuming it at the expiration of this period, on 
certain conditions. Accordingly, in 1859 it was 
made a British Colony; Mr. Douglas, who had 
acted as Governor under the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, was confirmed in that appointment. The 
Governor is assisted by an Executive and a Legis- 
lative Council, nominated by the Crown, and by 
an Assembly of 15 Members, elected by inhabit- 
ants possessed of a 12/. rental; or a freehold of 20 
acres of land, or of the value of 501. 

This form of Government will cease on the in- 
corporation of Vancquver’s Island with British 
Columbia, which will date from the issue of a pro- 
clamation in conformity with the provisions of the . 
Imperial Act.

CHAPTER I. 


THE GOVERNOR. 
§ I. The different Classes of Governors, §c., the duration of their Office, and expense of Commissions. 


1, The Officer appointed by the Crown to administer the Government of a Colony is usually styled 
Governor, or Governor and Commander-in-Chief, or Captain-General. ‘The titles of Governor-in-Chief 
and Governor-General have been at different times given to Governors whose commission has comprised 
several distinct Colonies. 

2. In this latter case, the Officer holding such Commission administers the Government of every 
Colony comprised within it when he is present therein; but the administration of such Colonies during 
his absence is entrusted to an Officer appointed by the Crown, with the title of Licutenant-Governor ; 
or (in some cases) Administrator of the Government, or President of the Council. 

3. These several Officers are appointed by Commission, and during Her Majesty’s pleasure. In default 
of any Officer so appointed (through death, absence, or otherwise) the Government devolves on such 
Officer or Officers as may have been designated by the Crown for its temporary administration on such 
an event. 

4, Their appointment is limited in its duration to a period of six years from the assumption of their 
functions, but Her Majesty’s Government reserves to itself the power of prolonging that period. 

5. Under the Act 1 Will. IV. c. 4. it is enacted, that all Patents, Commissions, or other Authorities 
for the exercise of offices in the Colonies held during pleasure, shall continue in force until the expira- 
tion of eighteen months from the demise of the Crown. 

6. No fees are payable on Governors’ appointments; but their commissions are subjected to certain 
charges at the Patent and Crown Offices, and to ad valorem duties prescribed by the Stamp Acts. 


§ II. Authority of the Governor in relation to Her Majesty’s Troops. 


7. The Governor of a Colony, though bearing the title of Captain-General or Commander-in-Chief 
is not, without special appointment from Her Majesty, invested with the Command of Her Majesty’s 
Regular Forces in the Colony. He is not therefore entitled to receive the Allowances annexed to that 
Command, or to take the immediate direction of any Military Operations, or except in case of urgent 
necessity, to communicate officially with subordinate Millitary Officers, without the concurrence of 
the Officer in Command of the Forces. Any such exceptional communication must be immediately 
notified to that Officer. 

8. Except in the case of invasion or assault by a Foreign Enemy, it is the duty of the Governor to 
determine the objects with which and the extent to which Her Majesty's Troops are to be empluyed. 
He will therefore issue to the Officer in Command of the Forces directions respecting their distribution 
and their employment on Fscort and other duties required for the safety and welfare of the Colony. 
In all these matters, however, the Governor will consult as far as possible with the Officer in Command, 
and will incur special responsibility, if he shall direct the Troops to be stationed or employed ina 
manner which that Officer shall consider open to Military objection. 

8a. The Governor, as the Queen’s Representave, will give the “word” in all places within his 
Government. 

8b. On the other hand, the Officer in Command of the Forces will determine all Military details 
respecting the Distribution and Movement of the Troops and the composition of the different 
detachments, taking care that they are in conformity with the general directions issued to him by the 
Governor. 

9. The Officer in Command of Her Majesty’s Land Forces is alone charged with the superintendence 
of all details connected with the Military Department in a Colony, the Regimental duty and discipline 
of the Troops, inspections, and summoning and holding Courts-martial, garrison or regimental, and 
the granting leave of absence to subordinate Military Officers. 

10. He carries into cxecution, on his own authority, the sentences of Courts-martial, excepting 
Sentences of Death, which must first be approved, on behalf of the Queen, by the Officer administering 
the Civil Government. 

11. He makes to the Officer administering the Civil Government Returns of the state and condition 
of the Troops, of the Military departments, of the Stores, Magazines, and Fortifications within the 
Colony, and furnish duplicates of all such Returns of this nature as he may be required or may see 
occasion to send to the Military Authorities at home, or to any Officer under whose general Command 
he is placed. 

12. On the receipt of the annual Mutiny Act. the Officer in Command of Her Majesty’s Land 
Forces communicates to the Civil Authority the “ General Orders” in which it may be promulgated. 

13, And in the event of the Colony being invaded or assailed by a Foreign Enemy, and becoming 
the scene of active Military Operations, the Officer in Command of Her Majesty’s Land Forces assumes 
the entire Military Authority over the Troops. 

13a. The above Regulations will hold good, though the Governor may be a Military Officer senior in 
rank to the Officer in Command of the Forces. 

135. If several Colonies are comprised in one Mllitary Command, the Officer in Command of the 
whole may transfer Troops from one to another Colony on an application from the Governor of the 
Colony to which the Troops are sent, transmitted to him either through the Governor of the Colony in 
which he is serving, or through the Officer commanding the Forces in the Colony for which Troops are 
required. But he must in all cases consult with the Governor of the Colony from which the Troops are 
sent, and will incur a special responsibility if he sends them away without that Governor's consent. 

13c. Except in the case of the North American Colonies, Colonies comprised under one Government 
in Chief are to be treated, for Military purposes, as a single Colony. Natal, for the same purpose, will 
be considered part of the Government of the Cape of Good Hope. 
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§ II. General Powers of an Officer appointed to conduct a Col.nial Government. 


14. The duty and powers of every Officer, who may be called upon to administer a Colonial Govern- 
ment, are defined in Her Majesty’s Commission and the Instructions with which he is furnished. The 
following is a general outline of the nature of the powers with which he is invested, subject to the special 
law of each Colony :— 

Ae He is empowered ts grant a pardon or respite to any criminal convicted in the Colonial Courts 
of Justice. : 

16. He has the power of remitting any fines, penalties, or forfeitures which may accrue or become 
payable to the Queen (not exceeding 50/.), and to suspend the payment of any fine, &c., exceeding that 
amount, until Her Majesty’s Pleasure can be known. 

17. The Moneys to be expended for the Public Service are issued under his Warrant, as the law may 
in each particular case direct. 

18. The Governor of a Colony has, as a ceneral rule, the power of granting licences for marriages 
letters of administration, and probate of wills, unless other provision be made by Charter of Justice or 
local law. He has also, generally speaking, the presentation to benefices of the Church of England in 
the Colony, subject to rules hereinafter laid down. (See Ch. III. sec. 1.) 

19. He has the power of issuing, in the Queen's name, writs of summons and election, to call together 
the Representative Assemblies and Councils where these exist, and for the election of their Members ; 
and also that of assembling, prorozuing, and dissolving Legislative Bodies. 

20. He confers appointments to Offices within the Colony, either absolute, where warranted by local 
laws, or temporary and provisional, until a reference has been made to Her Majesty’s Government. 

21. He has the power of suspending Public Servants from the exercise of their functions under certain 
regulations, which must be strictly observed. (See Ch. III. sec. 2.) 

22. He is empowered to administer the appointed oaths to all persons, in Office or not, whenever he 
may think fit. 

23. He has, generally speaking, the power of granting or withholding his assent to any Bills which 
may be passed by the Leyislative bodies. 

24. He is required, in various cases, by his Instructions, to reserve such Bills for the Royal Assent, or 
to assent to them only with a suspending clause, preventing them from coming into operation until 
confirmed by the Crown. These cases are not defined alike in all Instructions; but they comprise, 
generally speaking, matters touching the Prerogative, the Currency, the rights of Her Majesty's 
subjects not resident in the Colony, and any enactments of an unusual nature requiring special con- 
sideration. 

25. He is required to direct his particular attention to the erection and maintenance of schools, and 
to all necessary measures for the conversion of Aborigines to Christianity, and for their advancement 
in civilization. 

26. He is specially required to execute all laws for the suppression and punishment of every species 
of vice, profaneness, and immorality. 

27. He is strictly enjoined to send home, punctuallv, copies of the Journals and Minutes of Proceed- 
ings of the Legislative Council and Assembly, together with lists of the Members of Councils, both 
Legislative and Executive. 

28. lf anything should happen which may be for the advantage or security of the Colony, and is not 
provided for in the Governor’s Commission and Instructions, he may take order for the present therein. 

29. He is not to declare or make war against any foreign State, or against the subjects of any foreign 
State. Aggression he must at all times repel to the best of his ability ; and he will use his best endea- 
vours for the suppression of piracy. 

30. His attention is at all times to be directed to the state of discipline and equipment of Militia 
Forces in the Colony, and whenever the Militia may be embodied, he should send home monthly 
Returns, with a particular account of their arms and accoutrements. 

31. Periodical Reports on this subject, which may not call for immediate attention, may be included 
in the annual “ Blue Book ”’ hereafter noticed. 

32. He is on no account to absent himself from the Colony without Her Majesty’s permission. 

33. He is prohibited from receiving Presents, pecuniary or valuable, from the Inhabitants of the 
Colony, or any class of them, during the continuance of his office, and from giving such Presents; and 
this Rule is to be equally observed on leaving his office. 

34. In cases where money has been subscribed, with a view of marking public approbation of the 
Governor’s conduct, it may be dedicated to objects of general utility and connected with the name of 
the person who has merited such a proof of the general esteem. 








4 CHAPTER If. 


CONSTITUTIONS OF COLONIES. 


35. In all British Colonies there is an established Legislature consisting of the Governor and one or 
two Legislative Bodies, with the exceptions only of Gibraltar and British Kaffraria, in which the 
Legislative Power is vested in the Governor alone; and Heligoland, which remains under the old 
Danish Law. 

36. According to the old Colonial system of Government, Colonies settled by Englishmen were (and 
are) held legally entitled to Representative Institutions. In these the Legislature consists of the Gover- 
nor, a Council nominated by the Crown (which acts also as the Executive Council or Council of advice 
to the Governor), and an Assembly elected by Freeholders and others according to the electoral laws 
of each Colony. 

37. Colonies acquired by conquest or cession (commonly called Crown Colonies) are under the 
Legislative Power of the Crown, which exercises that Power by Orders in Council, and, concurrently 
therewith, through Laws framed by a Jocal Legislature, consisting of the Governor and a Council 
nominated by the Crown. 
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38, Legislative Councils nominated by the Crown consist, generally speaking, in part, of the principal 
Executive Officers of the Colony, and, in part, of private persons appointed by name; the former usually 
termed Official, the latter, Unofficial Members; the proportions being prescribed by the respective 
Commissions and Instructions to Governors. 

39. The rank and precedency of the Members of Council between each other is regulated by the 
Royal Instructions. In some cases, that precedency depends on seniority of appointment alone; but in 
other cases. that rule is qualified by assigning to the Official Members of Council precedence over the 
Unofficial Members. 

40. When a vacancy occurs by the demise, resignation, &c., of a Legislative Councillor appointed by 
neme, the Governor should submit to Her Majesty’s Government the names and characters of three 
persons from whom a selection may be made to fill up the vacancy ; but he is also authorized, if he 
should think proper, to appoint provisionally to such vacancy until Her Majesty’s Pieasure may be 
known. 

41. The general rule is, that no Member of Council may, on pain of vacating his seat, absent himself 
for more than six months except by leave of the Governor, whose power is limited to granting a leave of 
absence, in some cases to twelve, and in others to eighteen months. Any more protracted leave of 
absence must be granted by the Crown. 

42. In the Colonies not having Representative Assemblies the initiation of all laws belongs to the 
Governor. 

43. In Colonies having such Assemblies it is in many cases provided by Local or Statute Law, that 
the initiation of all measures for the appropriation of public money shall belong to the Governor. 

44. In every Colony the Governor is vested with authority, either to give or to withhold his assent 
to laws passed by the other branches or members of the Legislature, and until that assent is given no 
such law is valid or binding. 

45. Laws are in some cases passed with suspending clauses; that is, although assented to by the 
Governor, they do not come into operation or take effect in the Colony, until they shall have been 
specially confirmed by Her Majesty, and in other cases Parliament has for the same purpose empowered 
the Governor to reserve Laws for the Crown’s assent, instead of himself assenting or refusing. 

46. Every Law which has received the Governor’s assent (unless it contains such suspending clause 
as aforesaid) comes into operation immediately or at the time specified in the Law itself. But the 
Crown retains power to disallow the Law; and if such power be exercised at any time afterwards, the 
Law ceases to have operation from the date at which such disallowance is published in the Colony. 

47. In Colonies having Representative Assemblies the practice is to signify by Order in Council that 
the Crown either confirms (which is rarcly done), or leaves to its operation, or disallows, every sepa- 
rate Law. 

48. In Crown Colonies the practice is that the Secretary of State signifies to the Governor, by 
despatch, the Crown’s allowance or disallowance of each separate Law. 

49. In some cases a period is limited, after the expiration of which Local Enactments, though not 
actually disallowed, cease to have the authority of law in the Colony, unless before the lapse of that 
time Her Majesty’s confirmation of them shall have been signified there; but the general rule is other- 
wise. 

50. In Colonies possessing Representative Assemblies, Laws purport to be made by the Queen or by 
the Governor on Her Majesty’s behalf, or sometimes by the Governor alone, omitting any express 
reference to Her Majesty, with the advice and consent of the Council and Assembly. They are in- 
variably designated as Acts. In Colonies not having such Assemblies, Laws are designated as 
Ordinances, and purport to be made by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council (or in British Guiana of the Court of Policy). 

51. In the Windward and Leeward Island Governments, in the West Indies, a deviation from the 
general rule arises, from the circumstance of the residences of the Governors-in-Chief being established 
at Barbados and Antigua, and therefore beyond the precincts of several of the Colonies in the legisla- 
tion of which they concur. To meet the case, it is provided that Bills passed by the Council and 
Assembly in any of the subordinate Islands, are to be sent by the respective Lieutenant-Governors, 
betore their own assent is given, to the Governor-in-Chief under whom they respectively act. If the 
Governor-in-Chief shall insist on any amendment as the indispensable condition on which alone the 
Licutenant-Governor may assent to the Bill, that amendment, with the unobjectionable provisions of 
the Bill, must be incorporated into a new Act, or, when the forms of proceeding require it, the Bill, 
though not actually amended as required by the Governor-in-Chief, may be assented to by the Lieutenant- 
Governor on the express engagement of the Council and Assembly to give effect to the Governor-in- 
Chief’s recommendation by a supplementary Enactment. 

52. The preceding summary must be understood as applying generally to Colonies ngt governed 
under special Parliamentary enactments. In these the Legislative Power is considered to flow from, 
and to be defined by, the Commission of the Governor. But in the case of a large proportion of the 
Colonies, Acts of Parliament have been passed at different times creating or modifying their Constitu- 
tions; and this for several purposes, viz. :— 

Ist. To give Representative Institutions to Crown Colonies. 

2nd. To enable the Crown to create nominated Councils in Colonies settled by Englishmen. 

3rd. To modify in various ways the Electoral Institutions of Colonies, the right of the Crown in 
dealing with their Laws, &c., &c. 


53. The following hist of Colonies, classified according to their several Constitutions, may be 
regarded as accurate. 
Classification of Colonies, 
1. British Colonies may be divided into three classes :— 
1. Crown Colonics, in which the Crown has the power of legislation and the administration is 
carried on by public officers under the control of the Home Government. 
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2. Colonies possessing Representative Institutions but not Responsible Government, in which 
the Crown has not the power of legislation but the Home Government retains the control 
of public officers. 

3. Colonies possessing Representative Institutions and Responsible Government in which the 
Crown has not the power of legislation, and public ofticers, except the Governor, are not 
under the control of the Home Government. 

2. In Gibraltar and St. Helena Laws may be made by the Governor alone, and in other Crown 
Colonies by the Governor with the concurrence of a Council nominated by the Crown. In 
some Colonies, acquired by conquest or cession, the authority of this Council rests on the will 
of the Crown. In others, most by those acquired by Settlement, the Council is created by the 
Crown under authority of some Act of Parliament. 

Crown Councils of the former Class (among which may be included the Court of Policy of British 
Guiana) exist in the following Colonies :— 


1. Malta. 4. Hong Kong. 7. Trinidad. 
2. Ceylon. 5. Labaun. 8. St. Lucia. 
3. Mauritius. 6. British Guiana. 9. Heligoland. 
Crown Councils of the latter or Statutory Class exist in the following Colonies :— 
1. Jamaica. 3. Western Australia, 5. Gambia. 7. Lagos. 
2. British Columbia. 4. Sierra Leone. 6. Gold Coast. 8. Falkland Islands. 
Laws may aby be made by Order in Council in all the above Colonies, except Jamaica and British 
Columbia. 


3. In Colonies possessing Representative Institutions without Responsible Government, the Crown 
cannot legislate by Order in Council, and laws are made by the Governor with the concurrence 
of one or two Legislative bodies of which one at least is wholly or for the most part Repre- 
sentative. 

In the following Colonies there are a Council and Assembly. In the Cape of Good Hope both 
bodies are elective. In the other Colonies the Council is nominated by the Crown, the 
Assembly elective. 


1, Cape of Good Hope. 3. St. Vincent. 5. Tobago. 7. Bermuda. 
2. Barbadoes. 4. Grenada. 6. Bahamas. 
In the following there is a single Legislative Chamber partly elective, partly nominated by the 
Crown :— 
1. Natal. 4. Honduras. 7. Turks Islands. 
2. St. Christopher. 5. Montserrat. 8. Nevis. 
3. Dominica. 6. Virgin Islands. 9. Antigua. 


4. Under Responsible Government all Public Officers are appointed without the concurrence of 
the Imperial Government,—the Executive Councillors by the Governor alone with reference 
to the exigencies of Representative Government, the other Public Officers by the Governor 
on the advise of the Executive Council. 

The control of all public departments is thus practically placed in the hands of persons command- 
ing the confidence of a representative Legislature. Hence such of the following regulations 
as relate to subordinate public officers have comparatively little application, except by way of 
example, to Colonies in which Representative Government exist, which are the following :— 


*Canada, *Prince Edward’s Island, *Victoria, *South Australia, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, Queensland, New Zealand. 
New Brunswick, New South Wales, *'Tasmania, 


In the Colonies marked with an asterisk the Council or Upper Chamber is elective. In the rest it 
is nominated by the Crown. 


| § II. The Executive Council. 


54. The Executive Council (whether separate or not from the Legislative) has the general duty of 
assisting the Governor by its advice. In various cases, by local Enactment, he is required to act with 
this advice; but, generally speaking, although highly desirable, it is not compulsory on him to do so if 
he thinks the public interest requires an ophet course, in which case very special Rules are laid down 
for his guidance in his Instructions ; which likewise prescribe the course to be taken by Councillors in 
recording their opinion in opposition to the Governor’s. 

55. Where separate from the Legislative Council, the Executive Council commonly consists of a 
specially limited number of the principal officers of the Local Government with or without an admixture 
of Unofficial Members. 

56. The Councillors are appointed by the Governor's Instructions or by Warrant from the Crown, 
the Governor having in some cases the power of making provisional appointments, subject to the Crown’s 
confirmation. 

57. The Governor has the power of suspending Executive Councillors, following, as far as the nature 
of the case will allow, his General Instructions as to the suspension of Public Officers; but the power 
of dismissal rests with the Crown. 

58. The preceding are the general rules relating to the constitution of the Executive Council, but in 
Colonies possessing what is commonly termed “ responsible Government,” the Executive Cuuncil is a 
removable body, in analogy to the usage prevailing in the British Constitution. The only formal step 
by which this form of Government is usually established is the insertion in the Governor’s Instructions 
of an unlimited power to appoint new Councillors, subject formally to the Crown’s confirmation; it 
being understood that Councillors who have lost the confidence of the Local Legislature will tender their 
Resignations to the Governor. In Colonies thus governed, the Secretary of State exercises less control 
over the executive departments of Government than in others; and it must be generally understood 
that, as regards them, the rules of this book are applicable for the guidance of Governors rather than as 
absolute directions. 
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59.* The Colonies in which this form of Government has been established are: 


Canada, Newfoundland, New Zealand, 
Nova Scotia, New South Wales, Queensland, 

_ New Brunswick, Victoria, South Australia. 
Prince Edward’s Island, Tasmania, 


60. In the West India Colonies possessing Representative Assemblies, the Councils in some cases 
possess, concurrently with the Governor, a judicial authority as a Court of Error, and in some cases 
they also audit the public accounts. 

61. To the Executive Council, associated with the Chief Judge of the Colony, is also in general en- 
. trusted the duty of administering to the Governor, on his arrival, the usual oaths of office; which being 
done, the Governor administers to the Members of the Executive Council, and others, the oaths of office 
to be taken by them respectively. Each new member of Council, on his appointment, is also required 
to take the oaths applying to his particular case. 


CHAPTER III. 
§ I. Appointments to Public Offices. 


62. Throughout the British Colonies, as a general rule, Offices are granted and holden at the pleasure 
of the Crown, with some few exceptions established by local laws. 

63. Of Offices holden at the pleasure of the Crown, some few are filled up by the Governor or by the 
Governor in Council, in pursuance of special enactments authorizing, in these particular cases, such a 
deviation from the established form. In the absence of such enactments, Public Offices are usually 
filled up in the name of Her Majesty. All Offices of considerable rank, trust, and emolument, are filled 
up by appointments either provisional or final,— provisional, when they are made by the Governor on 
any sudden emergency, subject to Her Majesty’s approbation,—final, when they gre made in obedience 
to Her Majesty’s Commands, The right of appointment to such Offices is vested as a general rule in 
the Crown. Nevertheless, under Local Enactments, the right of appointments is occasionally vested in 
the Governor, or Governor in Council. 

64. The general rule is, that all Public Offices of considerable rank, trust, and emolument, should be 
granted by an Instrument under the Public Seal of the Colony in Her Majesty’s name. When the 
Governor makes a provisional appointment he issues such an Instrument in pursuance of Her Majesty’s 
General Instructions, In the case of a final appointment, the instrument is issued in pursuance of Her 
Majesty's Special Instructions, which Special Instructions are conveyed to the Governor generally in 
the form of Warrants under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet. 

65. The distinction between Offices which are, and Offices which are not, of considerable rank, trust, 
and emolument, being in itself vague and indefinite, has been rendered as precise as the nature of 
the case admits, by the following distinction. Offices are classed under three heads :—1, those of which 
the emoluments do not exceed one hundred pounds per annum ; 2, those of which the emoluments exeeed 
one hundred and do not exceed two hundred pounds per annum ; 3, and those of which the emoluments 
exceed two hundred pounds per annum. : 

66. In the case of Offices of the first or lowest of the three classes last mentioned, the Governor, as a 
general rule, has the absolute disposal, subject only to the condition of reporting every such appoint- 
ment by the first opportunity. In the case of Offices of the third or highest class, the Governor is to 
make a special report of the grounds of his appointment, and is distinctly to apprise the object of his 
choice that he holds the Office in the strictest sense of the word provisionally only until his appoint- 
ment is confirmed by Her Majesty. In such cases the confirmation takes place in the form, already 
mentioned, of a warrant under the Roya! Sign Manual and Signet. 

67. When a vacancy occurs in the second or middle class, the Governor reports it to the Secretary 
of State, together with the name and qualifications of the person whom he has appointed to fill it pro- 
visionally and intends to fill it finally, which recommendation is almost uniformly followed. 

68. When @ vacancy occurs in the higher class, the Governor follows the same course as to reportin 
the vacancy and provisional appointment; he is at liberty also to recommend a candidate for the fina 
appointment, but it must be distinctly understood that the Secretary of State has the power of recom- 
mending another instead. 

69. It is of course impossible to lay down any general rule for deciding in what cases the recom- 
mendation of a Governor will, or will not, be ultimately sanctioned and confirmed by the Queen; but 
in general it may be stated, that Her Majesty will be advised to regard more favourably appointments 
which are in the nature of promotions of meritorious Public Servants, than appointments made in 
favour of persons new to the Public Service; and that when any new Office has been created the 
Governor’s recommendation for filling it up will carry with it less weight than in the case of offices 
which the Governor may have found already established. In the cases of such new Offices there will 
always be more than usual reason to anticipate that an appointment will be made directly from this 
country. 

70. tt is further to be understood, that, in determining the propriety of appointments from this 
Country or from the Colony, regard will peers be had to the comparatively advanced state of wealth 
and population in each Colony, and to the number of properly qualified Candidates among whom the 
Local Authorities may have the opportunity of making a selection. 

71. In the distribution of the patronage of the Government, in the Colonies, great weight must 
always be attached to local services and experience. Every Governor will therefore make, once in 
each year, a Confidential Report of the claims of Candidates, whether already employed in the Public 
Service or not, whom he may consider to possess that qualification, in order that, when a vacancy or 
an opportunity for promotion occurs, the Secretary of State may have before him additional means, 
besides the immediate recommendation of the Governor, for judging how far the particular Candidate 
recommended by the Governor is on the whole the best qualified, and whether a Candidate of proper 
qualifications is to be found in the Colony or in any adjacent Colony. 
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72. The Governor will institute inquiries into and report upon the qualifications of other Candidates, 
of whom he may have less knowledge, when he sees sufficient reason for supposing that the Public Service 
might gain by their admission into it; but in the application of these Rules much must be left to the 
Governor’s discretion. 

73. In reporting a vacancy of any Office under the Crown, of which the emoluments exceed 200/. per 
annum, the Governor will furnish in the form of the annexed Schedule, and in duplicate, full particu- 
lars respecting the nature and incidents of the office, and will state in the covering despatch whether 
pre filling that or similar offices have been usually selected by the Secretary of State or by the 

overnor. 


_ Particulars of the Office now vacant at the in the Colony of 

1. Duties of office, and qualifications required for their performance. 

2. Salary and emoluments, and whether secured by a permanent law. 

3. Other circumstances affecting the value of the office. 

4. Nature, number, and amount of securities required and mode of giving them. 

5. Whether any, and if any, what provision is made from public funds for the passage from 
this country, or elsewhere, of the persons sent out to fill the office. 

6. Acts or ordinances, making provision respecting any of the above matters, and especial] 
respecting the permanency of the emoluments, and the particulars of the security required, wi 
references to the sections in which such provision is made. 


74. The foregoing Rules do not apply to the case of Colonies under responsible Government. In 
these, although the formal proceedings are nearly the same, except where otherwise regulated by local 
law, yet it is generally understood that appointments are made by the Governor, with the advice of his 
Executive Council, and receive the confirmation of the Crown. 

75. Whenever half-pay Officers borne on the half-pay of Her Majesty’s Army or Navy, or in the 
Military and Commissariat Departments, shall be appointed to a civil situation in any of the Colonies, 
a report of the appointment, specifying the date and the amount of salary, is to be made immediately to 
the Secretary of State, which will be transmitted by him to the proper authorities in this country. Pro- 
motions of half-pay Officers in the Civil Service are also to be notified forthwith to the Secretary of 
State, for the information of the respective authorities. 

76. As a general rule, and subject to any provisions of the Local Law, the Governor will, on the 
vacancy of any Ecclesiastical Benefice, or of any Cure of Souls to which any stipend is attached by law, 
present to the Bishop for institution to such vacant Benefice or Cure, any Clergyman of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, whom, upon the recommendation of the Bishop, or on other sufficient 
grounds, the Governor may deem to be the most proper person to fill such Benefice or Cure, and who 
shall have been actually resident within the diocese, and officiating there as a Clergyman for six 
calendar months at the least next before such Benefice or Cure shall have become vacant, or who, 
if not so resident or officiating within such Diocese, shall have been absent, with the leave of the 
Diocesan or other lawful Authority, from some Cure of Souls within such Diocese to him pertaining. 

77. But if at the time of such vacancy occurring there shall not be so resident within such Diocese 
any Clergyman so circumstanced, and whom the Governor shall deem a proper person to fill such 
Benefice or Cure, then he will forthwith report the circumstance to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, 
to the intent that Her Majesty may nominate some fit and proper person to fill the said vacancy. 


§ I. Suspension from Office, 


78. The following Rules must be observed with respect to the Suspension of Public Officers* :— 

79. The offence with which an Officer is charged must be communicated to him in writing, with the 
grounds on which it rests, and he will be required to answer the charge in writing. 

80. If the answer is not so far satisfactory as to obviate, in the Governor’s opinion, the necessity of 
proceeding to suspension, the Governor must apprise the Officer that on a day to be named, and which 
shall be after such an interval as will allow the Officer a reasonable time for preparing his defence, the 
question whether he shall be suspended or not, will be brought before the Executive Council, or body 
acting in that capacity, and he must defend himself before the Council, orally or in writing, according 
to the rule which may be laid down by such Council. 

81. If, in the course of the inquiry before the Council, new charges or new evidence shall be adduced 
against him, such new charges or evidence shall be fully communicated to him, and sufficient time shall 
be allowed him to meet them before any final decision shall be pronounced. 

82. If the final decision shall be for his suspension, the Governor’s report of the suspension must be 
accompanied by copies of the Minutes of Council, and of all other material documents relating to it, in 
order that the Secretary of State may confirm or disallow the same. 

83. No suspension from Office or Salary must take place unless such defence has been heard and con- 
sidered, or unless the party makes default in furnishing it when called upon. 

84. In acase in which it might be inexpedient for the Public Service to leave an Officer to whom 
an offence of a very serious character is imputed, in the execution of his functions (as, for instance, in 
the custody of public money) during the time necessary for the regular proceeding to his suspension, 
it is competent for the Governor at once to interdict such Officer from the further exercise of his 
functions, as a provisional measure; but no such Officer can be formally suspended from his Office or 
salary, except by the regular proceeding already described, which must in all cases be taken with as 
little delay as possible. . 

85. An Officer who has been suspended is not entitled to absent himself from the Colony during 
the interval before his ultimate dismissal or reinstatement, without the leave of the Governor first 
obtained, as in ordinary cases; if leave of absence should be granted to him, his half salary will not be

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payable to him, if he is ultimately dismissed, nor, in case of his reinstatement, unless so ordered by 
the Secretary of State. 

86. If the suspension is not approved and confirmed by Her Majesty’s Government. the Officer 
suspended will be entitled, unless otherwise ordered by the Secretary of State. to the full amount of 
salary which he would have received if he had not been suspended, even though the Officer appointed 
provisionally to perform his duties may be allowed by Her Majesty’s Government to reccive the half 
salary of the same Officer for the period during which he so acted. 

87. If the suspension from Office is approved and confirmed by Her Majesty’s Government, all salary 
will cease from the day of suspension, and although the Officer so suspended should be subsequently 
restored (as an act of indulgence), he will not be entitled to any portion of salary during the period of 
his suspension. 

88. An Officer whose suspension is approved and confirmed by Her Majesty’s Government forfeits all 
claim to a retiring allowance. 

; § IIT. Salaries. 

89. On appointments to Offices half salary will be allowed, as a general rule, from the date of em- 
barkation, and full salary from the date of arrival in the Colony. 

90. If, however, the Officer previously holding the appointment in the Colony continues in the tenure 
of his Office until the arrival of his Successor, the latter Officer will not be entitled to any portion of 
salary until he has assumed the duties of his Office. 

91. No advance of salary is allowed, except in very special cases, to be determined by the Secretary 
of State, with the concurrence of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. 

92. If any office be vacated, in any Colony, by the death or removal of the holder, or by his temporary 
absence, the person appointed by the Governor to act in his stead will receive half the salary of the 
office. But should such person be the holder of another situation, he may receive half the salary of the 
office in which he is 80 appointed to act, together with kalf the salary of his own office. 

93. Should the person so appointed by the Governor to a vacant Office be required at the same time 
to perform the duties of his own Office, he may be allowed half the salary of the temporary Office, to- 
gether with the whole salary of his own Office, . 

94, As a general rule, no person should be appointed to discharge at the same time the duties of two 
distinct Offices, whenever any other arrangement may be practicable. 

95, Should the Officer whom the Governor has appointed temporarily to a vacant Office be confirmed 
in the situation, he will be entitled to draw the full salary of that Office from the date at which he 
entered on the duties, if no portion of the salary during that period has been drawn by the former 
occupant of the Office; but from the date from which he draws such full salary, he will not be entitled 
to salary on account of any ether Office which he may have held at the same time. 

96. The following rules are to be observed in regard to the salary to be drawn by Officers appointed 
to the provisional administration of Governments :— 

henever the Government of a Colony may be vacated by the death, recal, or resignation of the 
holder of it, or when the Governor may be absent on leave, the person succeeding tothe adminis- 
tration of the Government shall (if previously resident in the Colony) receive half of the salary of 
the Governor; and the full “Table Allowance,” in cases where any such allowance is made. 

Should any civil Officer of a Colony be called to administer the Government of a Colony in 
either of the aforesaid cases, he will (unless some other arrangement has been made and sanctioned 
on his assumption of the Government) be entitled to receive only the Governor’s half salary, and no 
part of his own salary, unless the Governor’s half salary should fall short in amount of his own 
whole salary, in which case he will receive half of each. 

Should ihe person called to the administration have been removed from the Public Service in 
another Colony for the purpose, he shall receive, during a vacancy of the Government to which he 
shall so have been called, and until the embarkation of his Successor, the whole salary of the 
Governor; and “Table Allowance,” as above stated. 

But during the period in which he may continue to administer such Government, he will not be 
entitled to any portion of the salary of the Office from which he may have been removed; and 
from the period at which the newly-appointed Governor shall become entitled to half salary, the 
Officer provisionally administering shall receive only the other half; and “ Table Allowance,” as 
above stated. 

Should a Government be vacant by reason of the absence on leave of the Governor (who would 
then be entitled to half salary), and should an Officer administering some other Government be 
called to the provisional administration of the Government so temporarily vacant, such Officer will 
be entitled to draw the half salary of the Government from which he may have so temporarily 
removed, together with the half salary of the Government which he may have been called provi- 
sionally to administer; and ‘‘ Table Allowance,” as above stated. 

If the period of a vacancy, or of the absence of a Governor, should exceed nine months, the 
Secretary of State will, with the concurrence of the Lords of the Treasury, make such arrangements 
for the increase of the salary of the temporary holder for the period of excess, out of the fund left 
disposable for this purpose, as may appear reasonable. 

ficers in the provisional administration of Colonial Governments must, however, in all cases 
draw on the I.ords of the Treasury for the half salaries only of such Governments until they shall 
receive Certificates from the Colonial Office of the periods during which they may be entitled to 
full salary. 

97. Ifa Goveriior is removed from one Colony to another he will be allowed to receive the half salary 
of the Government which he relinquishes if it should be available, and not drawn by any other Officer, 
until the date of his embarkation for the Government to which he may be appointed. 

98. If no portion of the salary of the Government from which such Governor is transferred is so 
available, but the half salary of the Government to which he may be appointed is available, he will be 
allowed to receive the half salary of the latter. 
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99. If no half salary is available from either, he can receive no salary until he assumes his new 
Government. 

100. If a Governor who has been transferred from one Government to another should first return to 
this country, the Secretary of State must be satisfied that such return is unavoidable, or in furtherance 
of the public interests, before the Officer is allowed to receive any half salary. 


CHAPTER IV. 
§ 1. Leave of Absence. 


101. The Acts of Parliament, 22 Geo. IIT. cap. 75, and 54 Geo. III. cap. 61, empower the Governor and 
Council of any Colony to grant leave of absence to Colonial Officers. 

102. Such leave of ansence may be granted after a period of six years’ continuous service in the 
Colony. It may be given before the expiration of that period in cases of serious indisposition, or of 
“urgent private affairs,” if the Governor and Council are satisfied that the indulgence is indispensable. 
In cases of serious indisposition, the state of the officer’s health must be certified by his medical 
attendant. In cases of “urgent private affairs,” the nature of such urgent affairs must be stated to the 
Governor. 

103. The term of leave must in no case be more than twelve months, nor in Heligoland and the 
Mediterranean more than six months. 

104. The Governor may report to the Secretary of State the period for which the leave may be 
extended without injury to the public service, but must not recommend such extension. 

105. Governors are required by the Act 54 Geo. III. cap. 61, to report to the Secretary of State for 
confirmation, each case in which leave of absence has been granted, under a penalty not exceeding in 
each case 100/.; they must also transmit a Certificate in the form inserted in the Appendix 

106. An Officer to whom leave of absence has been granted is entitled to half salary during his 
absence from the Colony.* 

107. Governors are to furnish every Officer proceeding on leave of absence with a duplicate of the 
despatch to the Secretary of State, reporting his leave, and a duplicate of the Certificate above men- 
tioned ; and an absent officer cannot receive his half salary in this country, unless he produces such 
certificate. 

108. The Regulations respecting the stoppage of the half salaries of Civil Officers on obtaining leave 
of absence are equally applicable to the case of Ministers of Religion in the colonies, receiving salary 
from Colonial or Imperial Funds. Leave in these cases is to be granted by the Governor of the Colon 
on the recommendation of the Bishop or other superintending Authority (if any) of the Body to whic 
the Minister may belong, and subject to the same rules as in the case of Civil Officers in regard to the 
confirmation and extension. 

109. To whatever extent the authority of the Queen, or of Her Majesty’s Officers, may be competent 
to enforce it, the further rule must be observed, that no Minister of Religion must be permitted to 
absent himself from the Colony in which he serves, until adequate and satisfactory provision shall have 
been made for the performance of his clerical duties during his absence. 

110. The same rules extend to leave of absence granted to Judicial Functionaries of every Class, if 
such leave exceed the limit of the ordinary vacation of the Court to which such Functi onary may belong. 

111. In cases where salaries are fixed by law, the rule as to half salary can always be applied by the 
Governor’s declining to grant the leave unless on condition of conforming to it. 

112. On his arrival in this country the Officer on leave must report himself to the Secretary of State, 
transmitting the Governor’s despatch, and mentioning the place of his residence, and should he sub- 
sequently change his residence he must notify the same to the Secretary of State. Officers who are 
Public Accountants should also leave their address at the Audit Office. 

N.B.—In some Colonies the Governors can grant under certain restrictions once in two years a vacation leave of three 
months on full salary.—Ep C. O, List.] 

113. The preceding regulations regarding leave of absence are not to be understood as applying to, 
or as designed to prevent, or to regulate, any vacation not exceeding six weeks in the whole of any one 
year, during which any Civil Officer may apply for and obtain leave of absence for the purpose of 
relaxation from business. (In Hong Kong vacation leave has been extended to eight weeks once in the 
year, or sixteen weeks once in two years, by despatch, 4th October, 1866.} In such cases no report to 
the Secretary of State is necessary, nor is any abatement of salary to be made, it being understood 
that the Officer absenting himself will, with the concurrence or sanction of the Governor, have made 
such arrangements as may be necessary for the intermediate and gratuitous discharge of his duties by 
some one of his brother Officers. In cases where an Officer is entitled to claim both vacation leave of 
six weeks or three months, and also leave on half-pay for a longer period, and comes home by permission 
of the Governor on vacation leave, the Secretary of State will not refuse to consider an application for 
an additional leave of absence on half-pay, to be taken immediately on the expiration of the vacation 
leave, subject to the usual rules which reyulate such absence, and on condition that before leaving the 
Colony the Officer has informed the Governor of his intention to apply for such extended leave, and 
has received his permission to do so.t 

114. Leave of absence will be extended by the Secretary of State in cases of serious indisposition, or 
urgent private affairs, but not as a matter of course, nor unless the public convenience admits of it. 
Such extension will not, in the first instance, be given for more than six months. 


* The Colonial Agents-teneral are in some cases instructed by Colonial Governments to make a deduction of 24 per 
cent. on payments of salaries and of pensions from Colonial funds, in order to cover the expense of remittance to this 
couutry of the funds required for that purpose. ; 

+ Circular, 25th August, 1864; the last parugraph of this rule does not apply to Ceylon. Under instructions issued in 
1861-2, Public Officers going on leave of absence with their families (not exceeding five persons), receive from Colonial 
funds one-third of the cost of their passages to England and back for every six years’ residential service. Colonial Officers 
retiring Bi a pension are entitled to a similar indulgence. The above rule applies to Hong Kong, Labuan, Mauritius 
and St. Helena. 
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115. Further extensions may be given, but, except in very special cases, no officers on leave will be 
allowed to receive half salary at any one time for more than the following periods :—

24 ,, 
Nor for a period which, added to his previous absences on leave, on half salary, would exceed by 
six months one-sixth of his resident service in the Colony. [The additional six months mentioned is 
only granted, however, on substantial grounds of urgency, or on account of ill health. 
116. A return of absent Officers is annually laid before Parliament. | 


§ Il. Pensions and Retiring Allowances. 


117. It is to be understood, as a general rule, that no Colonial Officers of any rank or description, are 
entitled as of strict and absolute right to retiring pensions. 

118. Each case, however, as it presents itself, must be specially considered and treated on its own 
merits, and the amount of pension to be granted in any instance will be regulated by the principles of 
the British Superannuation Act; it being clearly understood that the maximum rate of pension esta- 
blished by that Act is not in practice the minimum rate also. 

119. Whenever a Governor may have occasion to bring under the consideration of Her Majesty’s 
Government the application of any Officer for a retiring allowance, on quitting the public service, he is 
required to furnish certain particulars in each case according to the form inserted in the Appendix ; 
and to accompany any such recommendation with a statement showing at what period the Officer is 
expected to retire from active service, whether on forwarding his application after reduction, or after 
having passed a Medical Board, or whether on the receipt of the authority for the superannuation, or at 
whatever other time, as the case may be. No application for pension can be entertained unless these 
Rules are observed. 

120. Pensions to Colonial Officers retiring on the ground of ill-health are subject as a general rule to 
this condition, that should the Officer’s health be re-established, he is bound to accept, in lieu of his 
pension, any office, not inferior in value to that from which he retired, which the Secretary of State 
may think proper to confer on him, due regard being had to circumstances of climate. 

121. Previously to making any payment in future ina Colony in respect of pensions or retired allow- 
ances, the Treasurer, or other proper Officer, will take care to inform himself whether any stipulation may 
have been attached to the original grant of such allowance or pension, with reference to the employment, 
emolument, condition, residence, or otherwise, of the party claiming the same; and, in all cases where 
the payment of the allowance is to be contingent upon any such stipulation, he will require and produce 
as a voucher, in support of his account, a sufficient declaration, certificate, or other proof that it has 
been complied with, and that the allowance or pension claimed by the party had consequently become 
proper'y oe and he will withhold the payment of the pension or allowance until such document shall 

e produced. 

§ III. Passages to the Colonies ; to whom allowed, and at what Rates. 

122. Passages will not be granted in Her Majesty’s Ships, except in special cases, and then only 
when Her Majesty’s Pleasure is signified through the Secretary of State. 

123. When no such passage has been granted, an allowance will be made in lieu thereof to certain 
Functionaries hereinafter mentioned. 

124. The allowance so to be made will be defrayed by the British Treasury in the following cases :— 

125. Governors or persons specially commissioned to proceed to any of the Colonies. 

126. Clergymen in cases where Parliament has made provision for maintaining an Ecclesiastical 
Establishment, as in the West Indies; or where stipends tor Clergymen are specifically provided for in 
annual Parliamentary Grants. 

127. In cases where the stipend of a Clergyman, nominated by the Crown, is provided for from 
Colonial funds disposable by the Crown, the passage allowance will be payable from those funds: this 
rule applies not only to Clergymen of the Church of England, but likewise to those of other Denomi- 
nations; but not to Clergymen sent out for employment in the Convict Service. 

128. The following is the scale of passage allowance to be granted to Guvernors and Clergymen 
respectively :—

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129. Governors will be granted the same amount of passage allowance on retiring from their 
Governments, but they must not draw for the amount without the previous sanction of the Secretary or 
State; if, however, they come home on leave of absence, or are relieved at their own request, before 
the period at which a Successor would, under ordinary circumstances, be appointed, they must provide 
their own passages. 

130. If a Governor is removed from one Government to another, he will not be entitled to passage 
allowance from the Colony from which he retires to this country, and likewise from hence to the 
Colony to which he is about to proceed, unless the Secretary of Staie should be satisfied that his return 
to this country was unavoidable, or in furtherance of the public interests; but the allowance to be 
granted to him will be calculated by the ‘Treasury according to the probable expense of the direct 

assage from one Colony to the other, estimated on the same principle as the passage allowance from 

ngland. In the case of a public functionary (not a Governor) or other person resident in a 
Colony, who may be appointed to the Government of another Colony, the same principle will be 
followed as nearly as circumstances wiil admit. 

131. Whenever a Lieutenant-Governor is appointed to a Colony in which a Superior Governor is 
resident, and exercising all the functions of his Office, he will be entitled to receive a mviety of 
the Passage Allowance assigned by the Regulations to the Governor under whom he is about to serve. 

132. Whenever any other person in this Country shall be appointed to any office in a Colony 
not possessing a Representative Assembly, the emoluments of which do not exceed 500/: per annum, 
the Colonial Agent-General will defray the expense of his Passage to the Colony, but the person so 
appointed will be required to execute an “ Agreement” in the Form inserted in the Appendix. 

133. No outfit is allowed on any occasion. 


§ 1V. Passages in Her Mujesty’s Ships. 


134. No passage at the public expense is to be given, except on the application of the Senior Officer 
of the Civil or Military Department on the spot to the Senior Naval Officer present. 

135. The expense tor the entertainment of the Passengers embarked will not be paid by the Public, 
unless the Chiet of the Department in England, under whose orders the passenger muy be, should con- 
sider the passage to have been properly applied tor, and that the expense should be so paid. 

136. Whenever a Governor has occasion tu apply to the Senior Naval Officer for a passage in one of 
Her Majesty’s Ships for himself, or for any other Functionary under his Government, he must imme- 
diately report the cause to the Secretary of State, stating at the same time the circumstances under which 
the application was made. 

137. If a Governor is proceeding on a Tour of Inspection or Duty within the limits of his Govern- 
ment, such passages must be limited to himself, his Secretary, and their personal Attendants, and not 
include other Otticers, or Members of his Family. 

433. Should Her Majesty’s Government consider it right that the expense of any such passage should 
be paid by the Public, they will cause the proper steps to be taken for paying the amount to the order 
of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

139. It must be clearly understood that no public Functionary is at liberty to disburse such expense 
directly to the Officer Commanding the Ship in which he may be accommodated, unless, of course, the 
expense is to be defrayed at the public Functionary’s own cost. 

140. If Her Majesty’s Government cannot with propriety charge the Public with payment of the 
expense of such passage, the amount thereof must be deducted from any salary which may accrue to 
the public Functionary for whom the passage was provided. 

141. The rates at which passages in Her Majesty's Ships will be paid to the Captains or Commanding 
Officers at whose table passengers may be entertained, are as follows :— 

142. For Governors of certain greater Colonies, Commanders-in-Chief of Forces (if Generals, Lieu- 
tenant-Generals, or Major-Generals), 4/. per diem for the first seven days, and afterwards l/. ls. a day; and 
for Colonial Bishops, 1/. 1s. per diem for the first fourteen days, and 15s. for every day beyond that period.* 

143. For other Governors and Lieutenant-Governors, 3/. per diem for the first seven days, and after- 
wards at 21s. a day. 

144, For the persons composing the suite of Governors, &c., 21s. a day for each male person above 
the age of 16; two-thirds of that sum for every female above 16; one-third for such of either sex as 
shall be between the ages of 7 and 16; and one-fourth for such as may be under 7 years of age, for every 
day they shall be entertained at the Captain’s table. 

145. For individuals of a rank lower than those above stated entertained at the Captain’s table, 2ls. 
a day for the first fourteen days, and 15s. a day afterwards; and the proportions with respect to age 
and sex, as stated in the preceding paragraph.

CHAPTER V. 
§ 1. Precedency. 





146. In the absence of authoritative instructions from the Crown, establishing the precedency of 
Colonial Officers, the ‘lable inserted in the last edition of this work (1843) is for the present retained. 
It comprehends the general Regulations on this head which are most usually established, although 
varied in many cases by subsequent modifications. 

147, The following Table, therefore, may be referred to by Governors to guide them when questions 
arise, subject to such authorized local usage as may exist in cach Colony, and to such directions as the 
Governor may from time to time receive from the Secretary of State.

UNIFORMS. 
§ Il. Order for Uniforms. 


Paragraphs Nos. 149 to 152 inclusive relating to Uniforms have been omitted in this publication, 
and extract from the Secretary of State’s Circular Despatch of the 15th February, 1859, printed 
instead :— 

“The Civil Uniform of the First Class will be worn by the Governors of Canada, Jamaica, New 
South Wales, Tasmania, South Australia, Victoria, Queensland, New Zealand, Ceylon, Hong Kong, 
Mauritius, Malta, the Cape of Good Hope, Britsh Guiana, and the Governors-in-Chief of the Wind- 
ward and Leeward Islands, and by the Lord High Commissioner of the Ionian Islands. 

‘* The Second Class will be worn by the Governors of Colonies not comprised in the foregoing List, 
and by Lieutenant-Governors. ‘The existing Military Uniform of Governors and Lieutenant-Governors 
of the two Classes before named is retained, and may be worn according to the option of the Officer. 
The Colonial Uniform of a grade beneath that of a Governor is abolished, except in cases hereinafter 
mentioned. Officers administering the Government of Colonies, not holding the rank of Lieutenant- 
Governor, are to wear the Civil Uniform of the Third Class, and this Class is assigned to such members 
of ‘ Executive Councils’ and Councils of Government, as hold office under the Crown.” ¢ 


* The following Rules are to be hereafter observed in the Colonies in regard to the precedency of Military and Naval 
Officers in command of Her Majesty’s Forces :— 

1st. The Senior Officer in Command of the Troops, if of the rank of a General, and the Officer in Command of Her 
Majesty’s Naval Forces on the Station, if of the rank of an Admiral, are to have precedency next after the Governor, their 
own relative rank being determined by the Queen’s Regulations on that subject. 

2ndly. The Senior Officer in Command of the Troops, if of the rank of Colonel or Lieutenant-Colonel, and the Officer in 
Command of Her Majesty’s Naval Forces on the Station, if of equivalent rank, are to have precedency next after the 
Bishop and the Chief Justice, their own relative rank being determined by the Queen’s Regulations on that subject, 

ardly. If below the rank of Colonel or Lieutenant-Colonel, the Senior Officer in Command of the Troops and the Officer 
in Command of Her Majesty’s Naval Forces on the Station, are to continue to take rank as has heretofore been the case, 
next after the Solicitor-General, 

Whilst, however, these Rules will take effect in every place in which Her Majesty’s Instructions, communicated through 
the Secretary of State, avail for the purpose, they will not override the precedency which in a few Colonies is conferred on 
certain Officers either by Law or by the terms of Letters Patent from the Crown, which Instruments cannot be set aside 
or altered except by the issue of others having the same form and equal authority,—27th August, 1864, Circular. 

+ (Circular.) Downing Street, 16th July, 1864. 

Sir,—In my predecessor’s Circular Despatch of the 14th July, 1860, you were informed that no person was entitled 
to wear the Uniform of any Colonial Office after having ceased to hold that office, unless with the consent of the Queen, 
which consent, however, might be applied for through the Governor. It has recently happened that applications of this 
kind have been made, not through the Governor, but directly through the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and in some 
cases by Officers who, while in Her Majesty’s Service, had not acquired the right to wear the uniform to which their 
application referred. I have now been informed by the Lord Chamberlain, that the Queen is averse in principle to the 
continuance of the Civil Uniform generally beyoud the tenure of office, and that it is Her Majesty’s wish that all such 
applications from Colonial Officers should proceed in the first instance from the Governors of Colonies only; those cases 
alone being recommended for Her Majesty’s sanction where length or merit of service would appear to render it desirable 
that the privilege should be continued. Iam further to instruct you, that no Officer should be recommended for the 
privilege of wearing any Uniform which was not attached to his Office during his tenure of it. You will be guided strictly 
by these decisions in any recommendation which you may make on this subject on behalf of any Colonial Officer.—I have

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CHAPTER VI. 
CORRESPONDENCE. 


§ I. Mode in which Governors and Officers administering Colonial Governments (with certain exceptions 
in the West Indies, hereafter specified) are to conduct their Official Correspoadence. 


153. Governors, or Officers administering Culonial Governments, (except Gibraltar, which is under 
special regulations), must address the Secretary of State for the Culonial Department, alone, on all 
matters connected with their Government. 

154. Every communication, therefore, to whatever Public Department in this Country it may more 
immediately relate, must in the first instance be addressed to the Secretary of State, with the exceptions 
hereafter mentioned. 

155. The Governor’s Despatches should be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink, on 
folio paper of uniform size; and an inner margin of about one-third of the page should be left. 

156, They are to be numbered in succession, commencing annually with a fresh series, without 
interruption from changes in Her Majesty’s Government. 

157. Each Despatch should be confined to a single subject. 

158. The correspondence, therefore, should be divided under the following heads, and designated as 
the case may be, under the numerical mark of each Despatch :— 


Executive. Military. Financial. 
Legislative. Judicial. Commercial. 
Civil. Ecclesiastical. Miscellaneous. 


159. The paragraphs of each Despatch should be numbered, and if it consists of two or more sheets | 
the pages should be numbered. 

160. Each Despatch must be docketed. The docket to specify the date and place at which the 
Despatch was written, the name of the writer, and of the Secretary of State to whom it is addressed the 
subject of the Despatch, and the number of its enclosures. 

161. Its enclosures should be noted in the margin, and reference made, in the body of the Despatch, 
to such portions of them as may require particular attention. 

162. The enclosures must be copied separately on folio paper, corresponding in size with the Despatch 
transmitting them, and must also be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink: the paragraphs 
of each enclosure should be numbered. 

163. Should the enclosures be in any forcign language, translations of them, as well as copies, are to 
be forwarded ; and if any printed documents are transmitted as enclosures, six copies of each should be 
sent, if they are easily to be procured. 

164. The enclosures are also to be paged consecutively through the whole series; but each enclosure 
should be separately numbered, and docketed like the Despatch, and the docket should specify that the 
document is an “ Enclosure in ——— Despatch, No. Oo - 

165. On each occasion of Despatches being forwarded to the Secretary of State, they should be accom- 
panied by a schedule, of which the form is inserted in the Appendix, and also by a duplicate of the 
schedule of Despatches forwarded by the preceding opportunity. 

166. A similar schedule of Despatches addressed to the Secretary of State during the preceding six 
months should be sent home half-yearly, and a complete schedule of the same at the close of each year. 

167. Duplicates of all Despatches, and of their enclosures, are transmitted to the Secretary of State 
from the Cape of Good Hope, and all Colonies to the eastward thereof, including the Australian. 

168. All addresses or petitions to the Queen, on parchment, must be accompanied by a transcript on 
official paper. r 

169. Every Legislative Act must be accompanied by a statement, by the Law Officer of the Colony, 
explanatory of its object, of the motives in which it originated, and of any legal question of importance 
which it may involve, and if the Act is in print, not fewer than six copies should be forwarded. 

170. For the due preparation of Drafts of Acts, special rules are laid down in the Governor’s 
Instructions. 

171. Every Act must be enrolled in the Chief Court of Justice in the Colony. For amended practice 
of engrossing and enrolling Acts, see the Appendix. 

172. In the month of January each year, or as soon after as may be practicable, a complete collection 
must be published, for general information, of all Acts or Ordinances enrolled during the preceding 
year, Raili six copies of such collection of Acts, &c., to be sent home. 

173. Whenever it may be found necessary to address the Secretary of State ina more unreserved 
manner than a Public Despatch would admit with propriety or convenience to the Public Interest, such 
communication should be marked “ Private and Confidential ;” but care must be taken that the regular 
series of Despatches shall contain a full account of all important transactions in the Colony, so that 
when Parliament may call for information as to any of those transactions, a clear and connected view 
of what has taken place may be afforded by the numbered Despatches, without adding those which are 
“ Confidential.” 

174. It will, however, rest with the Secretary of State in each such case to decide whether such 
“¢ Private and Confidential ” Despatches are or are not to be considered and recorded as public documents. 

175. No allowance on account of travelling expenses will be made to any officer or other person 
bringing Despatches to this department, unless the intelligence transmitted be of sucha nature as to 
appear to the Governor to justify the sending it by a special messenger. 

176. Every Governor is enjoined to cause the Secretary of State’s Despatches, addressed to himself, 
as well as copies of his own, addressed to the Secretary of State, to be deposited in the Government 
House, if this has been the usual place of deposit for them, or in some other safe Building belonging to 
the Government. 

177. Governors are forbidden to withdraw any public document so deposited, on retiring from their 
Governments. 

178, Governors are also forbidden to give copies of the Secretary of State’s Despatches, or instruc- 
tions, or to allow them to be taken, unless by desire of the Secretary of State. 
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§ II. Mode in which the Lieutenant- Governors of the Windward and of the Leeward Islands in 
the West Indies are to conduct their Official Correspondence. 


179. Her Majesty’s Colonies of Barbados, St. Vincent, Grenada, Tobago, and St. Lucia, are con- 
solidated into one General Government, and Antigua, Montserrat, St. Christopher, Nevis, Virgin 
Islands, and Dominica, into another General Government; the form erunder the denomination of the 
Government of the Windward Islands, and the latter the Government of the Leeward Islands: and 
Lieutenant-Governors, or Presidents administering the Government, are appointed to the several 
Islands comprising, respectively, the two General Governments. 

180. The correspondence of the Governors-in-Chief with the Secretary of State must be conducted 
in the mode which has been established by the preceding regulations; but they will take care to keep 
the series of Despatches, relating to each Colony within their respective Commands, detached and 
separate from the rest. 

181. During the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any of the Islands comprised within his Com- 
mand, and his continuance within the limits of that Command, the Officers for the time being adminis- 
tering the Government of the said several Islands respectively should correspond with him on all sub- 
jects connected with their respective Offices, and should transmit to him all Official Reports and infor- 
mation touching the same. 

182, They should apply to the Governor-in-Chief for all such instructions as they may require for 
their guidance in the discharge of their respective trusts. 

183. In the event of the death, or absence of the Governor-in-Chief from the limits of his Command 
the Officers administering the Governments of the said several Islands shall address all such corre- 
spondence to the Officer for the time being administering the General Government, and shall transmit 
to him all such Reports and information, and shall apply to him for all such instructions, as aforesaid. 

184, 1f, during the absence of the Governor-in-Chiet from any of the Islands within the limits of his 
Command exigencies should arise, in which it may be necessary that instructions should be obtained 
from the Secretary of State with the utmost possible promptitude, the Officer administering the Govern- 
pent of any such Island is authorized to apply to the Secretary of State for instructions in relation 
thereto. 

185. Every such Officer will be required to transmit by the earliest opportunity to the Governor-in- 
Chief, or Officer administering the General Government, a copy of every Despatch or communication 
which he may, under this permission, directly address to the Secretary of State. 

186. The Secretary of State will communicate his answer to any such Despatch, as may be most 
expedient, either to the Governor-in-Chief or direct to the Officer from whom he may have received 
it, transmitting in the latter case a copy of the answer to the Governor-in-Chief. 

187. The Lieutenant-Governors of the Windward and of the Leeward Islands will be guided, in their 
correspondence with the Governors-in-Chief, by the general Regulations which have been established by 
the Secretary of State in the preceding sections of this Chapter. 

§ I. Military Corre nce. 
* 188. The Governors of Colonies, commanding Her Majesty’s Troops therein, must separate their 
correspondence with the Secretary of State, and with the War Department, in the following manner :— 

189. Whatever relates to the discipline of the Troops, or to the employment of them in any ordinary 
and established Service, or to the relief of the Troops after their time of local Service shall have expired, 
or to the intericr economy of Her Majesty’s Land Forces, will properly form the subject of correspond- 
ence with the War Department exclusively. 

190. In the event of actual hostilities with any Foreign Enemy, or of any extraordinary employment 
of the troops for the maintenance of the public peace, such occurrences must be reported both to the 
War Department and to the Secretary of State. 

191. In the event of its being thought necessary to make or to advise any Military Convention with 
the Officer in command of the Troops of any Foreign Power, the Governor commanding Her Majesty’s 
Troops will at the same time report to the Secretary of State, and to the War Department, the measures 
which he may have so taken, or those which he may wish to recommend for adoption. 

192. In case it should be necessary, in order to render the Governor’s Military Reports intelligible, 
to make reference, in his correspondence with the War Department, to topics connected with his Civil 
Authority, he will in every such case at the same time bring under the notice of the Secretary of State 
the questions of Civil Government to which he may thus have had occasion to advert. 

193 As any attempt to define the limits of a Governor’s Civil and Military Correspondence may, 
from the nature of the case, be imperfect, and may omit to provide for some unforeseen exigency, he 
will best fulfil the joint pleasure of the War Department and of the Secretary of State, by conducting 
his Civil Correspondence exactly as he would conduct it if he possessed no Military Command, and vice 
versa. The two functions of Governor and of Commander of the Forces, though for the time combined in 
the same person, should be regarded as entirely separate, and the reports made by the Governor in each 
capacity should be made precisely in the same manner as if that combination of powers did not exist. 

194. The preceding instructions will apply also to the Governor’s Correspondence respecting the 
Service of the Commissariat. 

195. The respective Officers employed under the War Department are in all cases without exception 
to give timely notice to Governors of any communications which they may intend to send home, affect- 
ing such Governors or the orders given by them, so that Her Majesty’s Government may be simul- 
taneously made acquainted with the opinions of the Governors as well as those of the Officers in question 
on any matter on which it is requisite that the views of both should be known. . 

195a. When the Civil Governor of a Colony shall have occasion to report upon, or bring under the 
consideration of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, matters which involve military as well as 
civil considerations, or which require the decision or concurrence of the Secretary of State for War, 
the Governor will first communicate with the Officer in Command of the Forces in the Colony 
respecting the matters in question; and having obtained)\ that, Officer’s ‘opinion or eos 

L 
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thereupon, he will transmit the same with his own report to the Secretary of State. The Officer in 
Command of the Forces is similarly instructed, before reporting to the Secretary of State for War on 
any matter which involves civil as well as military considerations, or which cannot be decided without 
reference to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, to obtain the opinion of the Governor. 

195. The Officer in Command of the Forces has been instructed to send to the Governor duplicates 
of all Reports on whatever subjects, other than those relating to discipline and the routine of the 
service, which he may have occasion to send to the Secretary of State for War. ‘These duplicates the 
Governor is to forward to the Secretary of State for the Colonies by the same mail which conveys the 
original Report to the Secretary of State for War. 


IV. Correspondence between the Commissioners of Audit in this Country and the Officers of Account 
iP of 
in the Colonies. 


196. The Board of Audit in this Country corresponds directly with the Accountants in the Colonies. 

197, The communications from the Board of Audit are divided into two classes, the one comprising 
points affecting the functions and responsibility of the Accountants only, the other comprising points 
affecting the discretion and responsibility of the Governor, or other Superior Officer authorizing ex- 

enditure. 

‘ 198. Both these classes of communications are addressed directly to the Accountants, but of the second 
class copies are sent, simultaneously with their transmission to the Colony, to the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury, to be forwarded to the Secretary of State, by whom such instructions as may appear to 
him necessary are addressed to Governors. 

193. To insure, however, to Governors full knowledge of all correspondence in which the affairs of 
their Governments may be concerned, the Accountants will be directed to submit to them all queries or 
letters whatever which such Accountants may receive from the Audit Office, together with their own 
intended answers; and it will be the duty of Governors, should they see reason to dissent from those 
answers, or desire to attach to them any additional explanation, to address the Secretary of State there- 
upon. 

00. If in any case it should appear to the Board of Audit necessary that a question regarding Colonial 
Accounts should be proposed to a Governor personally, the Board will submit such question to the Lords 
of the Treasury, at whose instance the Secretary of State will himself communicate on the subject with 
the Governor. | 


§ V. Correspondence between the Postmaster- General in this Country, and the Postmasters, Packet Agents, 
&c., in the Colonies, upon matters affecting the Governor, or Orders given by his Authority. 


201. Whenever any'Postmaster, Packet Agent, or other Public Functionary acting under the smme- 
diate Orders and Instructions of Her Majesty’s Postmaster-General, shall have occasion to transmit to 
the Postmaster-General any complaint or representation respecting the conduct of the Local Govern- 
ment or of any of its Officers, he must simultaneously place in the hands of the Governor a copy of so 
much of any such report as it may be requisite for the Governor to answer, so that the complaint and 
the explanation may reach this Country at the same time. 

202. Should the Governor have occasion to make to the Secretary of State any complaint or represen- 
tation respecting the conduct of an Officer employed under Her Majesty’s Postmaster-General, he will 
apprize such Officer of the precise nature of the complaint or representation which he proposes to 
forward, in order that the Officer to whom it relates may be enabled at once to transmit to the Post- 
master-General any explanation which he may have to offer with respect to his conduct. 


§ VI. Correspondence of Individuals, 


203. Persons in a Colony, whether Public Functionaries or private individuals, who have any repre- 
sentations of a public or private nature to make to Government, should address them to the Governor 
of the Colony; or, if the Colony be a dependency of a Governor-in-Chief, then to the Officer in the 
immediate administration of its Government. 

204. The duty of the Governor or Administrator of the Colony is to receive and act upon each such 
representation as public expediency or justice to the individual may appear to require, with the assist- 
ance in such cases as hereinbefore specified of his Executive Council; and if he doubts what steps to 
take thereupon, or if public advantage may appear to require it, to consult or report to the Secretary of 
State. Every individual has, however, the right to address the Secretary of State, if he thinks proper. 
But in this case he must transmit such communication, unsealed, to the Governor or Administrator 
applying to him to forward it in due course to the Secretary of State. : 

205. Every letter, memorial, or other document which may he received by the Secretary of State from 
a Colony otherwise than through the Governor, will, unless a very pressing urgency justifies a departure 
from rule, be referred back to the Governor for his report. 

206. This rule, requiring transmission of correspondence with the Secretary of State through the 
Governor, is based on the strongest grounds of public convenience, in order that all communications 
may be duly verified, as well as reported on, before they reach the Secretary of State. It extends, 
therefore, to communications relating to public affairs as well as the concerns of the writer; to those of 
all Public Functionaries of whatever rank, and to those from public bodies. 

207. Petitions addressed to the Crown, or the Crown in Council, memorials to Public Officers or 
— in Her Majesty’s Government, &c., must be in like manner sent to the Governor for transmission 

ome. 

208. The Governor is bound to transmit to the Secretary of State every communication so received 
by him, accompanied by such report as its contents may appear to him to require. 

209. He is to do this with all reasonable despatch, consistently, however, with the delay requisite for 
the preparation of such report. 

210. The Public Officers and other inhabitants of the Windward and of the Leeward Island Govern- 
ments will look upon the Governor-in-Chief of each of those Governments as the Referee on all occasions, 
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when they are dissatisfied with the judgment formed upon their cases by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the particular Island in which they may reside. 

211. But if the parties should wish to appeal from the judgment of the Governor-in-Chief to that of 
the Secretary of State, they are of course at liberty to do so, adhering strictly to the regulations which 
are above established. 

212. In any reports to be made, either by the Lieutenant-Governors to the Governors-in-Chief, or by 
ae latter functionaries to the Secretary of State, of questions for decision, they will adopt the following 
rules :— 

213. The Report should comprise three distinct divisions: the first containing a simple narrative of 
the facts of the case, in the order in which they have occurred, as collected from the documents under 
consideration, showing merely the substance of the statements made, and of the rights asserted, or the 
complaints alleged by the respective parties concerned ; the second containing the views of the Governor 
as to the merits or demerits of the parties, or the justice of their several claims or complaints, with the 
reasons upon which those views proceed ; and the third, the decision at which the Lieutenant-Governor 
or the Governor-in-Chief may have arrived, after a full investigation of the whole case. 

214. In any Report or Despatch addressed to the Secretary of State, care should be taken to refer the 
Seeretary of State to former documents in his possession which may bear on the case, with their dates. 
But this is not to prevent the writer from embodying the substance of such former documents in his 
Report or Despatch, if he judge that greater clearness or saving of labour is thereby attainable. 


§ VII. Attestation of Documents. 

215. The attestation of Signatures to Documents can only take place upon a full knowledge or intimate 
belief in the validity of those Signatures. As a general rule, the Secretary of State can therefore only 
undertake to attest those of Governors or Officers administering a Government. 

216. Persons who may have occasion to instruct their friends or agents in the Colonies to send to 
them certificates, or powers of attorney, or judicial acts, for legal use in this Country, should therefore 
take care to have these Documents authenticated in the Colonies by the Governors or other Officers 
administering the Governments. 


CHAPTER VII. 


FINANCIAL AND OTHER RETURNS. 


217. Her Majesty’s Government attach the highest importance to the regular and punctual trans- 
mission of the following Returns; and Governors are desired to impress this upon those officers whose 
duty it may be to prepare them. 

§ I. Returns relating to Colonial Revenues and Receipts. 

218. A Return of the regular revenue, arising from local taxes and duties, in which is to be distin- 
guished the amount of collections under each head, and the arrears of preceding years from the receipts 
of the current year. 

219. Of the revenue derived from rents or other proceeds of Crown property. 

220. Of casual revenue and incidental receipts, including judicial fines and forfeitures, escheats, and 
other similar droits of the Crown, and recoveries of debts from individuals. 

221. Of repayments of colonial advances, or other receipts on account, of that description. 

222. Of receipts in aid of revenue, including loans raised, drafts on account of Parliamentary Grants, 
or other advances from the funds of this Counrry, issues of paper currency, and deposits from the 
courts of law, or otherwise, which may be for a time available for the purposes of the Colonial Govern- 
Ment. i 

223, Of deposits not so available. 

§ II. Returns relating to Disbursements. 

224, A Return of civil charges regularly authorized by Her Majesty’s Government, or by Acts of 
Local Legislatures which have received Lier Majesty’s assent, classed under the heads of salaries, and 
of incidental and contingent charges, specifying the amount expended under each head for each public 
department, and including judicial and ecclesiastical Establishments paid by the Government. 

225, At the expiration of every Quarter a schedule of all charges whatever of an unusual or special 
description, which are not covered by the approved Estimate of the year, or by a Supplementary 
Estimate ; the schedule to be arranged in four columns :— 

1. Showing item of expenditure. 

2. Date of reference to the Secretary of State for his approval or disapproval. 

3. Date of the answer of the Secretary of State, or the remark that “‘no answer has been re- 
ceived.” 

4. Inserting the words “approved” or “ disapproved,” as the case may be. 

226. Of Military charges, if defrayed from Colonial Funds, and not paid by Officers accounting to 
the Military Departments in this Country, under the heads of regimental pay and subsistence of Local 
Corps or Militia. . 

227. Of advances for the Colonial service (to be subsequently repaid or accounted for to the Colonial 
Authorities), including remittances to Agents. ; ; 

998, Of advances from the Colonial Funds to the Military chests, or otherwise, for Services to be 
accounted for by the Officers to whom the advances are made to their respective Departments in this 
Country. 

229. Of repayments of loans, or advances in aid of revenue, and payments for interest thereon, paper 
currency cancelled, or other debts liquidated. 


230. Of rebayments ofdeposits. . ; 
231. Of special and particular services, not attaching to the ordinary Colonial Establishments, such 
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as Indian Presents, the expenditure for Liberated Africans in Sierra Leone and in the West Indies, and 
in the cases of Tasmania, Western Australia, Gibraltar, and Bermuda, the charges for the maintenance, 
clothing, and lodging the Convicts, and for Establishments connected with their immediate superintend- 
ence and management; any sums received for their labour being stated by way of deduction from the 
gross amount of the expenditure. 

232. Adverting to the variations in the charges defrayed from revenues at the disposal of the Colonial 
Governments, comprising in some instances expenses of a public nature, which, in others, are provided 
for by separate and special rates, not levied or accounted for by the Officers of Government, it would 
be desirable to receive the best Returns that can be obtained of the produce of appropriation of all such 
dues or tolls as are levied or applied by Local Municipal Bodies or Officers, or as may have been im- 
posed by law for any specific purposes, including legislative provision for Ecclesiastical, Scholastic, 
or Charitable Establishments. 

233. These several Returns and Statements should be made out and furnished quarterly, and they 
should comprise not only the revenue and expenditure, and other financial transactions of those Colonies 
of which the revenues are at the immediate disposal of the Crown, but also of those Colonies where the 
revenues are appropriated by, and accounted for to, Representative Assemblies. 

234, The quarterly Returns, in those cases where the revenues are at the disposal of the Crown, should 
be accompanied by a short abstract of the transactions of the Treasurer, or other Officer accountable to 
the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury for the application of the Colonial Funds, showing the amount 
of his receipts and disbursements during the corresponding period, and the balances in hand, or avail- 
able, at the commencement and end of it. 

235. Although the Lords of the Treasury consider that it is very desirable to obtain these Returns and 
Statements quarterly, they are aware that, in some cases, the Colonial financial Returns are made up 
annually, and that it may be difficult to obtain them more frequently, from Colonies having Represent- 
ative Assemblies, than once in each year; their Lordships would wish, however, to obtain them 
quarterly in all practicable cases. 

236. The accounts of revenue and expenditure, of the preceding year, must be transmitted to this 
country, for examination and audit, on or before the Ist of April in each year. 

237. The salary of the Treasurer, or other proper Officer, must not be issued to him, until he has 
certified to the Governor that he has complied with his instructions. 

238. The Auditor will transmit through the Governor such Reports as he may from time to time 
have to make to the Audit Board, in order that the Governor may have an opportunity of adding any 
explanations which he may judge necessary, thus saving in many cases the necessity of a further refer- 
ence to the Colony.* 

239. All accounts of expenditure of public money must be accompanied by authenticated copies of, 
or extracts from, such of the Secretary of State’s Despatches as may be referred to in the accounts, in 
support of particular items of expenditure. 

240. A quarterly Return or Schedule of all appointments to public Offices, and of all alterations made 
in the salaries or allowances of Public Officers, as also of all payments of an unusual and special descrip- 
tion directed or sanctioned by the Governor or Officer commanding, should be made out in the 
forms prescribed in the Appendix, but the Governor must not regard the mere transmission of this 
Return as relieving him from further explanations and responsibility. 

241. In Colonies receiving aid from the British Treasury towards the expense of the Civil Govern- 
ment, the Governor must transmit in the first month of each year a statement of the total amount (without 
details) of the revenue (not including the Parliamentary grant), and of the expenditure for the preced- 
ing year. 

542. Returns for Parliament of Revenue and Expenditure for the last year in which they can be 
made up, according to the tabular forms inserted in the Appendix. 

243. A Table of Duties payable on articles imported into and exported from the Colony to be for- 
warded by the commencement of each year, with a view to the preparation of a Parliamentary Return 
on the subject at an early period of the Session. 


§ III. Other Periodical Returns, 


244, Copies of the Minutes of the Proceedings of the Houses of Assembly and of the Boards of 
Legislative Councils and (in Colonies not possessing responsible Government) of Executive Councils, 
with an index of the most material contents, and marginal abstracts of the same in each page. 

245, Lists of Members of Executive and Legislative Councils, specifying the date of their appoint- 
ment, and whether they hold any other Office in the Colony. 

246. In Colonies in which it is customary to print the laws, the Governor will send home not fewer 
than six copies of all Acts passed during the Session of the Colonial Legislature, and two manuscript 
copies where the laws are not printed; and Iler Majesty’s Government will send out annually to the 
i te Governors, for the use of the Colonial Legislatures and Courts of Justice, copies of the British 

tatutes. 

247. Whenever a new compilation or corrected edition of the Colonial Laws shall be published, four 
copies are to be forwarded to the Secretary of State. 

248. A Return for the preceding year of all retired allowances upon abolition and reduction of Office, 
specifying the total amount at the beginning of the year ; the diminution occasioned by death or other- 
wise; the addition made during the past year; the age and length of service of each party so added ; 
and the saving of establishment which shall have been made in each such case. 

249, A Return of all Officers whose duties are executed by deputy, and of all Officers absent upon 
leave; with the date from which their leave commenced, and to which it extends. 

250. A Return of Stipendiary Magistrates paid in whole or in part from British Funds, in the follow- 
ing form :—

251. Two copies of the Colonial Book Almanack for the current year; and copies of Government 


Gazettes, and generally of such books or pamphlets issuing from the Colonial Press as may be useful 
to this department, and the principal newspapers published in the Colony. 

252. In Colonies possessing considerable quantities of waste land in course of settlement, the Surveyor- 
General must be required once a year to present a Return of the progress of his department, for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of State. Besides making these regular Returns, Governors are particularly 
enjoined to keep the Secretary of State punctually informed of the progress of geographical and 
scientific exploration in their Colonies, and in particular to transmit reports of journeys of discovery, 
and investigations of the natural history and capabilities of particular districts, with such maps and 
surveys as may be required for elucidation. 


SIV. The Annual “Blue Book.” 


253. In addition to the particular Returns mentioned in the preceding Section, the annual “ Blue 
Book,” containing specific accounts of the Civil Establishments, of the Colonial Revenue and Expen- 
diture, and of various statistical particulars, &c., must be completed as early as possible after the close 
of each year. ‘he various Returns which it comprises must be filled up with the greatest possible 
accuracy; and the statistical tables must be full and complete. Blank copies of this book, in sheets, 
will be annually transmitted to each Colony from the Colonial Office. 

254. The Colonial Secretary will be responsible for the general preparation of the “ Blue Book,” and 
he must certify the accuracy of its contents. 

255. The Governor is not authorized to sign a warrant for payment of the first quarter’s salary in 
each year, which may be otherwise due to the Colonial Secretary, unless he shall have produced the 
Book for the preceding year, properly filled up, or can show to the Governor that he has duly called 
upon the chief Officer of the Department in which any delay may have occurred for the Returns 
required from him. 

256. In this case, the latter Officer must be held responsible for the delay, and payment of his salary 
must be suspended until he has forwarded the necessary Returns to the Colonial Secretary. 

257. The Governor must send home the “ Blue Book ” in duplicate. He is to retain one copy for the 
use of the Executive Government, and in the Legislative Councils to lay a copy of it before the Council 
and the House of Assembly respectively. 

258. The Governor, in transmitting the “ Blue Book” to this Department, must accompany it with 
a Report, exhibiting generally the past and present state of the Colony, and its prospects under the 
several heads specified in the Book. That Report will be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 





CHAPTER VIII. 
§ I. Requisitions from Colonies. 


259.* All requisitions for supplies from those Colonies for which this branch of business is transacted 
by the Crown Agents must be transmitted to the Secretary of State, and nut to the Crown Agents, in 
the first instance. 

260. It must be certified in each case whether such requisitions are made “ for the current supply 
of an established and customary service,” and sanctioned by Her Majesty’s Government, or for articles 
of an extraordinary nature, or for a service not so sanctioned. ; 

261. In the latter case it is necessary that the requisitions should be accompanied with all the expla- 
nations necessary for the guidance of Her Majesty’s Government in determining whether they should 
or should not be complied with. 

262. The list containing the specific articles required must be attested by the Governor. 

263. No requisition must be made to replace articles spoilt or worn out until a Board of Survey, con- 
sisting of not less than three Public Officers, of whom the Chief Secretary to Government is to be Presi- 
dent, has been held upon the articles. A certificate of the Board, stating that the articles in question 
are unserviceable and require to be replaced, must accompany the requisition. 

264. The Officer at the head of the Department must be debited with the unserviceable articles, or 
the Board of Survey must give directions for having them sold by public auction, whenever the quantity 
accumulated shall render such sale expedient. | ; ; 

265. Every Board of Survey must furnish the Governor with a report of their proceedings. 


* 3rd November, 1863-——With a view of curtailing needless correspondence between the Colonial Department and the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies, they have been authorized to make payments under 100l, without applying for the autho- 
rity of the Secretary of State, on the requisition of the proper Government officer of the Colony. 

Requisitions for articles costing less than that sum, which are covered by any vote of the local Legislature, may there- 
fore be made direct to the Agents, without being communicated to the Secretary of State. AI such Kequisitions, how- 
ever, should bear a reference to the Ordinance by which the expenditure is sanctioned. 

But any Requisition not authorized by any vote of the Legislature should be reported to the Secretary of State by the 
same Mail as that by which it is made upon the Agents, in order that it may be countermanded if the Secretary of State 


should think it improper, 
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266. They are also required to consider and report to the Governor the propriety of every requisition 
for articles to be supplied for the public service, taking care that no article is demanded which is not 
absolutely necessary. 

267. Governors are expected to revise the requisitions and the reports of the Boards, and to direct 
the Boards to reconsider their reports should it be necessary; and to forward them to the Secretary of 
State with their own observations. : 


§ II. Government Houses, Furniture, &c. 


268. The Governor will insert in the annual “ Blue Book ” a general Report on the state of repair, &c., 
of the Government House in which he resides, the state of the furniture, and the arrangements under 
which it is provided, if provided from public funds. 

269. The several rooms and apartments in a Governor’s house, which are usually appropriated for 
the reception of company on public days, are furnished, at the public expense, from the revenue of the 
Colony ; subject, in those Colonies in which are Colonial Assemblies, to such regulations, as to the extent 
and value of such furniture, as the Legislature or the Government may impose. 

270. All the Chapel plate and furniture, and pictures of the Royal Family, deposited in Governors’ 
houses, are to be considereil public property, and not to be removed on any account. 

271. All furniture supplied at the public expense is to be kept complete; and any article lost or 
damaged, otherwise than by fair wear, is to be made good at the expense of the Officer occupying the 
Government House for the time being. 

272. It is the duty of every Governor to keep an accurate inventory of all furniture provided at the 
public expense; of which inventory he must cause one copy to be retained in the Government House, 
one to be forwarded to the Secretary of State, and a third to be delivered to some one Officer of his 
Government, who, on satisfying himself that the inventory so delivered to him is correct, will be held 
responsible for its safe custody. 

273. The Governor must report to the Secretary of State the name of the Civil Officer who may be 
selected for this purpose. 

274. The Governor must from time to time, and not seldomer than once in every two years, require 
and direct the Officer, whom he may appoint as above, to make an inspection of the furniture, com- 
paring the several articles with the inventory in his possession; and that Officer is to, prepare a list of 
all deficiencies, which the Governor must thereupon take measures to have replaced or rectified at his 
own expense. 

275. Within one month from the date of an inspection, such Officer shall deliver to the Governor a 
report thereof, in which shall be noted the deficiencies, if any; and the Governor is to forward such 
Report to the Secretary of State, with a certificate to the effect that such deficiencies have actually been 
repaired and made good. In the absence of such certificate, the report of inspection is forwarded to 
the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, who will take the necessary steps for holding the Governor 
responsible for deficiencies. 

276. On each occasion of a Colonial Governor vacating his Government, a similar inspection and 
report are to be made; and if the retiring Officer does not cause the deficiencies for which he is respon- 
sible to be repaired or made good, the inspecting Officer (in communication with the Officer who may 
succeed to the Government) is to prepare and transmit to the Secretary of State a statement of the 
expense to be incurred for that purpose, in order to the recovery of the amount from the responsible 
Officer. 

277. The Government Offices in the respective Colonies will also be supplied, at the public expense, 
with such furniture, of a plain but substantial kind, as may be absolutely requisite for the proper 
accommodation of the persons belonging to the Departments, while engaged in the transaction of the 
public business. 

278, Carpeting is considered to be unnecessary for this purpose, except in climates where a consider- 
able degree of cold is experienced. 

279. The same regulations are to be observed in regard to the custody and repair of furniture sup- 
pe to Government Offices at the public expense as have been established in the case of Governors’ 
residences. 

280. Governors are not allowed, without the special authority of Her Majesty’s Government, to 
accommodate the Civil Officers of their Government with houses or lodgings at the public expense. 

281. The Secretary of State will not grant such an indulgence, except under particular circumstances ; 
and whenever an application is addressed to him on the subject, the Governor must state the value of 
the house, if it belong to the Crown, and, if not, the amount of rent to be paid for it, or the amount of 
allowance which he would propose in lieu of house-rent. 


§ HI. Transport Service. 


282. In order to reduce the great expense which has attended this branch of the public service, it is 
desirable that all stores, &c., which may be required for the Colonies should generally be forwarded 
from this country at fixed periods of the year. 

283. The following are the seasons of the year most favourable and fitting for sending out ships from 
England to different parts of the world, and, consequently, at the lowest rates for engaging Transports, 
or Transport tonnage, and diminishing the rate of the voyage :— 

Halifax and the North American Colonies ‘ ; March to August. 
Bermuda. : % ;: : . - Immaterial. 
West India Islands . ; : : ; From October to March. 
Coast of Africa . : : : : From September to March.’ 


Cape of Good Hope . ; ; ‘ < pee From September to February. 
New South Wales, &c., at most times of the year. 


284. These periods are fixed for the voyage outwards only. 
285. October and March are the two months in the year in which vessels may be despatched with the 
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greatest advantage to every part of the world to which freight can be required, either for stores and 
provisions, or passages for Officers and troops. 

286. Vessels which are wholly freighted by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and have an 
Agent of Transports on board, are to be treated as public vessels engaged in the service of the Crown. 

287. Vessels freighted only in part by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to be considered 
as merchant vessels, 

288. Agents of Transports are required, by their general printed instructions, on arriving at any 
Station abroad, to apprize the Governor or Senior Military Officer on such Station of the nature of 
their orders; and should there not be at the Port a resident Agent for Transports, an Admiral or 
Captain Superintendent of a Naval Yard, or a Commander-in-Chief, or Senior Officer of Her Majesty’s 
Ships, or any of the Civil Authorities of the Navy, they are directed to comply with any requisitions 
which they may receive from such Governor or Senior Military Officer; but it is to be distinctly 
understood that no Military Officer is in any way to interfere with the Agents in the execution of 
their duty, and that special reports are forthwith made to the Secretary of the Admiralty of any 
deviations from their original orders, which may be made by direction of such Governor or Senior 
Military Officer. 

289. Whenever freight ships may be hired to bring home invalids, the Governor or Officer in command 
of the Troops must take care that passages be not granted to any class of persons not entitled to them. 

290. The widows and children of soldiers discharged in the Colony are entitled to passages, unless 
their husbands and fathers shall have emigrated to the Colony after their discharge; in which case 
the families have no claim upon the public. : 

291. The families of deceased out-pensioners are not entitled to be conveyed from the Colonies to 
this country at the public expense. 

292. If pensioners, discharged in the Colony without having been sent home to pass the Chelsea 
Board, apply for conveyance home at the time they are pensioned off, or shortly afterwards, a passage 
may be granted; but if the Colony in which they have served offer a more favourable opportunity of 
employment, to men who are still able to do any work, than they could obtain in England, they should, 
if possible, be discouraged from coming home. 

243, If the men have been discharged any considerable time previously, or with an understanding 
that they were to remain in the Colony, they cannot be assisted in coming home. 

294. Men who may have emigrated on receiving commuteg allowances in lieu of their pensions, have 
no further claims upon the public. 

295. The family of a military convict, if they went out to the Colony with the convict when he was 
a soldier, will be entitled to a passage home. 

296. In settling the arrangements for the transportation of military convicts, the Governor will con- 
fine himself to making the agreement with the Master of the vessel for the conveyance home of the 
convicts, and refer the parties to the Department of the Accountant-General of the Navy for pay- 
ment, on completion of the service or the production of proper vouchers. 

297. The expense of providing military convicts with clothing and necessaries on their embarkation 
is to be provided for in the same manner as that of the conveyance of the convicts by the naval depart- 
ment. All bills for this service should therefore be drawn on the Lords of the Admiralty, according to 
the form prescribed for that purpose ;* and letters of advice of any such bills should be addressed to 
their Lordships, and proper vouchers sent home for the expenditure on account of which they may be 
drawn. 


CHAPTER IX. 
§ I. Custody of Public Monies in Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies. 


298. The Governor is at liberty, with the concurrence of the Council, to avail himself of the services 
of any Banking Establishments in the Colony for the deposit of all, or any portion of the public monies 
_ arising from Colonial revenue or other Colonial receipts, as well as for the transaction of public business 
connected with the financial arrangements of the Colony, provided such Establishments shall have been 
formed under Charter from the Crown, or under local Legislative Enactments, which have received 
the assent of the Crown; taking care, however, that it is well understood, that any monies placed in 
the Banks are liable to fluctuation in amount, or to be withdrawn, according to the exigencies of the 
public service. 

299, Where no Chartered Banks or Banking Fstablishments, approved as before mentioned, exist, or 
where it is not thought advisable to employ them, or when they may be had recourse to for the deposit of 
part only of the public money, the Governor will cause a secure fire-proof vault or safe to be con- 
structed, either in the office of the ‘Treasurer or in some other appropriate Building, for the deposit of 
all surplus monies. ‘This building is to be duly watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or 
safe to be furnished with three different locks, the keys of which are to be kept by, and under the 
separate charge—one, of the ‘Treasurer, and the others of such two principal Officers of the Govern- 
ment as the Governor may consider it most expedient to appoint for such purpose. 

300. The Colonial Treasurer, or Receiver-General, is to keep under his own immediate charge, such 
sums of money only as may be necessary to meet the current disbursements of his Department. If 
Banking Establishments be employed for the deposit only of surplus monies, or if a strong vault be 
used for that purpose, the Treasurer’s separate balance will, in either case, be regulated by the average 
amount of his monthly ordinary expenditure ; but if recourse shall be had to the Banking Establish- 
ments for the transaction of current business, as well as for the deposit of surplus monies, the balance to 
be left in the hands of the Treasurer will be of small amount, to meet only minor incidental expenses. 

301. Should the amount of the maximum balance which may remain in the hands of the Treasurer 
not have been already determined by existing regulations, the Governor is to cause the necessary 
inquiries tov be made, and report to the Secretary of State, for the consideration of the Lords of the 
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Treasury, the sum which he may decide upon for such maximum balance, accompanying this report by 
statements of the Treasurer’s average monthly ordinary receipts and disbursements (distinguishing 
fixed revenue from incidental receipts, and pay and salaries from contingent disbursements), and by 
such other explanations and observations as may have been submitted to him, and upon which he may 
have grounded his decision, 

302. In order that the Governor may at all times have the means of informing himself as to the state of 
the public balance, and the disposal of the same, and effectually to provide for the verification of such 
balance, he will cause the Regulations which he has received from the Lords of the Treasury in this 
respect to be strictly observed by the respective parties concerned. 

303. If the Governor shall have availed himself of the services of a Banking Establishment in the 
Colony, he will require from the Secretary, or uther proper Officer of such Establishment, a monthly 
statement of all sums deposited in and withdrawn from the Bank, and of the balance of public money 
remaining in the Bank at the end of each month. 

304. ‘he Governor will take care that arrangements are made with the Directors or Managers of 
these Establishments, so as to afford proper security against the sole control by the Colonial Treasurer 
Receiver-General, or other Accountant, over the sums deposited therein. 

305. To effect this object the cheques on the Bank for the payment of ordinary disbursements should 
invariably be countersigned by the Officer next in rank at the ‘freasurer’s or Accountant’s office. 

306. In those cases where the Banks may be had recourse to only for the deposit of surplus monies, 
the cheques should be countersigned by the Governor, as his warrant of authority to the Bank for the 
re-issue of the money. 

307. When the Banks are used for deposits, and also for the transaction of the current business of 
the Government, it is necessary that the Governor should fix the maxiinum sum for which the Trea- 
surer’s draft, countersigned by his principal Assistant, may be honoured, and beyond which sum the 
Governor’s warrant of authority, as above described, is to be required in addition. 

308. Jf the surplus funds, or any portion thereof, shall be deposited in a strong vault, the Governor 
is to require from the three Officers in charge a quaricrly return of the monies deposited therein. 

309. ‘The strong vault is on no occasion to be opened, nor is any money to be deposited therein or with- 
drawn therefrom, except by the three persons entrusted with the keeping of the separate keys, and by 
an order or warrant under the Governor’s signature (such orders or warrants to be for round sums), 
addressed to the Treasurer or Accountant, and to the two other Officers concerned; and the three 
Officers entrusted with the keys, and present at the opening of the vault, are to sign a joint certificate 
as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to be delivered to the Treasurer, to be annexed with 
other vouchers to his accounts. 

310. The Treasurer is, in like manner, to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount re-issued to 
him, which receipts are to be delivered to the other Officers in charge of the vault. 

311. In case of illness, absence, or other unavoidable circumstance interfering with the strictly per- 
sonal duty prescribed by these regulations, the written authority of the Governor is to be obtained for 
any temporary transfer of the key to another Officer. 

312. It being the desire of Her Majesty’s Government that surveys of the funds in Colonial chests 
shall in future be made quarterly, in the same manner as surveys of the funds in the Military chests 
the Governor must cause a statement to be prepared on the Ist days of January, April, July, an 
October of each year, in the form prescribed tor that purpose by the Lords of the Treasury. 

313. The Governor must also cause an examination of the funds of Colonial chests to be made twice 
in each year, or as much oftener as he may think fit to direct, at uncertain periods, and without any 
previous notice, and he will immediately forward to the Secretary of State the quarterly certificates of 
surveys as well as those made at uncertain periods ; duplicate copies of these certificates are also to be 
annexed to the Colonial Treasurer’s accounts. ; 

314, The Governor is to bear in mind that arrangements relating to the deposit of Colonial Funds 
with any Banking Establishment should have for their object the convenience and accommodation of 
the Public Service only, and are not to be entered into with any particular view of enabling the Banks to 
increase their accommodations and loans to other parties, and the Governor will also take care that 
every proper advantage and allowance by way of interest. for deposits that might be profitably employed 
-by the Banks, is duly secured for the use and benefit of the Colonial Treasury and Government. 


§ II. Securities.— Security to be required from Parties appointed to the temporary charge of Offices of 
pecuniary trust in the Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies, 


315. In the event of the Colonial Treasurer, or any other established Officer who has been called upon 
‘to give security to the Crown in respect of pecuniary responsibility attaching to his Office, obtaining 
leave of absence under circumstances which require the interposition of the authority of the Governor 
for the appointment of a Substitute, the Governor is to call upon the party whom he may select to act 
in the absence of the principal to give security, in his personal bond, to the Crown, with the bonds of 
‘two or more Sureties, to such an amount, with reference to the security of the principal, as it may be 
‘reasonable to require; or to furnish, in lieu of the Bonds of Sureties, such other collateral security, 
‘upon property or otherwise, as shall be of equal amount and validity with such bonds. 

316. In case the Governor should find that the party whom he may propose to appoint to the tempo- 
‘rary charge of an Office of pecuniary trust cannot furnish the amount of collateral security required 
from him, the Governor will consider whether such other arrangement can be made for reducing the 
:amount of the floating balance under the charge of such Officer, by limiting the same to the smallest 
-amount necessary to meet the current expenditure for ordinary contingent services, and by depositing 
:all surplus beyond such reduced average balance in a separate Chest, under the joint charge of two or 
‘more Officers holding separate keys, or by placing the Office in Commission, as may render so large an 
-amount of collateral security unnecessary. 

317. In the event of the employment of a Commission, the personal bonds of the Officers joined in 
(Commission are to be taken as to their separate acts, and a full report of all the circumstances relating

to any such special arrangement is to be immediately made to the Secretary of State for the information 
of the Lords of the Treasury. 

318. As all security required from parties appointed to the temporary charge of Offices vacated in 
consequence of leave of absence, or from any other cause, is to be independent of, and unconnected 
with, any security which may have been given by the established Officer, the Governor is particularly 
cautioned that the bonds or other instrument which may be prepared with a view of giving effect to 
the security required from the acting parties should have no reference to the bonds of the established 
Officer or of his Sureties, and should not contain any clause which might be construed as interfering 
with or affecting in any manner the original bonds of the principal, either during his absence or on 
his return to duty. Attne same time it is not intended that this precautionary instruction should 
prevent the Governor from accepting the additional security of the principal who may be about to 
absent himself on leave, sliould he be willing to enter into a new bond for his Substitute, or to join in 
the security to be given by such Substitute. 


§ III. Regulations and Conditions for the Observance of which Provision should be made in Charters or 
Legislative Enactments relating to the Incorporation of Banking Companies in the Colonies. 


319. The Amount of the Capital of the Company and Number of Shares to be determined ; and the 
whole of such determined amount to be subscribed for within a limited period, not exceeding Eighteen 
Months from the date of the Charter or Act of Incorporation. 

20. Shareholders to be declared a Body Corporate, with common seal and perpetual succession, and 
other usual corporate powers ; and with any requisite proviso that judgment against the Corporation 
shall attach to all additional liability of the Shareholders, as well as to paid-up Capital and other pro- 
perty of the Company. 

321. Provision to be made, either by Recital and Confirmation of any Deed of Settlement in these 
respects or otherwise, for the due Management of the Company’s Affairs by Appointment of Directors, 
and so forth, so far as shall seem necessary for the security of the Public. 

322. No bye-law of the Company to be repugnant to the conditions of the Charter or Act of Incor- 
poration, or to the Laws of any Colony in which the Company’s Establishments may be placed. 

323. The Corporate Body thus constituted to be especially empowered, subject to the conditions 
hereafter mentioned, to carry on for and during a limited term of years (not to exceed Twenty-one 
Years unless under particular circumstances), and within the Colony or Colonies specified in the 
Charter or Act of Incorporation, but not elsewhere, the Business of Banker; and for and during the 
like term to issue and circulate within the said Colony or Colonies, but in such manner only as shall 
not be at variance with any general Law of the Colony, Promissory Notes payable in Specie on Demand. 

324. Such Banking Business or Issue of Notes not to commence or take place until the whole of the 
Fixed Capital of the Company has been subscribed for, and a muiety at least of the Subscription 

aid up. 
- 325. The remaining moiety of the Capital to be paid up within a given period from the date of the 
Charter or Act of Incorporation, such period not in general to exceed Two Years. 

326. In all cases in which Shares in the Company’s Stock are transferred between the period of the 
Grant of the Charter of Act of Incorporation and the actual commencing of business by the Bank, the 
responsibility of the original holder of the transferred Shares to continue for Six Months at least after 
the date of the transfer. 

327. The Company not to advance Money on Security of Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or on pledge of 
Merchandize, nor to hold Lands or Houses, except for the transaction of its business. nor own Ships, or 
be engaged in Trade, except as Dealers in Bullion or Bills of Exchange; but to confine its transactions 
to discounting Commercial Paper and negotiable Securities, and other legitimate Banking Business : 
the Company may, however, accept Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or Shares in its Capital or Stock, or 
other Real or Personal Property in liquidation of, or as a Security for any Debt bond fide previously 
due to the Company, or as a Security for payment of any Sum for which any person may have rendered 
himself liable to the Company, and hold them for such reasonable time as may be necessary to dispose 
of and convert the same into Money. 

328. The Company not to hold Shares in its own Stock, nor to make advances on the security of those 
Shares. 

329. The Discounts or Advances by the Company, on securities bearing the name of any Director or 
Officer thereof, as drawer, acceptor, or endorser, not to exceed at any time one-third of the total 
Advances and Discounts of the Bank. 

330. The Dividends to Shareholders to be made out of Profits only, and not out of the subscribed 
Capital of the Company. 

331. The total amount of the Debts and Liabilities of the Company, whether upon Bonds, Bills, 
Promissory Notes, or otherwise contracted, over and above the amount of Deposits on Banking 
Accounts with the Company’s Establishments, not to exceed at any time three times the amount of the 
Capital Stock subscribed and actually paid up. 

332. No Promissory or other Notes to be issued for Sums under l/. sterling (or in the North. 
American Colonies 1/. Halifax currency), or the equivalent thereof in any other local currency, and not 
for fractional portions of such Pound or other equivalent amount. 

333. All Promissory Notes of the Company, whether issued from the Principal Establishment or 
from Branch Banks, to bear date at the place of issue, and to be payable on demand in Specie at the- 

lace of date. 
334. The total amount of the Promissory Notes payable on demand, issued, and in circulation, not 
at any time to exceed the amount of the Capital Stock of the Company actually paid up. A reserve of 
specie always to be maintained equal to one-third of the amount of Notes at any time in circulation. 

335. In the event of the assets of the Company being insufficient to meet its engagements, the Share- 
holders to be responsible to the extent of twice the amount of their subscribed Shares, (that is, for the 
amount subscribed, and for a further and additional amount equal thereto). 
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336. Suspension of Specie Payments on Demand at any of the Company’s Banking Establishments, 
for a given number of days (not in any case exceeding sixty) within any one year, either consecutively 
or at intervals, or other breach of the Special Conditions upon which the Company is empowered to 
open Banking Establishments or to issue and circulate Promissory Notes, to forfeit those privileges, 
Me a ae eats and determine upon such forfeiture as if the period for which they had been granted 

expired. 

337. The Company to make up and publish periodical Statements of its Assets and Liabilities 
monthly ; showing, under the heads specified in the form which is inserted in the Appendix, the 
average of the amount of its Notes in circulation, and other Liabilities, at the termination of each 
week or month, during the period to which the Statement refers, and the average amount of Specie or 
other Assets that were available to meet the same. Copies of these Statements to be submitted to the 
Government of the Colony within which the Company may be established ; and the Company to be 
a oars if called upon, to verify such Statements by the production, as confidential documents, of the 

eekly or Monthly Balance Sheets from which the same are compiled. And also to be prepared, upon 
requisition from the Lords of the Treasury, to furnish, in like manner, such further information re- 
specting the state or proceedings of its Bankiug Establishments as their Lordships may see fit to call for. 
fe ove to be also empowered to verify the Statements of the Company of the amount of Specie 
neld Dy them. 

338. The Charter or Act of Incorporation may provide for an addition to the Capital of the Company 
within specified limits, with the sanction of the Lords of the Treasury ; such additional Capital and the 
Shares and Subscriptions which may constitute the same, to be subject in every respect, from and after 
the date of the signification of such sanction, to conditions and regulations similar to those applying to 
the original Capital. 

§ IV. Applications for Charters, 

339. Applications for Charters of Incorporation of Joint Stock Companies engaged exclusively or 
chiefly in Colonial undertakings, whether made in this Country or in the Colonies, cannot be granted 
until the heads of the project shall have been submitted for the consideration of the Governor and his 
Executive Council. 

340. The Governor will furnish the Secretary of State with a Report stating whether the undertaking 
is one which in his opinion it would be desirable to encourage, with a view to Colonial interests, espe- 
‘cially as regards the Colony under his Government. 

341. The Governor’s Report will be taken into consideration by the Secretary of State and by the 
Board of Trade, or, in cases in which the application relates exclusively to Banking Companies, by the 
Board of Treasury. 

342. Her Majesty’s Government reserves to itself the power of deciding whether privileges, to be 
‘exercised under Charters granted for this Country, should be extended to Companies, approved by the 
Colonial Government, for Colonial undertakings. 

- 343. The Imperial Act 18 & 19 Vict., c. 133, provides for the limitation of liability of Members of 
‘certain Joint Stock Companies. 


CHAPTER X. 
§ I. Lxpenditure of Public Money in Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies, 

344. All disbursements of the public money are to be made by the Colonial Treasurer, under autho- 
rity from the Officer administering the Government; and it is to be distinctly understood that under 
the provisions of the Acts of 46 Geo. IJI]., c. 141, and 1 and 2 Geo, IV., c. 121, the Officer improperly 
authorizing or directing any expenditure contrary to the instructions which he may receive from Her 
Majesty’s Government will himself be held personally responsible for the amount improperly au- 
thorized. 

345. Salaries, Fixed Allowances, and Contingencies are to be classed under the head “ Establish- 
ments ;” and all other ordinary expenditure as well as extraordinary and special disbursements is to be 
classed under separate heads of Service, as described in Form B. appended to the ‘Treasury Instructions 
of 1847. 

346. The Governor is not authorized to make any addition to the Fixed Fstablishment of the Colony 
‘or to make any different appropriation of the established salaries of any Public Department, either as 
regards the number of appvintments or the rates of salary and emolument, without the previous sanction 
of Her Majesty’s Government. 

347. Should, however, any special circumstances occur which in the opinion of the Governor in 
Council may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying on of the public service, 
without waiting for such sanction he will cause such new or altered salary to be borne on a Schedule of 
Provisional or Supplementary Establishment, reporting the same to the Secretary of State. 

348. Complete schedules (see Appendix) are to be regularly transmitted to the Secretary of State at 
the end of each Quarter, of all new appointments or additions to salaries, and of all charges which 
cannot be clearly referred to the approved Estimate or Supplementary Estimate of the year, accom- 
panied by explanation, when necessary, in each case, to show why the services, in respect of which the 
‘special payments may have been made, were not provided for in the Estimates of the year. 

349. Whenever the approval of Her Majesty’s Government to any provisional appointment is received 
by the Governor, he must cause the same to be transferred to the Schedule of Fixed Establishment. 

350. As a general rule, the Governor is not at liberty to propose to the Council the execution of na 
new public work, or of extensive alterations and improvements in any existing building, &c., for whic 
he has not obtained the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government. 

351. Whenever the Governor may apply to the Secretary of State for such authority, he must send 
with such application all the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications, according to which the pro- 
jected work is to be carried into execution, together with an account of the cost to be incurred under 
specific heads of expenditure, and a report of the grounds on which the-work is recommended. 
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352. When the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government has been given, the Governor is to lay before 
the Council, at their meeting to take into consideration the General Estimates for the year next 
ensuing, the plans, estimates, and specifications of the proposed. work, with any other information 
which he may consider necessary ; and when the Council has voted the funds required for the work, 
the Governor will be at liberty to proceed with it, without waiting for further authority. 

353. But should the Governor be of opinion that the work is urgently required, and that serious in- 
convenience might result from delaying it, (after the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government had been 
obtained,) until the period when the Annual Estimates are brought forward, he will be at liberty to 
propose to the Council a Supplemental Estimate for that purpose. 

354. Special cases may arise of pressing emergency (more particularly in distant Colonies), in which 
it might not be practicable to obtain the previous sanction of Her Majesty’s Government for a proposed 
work. In such cases the Governor will not fail to call for and to lay betore the Council the necessary 
plans, estimates, and specifications according to which the work is to be carried into execution, and to 
report fully to Her Majesty’s Government, by the earliest opportunity, on the absolute necessity of 
the expenditure which he may have incurred without their previous sanction. 

355. In the case of public works of magnitude to be undertaken in any Colony, and to be defrayed 
by Parliamentary Grant, the following rules must be observed :— 


1. That as a preliminary step to any such work, a survey and estimate shall be made by an 
Officer acting under the orders of some responsible Department. 

2. That on a first application for a vote of money, an estimate of the sum likely to be required 
for the whole work shall be laid before the House of Commons. 

3. In cases in which such works may require more than one year for their completion, and 
where money is proposed to be voted on account, there shall be submitted to the House, in each 
year, and before a further vote is proposed, a statement of the sums already voted, of the money 
actually expended up to the date of the last accounts, of all outstanding demandyg, and of the sum 
still wanting to complete the work ; and any deviations from the original plan, or any contemplated 
addition to the magnitude or expense of the whole work, wilt be inserted in the estimate of the 

ear. 

: 4. No Department of the Government shall authorize any Officer to enter into contract for any 
work, beyond the limits of the annual grants of money, without the sanction of a Minute of the 
Lords of the Treasury, which will be laid before the House with as little delay as possible. 


SW. Colonial Estimates. 


356. In the Colonies, not possessing Representative Assemblies, before the expiration of the month 
of June, in each year, the Governor submits to the Council of his Government such an Estimate (in 
British sterling money) as he may think necessary of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under 
the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government, which is intended to be charged upon the Colonial revenue 
for the year then next ensuing. If this Estimate shall meet with the concurrence of the majority of 
the Council, it is passed in the form of an Ordinance, and the Governor transmits it to the Secretary of 
State by the earliest opportunity, for the Crown's approval and confirmation. It is competent, at the 
g ame time, to any minority of the Council, who may have dissented trom the Estimate, or from any 
items of it, to record the grounds of their dissent in the Minutes of the Council; and the Governor, if 
required by them, should transmit an extract copy of such Minutes, together with a copy of the Esti- 
mate, to the Secretary of State, for the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

397. Should the Estimate which the Governor may propose to the Council be rejected by a majority 
of that body, he will request to be furnished by those who dissent from his Estimate with such a one 
as they would propose to substitute, and, should he still give the preference to his own, he will transmit 
to the Secretary of State, for the consideration of Her Majesty’s Government, both the Estimates, 
together with the reasons which he, and any Councillors who may agree with him, may have to aMege 
in support of his own Estimate, and the reasons stated by the majority of the Council opposed to him 
in favour of theirs. 

358. When the annual Estimate shall have been passed by the Council, and confirmed by Her Majesty's 
authority, the expenditure of the year must be held to be definitely limited and arranged, and it would 
be desirable that no authority should be applied for to make any further disbursements on account of 
the service of that year, unless under circumstances of unforeseen emergency. Under such circum- 
stances the proper course will be to submit to the Legislative Council, in the first instance, a Supple- 
mentary Estimate of the expenditure required ; and the same course will be pursued with the Supple- 
mentary Estimate as has been prescribed in respect of the original one. 

359. These estimates, on being received in this country, will be laid before the Lords of the Treasury 
by the Secretary of State for such opinions as they may wish to express upon them, previously to any 
Instructions being issued to the Colonial Authorities. 

360. ‘The Governor is to transmit with the Annual Fstimates such full and sufficient information as 
to every expense of an unusual nature therein comprised as may be necessary to enable Her Majesty’s 
Government to decide upon the propriety of the proposed expenditure. 

361. With respect to Taxation the Governor should, at the same time that he proposes to the Council 
the Estimate of the ensuing year’s expenditure, also submit to them the draft of any Ordinance which 
may be necessary to provide the ways and means by which the expenditure is to be met. Such ways 
and means as are afforded by the produce of permanent Taxes will not, of course, require to be re-enacted 
in annual Ordinances, and it is only in the event of Taxation being required, which is not already 
provided for, that any such draft will be necessary. And with respect to the passing of this draft, and 
the transmission of it for the Crown’s confirmation, or of any other draft which the Council ma 
propose to substitute, the Governor will pursue the same course which has been pointed out for his 
guidance in reference to the annunl Estimates of expenditure. 

362. The Governor should transmit, with the Ordinances above mentioned, a complete statement of 
the Taxation already provided for by law, and of the several authorities under which it is levied, in 
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order that Her Majesty’s Government may be enabled to take into their considcration whether the 

ermanent system of Taxation should be revised andamended. Any suggestions on this head which the 
Souncil may think proper to offer to the Governor will be duly considered, along with his report upon 
them, by Her Majesty’s Government. 

363. The drafts of Ordinances for the imposition of Taxes for each year, when received in this country 
will be submitted, in like manner with the Estimates, to the Lords of the Treasury. 

364. The species of immediate control thus given to the Council over the revenue raised in the Colony, 
has been extended in most instances (under the authority of the Act of Parliament, 15 & 16 Vict., 
c. 39) to the revenue arising from the sale and disposition of public lands, and from the hereditary casual 
revenue of the Crown; but with the exception of Droits of the Crown and Droits of Admiralty. 

365. The Governor will cause the Colonial Accounts, when transmitted to this country for final 
audit. to be accompanied by certified copies of all Estimates, or Supplementary Estimates, of expendi- 
ture for the service of the year to which the Accounts relate, and of all Ordinances for the imposition of 
taxes for that year, together with certified copies of the Despatches which shall have been addressed to 
him by the Secretary of State, conveying the sentiments of Her Majesty’s Government upon any such 
Estimates or Ordinances: the dates of all such Despatches should be notified at the foot of the Estimates, 
or the remark that ‘no Despatch had been received at that date;’’ and similar information should 
accompany all Ordinances for the imposition of taxes. 

366. Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of the Colony should be annually published 
in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period when it is required that the Accounts of each 
year should be transmitted for audit; and in such publication, the funds, arising from the property or 
droits of the Crown, are to be stated separately from those which arise from taxes levied upon the 
inhabitants of the Colony. 

‘ § III. Treasury Bills. 

367. The salaries of the Governors-in-Chief and of the Lieutenant-Governors of the Windward and 
of the Leeward Islands, which are provided for by Parliamentary Grants, may be drawn by bills on the 
Paymaster-General; or they may be drawn in this Country through the medium of an Agent, on 
production of Certificates (which may be obtained on application to the Colonial Office), as to the 
parties for whom Salary is claimed being alive, and in the execution of their duties, up to the expira- 
tion of each quarterly period of payment. But when the Governors and Lieutenant-Governors shall, 
in the first instance, have signified the mode in which their salary shall be drawn, it will be desirable 
that they should adhere to that mode. Such bills must not be drawn for broken periods of quarters, 
unless in cases where the services of the Officer have ceased, and in such cases Certificates should be 
transmitted, showing the date up to which the salary may be payable. 

368. ‘The Governors of Colonies, for the Civil Establishments of which provision is made on the 
Parliamentary Estimates, must draw on the Paymaster-General in this country for all Salaries that may 
become payable out of the annual Parliamentary Grants. 

369. The whole of the foregoing bills must be at 30 days’ sight, and drawn in favour of the party 
entitled to salary, and for the rate borne on the estimate for the Grant. Each bill must specify the 
period for which, and the Office on account of which, the salary is drawn; and when drawn quarterly, 
the amount to be drawn for any portion of a quarter must be computed with reference to the number of 
days in that quarter, and not to the number of days in the whole year. 

370. All bills drawn for these purposes should be advised by letter addressed to the Paymaster- 
General, independently of any report on the subject to the Secretary of State. 

371. Bills must also be drawn at 30 days’ sight, for any other services provided for in the annual 
Grants, subject to such specific directions as the Governor may receive from Her Majesty’s Government 
respecting those services. 

372. Whenever bills of exchange are drawn upon the Paymaster-General by Governors or Lieutenant- 
Governors, to cover charges, whether for local Establishments or for services of an incidental nature, 
such bills must be drawn at not less than 30 days’ sight. 

373. The Secretary of State and Paymaster-General are to be regularly advised of such bills; the 
nature of the service on account of which they are drawn, and the date and description of the document 
conveying the authority for the expenditure, are tu be specified, both in the letter of advice and upon 
the face of the bills. 

374. In case the bills be drawn for salary, or any periodical payment, the period, in respect of which 
the bills are given, should be likewise stated, both on them and in the letter of advice; and the latter 
should always be forwarded at the time the bills are drawn. When, however, this is not practicable, 
care must be taken to ensure the receipt of it in England previous to the presentation of the bills. 

375. All salaries and personal allowances and emoluments, and all pensions and superannuations, 
retired or compassionate allowances, paid from funds derived from the revenues of Great Britain, whether 
provided by special Parliamentary Grant or otherwise, are liable to the Income Tax unless the whole 
annual income of the party does not amount to 100/._ It will therefore be the duty of the Governor on 
all occasions to make the proper deductions accordingly from the amount of the bills which he may 
have occasion in future to draw on the Paymaster-General, whether on his own account, or for the 
salaries or allowances of other parties; and he will convey an intimation to the same effect to any 
Officers or Functionaries within his Government, who may be authorized to draw bills on the Paymaster- 
General for any such payments. 

376. In cases where exemption may be claimed from the Tax, an affidavit must be made by the party 
and transmitted with the bill, to the effect that his income, including that on account of which the bill 
is drawn, is less than 100/. per annum, and such affidavit must have reference to the whole income of 
the party from whatever source derived; for, although emoluments derived from Colonial revenues or 

roperty are not taxable unless the Recipients reside in Great Britain, they must be taken into account 
in considering a claim to exemption from the Tax on Income derived from-this Country. 

377. When bills are drawn on account of expenses or disbursements to other \parties, a statement of 
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the proportion of the amount applicable to salaries and allowances must accompany them, and the 
proper deductions be made therefrom, unless the parties should claim exemption, when their affidavits 
ought to accompany the bills. 

378. For the form of bill to be used when deductions are to be made, and of the affidavit to enable 
parties to claim exemption from the tax, see Appendix. 


§ 1V. Advances from Treasury Chests. 


379. Officers in charge of the Treasury Chests abroad, when called on by competent authorities to 
make advances from the Chests for detraying expenses relating to Liberated Africans, or for other Civil 
Services payable from British funds, have in some instances taken as their acquittances bills drawn upon 
Her Majesty’s Government by the parties competent to apply for, or to authorize such advances, and 
have remitted such bills to this Country, 

380. As inconvenience might attend the miscarriage or non-receipt of these negotiable drafts, the 
Officers in charge of the Treasury Chest when required, under competent authority, to make advances 
from the Chest for services of the description alluded to, will request to be furnished with a Warrant 
or Order in writing for making such advances; and in lieu of bills they will obtain from the parties 
receiving the same unnegotiable Certificates of the particulars of the money advanced by them; the 
originals of such Warrants or Orders, and the Certificates, they will then transmit to the Lords of the 
Treasury. As regards the notification to their Lordships of any advance they may require from the 
Officer in charge of the Chest, or the transmission of accounts and vouchers for the application thereof, 
the Governor will proceed in the same manner as if a bill had been drawn as heretofore on the British 
Government. 

381. Instances have occurred in which issues for Military Services made from the Military Chest 
have been designated as for “ Secret Service ;” but the proper term to be used for any Military expen- 
diture coming under this character would be “ Special,” and not “Secret Service,” in order that by such 
distinction the charge may not, as would otherwise be the case, be connected with the sum voted b 
Parliament for “ Foreign and Secret Service,” but may be provided for, if approved, out of the Vote 
for Army Services, to which it is properly chargeable. 


V. £. ses on account of Liberated Africans.— Mode of rendering the Accounts of E-rpenses incurred 
wpen ng P 
under the Provisions of the Acts for the Abolition of the Slave Trade. 


382. The Collectors or chief Officers of the Customs in those Colonies where no other arrangement 
has heen specially directed are to receive, protect, and provide for all such Natives of Africa as may 
be put in their charge from vessels condemned as prize. 

383. The Officer administering the Government will adjust with the Collector or other Officer the 
expense per head per diem at which the Liberated Africans are to be maintained, and what allowance 
should be made for clothing, necessaries, and contingencies for each, until finally disposed of. This 
mode of supporting the Africans is considered preferable to that of purchesing provisions in large 
quantities for their use ; and the Secretary of State’s written instructions in this respect should always 
be acted upon, unless there should be any special reasons for departing frum them, in which case the 
Officer administering the Government will exercise his own discretion. 

334, The Collector or other Officer will bring in the abstracts of accounts of his expenses, to be passed 
before the Officer administering the Government in Council, every three months. A certificate, to be 
signed by the Officer administering the Government, is to be subjoined to the General Abstract of the 
Expenditure, stating that the detailed documents referred to in the abstract have been carefully 
inspected, and have been approved. 

385. In those cases in which the Colony is dependent on a Superior Government, the Abstracts of 
Expenditure, when certified by the Officer in charge of the subordinate Government, are to be for- 
warded to the Governor-in-Chief for his inspection and approval previously to the amount being dis- 
charged. Upon the passing of each quarterly account by the Officer administering the Government in 
Council, and in the case of subordinate Governments upon the subsequent approval of. the Governor- 
in-Chief being signified, the abstract will be returned to the Coliector, in whose favour the Officer 
administering the Government will thereupon grant a Warrant on the Treasury Chest for the amount 
allowed. The Officer granting such Warrant will forthwith transmit a notification and report thereof 
to the Lords of the Treasury, and will forward with such notification a copy of the account, in dis- 
charge of which the issue from the Chest has been authorized. Any neglect of these Forms will be 
productive of embarrassment and delay. 

386. The charge of one guinea head-money for each Liberated African, which has been made by 
some of the Collectors of Customs, has been disal'owed, as the circular of the 10th April, 1808, no longer 
applies to these cases, and, consequently, the Governor or Lieutenant-Governor is not authorized to 
give his sanction for such charge, should it be made by the Collector. 

387. Governors are strictly enjoined to abstain in future from drawing for and-issuing the amount 
of any allowance or gratuity of which the propre or legality may admit of a doubt, until they shall 
have communicated with and received instructions from Her Majesty’s Government on the subject ; 
and they are to limit the peyuenis in the meantime to the amount of the aetual outlay, for the main- 
tenance and other unavoidable expenses. 

388. Governors are at the same time reminded, that if any sums shall have been issued, paid, or 
expended by their order, which ought not to have been so issued, paid, or expended, or ought not to be 
charged to the public, they will become personally responsible for the amount, under the provisions of 
the ] and 2 George IV., chap. 121, sec. 5. 

$89. With a due regard, therefore, to their own security, as well as the interests of the public 
Governors must at all times exercise a watchful superintendence and control over the expenditure to 
which these Regulations refer, and enforce the strictest economy consistent with the welfare of the 
African and the good of the service. 
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CHAPTER XI. 
§ I. Customs Establishments, §c. 


* 390. The Customs Establishments in all the Colonies are under the contro] and management of the 
several Colonial Governments, and the Colonial Legislatures are empowered to establish their own 
Customs Regulations and Rates of Duty. 

391. By the Act of Parliament for regulating the Trade of the British ‘Possessions abroad, Custom 
House Officers employed abroad are exempt from serving in Colonial Militias, in Parochial and other 
local Offices, or on Juries. . 

392. Officers of Customs who have obtained leave of absence are permitted to nominate their substi- 
tutes. Such nomination is to be notified to the Governor, by whom the substitutes will be appointed 
under a regular instrument of appointment; and the Governor will take the recommendations of the 
Officers seeking the leave of absence, unless on some sufficient ground of objection. 

393. The instrument of appointment will be subject to the Colonial stamp duty, and the usual oaths 
of office are, in all cases, to be administered to the persons so appointed. 

394. In cases in which the whole charge for the Customs Establishments is payable out of the general 
revenue of the Colony, and not out of any particular portions of that revenue, or under any par- 
ticular arrangement with the local Government or Legislative Authority, the whole amount of the 
Customs collections, like those of other branches of the local revenue, must be paid by the Coilector 
into the Colonial Chest without deduction, and the authorized salaries and other expenses of the 
Department are to be defrayed from that Chest under the Warrant of the Officer administering 
the Government in the same manner as the expenditure for other branches of the local Civil Establish- 
ments. . 

395. Articles imported into the Colonies, by Contractors or otherwise, for the service of Her 
Majesty’s Land or Sea Forces, are exempted trom duties on such importation; and the Officers of 
Customs and of the Commissariat in the Colonies are furnished with instructions in regard to 
the remission of duties to which such articles might be subject under Acts of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment: the remission of duties imposed by Acts of Colonial Legislatures, is to be effected in such 
manner as may be provided for by those Legislatures. 

336. It is by no means intended to allow the importation of any goods, for the above purpose, from 
places or in vessels not authorized by law; and with a view of preventing articles, imported as 
above, from being brought into general consumption without the payment of duty, whenever any 
articles which may have been delivered for the use of the Troops duty free, shall have been sub- 
sequently returned upon the hands of the Contractors, the Officers of the Customs, or the proper 
Colonial Officers, should be apprised by the Commissariat Officers of the particular quantities and 
description of the articles so returned, in order that the Contractors may be called upon to pay the 


duty thereon. 
§ Il. Trade and Navigation. 


397. The Imperial Act 16 & 17 Vict., c. 107, provides for a Freedom of Commerce between the 
United Kingdom, or the British Possessions, and Foreign Countries. But with a view of placing 
British Ships in Foreign Ports as nearly as possible on the same footing as Foreign Ships in British 
Ports, the Crown has the power, by Order in Council, of restricting the Privileges of Foreign 
Ships, and of imposing additional Duties, in cases in which British Ships may be subject in any 
Foreign Country to Prohibitions or Restrictions from which the Ships of that Country are exempt, 
or in which any Preference whatever may be shown to National Vessels over British Vessels, or in 
which British Trade and Navigation is not placed by such Country upon as advantageous a footing 
as the Trade and Navigation of the most favoured Nation. 

398. The Crown has also the Power, by Order in Council, on receiving Addresses from the Legis- 
latures of the Colonies, to regulate their Coasting Trade, and to authorize the conveyance of Goods 
or Passengers from one part of a British Possession to another in other than British Ships; or on 
receiving Addresses or a joint Address from two or more British Possessions, to place the trade between 
them on the footing of a Coasting Trade, and otherwise to regulate the same. 





CHAPTER XII, 
§ I. Waste Lands, &c. 


399. The management of the waste lands in nearly all the Colonies to which emigrants from this 
country habitually resort, has been conceded to the Local Legislatures and Governments. 

400. Information on the subject of the waste lands and of emigration may be obtained by reference 
to the “ Colonization Circular,” issued by Her Majesty’s Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners, 
imparting from time to time the most recent information derived from official returns. 

401. For the provisions of the “ Passengers Act, 1855,” which are carried into execution by the 
« Emigration Commissioners,” see 18 & 19 Vict., cap. 119. 

402. Privileges in the acquisition of Land are at present allowed to Military and Naval Officers in 
the Colonies of New South Wales, Victoria, Tasmania, South ;Australia, Auckland, the Cape of 
Good Hope, Ceylon, and Western Australia. As, however, the control of the waste lands of the 
Crown in all these Colonies, except the two last, is, or shortly will be, vested in the Local Legislatures, - 
it must be distinctly understood that Her Majesty’s Government cannot guarantee the continuance of 
the following regulations, but that they will be liable to be altered or discontinued by such Legis- 
latures. 

403. The same privileges are extended to Officers of the East India Company’s Service in Tasmania. 

404. In the above-named Colonies land is disposed of by sale only ; but Officers purchasing land are 
allowed a remission of the purchase money, according to the under-mentioned scale: — 
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Field Officers of 25 years’ service and upwards, inthe whole . £600 
Field Officers of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole . 500 
Field Officers of 15 or less years’ service, in the whole ° ° 400 
Captains of 20 years’ service and upwards, inthe whole . ° 400 
Cay tains of 15 years’ service or less, in the whole . . ° 300 
SuLalterns of 20 years’ service and upwards, in the whole . . 300 
Subalterns of 7 years’ service and upwards, in the whole . ° 200 


Subalterns under 7 years’ standing are not entitled to any remis- 
sion in the purchase of land, except in the province of Auckland, 
New Zealand. 


Regimental Staff Officers, and Medical Officers of the Army and Navy, are allowed the benefit of this 
Rule; but Military Chaplains, Commissariat Officers, and Officers of any of the Civil Departments of 
the Army; Pursers, Chaplains, Midshipmen, Warrant Officers of every description, and Officers of an 
of the Civil Departments of the Navy, are not allowed any privileges in respect of land. Althoug 
members of these classes may have been admitted formerly, and under different circumstances, they 
are now excluded. Mates in the Royal Navy rank with Ensigns in the Atmy, and Mates of three years’ 
standing, with Lieutenants in the Army, and are entitled respectively to corresponding privileges in 
the acquisition of lands. 

405. In order to take advantage of this privilege, Officers of the Army and Navy on full or half ay 
should provide themselves with a Certificate from the Office of the General Commanding-in-Chief, or 
of the Lorcs Commissioners of the Admiralty, or of the War Department, showing that their settle- 
- ment in a British Colony has been sanctioned, and stating their rank and length of service. No docu- 
ment from the Office of the Secretary of State is necessary. 

406. This certificate will not on any account be issued more than once to the same Officer, or to any 
Officer on half pay, who shall for two years immediately preceding the date of this Notice have resided 
in the papa in which he seeks to make it available. 

407. Gentlemen who have ceased to belong to Her Majesty’s service will not be allowed advantages 
in the acquisition of land. This rule, however, is not to affect Officers who, having obtained permission 
to settle in a British Colony, have quitted the service for the purpose of doing so. But in such cases 
it will be necessary that their Certificate of service and permission should bear the date of their retire- 
ment from the service, and that, within one year from that date, but not otherwise, it should be pre- 
sented to the Governor of one of the above-named Colonies, which will be sufficient warrant for allowing 
ae bearer the advantages to which his rank and length of service may entitle him according to the 
above scale. 

408. The object of the Regulations being to encourage the permanent settlement in the above- 
named Colonies of Military and Naval Officers, and it being necessary to prevent those who have 
no intention of settling there from taking advantage of the privilege, Officers will not, for the space 
of two years from the making out of their Certificates, receive a Crown Grant for any land purchased 
by such Certificates, but will, in the meantime, receive a “ Location Ticket.” At the expiration of two 
parce the Officer, on showing to the satisfaction of the Governor that he is bond fide a resident 

ettler in the Colony, and ha’ so resided continuously since receiving his “ Location Ticket,” will be 
entitled to a Crown Grant in exchange for it. If, however, application should not be made for the 
exchange of the “ Location Ticket” within 12 months from the expiration of the two years for which 
it is granted, it will be considered to have lapsed. and the land will be open to sale or grant. In case 
of the Officer’s dying while holding a “ Location Ticket,”’ the land to which it refers will be trans- 
ferred to his legal representative. ; 

409. In case of such death occurring before the “ Location Ticket ”’ is obtained, the Governor of the 
Colony is authorized to make the certificate available in favour of the Child, or other nearest represen- 
tative, of the deceased Officer, as he may find advisable. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


Naturalization of Aliens in the Colonies. 


410. This is now regulated by the Statute 10 and 11 Vict., c. 83, which (besides removing doubts 
which then existed as to the legality of former proceedings in the Colonies) empowers the Legisla- 
oe or every Colony to confer on aliens by law all or any of the privileges of naturalization within 
such Colony. 

411, When any measure for such a purpose is proposed, the Governor should ascertain whether his 
instructions do or do not require the insertion of a suspending clause; and he should also take care 
that Py are inserted in the terms of the Statute, confining the privileges granted to the limits of 
the Colony. 


CHAPTER XIV. 
Appeal from the Colonies to the Queen jn Council, 


412. An Order of Her Majesty in Council was passed on the 13th June, 1853, with a view of intro- 
ducing greater economy, despatch, and efficiency in the Appellate Jurisdiction of Her Majesty in 
Council, and the following Rules and Regulations have been established, subject to any Order or 

M 
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Direction which, in the opinion of the Lords of the Judicial Committee, the justice of any particular 
case may seem to require. 

I. Appellant, when successful, may recover costs by Appeal.—That, any former usage or practice of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council notwithstanding, an Appellant who shall succeed in obtaining a reversal or 
material alteration of any judgment, decree, or order appealed from, shall be entitled to recover 
the costs of the Appeal from the Respondent, except in cases in which the Lords of the Judicial Com- 
mittee may think fit otherwise to direct. 

Il. Transcripts to be sent to Registrar of Privy Council_—That the Registrar or other proper officer 
having the seats of records in any Court or special jurisdiction from which an Appeal is brought 
to Her Majesty in Council be directed to send by post, with all possible despatch, one certified 
copy of the transcript record in each cause to the Registrar of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, White- 
half; and that all such transcripts be registered in the Privy Council Office, with the date of their 
arrival, the names of the parties, and the date of the sentence appealed from; and that such transcript 
be accompanied by a correct and complete index of all the papers, documents, and exhibits in the 
cause; and that the Registrar of the Court appealed from, or other proper officer of such Court, be 
directed to omit from such trtnscript all merely formal documents, provided such omission be stated 
and certified in the said index of papers; and that especial care ve taken not to allow any document 
to be set forth more than once in such transcript; and that no other certified copies of the record be 
transmitted to agents in England by or on behalf of the parties in the suit; and that the fees and 
expenses incurred and paid for the preparation of such transcript be stated and certified upon it by 
the Registrar or other officer preparing the same. 

III. Transcripts to be printed within a certain time.—That when the record of proceedings or evidence 
in the cause appealed has been printed or partly printed abroad, the Registrar or other proper officer of 
the Court from which the Appeal is brought shall be bound to send home the same in a printed form, 
either wholly or so far as the same may have been printed, and that he do certify the same to be 
correct, on two copies, by signing his name on every printed sheet, and by affixing the seal, if any, of 
the Court appealed from to these copies, with the sanction of the Court. 

And that in all cases in which the parties in Appeals shall think fit to have the proceedings printed 
abroad they shall be at liberty to do so, provided they cause fifty copies of the same to be printed in 
folio, and transmitted, at their expense, to the Registrar of the al Council, two of which printed 
copies shall be certified as above by the officers of the Court appealed from; and in this case no further 
expense for copying or printing the record will be incurred or allowed in England. 

V. Written transcripts to be printed by Her Majesty's Printer.—That on the arrival of a written tran- 
script of Appeal at the Privy Council Office, Whitehall, the Appellant, or the agent of the Appellant, 
prosecuting the same shall be at liberty to call on the Registrar of the Privy Council to cause it, or 
such part thereof as may be necessary for the hearing of the case, and likewise all such parts thereof 
as the Respondent or his agent may require, to be printed by Her Majesty’s Printer, or by any other 
printer on the same terms, the Appellant or his agent engaging to pay the cost of preparing a copy for 
the printer at a rate not exceeding one shilling per brief sheet, and likewise the cost of printing such 
record or appendix, and that one hundred copies of the same be struck off, whereof thirty copies are to 
be delivered to the agents on each side, and forty kept for the use of the Judicial Committee; and that 
no other fees for solicitors’ copies of the transcript, or for drawing the joint appendix, be henceforth 
allowed, the solicitors on both sides being allowed to have access to the original papers at the Council 
Office, and to extract or cause to be extracted and copied such parts thereof as are necessary for the 
preparation of the petition of Appeal, at the stationer’s charge not exceeding one shilling per brief 
sheet. 

V. Transcripts to be printed within a certain time.—That a certain time be fixed within which it shall 
be the duty of the Appellant or his agent to make such application for the printing of the transcript 
and that such time be within the space of six calendar months from the arrival of the transcript and 
the registration thereof in all matters brought by Appeal from Her Majesty’s Colonies and plantations 
east of the Cape of Good Hope, or from the territories of the East India Company, and within the 
space of three months in all matters brought by Appeal from any other part of Her Majesty’s dominions 
SE and that in default of the Appellant or his agent taking effectual steps for the prosecution of 
the Appeal within such time or times respectively, the ms ge shall stand dismissed without further 
order, and that a report of the same be made to the Judicial Committee by the Registrar of the Privy 
Council at their Lordships’ next sitting. 

VI. Appeals may be heard in the form of a special case.—That whenever it shall be found that the 
decision of a matter on Appeal is likely to turn exclusively on a question of law, the agents of the 
parties, with the sanction of the Registrar of the Privy Council, may submit such question of law to 
the Lords of the Judicial Committee in the form of a special case, and print such parts only of the 
transcript as may be necessary for the discussion of the same; provided that nothing herein contained 
shall in any way bar or prevent the Lords of the Judicial Committee from ordering the full discussion 
of the whole case, if they shall so think fit; and that in order to promote such arrangements and 
simplification of the matter in dispute, the Registrar of the Privy Council may call the agents of the 
parties before him, and having heard them, and examined the transcript, may report to the Committee 
as to the nature of the proceedings. 

413, That the foregoing Rules and Regulations be punctually observed, obeyed, and carried into 
execution in all Appeals or petitions and complaints in the nature of Appeals brought to Her Majesty, 
or to Her heirs and successors, in Council, from Her Majesty’s Colonies and plantations abro , and 
from the Channel Islands or the Isle of Man, and from the territories of the East India Company 
whether the same be from courts of justice or from speon jurisdictions, other than Appeals from Her 
Majesty’s Courts of Vice-Admiralty, to which the said rules are not to be applied. 

' 414, Whereof the Judges and officers of Her Majesty’s Courts of Justice abroad, and the Judges and 
officets of the Superior Courts of the East India Company, and all other persons whom it may concern 
are to take notice, and govern themselves accordingly. . 
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CHAPTER XV. 
§ I. Criminal Trials. 

415, No Judge presiding on a criminal trial will, upon any account, fail to take notes of the evidence 
adduced; and no capital Sentence must be executed until the Governor of the Colony shall have 
perused those notes. 

416. No reference, in criminal cases, is to be made from the Government of any Colony to this 
Country, with a view to the confirmation of Sentences pronoynced by the Colonial Courts. But Her 
Majesty’s Government will be read to afford any information, instructions, or advice for which the 
Governor may think it necessary to apply. whenever any question may arise on any criminal proceed- 
ing on which there may be any special and adequate motive for invoking the interference of Her 
Majesty’s Government in this Country. Whenever a capital Sentence shall have been executed a report 
of it must be transmitted to the Secretary of State. 

417. Under the Act 12 & 18 Vict. c. 96, all persons charged in any Colony with offences committed 
on the Sea may be dealt with in the same manner as if the offences had been committed on waters 
within the local jurisdiction of the Courts of the Colony. ~ 

418. The Act 6 & 7 Vict. c. 34, provides for the arrest and delivery of individuals charged with 
having committed offences in other of Her Majesty’s Colonies or in the United Kingdom. 

419. The Acts 6 & 7 Vict. c. 76, and 8 & 9 Vict. c. 120, give effect to the 10th Article of the Treaty 
of Washington between Great Britain and the United States, of the 9th of August, 1842, which pro- 
vides for the mutual surrender of fugitives charged with the crime of murder, or assault with intent to 
commit murder, or piracy, or arson, or robbery, or forgery, or the utterance of forged paper. 

420. The Acts 6 & 7 Vict. c. 75, and 8 & 9 Vict. c. 120, give effect to a Convention concluded between 
Great Britain and France on the 13th of February, 1843, which provides for the mutual surrender of 
fugitives charged with the crimes of murder (comprehending the crimes designated in the French 
Penal Code by the terms assassination, parricide, infanticide, and poisoning), or of an attempt to com- 
mit murder, or of forgery, or of fraudulent bankruptcy. 

421. Whenever a Governor may have occasion to exercise the Powers conferred on him by these 
Acts, he must, immediately on the issue of his warrants for the apprehension and surrender of a Fugitive 
Criminal, transmit to the Secretary of State copies, duly authenticated, of the depositions under which 
such warrants may be granted. 

422. The Act 15 Vict. c. 26, enables the Crown to carry into effect arrangements with Foreign 
Powers for the apprehension and surrender of seamen, not being slaves, who may desert from merchant. 
vessels belonging to a subject of such Powers when within Her Majesty’s Dominions or the territories 
of the East India Company. 

423. Orders in Council under that Act have been issued by the Crown in favour. of the following 
Countries :—Sweden, Peru, Austria, Hans Towns, *Prussia, *Denmark, Oldenburg, Two Sicilies, 
Netherlands, Mecklenburg-Schwerin, *Hanover, *France, *Belgium, and *Sardinia. Those thus 
, marked * contain an exception as to the surrender of any person being a British subject. 


§ Il. Transportation of Convicts in the Colonies, 


424. By the Act 6 Geo. IV. cap. 69, the Queen in Council is authorized to appoint or to delegate to 
the Governors of the British Colonies respectively the power of appointing by proclamation the places 
of transportation to which Colonial convicts are to be sent. But no such place is at present appointed, 
nor is any such delegation now in force. 

425. By the 24th section of the Mutiny Act, it is provided that whenever oy Sentence of Penal 
Servitude or Transportation, passed upon any Offender by any Court Martial holden in any part of 
Her Majesty’s Foreign Dominions, is to be carried into execution for the term specified in such Sentence 
or for any shorter term, or when Sentence of death is to be commuted to Transportation, the same shall 
be notified by the Officer Commanding Her Majesty’s Forces at the Station where the Offender may be, 
or, in his absence, by the Adjutant-General for the time being, to the Chief Justice or some other 
Judge, as the case may be, in any part of Her Majesty’s Foreign Dominions, who shall make Order for 
the ‘Transportation or Penal Servitude, or intermediate Custody of such Offender, in like manner as for 
the Transportation or intermediate Custody of any other Convict; and the necessary proceedings shall 
be taken, according to such Order, for the Transportation or Penal Servitude, or intermediate Custody, 
of such Offender; and all Acts in force in such places touching other Offenders to be transported shall . 
in all respects apply as well to the Offender himself so to be transported, as to all other persons what- 
soever therein concerned.. 

426. A Form of Order by the Chief Justice or other Judge has been approved by the Law Officers 
of the Crown as suited to the provisions of the Act, and is inserted in the Appendix. 

427. Whenever such an Order is made it must be duly ‘‘ notified’ to the Governor, and if the Order 
is for Penal Servitude or Transportation of an European Military Offender, the Governor will cause 
such Offender to be removed to England or to Western Australia, as he may have received directions, 
to be dealt with according to law. 

428. Her Majesty’s Government will provide for the charge of removal to this Country, or to 
Western Australia, of such Military Convicts as may be sentenced to Transportation by Military 
Courts Martial, provided the parties thus sentenced have belonged to the General Establishment of the 
Army, and not to Local Corps raised for the service of any particular Colony. | - 

429. If any advance hes been made from the funds of the Colony for expenses for the maintenance in 
gaol of Military Convicts under Sentence of Court Martial, prior to their Transportation, the Governor 
must apply for repayment of such expenses to the Officer commanding the Regiment to which the Con- 
victs may have belonged, by whom the details can be most correctly checked, and submitted to the 
Military Authorities at home. | : ae, |

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SEC. I. 


430. Article 1.—Whenever the King or the, Queen shall arrive at any place in Her Majesty’s 
Dominions where there is a fort or battery from which salutes are usually fired, a royal salute shall be 
fired from such fort or battery, and from all Her Majesty’s ships and vessels present; and similar 
ue shall be fired upon His or Her Majesty’s final departure, and on such other occasions as shall 

e directed. 

431. Also, whenever the King or the Queen shall go on board any one of Her Majesty's ships or 
vessels, the royal standard shall be hoisted at the main-top-gallant-mast-head, the flag of the Lord High 
Admiral at the fore-top-gallant-mast-head, and the union Jack at the mizen-top-gallant-mast-head, of 
such ship, or, if on board of a smaller vessel, in the most conspicuous parts of her; and a royal salute 
shall be fired from such ship or vessel on His or Her Majesty’s going on board, and again on leaving 
her; and every ship and vessel of war present shall likewise fire a royal salute on the hoisting of those 
flags; and such further royal salutes shail be fired on His or Her Majesty’s quitting the ship or vessel, . 
or passing in boats, or on such other occasions as may be directed. 

432. Also, whenever the King or Queen shall be embarked in any ship or vessel at sea, and the before- 
mentioned flags shall be hoisted in her, every ship or vessel of war meeting her shall fire a royal salute. 

433. And whenever any ship or other vessel in which the flags before mentioned are flying shall pass 
any fort or other place from which salutes are usually fired, a royal salute is to be fired from such fort 
or other place; but whenever any ship or vessel passes bearing the royal standard only (without the 
other flags), such fort or other place is not to salute such ship or vessel. 

434. Article 2.— Whenever any other members of the Royal Family shall arrive at or quit any place 
where there is a fort or battery from which salutes are usually fired, they shall receive a royal salute 
on their first arrival and final departure from such fort or battery, and from all Her Majesty’s ships and 
vessels present. 

435. Also, whenever any member of the Royal Family shall go on board any of Her Majesty’s ships or 
vessels, the royal standard shall be hoisted at the main-top-gallant-mast-head of such ship or vessel, and 
royal salute shall be fired from her, on His or Her Majesty going on board, and again upon leaving 

er. 


436. Also, whenever any member of the Royal Family shall be embarked in any ship or vessel at sea, 
~ the royal standard shall be hoisted in her, every ship and vessel of war meeting her shali fire a royal 
salute. 

437. Article 3.—.The royal standard does not return salutes, and no other flag is to be saluted in 
presence of the royal standard. 

438. Article 4.—Whenever any Foreign Crowned Head, Sovereign Prince, or his Consort, or Presi- 
dent of a Republican State, shall arrive at, or quit any place in Her Majesty’s Dominions where there 
is a fort or battery from which salutes are usually fired, they shall receive a royal salute on their first 
arrival at, and final departure from, such fort or battery, and from all Her Majesty’s ships and vessels 
present ; and upon their going on board, and on leaving any of the said ships or vessels, a similar salute 
shall be fired ; and on each occasion during the salute the Senior Officer’s ship shall display at her mast- 
head the flag of such Foreign Nation. 

439. Whenever such visits to Her Majesty’s ships or vessels shall take place in a Foreign Port, cor- 
responding salutes shall be fired, and the flag of the Nation of the Royal Visitors shall be hoisted, as 
already explained. 

440. Upon occasion of the celebration of the birth-day of the King or the Queen of a Foreign Nation, 
or on other important festivals and ceremonies of such Nation, by any ships of war or batteries of such 
Nation, Her Majesty’s ships or vessels present may fire such salutes in compliment thereto as the Senior 
Officer of Her Majesty’s ship may direct; not, however, exceeding 21 guns; and the flag of such Nation 
shall be displayed on these occasions at the mast-head of the Senior Officer’s ship. Whenever a Prince, 
Member of a Foreign Royal Family, shall arrive at or quit any place where there is a fort or battery 
from which salutes are usually fired, such Prince shall receive a royal salute on his first arrival and final 
departure from the said fort or battery. 

411. Article 5.—The fixed days for firing salutes as celebrations of anniversaries shall be as follows, 

Ze i— 

The anniversaries of the birth, the accession, and the coronation of the reigning Sovereign ; 

The King or Queen’s Consort’s birth-day. 
On which days a royal salute shall be fired at noon from all the forts and batteries from which triumph 
salutes are usually fired, as may be regulated by the Master-General and Board of Ordnance, and from 
all Her Majesty’s ships in port. 

442. Excepted from this regulation are the salutes usually fired at the Tower and at St. James’s on 
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the above occasions, as also are the salutes on the opening, proroguing, or dissolving of Parliament by 
Her Majesty; or on Her Majesty going anywhere in procession; which salutes are to continue as 
heretofore, or as Her Majesty may please to command. 

443. Article 6.—The Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland shall be entitled to receive from the forts and bat- 
teries within his vice-royalty a royal salute; and on being fallen in with afloat, within three leagues of 
any part of the coast of Ireland, the vessel in which he is embarked having the Irish standard flying, or 
on his Excellency’s visiting any of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels within the said limits, hé is to be 
saluted with a royal salute.

444, Article 1.— Whenever any Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary shall arrive at, or 
depart from an ee in Her Majesty’s Dominions where there are forts or batteries from which salutes 
are usually fired, he shall be saluted with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale § II. ; 
and if an Ambassador shall embark on board of one of Her Majesty’s ships in an official capacity, he shall 
also be saluted by such ship, according to the said scale, on his going on board, and (should he proceed 
to sea in her) also on his finally leaving her; and the same may be observed in a Foreign Port or 
Colony. 

445. Article 2.—An Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary shall be entitled to be saluted 
with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale § II.; but he shall be entitled only to 
the compliment when within the precincts of the nation to which he is accredited ; and consequently 
when he proceeds in a ship of war, he is only to be saluted by such ship, on his quitting her, after her 
arrival at his destination ; and whenever he shall visit in his official capacity any of Her Majesty’s ships 
within the precincts of the Territories to which he is accredited, he is to be saluted by such ships with 
the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale; but if he visits several of Her Majesty’s ships 
at the same port on the same day he shall be saluted only by one of them ; and although his visit to any 
of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels may be re he shall be saluted by the some ship in the same port 
only once in 12 months; but when he shall embark on the final termination of his Mission, he shall be 
entitled to the same number of guns from any of Her Majesty’s ships which may be ordered to receive 


im. 

446. The foregoing regulations are to be applicable also to the other Diplomatic Authorities of lower 
rank than that of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, differing only in the number of 
guns with which they are to be saluted, as stated against their ranks in the scale. 

447. Article 3.—It is to be understood that salutes, in conformity to the foregoing regulations, shall 
be fired in compliment (from either forts or ships) to those Foreign Diplomatic Authorities only whose 
Nations pay the same compliments to Her Majesty’s Diplomatic Ministers in their Territories. 

448, Article 4.—Her Majesty’s Consuls-General, or Consuls, or the Members of a British Factory, 
shall be saluted with the number of guns mentioned against their rank in scale § II., on their going on 
board, or on their leaving any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, but this to be done only in the 
Foreign Ports to which they respectively belong, and only once in twelve months from the same ship or 
vessel, and to the same person.

449. Article 1.—Whenever the Lord High Admiral, or the Lords Commissioners for executing the 
duty of the Lord High Admiral, or the Commander-in-Chief, or the Officer Commanding-in-Chief the 
whole of the Army of the United Kingdom, shall arrive in their official capacities at any places in Her 
Majesty’s Dominions where there are forts or batterics from which salutes are usually fired, they are to 
be saluted with the number of guns specified against their respective ranks in the scale § ITI., and such 
further salutes shall be fired from the fort or battery at their departure as may be directed; and the 
said Authorities, on going on board any one of Her Majesty’s ships in their official capacities, shall be 
saluted by the said ship only with the number of guns mentioned in the scale, and on their leaving her 
such further salutes shail be fired as may be directed; but if they visit several ships at the same port on 
the same day they are to be saluted on going on board by only one. 

450. In the event of the flag of the Lord High Admiral being hoisted on board one of Her Majesty’s 
ships or vessels, it is to be saluted by the ship of the Senior Officer present, according to the scale; also 
by any ship or vessel, or by the ship of the Senior Officer of any squadron of Her Majesty’s ships or 
vessels arriving at the port where the said flag shall be so flying; likewise on any ship or vessel carry- 
ing the said fiag being met at sea by any of Her Majesty’s ships similar salutes are to be fired by them ; 
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and on the arrival of a ship or vessel carrying the said flag at any port in Her Majesty’s Dominions the 
ship of the Senior Officer present shall fire a similar salute. 

451. No flag of a Flag Officer is to be saluted in the presence of the flag of the Lord High Admiral. 

452. Article 2.— Whenever the First Lord Commissioner of the Admiralty shall arrive, in his official 
capacity, at any place in Her Majesty’s Dominions where there is a fort or battery from which salutes 
are usually fired, or on going on board any of Her Majesty’s ships, he shall be entitled to be saluted

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SEC. IV. 


453. Article 1.—Whenever any of the Naval Officers specified in scale § IV., in actual employment, 
land for the first time in any place of Her Majesty’s Dominions where there are forts or batteries from 
which salutes are usually fired, the said Naval Officers are to be saluted with the number of guns speci- 
fied against their ranks in the scale; and when any Officer of the Army specified in the same scale, 
being in actual employment, shall officially visit or embark in one of Her Majesty’s ships, he shall like- 
wise be saluted by that ship with the number of guns specified against his rank in the scale, either on 
‘going on board or on quitting the said ship; but if he should go on board more than one ship in the 
same port he shall be saluted only by one of them; but these salutes are not to be repeated to the same 
Officer, military or naval, oftener than once in twelve months abroad, and in the United Kingdom once 
in three years, unless the Officer in question shall in the mean time have received advancement of rank, 
in which case he may be again saluted by the fort or ship, as the case may be, according to the scale 
prescribed for his new rank. 

454, These salutes being personal, are not to be returned. 

455. Article 2—Whenever the flag of an Admiral of the Fleet shall be hoisted it shall be saluted by 
the ship or vessel present bearing the flag or pendant of the Officer next in seniority to him, with the 
pumber of guns specified in scale § IV. 

456. Article 3.—Whenever an Admiral, a Vice Admiral, Rear Admiral, or a Commodore of the first 
class shall hoist his flag or his broad pendant on his appointment, or shall change his flag or broad pen- 
dant on his promotion (he eee Senior Officer present), the ship bearing the flag or the pendant of 
the Officer next in seniority to him only shall sslute with the number of guns to which his flag or his 
broad pendant may be entitled, according to scale § IV.: or, being a Junior Officer, he shall salute the

457. Article 4.—Whenever a Flag Officer or a Commodore of the first class shall join or meet a 
Senior Officer for the first time (except a Commodore meeting a Senior Captain who may not bea 
Commodore) he shall salute such Senior Officer with the number of guns to which he may be entitled 
according to scale § IV. 

458. Article 5.—If there be more than one Flag Officer or one Commodore of the first class in 
squadrons joining or meeting, the ship only of the Senior Flag Officer, or of the Senior Commodore of 
each squadron, shall salute the Flag Officer or the Commodore who may be the Senior Officer to all 

resent. 
459. Article 6.—Whenever any ship or vessel of war shall join or meet a Flag Officer or a Commo- 
dore of the first class for the first time, she shall salute such Flag Officer or Commodore (if the latter be 
a Senior Officer) with the number of guns to which he may be entitled; but if more than one ship or 
vessel shall at the same time join or meet a Flag Officer or a Commodore of the first class, and the said 
ships or vessels shal] be under the orders of a Senior Officer in command of one of them, such Senior 
Officer only shall salute the flag or the broad pendant (if the Commodore be his superior); but if 
rs het ships or vessels shall be under separate and distinct orders, then a salute shall be fired by each 
of them. 

460. Article 7.—Whenever a Junior Officer shall salute the flag of the Lord High Admiral, or of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, or of any Flag Officer, or the broad pendant of a Commodore 
of the first class, a salute shall be fired in return, of the number of guns to which the rank of the Officer 
who saluted shall be (if a Flag Officer or a Commodore of the first class) entitled according to the 
scale §IV. If the Officer saluting be of the rank of Commodore of the second class, Captain, or of 
inferior rank, the return salute shall be of seven guns, as specified in the scale. When more than one 
Flag Officer, Commodore, Captain, Commander, or Lieutenant commanding shall salute, one salute 
shall be fired in return, as an answer to the whole, consisting of the same number of guns as the Officer 
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receiving the salute is entitled to; but no Flag Officer nor Commodore shall be saluted more than once 
during the period of his command by the same Flag Officer, Commodore, Captain, Commander, or 
Lieutenant commanding any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, except on the occasion of a change 
of flags or of broad pendants on a promotion. . 

461. Article 8.—No Captain, Commander, or Lieutenant, nor any other inferior Officer commanding 
one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, shall salute an Officer under the rank of a Commodore of the first 
class, or Brigadier-General, in Her Majesty’s Navy or Army, in any part of the world. ; 

462, Article 9.—When Flag Officers, Commodores, Captains, or other Officers commanding, shall be 
saluted by merchants’ ships (either British or Foreign), they shall return five guns to a single merchant 
ship, and seven to several ships. ; 

463. This Article to apply to all private ships saluting, not being in Her Majesty’s Navy. _ 

464, Article 10.—Having in view to assimilate in practice salutes in all Her Majesty's Dominions 
and the exchange of salutes between Her Majesty’s forts and ships having been forbidden in the Unit 
Kingdom, in future Her Majesty’s ships and vessels, and Her Majesty’s forts and castles, are not, on 
any account, to exchange salutes in any part of Her Majesty’s Dominions. 

465. Article 11.—At the funerals of General and Flag Officers, of Commodores of the first class, and 
Brigadier-Generals dying upon service, minute guns are to be fired whilst the body is proceeding to the 
place of interment; but these minute guns are not to exceed the number to which the Officer’s rank 
entitled him when living. 

466. There shall, moreover, be fired, after the body is deposited in the grave or in the sea, a salute 
of cannon, amounting to the same number of guns as the deceased Officer was entitled to when living ; 
and in the event of a General or Flag Officer dying afioat, and who is to be buried on shore where there 
is a fort, minute guns are to be fired from the ship whilst the body is conveying to the shore; and after 
the body is landed minute guns are to be fired by the fort whilst the funeral procession is moving from 
the landing-place to the place of interment: the minute guns both from the ship and the fort shall not

REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO SEC. V. 


468. Article 1.—The Governor-General of India and the Governors of Madras and Bombay are to be 
saluted by Her Majesty’s ships and forts in India with the number of guns specified in scale § V.; but 
these salutes are not to take place anywhere but in the Indian Seas, and in forts and batteries at and 
to the eastward of the Cape of Good Hope. 

469. Article 2.—The Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports is to be saluted by the forts within his juris- 
diction with the number of guns specified in scale § V., and as heretofore has been the practice. 

470. Article 3.—All other Governors or Lords High Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Colonies, 
Foreign Possessions, Castles, or Fortresses (including Her Majesty’s Lord High Commissioner of the 
Ionian Islands), shall be entitled to a salute of the number of guns specified against their rank in scale 
§ V.; but they shall be entitled to this compliment only within the precincts of their governments; 
consequently when they proceed in a ship of war from the United Kingdom they are only to be salut 
by such ship on their quitting her after arrival at their several destinations.- A Governor, on his first 
landing in his government, shall be entitled to be saluted from the fort or battery with the number of 
guns before specified, and again on his final departure at the expiration of his government; and he 
shall be further entitled to be saluted by such other forts or dependencies of his government as he may 
visit tp his official capacity ; but these latter salutes shall be repeated at each place only once in twelve 
months. 

471. If he shall visit within the precincts of his government any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, 
he shall be saluted by the said ship with the same number of guns, either on his going on board or his 
leaving her; but if he shall visit on the same day several ships in the said port he shall be saluted by 
only one of them; and although his visits to the same ship may be repeated he shall be saluted by 
her only once in twelve months, at each Port or Colony within the precincts of his government; but 
when he shall embark on the final termination of his government he shall be entitled to be saluted 
with the same number of guns from any of Her Majesty’s ships which may be ordered to receive him. 

472. When Governors or Lieutenant-Governors quit their governments on leave of absence they shall 
be entitled to the same salutes on their departure and on their return to their governments as they 
would have been entitled to on their first assuming them, or on their final departure from them. 

473. Article 4.—All Lieutenant-Governors administering the government shall be entitled to the 
salutes specified opposite to their rank in the scale § V., under the foregoing regulations and restrictions 
laid down for Governors. 

474. Article 5.— Lieutenant-Governors not administering the government are to be entitled to be 
saluted with the number of guns specified against their rank in the scale § V.; but they are only to, 


= 
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receive this compliment on their arrival at the seat of government, and on their finally quitting it, and 
only from the forts or batteries at the seat of government. 

475. He is to be saluted also by the ship of war from which he disembarked, and by such ship of war 
also as he may embark in on his final departure. 

476. Article 6.—The union flag or jack, being the distinctive flag or mark of an Admiral of the Fleet 
when displayed at the main-top-gallant-mast-head, and ordered by these Instructions to be saluted 
accordingly, being likewise one of the flags which is to designate the presence of the King or the 
Queen on hoard of a ship when it may be displayed at another mast-head, and all ships or vessels other 
than Her Majesty’s ships or vessels being interdicted from displaying the said flag by the Act of 
3 & 4 Will. IV. cap. 53, art. 9, the said union flag or jack is not, on any account, to be displayed 
at either mast-head of any ship or vessel in consequence of any Governor or Lieutenant-Governor 
of any of Her Majesty’s Possessions or fortresses being on board such ship or vessel; but a fiag 
having a cfown on it, or having the arms of a Colony on it, may be substituted to denote the 
presence of the Governor or Lieutenant-Governor on board any vessel in the precincts of his govern- 
ment. 

477. Article 7.—Civil Functionaries shall have at their funerals the same number of guns fired as 
ue guns, while the procession is going to the burial-ground, as they were entitled to as salutes when 

ving. 

478. Civil Functionaries not entitled to salutes of cannon when living are to have no guns fired at 
their funerals. 


§ VI. Salutes to Foreigners of Distinction. 


479. Article 1.—If a Foreigner of high distinction, or a Foreign Flag Officer, or a General Officer, 
shall visit any one of Her Majesty’s ships or vessels, he may be saluted on his going on board, or on 
jeaving the ship or vessel, with such number of guns as, from his rank, may be deemed proper ; not 
however exceeding 15, unless a British Officer of corresponding rank shall have been saluted by a ship 
or vessel of the nation of such Foreigner with a greater number, in which case an equal number may be 
fired, but never exceeding 19 guns. 

480. The Captain of a Foreign ship of war may also be saluted with nine guns on his visiting one of 
Her Majesty’s ships, if such compliment shall have been paid to the Captain of one of Her Majesty’s 
ships on his visiting a ship of the nation to which such Foreign ship may belong, but if he never had 
an opportunity of visiting such Foreign ship of war, he is nevertheless at liberty to pay the compliment 
to the Foreign Captain, and to return the personal salute from any Foreign ship. 

481. In either of the above-mentioned cases the flag of the nation of such Foreigner shall be hoisted 
during the salute at the mast-head. 

482, Article 2.—Officers commanding Her Majesty’s ships or vessels on visiting Foreign ports are to 
ascertain the number of guns with which such places have usually been saluted, and they are to salute 
with that number of guns, on receiving assurance that the salute will be returned gun for gun; but 
such salutes are not to exceed 21 guns. In the event of there being already in the port a Senior Officer 
of Her Majesty’s ships, his directions on the subject are to be followed ; but if several ships or vessels 
shall arrive together the Senior Officer only of them shall salute. 

483. Article 3.—All salutes from ships of war of other nations, either to Her Majesty’s forts or ships, 
are to be returned gun for gun. 

484. Article 4.—A British ship or vessel of war meeting at sea a Foreign ship of war bearing the 
flag of a Flag Officer, or the broad pendant of a Commodore commanding a station or squadron and 
superior in rank to the Officer of the British ship or vessel, she shall salute such Foreign Flag Officer 
or Commodore with the number of guns to which a British Officer of corresponding rank is entitled, 
upon being assured of receiving in return gun for gun. 

485. Article 5.—Her Majesty’s ships or vessels shall not, on any account, lower their top-gallant-sails, 
nor their flags, to any foreign ships or vessels whatsoever, unless the foreign ships or vessels shall first, 
or at the same time, lower their top-gallant-sails or their flags to them. 


§ VII. Miscellaneous. 
REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO 8EC. VII. 


486. Article 1.—None of the salutes authorized by these Instructions shall be fired from ships of war 
without due communication, by signal or otherwise, being made to the Naval Commanding Officer 
present, except in cases of salutes in compliment to such Commanding Officer himself. 

487. Article 2.—Such of the authorities mentioned in the foregoing Instructions as may, from their 
rank and appointments, be entitled to be saluted in more than one capacity, shall be saluted under that 
rank which shall entitle them to the greatest number of guns, but on no occasion is the same individual 
to be saluted in more than one capacity. 

488. Article 3.—Frequent accidents occurring during the firing of salutes in small vessels, from the 
haste with which the guns are necessarily re-loaded, none of Her Majesty’s vessels, with less than 10 
guns, are in future to fire a salute that may require the re-loading of the guns, unless under circum- 
stances when such omission cannot be explained, to prevent giving offence to a Foreign Power or a 
Foreign Officer. 

489. Article 4.—No other salutes than those authorized by the foregoing Regulations are to be allowed, 
except that upon any important occurrence, such as a great victory gained by Her Majesty’s arms, or 
other highly advantageous national event. The Governor or Officer commanding any of Her Majesty’s 
Possessions abroad may, in conjunction with the Senior Officer of Her Majesty’s Naval Service on the 
spot, direct such salutes to be fired as the occasion may seem to them to require; but, unless the Officers 


in command of both services concur jn the propriety of such salutes being fired, they are not to take 
place by one service only. | 
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430. The Governors of our Colonies are, however, authorized to continue to sanction such salutes as 
may have been customary, and which they may deem right and proper at religious ceremonies, and 
further, to cause the usual salutes to be fired at the opening and closing of the Houses of Parliament 
or Assembly ; but these salutes are in neither of the above cases to exceed 19 guns. 

491. Article 5.—The ammunition for all salutes authorized by the foregoing Instructions shall be 
supplied by Her Majesty's Ordnance at the public charge; but in the event of guns being fired to 
enforce Quarantine.or Port Regulations, where there may be local laws authorizing the recovery of the 
cost of the ammunition used for such purpose, the amount is always to be recovered and paid to the 
respective Officers of the Ordnance at the place.

‘¢ Resolved, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament assembled,— 

1. “That it is expedient to discontinue the present system of Engrossing, and to alter the present 
system of Enrolling Bills, and to make such provisions in lieu thereof as are hereinafter mentioned, 

2. * That this House is prepared to agree to the following arrangements, if agreed to by the 
other House of Parliament.” 

I. That in lieu of being engrossed, every Bill shall be printed fair immediately after it shall have been 
passed in the House in which it originated, and that such fair printed Bill shall be sent to the other 
House, as the Bill so passed, and shall (subject to the regulation next hereinafter mentioned) be dealt 
with by that House, and its Officers, in the same manner in which Engrossed Bills are now dealt with. 

II. That on its Return to the House in which it originated, without Amendments (or if amended, 
after the Amendments shall have been settled and agreed to), it shall be fair printed by the Queen’s 
Printer, who shall furnish a fair print thereof on vellum to the House of Lords, before the Royal Assent, 
and likewise a duplicate of such fair print, also on vellum. 

III. That one of such fair prints of each Bill shall be duly authenticated by the proper Officers of 
gach House, as the Bill to which both Houses have agreed. 

IV. That the Royal Assent shall be endorsed in the usual form on such fair print so authentcated, 
which shall be deposited in the Record Tower, in lieu of the present Engrossment. 

V. That the Copies promulgated in the first instance by the Queen’s Printer, shall be impriessions 
from the same form as the deposited copy. 

VI. That the Master of the Rolls shall, upon being duly authorized in that behalf, receive in lieu of 
the Copies of Public General Acts as now enrolled, the hereinbefore mentioned duplicate fair print of 
each Public General Bill, to be held for the same purposes, and subject to the same conditions for and 

upon which the Enrolled Acts are now received and held by him. 

VII. That it is expedient, with a view to economy, convenience, and despatch, and to the diminution

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COLONIAL GOVERNORS (RETIRING PENSIONS). 
A Britt To AUTHORIZE THE PAYMENT oF RETIRING PENSIONS TO COLONIAL GOVERNORS. 


‘ Preamble. 


Wuenreas it is expendient that retiring pensons should be granted in certain cases to Officers who have 
administered the Government of Her Majesty’s Colonial Possessions: Be it enacted by the Queen’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 


Definition. 


1. In this Act the term “Colony” includes any plantation, island, or other possession within Her 
Majesty’s Dominions, exclusive of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and jof the 
islands being immediate dependencies thereof, and exculsive of India as defined by tne Act of 
Parliament of 1858 “for the better Government of India.” 


Full Rate of Pension. 


2. The full rate of pension hereinafter referred to shall be as follows, that is to say : 

In the case of Officers who shall for at least Four years have administered the Government of any 
Colony or Colonies in which the salary of the Governor is not less than Five thousand pounds, 
One thousand pounds: 

In the case of Officers who shall for at least Four years have administered the Government of any 
Colony or Colonies in which the salary of the Governor is not less than Two thousand five hundred 
pounds, Seven hundred and ify pounds : 

In the case of Officers who shall for at least Four years have administered the Government of any 
Colony or Colonies in which the salary of the Governor is not less than One thousand two hundred 


pounds, Five hundred pounds : 
In other cases, Two hundred and fifty pounds. 
Reduced Rate. 
3. The reduced rate of pension hereinafter referred to shall in all cases be Z'wo thirds of the full rate. 
When full Rate may be granted. . “ 


4. One of Her Majesty’s principal Secretaries of State may, by writing under his hand, grant the full 
rate of pension to any person who, being of the age of Sizty, shall have administered the Government of 
any Colony or Colonies for periods amounting in the whole to Eighteen years, or who, being of the age 
aforesaid, shall have administered such Government or Governments for periods amounting in the 
whole to Ten years, and shall have been employed in the whole either in such administration or in the 
permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, for periods amounting in the whole to Twenty-five years, or to 
any person who, having administered such Government or Governments for periods amounting in the 
whole to Fifteen years, shall have established, to the satisfaction of such Secretary of State, that he is 
incapable, from infirmity of mind or body contracted while administering his Government, of dis- 
charging the duties of any office in the Public Service, and that such infirmity is likely to be 
permanent. . 


When reduced Rate may be granted. 


5. Such Secretary of State may, by such writing as aforesaid, grant the reduced rate of pension to any 
person being of the age of Sixty, who, after having attained the age of Forty, shall have administered 
the Government of any Colony or Colonies for periods amounting in the whole to Twelve years, or to 
any person being of the age of Szrty, who, after having attained the age of Forty, shall have admin- 
istered such Government or Governments for periods amounting in the whole to Eight years, and shall 
have been employed in the whole, either in such administration or in the permanent Civil Service 
of Her Majesty, for periods amounting in the whole to Twenty years, or to any person who, having 
administered such Government or Governments for periods amounting in the whole to Ten years, shall 
have established to the satisfaction of such Secretary of State that he is incapable, from infirmity of 
mind or body contracted while administering his Government, of discharging the duties of any 

office in the Public Service, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. , 


Permanent Civil Service not to be counted under this or any other Act. 


6. No person whose claim toa pension under the provisions of this Act is founded in part upon his 
employment in the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty shall be entitled to claim a Superannuation 
Allowance, in respect of the same employment, under the provisions of any other Act of Parliament. 


Deductions from Pension on account of Half Pay, §c. 


7. In case any person to whom a pension shall have been granted under the provisions of this Act 
shall be or become entitled to any half pay, salary, or other emolument from any public Revenue raised, 
or in respect ef any public services performed within Her Majesty’s dominions, his pension shall be 
reduced by half the amount of such half pay, salary, or emolument. 

N 
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Advancement to higher Rates of Pension. 


8. In case any person to whom a pension shall have been granted under the provisions of this Act 
shall, by reason of his re-employment, become eligible for any higher rate of pension than that already 
granted him, one of Her Majesty’s principal Secretaries of State may, by such writing as aforesaid, grant 
to him such higher rate of pension. 


Person reeiving Pension bound to accept Employment till Sixty ; not to relenquish it till Sixty-five. 


9. In case any Person, having administered the Government of any Colony and not being of the full 
age of sixty, shall be called upon by Her Majesty to administer the Government of any Colony not being 
of a lower class than that on which his rate of pension has been, or in case of his retirement or reaching 
the age of sixty would be calculated, and not being incapable from infirmity of mind or body of admi- | 
nistering such Government, shall refuse to administer the same; or if any such person, not being of the 
full age of sixty-five, shall relinquish such Government without the permission of Her Majesty, or shall 
neglect or decline to execute the duties thereof satisfactorily, the said Secretary of State may by writing 
under his hand declare that such person has forfeited all claim to any pension under this Act, and such 
claim shall thereupon be forfeited accordingly. 


As to Pension of Person also employed in Civil Service. 


10. In case any person shall have administered the Government of any Colony or Colonies, and shall 
have likevrise been employed in the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, but shall not have become 
entitled to any pension under the preceding clauses of this Act, the number of years passed in the 
Government of such Colony or Colonies shall, for the purpose of computing any Superannuation Allow- 
ance to be granted to such person under the Superannuation Act, 1859, be taken to have been passed in 
the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty, and at the rate of salary last received by such person in 
respect of his employment in such permanent Civil Service. 


What to be deemed Employment in Civil Service. 


11, Any person claiming a pension shall, for the purposes of this Act, be taken to have been employed 
in the permanent Civil Service of Her Majesty while holding any office which at the time of his claiming 
such pension would entitle the holder thereof to Superannuation Allowance under the Superannuation 
Act, 1859. 


Secretary of State to determine when an Officer is in Administration of Government. 


12. One of Her Majesty’s principal Secretaries of State may, with the consent of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury, from time to time determine under what conditions and to what extent any 
Officer shall be deemed for the purposes of this Act to have been administering the Government of any 
Colony while administering the same provisionally, or while absent from his Government with per- 
mission of Her Majesty. 


Statement of Pensions to be laid before Parliament. 


__ 13, All pensions granted under this Act shall be paid out of such moneys as Parliament may provide 
for the purpose, and a statement of all such pensions shall be laid annually before Parliament.

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1. The salary of a writer commences at 200/. a year. Free passages are granted, and half salary is 
allowed from the date of embarkation. A bond must be entered into by each writer, and two approved 
sureties with the Agents-General for Crown Colonies, to secure that, in case of his dismissal, or in 
case he shall, within three years from the date of his arrival at Ceylon, either quit the Colony without 
leave or relinquish his appointment, he shall, if required by the Governor, repay to the Colony the 
cost of his passage out. 

2. With a view to facilitate the study of the native languages, all writers appointed henceforward, 
whether from England or by the Governor, will, from the date of their being attached to the Colcnial 
Secretary's Office, or a Cutcherry, receive a pundit allowance of 3/. a month during eighteen months. 
Such allowance will be drawn by the writer only on his certificate that the teacher had been actually 
and bona fide employed. During these eighteen months of study, writers will not be required to 
attend at the public offices more than two hours daily, a period which is considered sufficient to give 
them an opportunity of learning the details of public business, without interfering with their reading. 
‘To ensure a better class of instruction than is now ordinarily attainable by writers, the pundit allow- 
ance will be paid only to masters holding certificates from the Board of Examiners of their compe- 
tency to act in that capacity. , 

3. During these eighteen months, writers will be expected to present themselves monthly, for 
examination in the native languages, before some member of the Board of Examiners, deputed for 
that purpose, who will report on their progress to Government. Such member will have a native 
pundit associated with him, if it should be found advisable. 

4, An examination will be held quarterly by a Board of Examiners, in the subjects to be hereafter 
specified, which examination will be conducted on a system of fixed marks, and, so far as possible, by 
printed papers. ‘I'he Board will consist of a member of the Executive Council, who will be ex-officio 
President, the Assistant Colonial Secretary, the Assistant Auditor-General, the Deputy Queen’s Advo- 
cate, and the Singalese and Malabar Colonial Chaplains, assisted by two pundits, one for each lunguage, 
and by such other person as the Governor may direct. 

5, Every writer will be at liberty to appear before this Board at the examination which occurs not 
later than eighteen months from the date of his being attached to one of the public offices. If he pass 
the examination, and produce to Government a Certificate from the Board of Examiners to that effect, 
the period devoted to study shall count as an equal period of active service, and his rank in the 
service and claim to pension be guided thereby. If he fail to pass, or decline to present himself, his 
claim to count his service shall be deferred, as.at present, until he does pass. His tull time of attend- 
ance at the office will also be regularly enforced thenceforward. 

6. No writer will be appointed to any office on the Civil Establishment until he produces to Govern- 
ment the Certificate aforesaid. 

7. For convenience of study and of attending the examinations, writers, on their first appointment, 
will be attached to one of the public offices at Colombo. Qn passing the examination, or after eighteen 
months, if they have not passed, they may be detached to the provincial cutcheries, or otherwise 
disposed of according to the requirements of the public service. 

8. The examinations referred to in the 3rd section will be in the following subjects :— 


Ist. Précis writing and conduct of official business. 
2nd. The system of accounts employed in Government Offices. 
3rd. Government Regulations and Minutes in force in the Colony, such ordinances as are 
likely to be specially required by officers in the third and fourth classes of the 
service, viz.:—Those relating to police courts and courts of requests. and fiscal’s 
duties ; also the Customs’ Acts, ae those regulating Tolls, Stamps, and Licenses; the 
Law of Evidence. 
4th. Native languages. 
Reading and -vriting in one langnage, togethcr with a thorough and detailed examination in 
its grammar, translation from English into the same language, and vice versé. The pro- 
ficiency of the candidate in conversation will be tested by viva voce examination. 


9. The Board of Examiners shall give, on the first July of each year, notice of the books and docu- 
ments they intend to use during the ensuing one. 

10. On passing this examination, a writer’s pay will be increased to 300. 

il. Any gentlemen appointed a writer, who is of Cingalese, ‘Tamil, or Eurasian parentage, or who 
has been exclusively educated and brought up in Ceylon, shall be required to pass the foregoing 
examination in whichever of the native languages has not been spoken by, or familiar to him, asa 
child. His knowledge of the latter language will be tested by conversation only. 

12. If a writer should fail to pass, he must continue to present himself monthly before the Examiners 
appointed by the Government, and at least once in six months before the assembled Board. If he 
cannot pass within three years from his being attached to one of the public offices, his pay will be with- 
drawn, and the Secretary of State will be recommended to cancel his appointment. 

13. Gentlemen, not writers, who have been, or may be appointed to act in any office in the third and 
fourth classes, will be required to pass the examination specified in clause 7, before being confirmed in 
their offices, if such offices are of the value of 300/. or upwards. 

An exception to this rule may be made in favour of the Assistant Auditor-General ; but in no case 
avill an officer be promoted from that post, unless he have passed the examination. 

14. To rise from the third to the second class of the junior branch of the Civil Service, all officers 
will be required to pass a further examination in the following subjects :— 


Ist. Native languages. 
(a.) An examination in the language previously taken up by them, of the same scope 
and character as the former one. 
~()A apaeal examination in the other language, omitting writing in the native cha- 
racter. ; 
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2nd. Government Regulations and Minutes, the ordinances in force in the Colony. , 
8rd. Forms of courts and judicial procedure. 
4th. An epitome of Roman and Dutch Law. Digest of Kandian Customs’ and Mercantile Law. 


Their progress and attainments in the other subjects of the former examination will also be liable to 
be inquired into. 

14. Officers holding substantive appointments on the fixed Establishment, on or before July Ist, 
1863, will not be expected to take up more than one language for this Examination. 

15. Gentlemen in class 2 who have never passed an Examination in the native languages will remain 
subject to the decision of the Secretary of State that their promotion will be liable to be suspended 
until their proficiency in conversation and reading one language be ascertained. 

16. Where a Writer appointed previously to January, 1863, has held an appointment (whether acting or 
substantive) on the fixed Establishment, during his Writership, or any part of it, such service will be 
reckoned in determining his claim to pension. Provided always, that such service shall have been 
cuntinuous up to the date of his passing the Examination in the native languages. 

17. The Minutes of the 27th May, 1852, 30th July, 1853, and 15th August, 1853, and the 18th, 19th, 
and 21st clauses of the Minute of the 14th February, 1845, are hereby cancelled.*

HONG KONG CADETSHIPS. 


Wirn a view to supply the Civil Service in Hong Kong with an efficient Staff of Intrepreters, it 
is intended that a certain number of Cadetships shall be established, the holders of which are to devote 
themselves for a certain time after their arrival in the Colony to learning the language. 

As vacancies in the public service arise, gentlemen will be appointed to Cadetships, after a com- 

titive examination by the Civil Service Commissioners (at a time and place to be fixed by them), 
om amongst Candidates nominated for this purpose by the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

every Candidate must have attained the age of 20 and be under the age of 23. 

The following will be the subjects of examination :— 

1. Exercises designed to test Handwriting and Orthography. 
. The four first rules of Arithmetic. 
. Latin, and one other foreign language. 
. English Composition, including Precis Writing. 
5 fue and eae rt a 
. History and Geo : 
: Constivutional and International Law. 
Natural Science. 
. Any two of the following languages, not having been taken up under No. 3:—French, 
German, Spanish, Italian. 

Candidates who cannot pass in the first two subjects will be rejected, but those subjects will not 
tell in competition. 

Every Candidate must undergo & competitive examination in the 3rd and 4th subjects, andin any 
two others which he may select. 

But any Candidate who takes up the 9th subject may, if he chooses, be examined in five subjects 
instead of four. 


Each Cadet will receive a salary of £200 per annum, to commence from the day of leaving 
England. The cost of his passage to Hong Kong will be paid, and quarters, teachers, and books will 
be provided for him at the public expense while studying the language. 

For two years after the arrival of the Cadets in Hong Kong, they shall apply themselves es- 
pecially to learning Chinese. : 

At the end of two vears’ study, or as soon afterwards as they shall be declared qualified by a 
Board of Competent Examiners, they will be appointed Government Interpreters, and be employed in 
such of the Departments as may require their services, at salaries of £400 per annum each, without 
other allowances. 

After two years’ approved service as Interpreters, the salary will be increased to £500; and 
after three years’ service they will be considered eligible by the Secretary of State for promotion to 
the higher offices in the Civil Service of Hong Kong. 

The Cadets, while studying Chinese, will be under the control and supervision of the Governor 
of the Colony, who will frame regulations for their hours of study and general government. 

The progress of the Cadets will be tested by half-yearly examinations, and every Cadet will be 
liable, at any time, to be dismissed if his progress or conduct shall be considered by the Governor and 
Executive Council to be so unsatisfactory as to render such a course desirable. The Governor and 
Council will decide, having regard to the ground of dismissal, whether the Cadet shall be sent home at 
the public expense, or shall be left to find his own way home, or shall be, in addition, called upon to 
repay the cost of his passage out. 

A bond must be entered into by each Cadet and two approved sureties with the Agents-General 
for Crown Colonies, to secure that in case of his dismissal, or in case he shall, within four years from the 
date of his arrival at Hong Kong, either quit the Colony without leave, or relinquish his appointment, 
he shall, if required by the Governor, repay to the Colony the cost of his passage out, together with a 
further sum of £50 for each year for the cost of his teaching while in the Colony.

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CEYLON PENSION MINUTE. 


1. Unper instructions from the Right Honourable the Secretary of State, his Excellency the 
Governor is pleased to direct, that the tollowing Rules respecting Pensions to the public servants of 
this colony be published for general information. 

2. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, all public servants on the fixed 
ee of the Island, drawing a salary of 25/. and upwards, shall be entitled to pensions, as 

ollows :— 

To any person who shall have served ten years and upwards, and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of fifteen-sixtieths of the annual salary of his office. 

For eleven years, and under twelve years, an annual allowance of sixteen-sixtieths of such salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional year of such service, until the completion of a period of service of thirty-five years, when 
the annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted: and no addition shall be made in respect of 
any service beyond thirty-five years. 

3. The Surveyor-General, Assistant Surveyors and Draftsmen, shall be entitled to pensions as follows : 

To any person who shall have served ten years and upwards, and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of twenty-sixtieths of the annual salary of his office. 

For eleven years and under twelve years, an annual allowance of twenty-one-sixtieths of such salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional year of such service, until the completion of a period of service of thirty years, when the 
annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted: and no addition shall be made in respect of any 
service beyond thirty years. 

4. Any public servant of the Colony already, or to be hereafter elevated to the office of Governor 
of Ceylon, shall, on his retirement from that office, be entitled to the same pension as if he had con- 
tinued to hold the office which he vacated when he was appointed Governor, and (supposing him not 
to be fifty-five years of age) as if he had retired from ill-health. Provided, that if there shall be 
offered to any such ex-Governor, being under the age of fifty-five years, any public office or situation 
under the Crown, which, having reference as well to the state of his health as to the nature’of his 
previous services, such ex-Governor may, in the jndgment of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, be properly called upon to accept; it shall be competent to the said Lords 
Commissioners to declare that the pension of such ex-Governor shall be suspended, either during his 
tenure of such office or situation, in case he shall accept the same; or, in case of his non-acceptance, 
until he shall attain the age of fifty-five years. . 

5.* The pensions of the Judges of the Supreme Court are not affected by this minute. They will, 
in all respects continue to be regulated by the Minute of the 5th December, 1846. : 

6.* In case of the elevation of the Queen’s Advocate to the Bench of the Supreme Court, half of his 
period of service as Queen's Advocate shall be reckoned towards his pension. ; 

7. No public servant will be held to have an absolute right to compensation for past services, or to 
any pension under this Minute; and Government will retain power and authority to dismiss any 
public servant without compensation. * ; ; 

8. No pension will be granted to any public servant without the authority of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, in order to obtain which, certificates of service, age, good conduct, and of the ground of retirement, 
must be submitted to the Secretary of State. 

9. No pension shall be granted to any public servant who shall be under fifty-five years of age, unless 
upon certificate from the head of the department to which he may belong, and from two medical 
practitioners, that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge the duties of his situation ; 
nor, unless he shall have discharged these duties with diligence and fidelity, to the satisfaction of the head 
of his department. And in case the officer claiming such pension shall be himself the head of a 
department, then such pension shall not be granted unless he shall have discharged the duties of his 
office with diligence and fidelity, to the satisfaction of the Governor, by whom the same shall be certi- 
fied to the Secretary of State. . ; 

10. It will be competent to Her Majesty’s Government, in cases of peculiar and extraordinary merit, 
to grant special and higher rates of pension than those laid down in this Minute. casa 

11. The above-mentioned rates are only to be granted in cases of decidedly faithful and meritorious 
service: but where the testimony as to fidelity, diligence, and merit is in any respect defective, a 
deduction will be made from the apportioned rates. Where there has been obvious negligence, irre- 
gularitv, or misconduct, the grant of allowance will be altogether withheld. ; 

12. The claim of a public servant to a pension will be considered to have commenced from his first 
permanent appointment to the fixed establishment of the Island. . 

13. Writers appointed since the 30th July, 1853, in the civil establishments of this colony, and prior 
to the Ist January, 1863, will date the commencement cf their claim to pension from the date of their 
appointment as Writers, provided they eventually pass the examination required by the Minute of the 
14th February, 1845, as to their general attainments and proficiency in the native language, and as to 
théir competency to fill an appointment in the service. Writers appointed before the 30th July, 1853, 
will date the commencement of their claim to pension from the date of their appointment as writers. 

14, The services in respect of which superannuation allowances are granted ought in all cases to 
have been continuous, unless interrupted by reduction of office or other temporary suspension of 
employment, not arising from misconduct, or voluntary resignation of the party. 

15. The pension shall be computed upon the amount of the salary enjoyed by a public servant at the 
time of his retirement: Provided he shall have been in the receipt of the same, or in the same branch 
and class of the service, for at least three years; otherwise the pension shall be calculated upon the 
average amount of salary received by such person for three years next preceding the commencement 
of such pension.

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16. In case of suspension or reduction, or abolition of office, temporary allowances may be assigned 
agreeably to the specified rates; on condition, however, that the parties receiving the same will be 
liable to be recalled into Service, and with the understanding that they are to be re-employed, as 
opportunity may offer, in preference to new applicants for office. 

17. Every officer on the Provisional Establishment will, in the event of transfer to the Fixed 
Establishment, be entitled to reckon his temporary service, when it has been continuous, with his 
subsequent permanent service. 

ale a pensions to be allowed under this Minute shall be reckoned on the salary of the permanent 
office only. 

19. The period of service upon which the superannuation allowance of all officers appointed to the 
public service, taking leave of absence in the regular manner with abatement of salary will be calcu- 
lated, will be at the rate of one month for every two months of such leave. Absences in excess of the 
period for which half-salary may be allowed under the 115th Colonial Regulation will not count as 
service. : 

20. The above Rule shall apply to all public servants who have been appointed since the Ist Septem- 
ber, 1852. ‘Those who were appointed before that time will continue to be entitled to have the entire 
period of their absence calculated. 

21. Should the term of service not warrant tle assignment of an annual allowance, a gratuity may 
be granted, after the rate of one month’s salary for each year of service. 

22. ‘The Minutes of 3rd July, 1845, 23th August and 19th September, 1846, 30th January, 1847, 31st 
July, 1848, 12th September, 1849, Ist September, 1852, and 16th September, 1857, are hereby repealed.

MINUTE FOR THE JUDGES OF THE SUPREME CouRT. 


His Excellency the Governor is pleased to announce that the Right Honourable the Secretary of 
State has authorized the establishment of a Scheme of Pensions for the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
this Island, under the following Regulations :— 

A Judge who is unable, after fifteen years’ service, as such, to continue efficiently to discharge the 
duties of his Office, will be entitled to a Pension not exceeding one-half of his Salary ; such Pension 
will not however be increased in consequence of prolonged service beyond fifteen years. 

In the event of a Judge being compelled by ill health to retire after & service of seven years, but less 
than fifteen years, he will be permitted, on producing a Medical Certificate of incapacity to continue in 
the discharze of his duties, to retire on a Pension not exceeding one-fourth of his Salary. 

To a Judge who should retire before completing seven years’ service no Pension will be granted. 

No Judge will be heid to have an absolute right to compensation for past services, or to a Pension 
under this Minute: and no Pension will be granted without the authority of Her Majesty’s Government; 
in order to obtain which Certificates of service, age, and the grounds of retirement will be submitted to 
the Secretary of State.

SuspsEequenT Ceyion Pension Mrnore, amending that of July, 1861. 


His Fxcellency the Governor has received instructions from his Grace the Secretary of State, to 
notify that Her Majesty’s Government have extended the application to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, of the provision contained in the 19th clause of the Pension Minute of the 26th July, 1861, by 
which half only of the period spent on leave of absence is to be reckoned as service towards super- 
annuation. ‘This provision will apply to all Judges of the Supreme Court appointed since the lst 
December, 1862, or to be hereafter appointed. 

His Excellency has further to notify, that in the case of any Queen’s Advocate being hereafter 
appointed a Judge of the Supreme Court, one-fourth only of the period of any leave of absence granted 
to such officer during his service as Queen’s Advocate will be reckoned in considering his pension.

With reference to the Minute of the 19th of April, 1862, his Excellency the Governor is pleased to 
direct that the half salary of every Officer proceeding on leave of absence to England, shall in future be 
paid, in all cases, by the Agents-General for Crown Colonies in London, on production of the Certificate 
mentioned in Minute above quoted . and no payments will hereafter be made on this account in Ceylon. 

‘This rule will take effect from the lst of July next.

HONG KONG PENSION MINUTE. 


1. Under instructions from the Right Honourable the Secretary of State, his Excellency the Governor 
is pleased to direct that the following Rules respecting Pensions to the public servants of this Colony 
be published for general information. 

2, Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, all public servants holding offices 
nained in the Civil List Ordinance, or offices described in the annual estimates as the Fixed Establish- 
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ment of the Colony, and drawing salaries of thirty pounds a year and upwards, shall be entitled to 
pensions as follows :— 


To any persons who shall have served ten years and upwards and under eleven years, an annual 
allowance of fifteen-sixtieths of the annual salary of his office. 

For eleven years and under twelve years an annual allowance of sixteen-sixtieths of such salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the annual allowance of one-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional year of such service until the completion of a period of service of thirty-five years, when 
the annual allowance of forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made in respect of 
any service beyond thirty-five years. 


3. The Chief Justice, provided he shall not have served in any other office in the Colony, shall be 
entitled to a pension after seven years’ service; at which time an allowance of three years’ additional 
service shall be made to him; such pension to increase at the rate of two years’ service for each 
additional year he serves until an allowance of ten years’ additional service has been made to him: 
after which his pension shall increase at the same rate only as other officers, until he shal] have reached 
twenty-five years’ service, when he may receive the full allowance of forty-sixtieths of his annual 
salary, and no addition shall be made for any service beyond twenty-five years. 

4. The Judge of the Summary Jurisdiction Court, and the Colonial Chaplain, provided that previous 
to their appointments in such capacities they shall not have served in other offices in the Colony, shall 
be entitled, after ten years’ and under eleven years’ service, to pensions at the rate of twenty-sixtieths 
of the annual salaries of their respective offices, increasing an additional sixtieth for every additional 
year’s service, until the completion of thirty years’ service, when the annual allowance of forty- 
sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made in respect of any service beyond thirty years. 
In case of the elevation of any Judge of the Court of Summary Jurisdiction, who may be entitled to the 
additional five years allowed by this clause, to the office of Chief Justice, the pension of such officer 
upon retirement may be calculated at the rate specified in this clause. The Surveyor-General and the 
Assistant Surveyor-General, when debarred trom private practice, shall be allowed the benefit of five 
additional years in regard of pension on the ground of professional services. 

4. Any public servant of the Colony who may be elevated to the office of Governor of Hong Kong 
shall, on his retirement from that office, be entitled to the same pension as if he had continued to hold 
the office which he vacated when he was appointed Governor and (supposing him not to be fifty-five 
years of age) as if he had retired from ill-health. Provided that if there shall be offered to any such 
ex-Governor being under the age of fifty-five years any public office, or situation under the wn, 
which having reference as well to the state of his health as to the nature of his previous services, such ex- 
Governor may, in the judgment of the Lords Commissioners of H.M.’s Treasury, be properly called upon 
to accept ; it shall be competent to the said Lords Commissioners to declare, should he decline the same, 
that the pension of such ex-Governor shall be suspended until he shall attain the age of fifty-five years. 

6. No public servant will be held to have an absolute right to compensation for past services, or to 
ma pension under this Minute; and Government will retain power and authority to dismiss any 
public servant without compensation. 

7. No pension will be granted to any public servant without the authority of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, in order to obtain which, certificates of service, age, good conduct, and of the ground of 
retirement, must be submitted to the Secretary of State. 

8. No pension shall be granted to any public servant who shall be under fifty-five years of age, 
unless upon certificate from the head of the department to which he may belong, and from two medical 
practitioners, that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge the duties of his situa- 
tion ; nor unless he shall have discharged those duties with diligence and fidelity, to the satisfaction of 
the head of his Department. And in case the officer claiming such pension shall be himself the head 
of a department, then such pension shall not be granted unless he shall have discharged the duties of 
his office with diligence and fidelity, to the satisfaction of the Governor, by whom the same shall be 
certified by the Secretary of State. 

9. It will be competent to Her Majesty’s Government, in cases of peculiar and extraordinary merit, 
to grant special and higher rates of pension than those laid down in this Minute, but not exceeding the 
full amount of the salary. 

10. The above-mentioned rates are only to be granted in cases of decidedly faithful and meritorious 
service; but where the pmagr as to fidelity, diligence, and merit is in any respect defective, a 
deduction will be made from the apportioned rates. Where there has been obvious negligence, 
irregularity or misconduct, the grant of allowance will be altogether withheld. 

ll. The claim of a public servant to pension will be considered to have commenced from the date 
of his first permanent appointment to the Fixed Establishment of this Colony ; service on the Tem- 
porary Establishment of this Colony will, however, be allowed to count for pension when such service 
shall have been continuous with a subsequent permanent appointment. In the case of public officers 
appointed from Home (except cadets) their services will be reckoned from the date of the Secretary of 
State’s despatch, notifying the appointment to the Governor. 

12, Cadets appointed in pursuance of the regulations published in the ‘Government Gazette’ of 
12th October, 1861, will date the commencement of their claims to pension from the period at which the 
Board of Examiners may declare them qualified for Government interpreters. : 

13. The services in respect of which superannuation allowances are granted, ought in all cases to 
have been continuous; unless interrupted by reduction of office, or other temporary suspension of 
employment, not arising from misconduct, or voluntary resignation of the party. 

14. The pension shall be computed upon the salary of the permanent office held by a public servant 
at the time of his retirement, provided he shall have held the same office for at least three years, and 
that the salary of the same shall not have been revised during that time: otherwise the pension shall be 
calculated upon the average annual amount of salary received by such person for three years next 
preceding the commencement of such pension. 
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15. In case of reduction or abolition of office, temporary allowances may be assigned bly to 
the specified rates ; on condition, however, that the parties receiving the same will be liable to be re- 
called into the service, and with the understanding that they are to be re-employed as opportunity may 
occur, in preference to new applicants for office. 

16. The period of service upon which the superannuation allowance of all officers appointed to the 
public service, taking leave of absence in the regular manner with abatement of salary, will be calcu- 
lated, will be at the rate of one month for every two months of such leave. Absences in excess of 
the period for which half-salary may be allowed under the 115th Colonial Regulation will not count 
as service. 

17. If any person receiving a pension under this Minute should be appointed to fill any office in any 
public department, such pension shall cease to be paid for any period subsequent to such appointment 
if the annual amount of the profits of the office to which he shall be appointed shall be equal to those of 
the office formerly held by him; and in case it shall not be equal to those of his former office, then no 
more of such pension shall be paid to him than what with the salary of his new appointment shall be 
equal to the profits of his former office. 

18. Should the time of service not warrant the assignment of an annual allowance, a gratuity may 
be granted after the rate of one month’s salary for each year of service,

‘TABLE SHOWING THE RATES OF PENSION PAYABLE TO THE PusBvLiIc OFFICERS OF THE COLONY OF 
Hong Kona UNDER THE PRECEDING MINUTE. 
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1, An abatement at the rate of four dollars per centum per annum, for a term not exceeding thirty- 
five years, shall be made from the salary or official income of any person who, at any time after the taking 
effect of this Ordinance, shall be appointed to any public office, the salary or official income of which 
shall amount to or exceed the sum of six hundred dollars per annum; and such abatement shall be 
made in proper proportion by the Receiver-General, upon each occasion of his paying to such public 
servant any portion of the salary of his office. 

_ 2. In any case in which the income of a public servant to be so appointed shall be derived from fees, 
such public servant shall, within fourteen days from the expiration of each quarter, furnish the 
Receiver-General with a certificate under the hand of the Auditor-General of the amount of fees 
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received by him during such quarter, and shall at the same time pay to him a sum equal to four per 
centum on such amount; and if any such public servant shall fail to make such payment for the space 
of fourteen days from the time at which it is hereby declared to be due, he shall be deemed to have 
forfeited all previous payments of the like nature, and any abatements that may have been made from 
any salary of which he may have been previously in the receipt, as well as all claim to any Retiring or 
Superannuation Allowance. 

3. It shall be lawful for any person who may, on the taking effect of this Ordinance, hold any public 
office, the salary or official income of which shall exceed six hundred dollars per annum, to declare, 
within one month from the taking effect hereof, whether it is his wish to be brought under the operation 
of this Ordinance; and any person who may signify such wish shall, within six months from the taking 
effect hereof, pay to the Keceiver-General a sum equal to two per centum per annum upon the salary 
or official income which such person shall have received during his service under the Government of 
this Colony, previously to the taking etfect hereof; and shall, at the time of making such payment, 
produce to the Receiver-General a certificate under the hand of the Auditor-General of the correctness 
of such sum; and such person shall thereupon become sulject to the provisions and entitled to the 
benefit of this Ordinance, as on and from the taking effect of the same: Provided, that no such 
payment sliall be due or payable in respect of any year in excess of thirty-five years. 

4, he service in respect of which any sum shall be payable under the provisions of the preceding 
section, shall be continuous; and the service of every public servant shall, for the purposes of this 
Ordinance, be taken to commence from the date of his first permanent appointment,to any office under 
the Government of this Colony; and if any public servant shall, at any time before the taking effect 
hereof, have resigned his office, or have been dismissed from the same, then and in any such case the 
amount payable under the provisions of the preceding section shall be calculated and become due onl 
in respect of his service subsequent to his re-appointment ; and if any public servant shall, after the 
taking effect hereof, resign, or be dismissed from his office for misconduct, he shall be deemed to have 
forfeited all claim to any sums which may have been paid or abated under the preceding provisions 
hereof, as well as all claim to any superannuation allowance. 

5. In computing the term of service of any public servant, no deduction shall be made from the 
same in respect of any portion thereof during which he may have been, or shall hereafter be absent 
from the performance of the duties of his office with the permission of the Government: Provided, 
that such officer shall be liable to make the payments hereinbefore appointed, in respect of the time 
for which he shall have been or shall be so absent. 

6. If at any time before or after the taking effect of this Ordinance, any public servant shall have 
been, or shall be deprived of his office by reason of the abolition thereof, it shall be lawful for the 
Governor and the Court of Policy to determine the terms upon which such public servant shall, on 
appointment to some other office, be entitled to the benefit of the provisions hereof, in respect to the 
period for which he may have been, or shall be unemployed. 

7. The Superannuation or Retiring AHowance, to be granted under this Ordinance, shall be as follows :— 
To any public servant who shall have served ten years and under eleven years, ten-fiftieths of the annual 
salary or official income of the office which he may hold at the time of his retiring or becoming super- 
annuated, and for each subsequent year of service completed an additional fiftieth of such salary or 
official income; but no addition shall be made in respect of any service beyond thirty-five years. 

8. It shall be lawful for the Governor and the Court of Policy to pay to any public servant who, 
being the holder of an office in respect of which an allowance is granted by this Ordinance, may be 
constrained from infirmity of body or mind to leave the public service before the completion of the 
period which would entitle him to such allowance, such sum of money, by way of gratuity, as the said 
Governor and Court of Policy may think proper, not exceeding the amount of one month’s salary or 
official income of such office for each year of service. 

9. It shall not be lawful to grant any allowance under this Ordinance to any public servant who shall 
be under fifty-five years of age, unless upon medical certificate, to the satisfaction of the Governor and 
Court of Policy, that such public servant is incapable from infirmity of mind or body to discharge the 
duties of his situation, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. 

10. Whenever any person holding one of the undermentioned offices shall, at any time after the 
expiration of ten years’ service, become entitled to an allowance under the preceding provisions 
hereof, it shall be lawful for the Governor and Court of Policy, in computing such allowance, to add 
to the service of such person any number of years, not exceeding those hereinafter set forth; that is 
to say :—In the case of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for the time being, anv number of years 
not exceeding eleven; in the case of the Attorney-General, the Government Secretary, the Puisne 
Judges, and the Surgeon-General, any number of years not exceeding five. 

11, All abatements shall be made from, and every Retiring or Superannuation Allowance shall be 
computed upon, the permanent salary or official income of the public servant liable to such abatement 
or accepting such allowance. 

12, If any public servant shall, after holding any office in this Colony for the space of ten years and 
upwards, and after having become subject to the abatement hereinbefore provided, be appointed by 
Her Majesty to any public office in any other part of Her Majesty’s dominions, such public servant 
shall be entitled on his final retirement, whether from infirmity or by reason of his being super- 
annuated, from the service of Her Majesty, to demand and receive from the Government of this 
Colony an allowance, at the rate of one-fiftieth of the salary or official income of the office last held by 
him herein, for each year during which he shall have been subjected to abatement as hereinbefore 

rovided. 

‘ 13. In all cases where any doubt shall arise, the Governor and Court of Policy shall have full power 
and authority to determine who shall be considered public officers of this Colony within the meaning 
of this Ordinance, and to decide all questions which may arise in respect to the period of service to be 
allowed in computing the claim of public servants holding office before the taking effect hereof, and 
likewise all questions that may arise in respect to the abatement to be made from, or the allowance to 
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be granted to, any officer whose official income may have been at any time or may be derived from 
fees, and also to grant such extension of time, as they may think fit, to any absent public officer, to 
make the declaration and payment mentioned in the third section of this Ordinance.

VICTORIA SUPERANNUATION ACT. 


When any officer, after the passing of this Act (except as herinafter provided), has attained the full 
age of sixty years he shall thereupon retire from active service upon a superannuation allowance. 

Any officer who at the time of the passing of this Act has attained, or within ten years thereafter 
shall have attained the age cf sixty years, if or as soon as he shall have been ten years in the Civil 
Service of Victoria, or of the district of Port Phillip or of both, and if he has not reccived any other 
compensation or retiring allowance in respect of such service, shall retire from active service on an 
annual allowance of half of the average annual salary received by him during the two years preceding 
his superannuation. 

The Governor in Council may nevertheless require any officer who would otherwise retire as afore- 
said notwithstanding his age, to continue to perform his duties. 

When any officer desires to retire from active service and has not attained the full age of sixty years, 
if he produce medical evidence satisfactory to the Governor in Council, that he is incapable from 
infirmity of mind or body to discharge the duties of his office, and that such infirmity is likely to be 
adie the Governor in Council may permit such officer to retire accordingly upon a superanuuation 
allowance. 

If the Governor in Council require any officer to resume his duties in his former office or in any 
other office for which he is qualified, and if such officer be in such a state of health as to be able to 
pertorm such duties, and if he decline to undertake such duties or neglect duly to perform the same, 
such officer shall forfeit his right to the superannuation allowance which had been granted to him, and 
if he resume his duties his superannuation allowance shall merge in his salary. 

Every superannuated officer (except as hereinbefore expressly provided) whether his remuneration 
be computed bv day pay, weekly wages, or annual salary, shall receive in respect of such superannu- 
ation the following annual allowance (that is to say), after ten years’ service, and under eleven years’, 
ten-sixtieths of the average annual salary received by him during three years preceding his superannu- 
ation, sfter eleven and under twelve years’ service, eleven-sixtieths of such annual salary, and in like 
manner for each additional year of service, an addition to his annual allowance of one-sixtieth of such 
salary until he has completed the full term of service of forty years, but the total amount of any super- 
annuation allowance shall in no case exceed forty-sixtieths of the salary on which the allowance is 
computed. 

Where any officer has served for a less period than ten years, if, without his own default and in 
the discharge of his public duty. he receive such bodily injury as to incapacitate him from the discharge 
of his duties, the Governor in Council may grant to such officer a gratuity not exceeding three months’ 
pay at his then rate of salary for each year of service. 

Where any oflicer has served for a less period than ten years, if he be constrained from infirmity of 
body or of mind to leave the service, the Governor in Council may grant to him such gratuity as he 
may think fit, not exceeding in any case the amount of one month’s pay at his then rate of salary for 
each year of service. 

If any officer shall die from bodily injury received without his own default in the discharge of his 
public duty, the Governor in Council may grant to the widow or children, or at his discretion to any 
other relations of such oflicer, a gratuity not exceeding one montli’s pay for each year of service, at the 
average annual salary he was receiving for the ten years next preceding his death if such officer was 
employed ten years in the Civil Service, and if he was not employed ten years, then at the average 
annual salary he was receiving during the time he was so employed. 

When any superannuation allowance is granted under this Act, the causes of the granting thereof 
shall be set forth in the warrant granting the same. 

Nothing herein contained shall be taken to prevent the Governor from recommending to Parliament 
any addition to any superannuation allowance or gratuity, in consideration of any special services 
rendered by the otticers entitled thereto, or of any other unusual circumstances. 
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PENSION RULES SUGGESTED AS APPLICABLE FOR THE COLONY OF THE STRAITS 
SETTLEMENTS. 


1. Subject to the exceptions and provisions hereinafter contained, all Public Servants on the Fixed 
Establishment of the Colony, and wing Salaries of upwards of 120 Rupees a Year, shall be entitled 
to Pensions as follows :— 

To any person who shall have served Ten Years and upwards and under Eleven Years an Annual 
Allowance of Fifteenth-sixtieths of the Annual Salary of his Office. 

For Eleven Years and under Twelve Years an Annual Allowance of Sixteen-sixtieths of such 
salary. 

And in like manner a further addition to the Annual Allowance of One-sixtieth in respect of each 
additional Year of such service until the completion of a period of Service of ‘Thirty-five Years, 
when the Annual Allowance of Forty-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall be made in 
respect of any Service beyond Thirty-five Years. 

2. The Chief Justices, provided they shall not have served in any other Office in the Colony, shall 
be entitled to Pensions after Seven Years’ Service; at which time an Allowance of Three Years’ 
additional Service shall be made to them; such Pension to increase at the rate of Two Years’ Service 
for each additional Year they serve until an Allowance of Ten Years’ additional Service has been made 
to them ; after which their Pensions shall increase at the same rate only as other Officers until they 
shall have reached Twenty-five Years Service when they may each receive the full Allowance of Forty- 
sixtieths of their respective Annual Salaries, and no addition shall be made fur any Service beyond 
Twenty-five Years. 

8. The Judge of the Summary Jurisdiction Court, the Colonial Chaplains, and the Chief Engineers 
of the Straits Settlements, provided that, previous to their appointments in such capacities they shall 
not have served in other Offices in the Colony, shall be entitled, after Ten Years’ and Eleven Years’ 
Service, to Pensions at the rate of Twenty-sixtieths of the Annual Salaries of their respective Offices, 
increasing an additional Sixtieth for every additional Years’ Service, until the completion of Thirt 
Years’ Service, when the Annnal Allowance of Forthy-sixtieths may be granted, and no addition shall 
be made in respect of any Service beyond Thirty Years. In case of the elevation of any Judge of 
the Court of Summary Jurisdiction, who may be entitled to the additional Five Years allowed by this 
clause, to the office of Chief Justice, the Pension of such Officer upon retirement may be calculated at 
the rate specified in this clause. 

4, Any Public Servant of the Colony who may be elevated to the Office of Governor of the Straits 
Settlements shall, on his retirement fron that Office, be entitled to the same Pension as if he had 
continued to hold the Office which he vacated when he was appointed Governor, and (supposing him 
not to be Fifty-five years of age) as if he had retired from il “health Provided that if there shall be 
offered to any such ex-Governor being under the age of Fifty-five Years any Public Office, or situation 
under the Crown, which, having reference as well to the state of his health as to the nature of his 

revious Services, such ex-Governor may, in the judgment of the Lords Commissioners of H. M.’s 

asury, be properly called upon to accept; it shall be competent to the said Lords Commissioners 

to declare, should he decline the same, that the Pension of such ex -Governor shall be suspended 
until he shall obtain the age of Fifty-five Years. 

5. No public Servant will be held to have an absolute right to compensation for past Services, or 
to any Pension under this Minute; and Government will retain power and authority to dismiss any 
Public Servant without compensation. 

6. No Pension will be granted to any Public Servant without the authority of Her Majesty’s 
Government, in order to obtain which certificates of service, age, good conduct, and of the ground of 
retirement, must be submitted to the Secretary of State. 

7. No Pension shall be granted to any public servant who shall be under the fifty-five years of age, 
unless upon Certificate from the Head of the Department to which he may belong, and from two 
Medical Practitioners, that he is incapable, from infirmity of mind or body, to discharge the duties of 
his situation; nor unless he shall have discharged those duties with diligence and fidelity, to the 
satisfaction of the Head of his Department. And in case the Officer ciaiming such Pension shall be 
himself the Head of a Department, then such Pension shall not be granted unless he shall have 
discharged the duties of his Office with diligence and fidelity to the satisfaction of the Governor, by 
whom the same shall be certified to the Secretary of State. 

8. It will be competent to Her Majesty's Government, in cases of peculiar and extraordinary merit, 
to grant special and higher rates of Pension than those laid down in this Minute, but not exceeding the 
full amount of the salary. 

9, The above-mentioned rates are only to be granted in cases of decidedly faithful and meritorious 
service ; but where the testimony as to fidelity, diligence, and merit is in any respect defective, a 
deduction will be made from the apportioned rates. Where there has been obvious negligence, 
irregularity, or misconduct, the grant of allowance will be altogether withheld. 

10. The claim of a Public Servant to Pension will be considered to have commenced from the date 
of his first permanent appointment to the Fixed Establishment of this Colony, except as regards the 
Uncovenanted Servants who may be serving at the time of the transfer who will be entitled to date 
their claims to Pensions from the time at which they would have commenced under the Indian 
Regulations; Service on the Temporary Establisl:ment of this Colony will, however, be allowed to 
count for Pension when such service shall have been continuous with a subsequent permanent 
appointment. In the case of Public Officers appointed from Home (except Cadets) their services will 


bss reckoned from the date of the Secretary’s of State despatch notifying the appointment to the 
overnor. 
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11. Cadets who may hereafter be appointed will date the commencement of their claims to Pension 
from the period at which a Board of Examiners may declare them qualified for Government 
Interpreters. 

12. The Services in respect of which Superannuation Allowances are granted ought in all cases, to 
have been continuous, unless interrupted by reduction of Office or other temporary suspension of 
employment not arising from misconduct or voluntary resignation of the party. 

13. The Pension shall be computed upon the Salary of the permanent Office held by a Public Servant 
at the time of his retirement, provided he shall have held the same Office for at least Three Years, and 
that the Salary of the same shall not have been revised during that time; otherwise the Pension shall 
be calculated upon the average annual amount of Salary received by such Person for Three Years 
next proceeding the commencement of such Pension. 

14. In case of reduction or abolition of Office, Temporary Allowance may be assigned agreeably to 
the specified rates; on condition, however, that the parties receiving the same will be liable to be 
re-called into the service, and with the understanding that they are to be re-employed as opportunity 
may occur, in preference to new applicants for Office. 

15. The period of Service upon which the Superannuation Allowance of all Officers appointed of the 
Public Service taking leave of obsence in the regular manner with abatement of Salary will be calculated, 
will be at the rate of One Month for every Two Months of such leave. 

16. If any person receiving a pension under this Minute sha!l be appointed to fill any Office in any 
Public Department, such Pension shall cease to be paid for any period subsequent to such Appointment 
if the annual amount of the profits of the Office to whom he shall be appointed shall be equal to those 
of the Office formerly held by him, and in case it shall not be equal to those of his former Office, then 
no more of such Pension shall be paid to him than what, with the Salary of his new Appointment, shall 
be equal to the profits of his former Office. 

17. Should the time of Service not warrant the assignment of an Annual Allowance, a gratuity may 
be granted after the rate of one mouth’s salary for each Year of Service. 


TABLE showing the Rares or Pension payable to the Public Officers of the Straits Settlements 
under the foregoing Minute. 
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18. The foregoing Rules and Table are not applicable to the present Recorders of Singapore and 
Penang, who are each entitled under the Act of 18 and 19 Vic., c. 93, to retire on Pensions of £800 
per annum after ten years’ service. Should, however, these Officers desire to serve beyond that 
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period, it is proposed to grant them for each subsequent successive year’s service between ten and 
fifteen years an allowance equivalent to a fifth part of the difference between £800 per annum and the 
moiety of their present salaries—namely, an annual increase of £90 to the Recorder of Singapore, and 
an annual increase of £40 to the Recorder of Penang; and after fifteen years’ service an additional 
allowance of one-sixtieth of the salary of each office for each additional year’s service until they shall 
have reached twenty-five years’ service, when they may receive the full allowance of forty-sixtieths, 
and no addition shall be made for any service beyond that period. 


SCHEME FOR STRAITS SETTLEMENTS CADETSHIPS. 


With a view to supply the Civil Service in the Straits Settlements with an efficient Staff of Interpre- 
ters, it is intended that a certain number of Cadetships shall be established, the holders of which are 
to devote themselves for a certain time after their arrival in the Colony to learning either Malay or 
Chinese. ; 

Ist. Three Gentlemen will be appointed at once to Cadetships, after a competitive examination by 
the Civil Service Commissioner, from amongst Candidates nominated for this purpose by the Secretary 
of State. 

2nd. Each Candidate shall be between the ages of 20 and 23. 

3rd. The heads of examination shall be as given below; a knowledge of either Malay or Chinese is 
not necessary, but the subjects are selected with the object of giving an advantage to Candidates who 
may be presumed to possess an aptitude for acquiring language. 


Heads of Examination 


Ist. Exercises designed to test handwriting and orthography. 

2nd. The four first rules of Arithmetic. 

3rd. Latin and one other foreign language. 

4th. English Composition including précis writing. 

5th. Pure and Mixed Mathematics. 

6th. History and Geography. 

7th. Constitutional and International Law. 

8th. Natural Science. 

9th. Any two of the following languages not having been taken up under No. 3,— 
French, German, Spanish, Italian. 


Candidates who cannot pass in the first two Subjects will be rejected, but those Subjects will not tell 
in competition. 

Every Candidate must undergo a competitive examination in the 3rd and 4th Subjects, and in any 
two others which he may select. 

But any Candidate who takes up the 9th Subject may, if he chooses, be examined in five Subjects 
instead of four. 

4th. Each Cadet will receive a salary of £200 per annum to commence from the day of leaving 
England. The cost of his passage to the Straits Settlements will be paid—and Quarters, Teachers, 
and Books will be provided for him at the public expense while studying the language. 

5th. For two years after the arrival of the Cadet in the Straits Settlements he shall apply himself 
specially to learning either Malay or Chinese as the Local Government may direct. 

6th. At the end of two years’ study, or as soon afterwards as they shall be declared qualified by a 
Board of competent Examiners, the three first €adets shall be appointed Government Interpreters, 
and be employed in such of the Departments as may require their Services at Salaries of £400 per 
annum each, without other allowances. 

7th. After two years’ approved Service as Interpreters the Salary will be increased to £500, and 
after three years’ Service they will be considered eligible by the Secretary of State for promotion to 
the higher offices in the Civil Service of the Straits Settlements. 

8th. The Cadets while studying Malay or Chinese will be under the control and supervision of the 
Governor of the Colony, who shall frame regulations for their hours of study and general govern- 
ment. 

9th. The progress of the Cadets shall be tested by half-yearly examinations and every Cadet shall 
be Jiable at any time to be dismissed if his progress or conduct shall be considered by the Governor 
and Executive Council to be so unsatisfactory as to render such a course desirable.—The Governor 
and Council will decide, having regard to the ground of dismissal, whether the Cadet shall be sent home 
at the public expense, or shall be left to find his own way home, or shall be in addition called upon to 
repay the cost of his passage out. 

loth. A Bond must be entered into by the Cadet and his friends at home with the Agents General 
for Crown Colonies to secure the repayment of the cost of the passage out, in the event of his dismissal 
and of its being decided by the Governor and Executive Council that such repayment shall be 
enforced,—and also in the event of the Cadet within four years from the date of his arrival in the 
Straits Settlements either quitting the Colony without leave or relinquishing his appointment, together 
with a further sum of £50 for each year to repay the Colony the cost of his teaching up to his leaving. 

llth. After the appointment of the three first Cadets as Interpreters the number shall be maintained 
permanently at two, to be selected under the same regulations as were enforced in the case of the first 
appointments. : 
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NAVAL DEFENCE ACT. 
ANNO vicEsIMo ocTAvo VICTORIA REGINE. 
CAP. XIV. 
An Act to make better Provision for the Naval Defence of the Colonies. [7th April, 1865.] 


Whereas it is expedient to enable the several Colonial Possessions of Her Majesty the Queen to 
“make better Provision for Naval Defence, and to that end to provide and man Vessels of War, and 
also to raise a Volunteer Force to form Part of the Royal Naval Reserve established under the Act of 
Parliament of 1859 “for the Establishment of a Reserve Volunteer Ferce of Seamen, and for the 
Government of the same,” (hereafter in this Act called the Act of 1859,) and accordingly to be 
available for general Service in the Royal Navy in Emergency: 


Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows: 


1. This Act may be cited as the Colonial Naval Defence Act, 1865. 


2. In this Act— 


The term “Colony” includes any Plantation, Island, or other Possession within Her Majesty’s 
Dominions, exclusive of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the Islands 
being immediate Dependencies thereof, and exclusive of Jndia as defined by the Act of Parlia- 
ment of 1858 “ for the better Government of India.” 


The term “the Admiralty” means the Lord High Admiral of the United Kingdom, or the 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord Hign Admiral. 


3. In any Colony it shall be lawful for the proper Legislative Authority, with the Approval of 
Her Majesty in Council, from time to time to make Provision for effecting at the Expense of the 
Colony all or any of the Purposes following : 


(1.) For providing, maintaining, and using a Vessel or Vessels of War, subject to such Conditions 
and for such Purposes as Her Majesty in Council from time to time approves: 


(2.) For raising and maintaining Seamen and others entered on the terms of being bound to 
serve as ordered in any such Vessel: 


(3.) For raising and maintaining a Body of Volunteers entered on the terms of being bound to 
general Service in the Royal Navy in Emergency, and, if in any Case tke proper Legislative 
Authority so directs, on the further terms of being bound to serve as ordered in any such 
Vessel as aforesaid : 


(4.) For appointing Commissioned, Warrant, and other Officers to train and command or serve as 
Officers with any such men ashore or afloat, on such terms and subject to such Regulations as 
Her Majesty in Council from time to time approves: 


(5.) For obtaining from the Admiralty the Services of Commissioned, Warrant, and other Officers, and 
of Men of the Royal Navy for the last-mentioned Purposes: 


((6.) For enforcing good Order and Discipline among the Men and Officers aforesaid while ashore or 
afloat within the Limits of the Colony: 


(7.) For making the Men and Officers aforesaid, while ashore or afloat within the limits of the 
Colony or elsewhere, subject to all enactments and Regulations for the time being in force for 
the Discipline of the Royal Navy. 


4.Volunteers raised as aforesaid in any Colony shall form Part of the Royal Naval Reserve, in addi- 
tion to the Volunteers who may be raised under the Act of 1859, but, except as in this Act expressly 
provided, shall be subject exclusively to the Provisions made as aforesaid by the proper Legislative 
Authority of the Colony. 


5. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from time to time as occasion requires, and on 
such Conditions as seem fit, to authorize the Admiralty to issue to any Otticer of the Royal Navy 
volunteering for the Purpose a Special Commission for Service in accordance with the Provisions of 
this Act. 


6. It shalI be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from time to time as occasion requires, and on 
such Conditions as seem fit, to authorize the Admiralty to accept any Otier for the time being made or 
to be made by the Government of a Colony, to place at Her Majesty's Disposal any Vessel of War 
provided by that Government and the Men and Officers from time to time serving therein; and 
while any Vessel accepted by the Admiralty under such Authority is at the disposal of Her Majesty, 
such Vessel shall be deemed to all intents a Vessel of War of the Royal Navy, and the Men and Officers 
from time to time serving in such Vessel shall be deemed to all intents Men and Officers of the Royal 
Navy, and shall accordingly be subject to all Enactments and Regulations for the time being in force 
for the Discipline of the Royal Navy. 
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7. It shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from time to time as occasion requires, and on 
such Conditions as seem fit, to authorize the Admiralty to accept any Offer for the time being made or 
to be made by the Government of a Colony, to place at Her Majesty's disposal for general Service in 
the Royal Navy the whole or any Part of the Body of Volunteers with all or any of the Officers raised 
and appointed by that Government in accordance with the Provisions of this Act; and when any such 
Offer is accepted such of the Provisions of the Act of 1859 as relate to Men of the Royal Naval Reserve 
raised in the United Kingdom when in actual Service shall extend and apply to the Volunteers whose 
Services are so accepted. 


8. The Admiralty may, if they think fit, from time to time by Warrant authorize any Officer of 
Her Majesty’s Navy of the Rank of Captain or of a higher Rank to exercise in the name and on behalf 
of the Admiralty, in relation to any Colony, for such time and subject to such limitations, if any, as 
the Admiralty may think fit, any Power exerciseable by the Admiralty under this Act. 


9. Nothing done under this Act by Order in Council, or by the Admiralty, or otherwise, shall im- 
pose any Charge on the Revenues of the United Kingdom without express Provision made by Parlia- 
ment for meeting the same. 


10. Nothing in this Act shall take away or abridge any Power vested in or exercisable by the 
Legislature or Government of any Colony.

DALZIEL, Joun.—Entered the army in 1813; 
embarked with his regiment, 71st light infantry, 
for the West Indies, Jan. 1815; but the destination 
of the regiment being altered, landed in Flanders ; 
served during the campaign of 1815; was present 
at the battle of Waterloo, and subsequent opera- 
tions; was present at the surrender of Paris, served 
with the army of occupation, and returned to 
England in 1818; served with the 78th highlanders 
in Ceylon, 1826-37 ; was appointed superintendent 
of police at Colombo, 1839; police magistrate, coro- 
ner, and justice of the peace, Colombo, 1844; he 
also acted for three months in 1857, as commissioner 
of requests in Gampolla, and for the same period 
as district judge in Caltura, 1858-9 ; retired 1864. 

DAMPIER, Freperick ELviot. — Superinten- 
dent of rivers and creeks, FEssequibo, British 
Guiana 1860; Stipendiary Magistrate, 1865, | 

DANIELL, G. W.— Police magistrate, and 
member of the legislative and executive councils 
of Nevis. 

DANIELL, WM. Meape.— Entered the colonial 
service in 1839, as clerk in the governor’s office, 
Antigua, and served in that capacity under three 
successive governors-in-chief; was private secre- 
tary to President Daniels, when administering the 
governmentof Antigua; appointed a landing-waiter 
of the customs establishment in 1844, and on its 
abolition was nominated to a clerkship in the trea- 
sury ; harbour-master of Parham in 1857; and re- 
arpontes to the treasury, 1862. 

"ARCY, Cotonet Geo.—Appointed governor 
and commander-in-chief of the Gambia, June, 1859; 
was adjutant of the 94th regiment, in which corps 
he served 16 years, promoted by purchase as lieu- 
tenant.colonel in the 3rd West India regiment; 
after commanding the corps for three years, ayree- 
able to royal warrant gazetted as brevet-colonel, 
July 7, 1857; sold out, May, 1858; appointed 
governor of the Gambia in June, 1859; served in 
the southern Mahratta war, 1845-6, East Indies; 
organized an expedition against the powerful 
robber king of Badiboo, and commanded the royal 
Gambia militia artillery throughout the successful 
campaign which followed during the months of 
Feb and March, 1861 ; was aide-de-camp from 1839 
to 1848, to five successive governors of Bombay, 
and also to General Sir Willoughby Cotton, 
G.C.B., 1850-51, when he commanded the Bombay 
army ; autbor of a work on Light Infantry Drill. 

DARLING, Sir Crartes Henry, K.C.B. 
(Creat. 1862.)—Entered the army as ensign on the 
7th Dec. 1826, by recommendation from the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst, after public examina- 
tion; became in 1827, assistant private secretary 
to the late General Sir Ralph Darling, then gover- 
nor of New South Wales and major-gencral com- 
manding the forces in thit colony and Van 
Diemen’s Land; and was also appointed military 
secretary to that officer in 1830. In 1833, while a 
student in the senior department of the Royal 
Military College, was appointed secretary to the 
late Lieut.-General Sir Lionel Smith, upon that 
officer’s nomination to be governor and commnander- 
in-chief of Barbados and the Windward Islands, 
and was employed in that capacity until 1836, 
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Sir Lionel Smith having been in that year nomi- 
nated to the government of Jamaica, Mr. Darling 
was appointed governor's secretary for that colony, 
and retained the appointment until the termina- 
tion of Sir Lionel Smith’s government in 1839; in 
that year obtained an unattached company, and 
retired from the army in 1841; in 1843, appointed 
by the Earl of Elgin, then governor of Jamaica, 
agent-general of immigration for the colony, and 
held also the office of adjutant-general of militia, was 
a member of the assembly and of several executive 
boards; was again appointed governor’s secretary 
during the ad-interim administration of the go- 
vernment of Jamaica by Major-General Sackville 
H. Berkeley, and continued to hold that office 
during the earlier period of the government of the 
Right Hon. Sir Charles Grey in 1846-47 ; in 1847 
was appointed lieutenant-governor of the island of 
St. Lucia; in 1851, appointed lieutenant-governor 
of the Cape of Good Hope, an office specially 
created for the conduct at Cape Town of the civil 
government while Sir George Cathcart the gover- 
nor and commander-in-chief, might be engaged in 
his military and civil duties on the frontier. 
After the departure of Sir George Cathcart, ad- 
ministered the government of the Cape from May, 
1854, to Dec. 1854, during which period the par- 
liamentary constitution of the settlement was in- 
augurated and established ; was nominated to the 
government-in-chief of Antigua and the Leeward 
Islands, previously to his sole administration of 
the government of the Cape; but never assumed 
the duties of that government, having shortly after 
his arrival in England, been required to proceed 
to Newfoundland as administrator of the govern- 
meut of that colony, of which he was subsequently 
appointed governor and coimander-in-chief; in 
Feb. 1857, was appointed captain-general and 
governor-in-chief of Jamaica, an office which em- 
braces the general superintendence of the affairs 
of British Honduras and the Turks’ Islands, and at 
that time included also the government-in-chief of 
the Bay Islands; received the order of the bath 
(K.C.B.), 1862, for his ‘long and effective public 
services.” Appointed governor of Victoria, 1863 ; 
recalled, March, 1866. 

DARRELL, Joun H.—Chief justice of Ber- 
muda; appointed 1856. Formerly of Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge; a barrister of Lincoln's Inn. Is 
a member of the executive and legislative coun- 
cils ; has been in the colonial service since 1819; 
was attorney-general from 1834 to 1856. Pub- 
lished an edition of the Laws of Bermuda in 1861. 

DARRELL, Naruaniet Josernu.— District com- 
missary of taxation, British Guiana. 

DARRELL, R. J.— Auditor of the public 
accounts and postmaster, ‘Turks Islands; appointed 
1852, and auditor 1555; registrar of births and 
deaths. 

DARRELL, Tuomas A.—Appointed receiver- 
general and commissioner of customs and naviga- 
tion laws, Bermudas, 1859. Is a member of the 
executive and legislative councils. 

DARRELL, W. H.—Clerk of the assembly, and 
clerk of the assize court at Bermuda; appointed 
1843. 

DASENT, Bory Irwin, F.R.C.S.L.— Appointed 
consulting surgeon of the colonial hospital, and 
police surgeon, Trinidad, 1857. 

DASH WOOD, G. F., Lieut. R.N.—Entered the 
Royal Navy, 1819; lieutenant, 1833; member of 
first legislative council in South Australia, 1843, 
1844; acting commissioner of police, 1847 to 1849 ; 
stipendiary magistrate at Port Adelade from Aug. 
1849 to Nov. 1850; commissioner of police, 1850 
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to 1852; collector of customs, 1852 to 1858, ex- 
officio member of the legislative council, 1852 to 
1355; immigration agent for South Australia in 
England, from Aug. 1858 to Dec. 1860; stipen- 
diary magistrate for the eastern districts, Novem- 
ber, 1861. 

DAVEREN, J. E.—Served for 8 years in the 
ordnance survey; transferred to the surveyor- 
general’s department in Ceylon in 1856; and em- 
ployed on the unpaid establishment from February, 
1857, till February, 1864. Appointed assistant 
surveyor, 1864. 

DAVIDS, J. W. R.—Writer, Ceylon civil ser- 
vice, 1866; acting police magistrate, Kaigalle and 
Arvisawella, in the same year.

EYRE, Epwarp Jonn.—Was for some years 
engaged in explorations in Australia; in 1840-4] 
commanded an exploring expedition under the 
auspices of the South Australian government, pene- 
trating to nearly 29° S. lat., then returning and 
crossing from the head of Spencer’s Gulf to West- 
ern Australia, an account of which will be found 
in a work published by him entitled “ Journals of 
Expeditions of Discovery into Central Australia, 
and overland from Adelaide to King George’s 
Sound in 1840-41.” This journey, in connection 
with Mr. Eyre’s previous ones, completed his 
transit acruss the continent of New Holland from 
east. to west, from Sydney to Swan River. For 
these tracts the Royal Geographical Society awarded 
him their gold medal in 1842. First appointment 
under the colonial office, Sept. 1841, as resident 
mayistrate at Moorundee in South Australia, which 
office he held until Dec. 1846, when he was ap- 
poe lieut.-governor of New Ulster and New 

1unster in New Zealand; on the expiration of his 
term of service, returned to England, Sept. 1853; 
appointed lieut.-governor of St. Vincent, Oct. 1854, 
which he held until the end of March, 1861; ad- 
ministered the government-in-chief of the Leeward 
Islands from April, 1859 to April, 1860, during the 
absence of the governor; specially commissioned 
in Feb. 1862, to administer the general government 
of Jamaica and its dependencies, during the ab- 
sence of the governor, Sir Charles Darling, K.C.B.; 
appointed governor, April 1864. In Oct. 1865, put 
down an insurrection of the negroes, which was 
ushered in by the savage butchering of a num- 
ber of magistrates and other gentlemen at St, 
Thomas’s-in-the-East. Received address of thanks 
from the legislature, the bishop and clergy, from 
dissenting ministers, planters, and others, and from 
the ladies and women of Jamaica. The legislative 
council, in their addresses, recorded ‘“ grateful 
thanks for the energy, firmness, and wisdom with 
which your excellency has carried the island 
through this momentous crisis.” The address 
from the assembly was in equally flattering terms. 
In Nov. 1865, Mr. Eyre induced the legislative 
bodies to abrogate their existing functions. The 
form of government which was afterwards insti- 
tuted, the appointment of Sir H. Storks, and the 
reasons which induced Her Majesty’s government 
to recal Governor Eyre, are to be found under the 
heading of Jamaica. Mr. Eyre returned in Aug. 
1866.

He also acted as attorney-general in the 
island of St. Vincent in 1857 and 1858, when a note 
was made at the colonial office of the strong testi- 
mony borne to his able, painstaking, and laborious 
services. He was educated at a military college 
in France, and called to the bar at Lincoln's Iun 
in Hilary Term, 1838.

Coast settlements, 1856; lieut.-governor of St. 
Christopher’s, May, 1859. Is author of some 
articles in the Encyclopedia Britannica on the 
*¢ African Colonies;’’ acting gov. Antigua, 1866. 

PINE, Ricuarp.—Appointed governor of the 
Gold Coast, 1862; was Queen’s advocate, police 

“magistrate, clerk of the councils, and superintend- 
eut of police at the Gambia, from 1855 to date of 
present appointment; prior to and during which 
period he held many appointments, and was fre- 
quently employed on important missions to native 
kings and chiefs.
